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VIIL—GENERAL PROGRESS AT THE MuSEUM, BLOOMSBURY. 


The total number of visitors to the Museum in the year 
1900 is the highest recorded since 1882, being 689,249, an 
increase of more than 25,000 on the number reached in 
1899, which was 663,724. 

The number of visits of students to the Reading Room, 
which had recently shown a tendency to decline, has also 
risen to 198,566, as against 188,554 in 1899; a daily average 
of 655. 

The average numbers of persons in the room, counted at 
certain hours of the afternoon, were :—

The number of volumes, We. supplied to readers in -the 
year was 1,336,147 as against 1,306,078 in 1899. 

There has also been a considerable addition to the total 
number of visits of students to the several Departments 
other than the Reading Room, amounting to 56,043, as against 
49,422 in 1899, due to a larger use of the Newspaper Room. 

in order to obtain a higher water pressure on the fire 
extinguishing service new rising mains and larger mains on 
the roofs have been fitted, from which, with the aid of a 
steam fire-engine, water can be thrown over the dome of the 
Reading Room, the highest portion of the Museum buildings. 
The standard engines on the roofs are thus superseded. 

Improvement in the American Room has been effected by 
building up the windows in the northern and eastern walls 
and by inserting a skylight the full length of the roof. This 
work completes the alterations of this character which have 
been carried out during recent years in the suite of rooms on 
the northern side of the Upper Floor, in which are exhibited 
Egyptian, Babylonian, Assyrian, and Awerican Antiquities. 
The introduction of light from skylights instead of from side 
windows is of the greatest advantage for the better exhibi- 
tion of the objects ; and there has been considerable gain of 
space for additional wall-cases. 

The Asiatic Saloon. in which the collection of oriental 
porcelain is exhibited, has also been greatly improved by 
inserting additional skylights, and by replacing the obsolete 
wall-cases with new ones of better design. 

The construction of a gallery, fitted with wall-cases, in the 
Prehistoric Saloon, creates room for the expansion and better 
exhibition of the collections. 
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Rooms in the eastern basement, formerly occupied by the 
binders, have been fitted with shelving for storage of news- 
papers; the available space, however, is unfortunately 
Jimited. 

The Babylonian and Assyrian antiquities exhibited in the 
Babylonian Room (one of the rooms on the north side of the 
upper floor, lately improved) have undergone a complete 
re-arrangement, and many recent acquisitions of interest 
have been incorporated. 

The Waddesdon Room, in wnich are exhibited the collec- 
tions bequeathed to the Trustees by the late Baron Ferdinand 
Rothschild, m.p., was opened to the public in April. 

Among the most noteworthy acquisitions in the several 
Departments, the following may be mentioned :— 

The Department of Egyptian and Assyrian Antiquities has 
continued to add to its earliest series many objects illustrat- 
ing the condition of the remote inhabitants of Egypt in the 
predynastic period; and the great collection of very early 
records of Babylonia has been further augmented. 


A valuable series of Greek papyri has been added to the 
collection in the Department of Manuscripts by donation 
from the Egypt Exploration Fund. 


For the Department of Greek and Roman Antiquities a 
number of gold objects have been purchased, supplementing 
the great find made at Enkomi, in Cyprus, in 1896. 


Among the purchases for the Department of Printed Books 
special attention has been given to the acquisition of incuna- 
bula, the old collections of early printed books being now 
brought together and kept in a special place in the North 
Library. The.Department has also benefited by the bequest 
made by the Jate Mr. H. 8. Ashbee of his remarkable library 
of more than 15,000 volumes, comprising special collections of 
editions of the works of Cervantes, Moliére, Le Sage, Sterne, 
and Fielding. 


The papers bequeathed by John Cam Hobhouse, Lord 
Broughton, with the condition that they were not to be 
opened until the year 1900, consist of general correspondence 
between the years 1796 and 1867, and confidential despatches 
and correspondence and other papers relating to Indian 
public affairs while Lord Broughton held the office of Presi- 
dent of the Board of Control. 


Among single volumes of interest acquired by the Depart- 
ment of Manuscripts mention should be made of the Common- 
place Book of John Milton. 

The same Department has this year completed the purchase 
of a great collection of topographical interest, viz., the 
architectural] drawings made in all parts of England and 
Wales by John Chessell Buckler and members of his family. 
The purchase of the collection has been spread over three 
years.

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The most important addition to the Department of Prints 
and Drawings is a valuable series of drawings by Old 
Masters, and by Flaxman and Stothard, and of .water-colour 
drawings of the English School, bequeathed by the late 
Mr. Henry Vaughan, F.S.A. 


With the close of the century, the publication of the 
General Catalogue of Printed Books in the British Museum, 
which was commenced in the year 1881, has been completed. 
A Supplement is in progress, to comprise works which have 
been acquired during the printing of the Catalogue, but which 
have not been incorporated in it. 

Gifts of Museum publications, including reproductions of 
prints and drawings by Old Masters, have been made to Free 
Public Libraries, Local Museums, and Art Schools throughout 
the United Kingdom, and to a certain number of Libraries in 
the Colonies.

DEPARTMENT OF PRINTED BOOKS. 


I. Arrangement.—The works added to the collection during 
the past year have, as far as possible, been placed on the 
. shelves of the Library according to the system of classifica- 
tion adopted in the Museum. 

The press-marks, indicating their respective localities, have 
been marked on the inside and affixed to the back of each 
volume ; also on the titles. 

The total number of these press-marks amounts to 
78,345; in addition to which, 32,121: press-marks have been 
altered, in consequence of changes and re-arrangements 
carried out in the Library; 41,487 labels have been affixed 
to books and volumes of newspapers, and 83,630 obliterated 
labels have been renewed. 

The process of attaching third-marks to. the books in the 
New Library, with the view of accelerating their delivery 
to readers, has been continued; 7,848 books have been 
thus marked during the year, and the corresponding altera- 
tions, amounting to 40,537, have been carried out in the 
General and Hand Catalogues; 2,952 volumes of country 
newspapers have also been ntimbered, and 5,538 index-slips 
have been written for London and Country Newspapers. 

The number of stamps impressed upon articles received 
has been 366,021. 

3,287 presses of books and newspapers have been dusted in 
the course of the year. 


II. Catalogues. — (a.) Cataloguing. — 47,070 titles have 
been written (the term “title” applying equally to a main 
title and to a cross-reference). Of these, 33,583 were written 
for the General Catalogue, 1,684 for the Map Catalogue and 
11,803 for the Music Catalogue. 


(b) Printing.—36,219 titles and 713 index-slips for the 
General Catalogue 1,059 titles for the Map Catalogue and 
16,438 titles for the Music Catalogue, have been prepared for 
printing during the year; 36,241 title-slips and 422 index- 
slips for the General Catalogue, 1,059 title-slips for the Map 


Catalogue and 16,438 title-slips for the Music Catalogue have 
been printed. 


The printing of the entire Catalogue, which was begun in 
1881, has now been completed. 
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Progress has been made during the year in the preparation 
of a Supplement to the General Catalogue, which will contain 
the titles of all books added to the Library during the years 
1882-1899, inclusive, but not incorporated in the Catalogue 
during the process of printing. Seven printed Parts, contain- 
ing the headings from “A” to “ Bibi,” have been delivered 
by the printer in the course of the year. 


Thirty-seven manuscript volumes have been prepared and 
sent to press during the year, and nine printed Parts, repre- 
senting 44 manuscript volumes, have been delivered by the 
printer. The revision and reprinting of the heading 
*‘ Periodical Publications,” which was begun in 1898, has been 
completed. 


(c.) Incorporation.—(1) General Catalogue.—35,941 title- 
slips and 150 index-slips have been incorporated into each 
of the three copies of this Catalogue. This incorporation has 
rendered it necessary, in order to maintain as far as possible 
the alphabetical arrangement, to remove and re-insert 47,996 
title-slips in each copy and to add to each copy 919 new 
leaves ; while, in the preparation of the manuscript volumes 
for printing, it has been necessary to remove and re-insert 
1,630 title-slips in one copy only. 

The system of fortnightly incorporation, introduced in 
1889, has been carried out with perfect regularity during the 
past year. 


(2) Hand Catalogues.—The number of new entries made in 
the Hand Catalogue of ‘“‘ Academies” was 395; in that of 
“Periodical Publications,” 534; in that of “ Maps and Charts,” 
1,058; and in the Hand Catalogues of London and of country 
Newspapers, 2,560 and 2,978 respectively. 


(d) Map Catalogue.—1,684 titles have been written for the 
Map Catalogue and 1,088 title-slips have been incorporated 
into each of three copies of it. This incorporation has 
rendered it necessary to remove and re-insert 1,380 title-slips 
in each copy. 


(e) Music Catalogwe.—11,803 titles have been written for 
the Music Catalogue, and 7,591 title-slips have been incorpo- 
rated into each of two copies of it. This incorporation 
has rendered it necessary to remove and re-insert 9,921 title-. 
slips in each copy and to add to each copy 105 new leaves. 


(f) Shelf Catalogue——For this Catalogue, in which the 
title-slips mounted on cartridge paper, are arranged in order 
of press-marks, 24,890 have been so mounted and 131,800 
have been incorporated in their proper order. 


(g) Catalogues of Books of Reference in the Reading Room. 
—The additions and alterations in each of the three inter- 
leaved copies of the Catalogue of Books of Reference in the 
Reading Room, which are requisite in order to record the 
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changes in this collection by the addition of new works.and 
the exchange of earlier for new editions, have been made 3. 
they number 35 in each copy. 

Additions have also been made to the collection of books 
in the Galleries of the Reading Room by the incorporation of 
new works of interest and importance, and by the substitution , 
of new for earlier editions, The number of such additions to 
each of the two interleaved copies of the Catalogue of this 
collection is 111. 


Ill. Binding.—The number of volumes and sets of 
pamphlets sent to be bound in the course of the year was 
12,411, including 3,301 volumes of newspapers.. In conse- 
quence of the frequent adoption of the plan of binding two 
or more volumes in one, the number of volumes returned 
was 9,289; in addition to which, 306 pamphlets have been 
separately bound, and 142 volumes have been repaired at the 
binders. E | 


Besides this, the following binding work has been done 
in the Library itself :—4,935 volumes have been repaired ; 
228 broadsides, &c. have been inserted in guard-books and 
4,964 volumes of reports, time-tables, parts of periodicals, &c., 
have been formed, in a light style of binding. 


The following maps, charts, &c., have also been bound or. 
mounted during the year :—13 atlases and 103 volumes of the 
25-inch Ordnance Survey have been bound; 118 sheets of 
the l-inch Ordnance Survey, 81 sheets of Admiralty Charts 
and 410 general maps have been mounted on luen and 304 
maps mounted on cards. © 


33,000 numbers of Colonial Newspapers have been folded 
into 510 parcels, and 500 such parcels have been tied up and 
labelled. | 


IV. Reading Room Service—The number of volumes 
returned to the General Library from use in the Reading 
Room was 770,109; to the King’s Library, 22,367; to the 
Grenville Library, 1,081; to the Map Room, 3,755; to the 
presses in which books are kept from day to day for the use 
of readers, 538,621; and to the Oriental Department, 214; 
making a-total amount of 1,536,147 volumes supplied to 
readers during the year. 


The number of readers during the year was 198,566, giving 
an average of over 655 daily, the room having been open on 
303 days; with an average of almost. seven volumes daily 
for each reader, not reckoning those taken from the shelves 
of the Reading Room by the readers themselves. 


Newspaper Room.—The number of readers during the 
year has been 25,423, giving adaily average of almost 84, the 
room having been open on 308 days. The number of volumes 
replaced after use was 48,735, giving a daily average of almost 
two volumes to each reader, not reckoning those, chiefly 
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Parliamentary Papers, taken from the shelves of the News- 
paper Reading Room by the readers themselves. 


Map Room.—324 visitors have been admitted to the Map 
Room for the purpose of special geographical research. 


V. Additions.—(a) 25,285 volumes and pamphlets (includ- 
ing 261 atlases, &c. and 1,187 books of music) have been added 
to the Library in the course of the year, of which 5,860 were 
presented, 11,643 received under the provisions of the Copy- 
right Act, 372 by Colonial Copyright, 669 by International 
Exchange and 6,741 by Purchase. 


(6b) 62,838 parts of volumes (or separate numbers of’ 
periodical publications and of works in progress) have also 
been added to the Library, of which 2,552 were presented, 
34,677 received under the provisions of the Copyright Act, 
199 by Colonial Copyright, 495 by International Exchange 
and 24,915 acquired by Purchase. 


(c) 1,309 maps in 9,808 sheets, have been added to the 
collection in the course of the year, of which 446 maps in 
797 sheets, were presented; 617 maps in 7,952 sheets, were 
received under the provisions of the Copyright Act, 14 maps 
in 40 sheets, by Colonial Copyright, and 232 maps in 
1,019 sheets, acquired by Purchase. 


(d) 5,562 Musical Publications have been added to the 
collection, of which 5,236 have been received under the 
provisions of the Copyright Act, 275 by Colonial Copyright, 
and 51 acquired by Purchase. 


(e) The number of newspapers published in the United 
Kingdem, received under the provisions of the Copy- 
right Act during the past year, has been 3,400, comprising 
220,369 single numbers; 1,226 of these newspapers were 
published in London and its suburbs; 1,664 in other parts 
of England and Wales and in the Channel Islands; 288 in 
Scotland and 222 in Ireland ; 12 sets containing 1,495 numbers 
have been received by Colonial Copyright ; 226 sets containing 
30,598 numbers of foreign and colonial Newspapers, have 
been presented and 73 sets containing 12 volumes and 
15,140 numbers of current foreign and colonial Newspapers, . 
have been purchased. 


(f) The number of distinct works comprised in the 25,285 
volumes and pamphlets, the 62,838 parts of volumes, the 
1,309 maps and the 5,562 pieces of music, already mentioned, 
amounts, as nearly as can be ascertained, to 29,190. Of 
these, 5,738 were presented, 17,121 acqnired by English 
Copyright, 628 by Colonial Copyright, 625 by International 
Exchange and 5,078 by Purchase. 


(g) 17,935 articles have been received in the Department 
not included in the foregoing paragraphs, consisting of 
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Broadsides, Parliamentary Papers and other miscellaneous 
items. The addition of this number to those already given 
produces a total of 116,640 articles, exclusive of newspapers, 
received in the Department in the course of the year. 


Acquisitions of Special Interest.—One hundred and thirty 
Incunabula have been added to the Library during the year 
1900. 

The most valuable and interesting of these is an edition 
of Boccaccio, “Ruine des nobles Hommes et Femmes,” 
printed by Jean Du Pré, Paris, 1483, one of the earliest 
Wlustrated books printed in France. 

The woodcut blocks used in this work were sold to Richard 
Pynson and were used by him to illustrate Lydgate’s trans- 
lation into English of Boccaccio’s work printed in 1494 under 
the title of “The Fall of Princes.” The British Museum 
possesses two imperfect copies of this translation, one of 
which wants all the leaves containing the woodcuts, while 
the other wants three of the nine which should exist in a 
perfect copy. 


Other interesting Incunabula are :—

A political 
pamphlet, purporting to be translated from the English, 
setting forth the advantages to England of a French rather 
than a Spanish alliance.

Lewkenor, Sir Lewis. “The resolved Gentleman.” Lon- 
don, 1594. The only English version of the romance of

ing engravings of military exercises. 
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“ Calvin’s Catechism,” printed by Edward Raban, Aberdeen, 
1628. 


Defensa de la Musica moderna, Lisbon, about 1649. Pub- 
lished anonymously ; attributed, in all probability correctly, 
to John IV. King of Portugal, 


The following acquisitions are of interest on account of

Among these are examples of many rare book stamps of 
English collectors, such as Archbishop Parker, Lord Burleigh, 
Sir Christopher Hatton, Sir Kenelm Digby, Archbishop Laud 
and others ; one binding contains a portrait stamp of Queen 
Elizabeth, and many others are fine specimens of French and 
Italian armorial bindings. 


A copy of the second volume of the “ Commentarium de 
Latina Lingua” of Etienne Dolet, Basel, 1539. The binding 
of this book is impressed with the device of Queen Anne 
Boleyn, which was occasionally used by Queen Elizabeth. 


“ T’Histoire des Successeurs de Alexandre le Grand,” 
Paris, 1545. A fine specimen of sixteenth century binding 
with panelled stamps of Italian design. 


Donations and Bequests.—Under the terms of the will of 
the late Mr. H. 8S. Ashbee, the Trustees have received the 
important bequest of the library formed by that gentleman. 

The number of books contained in this library amounts to 
8,764 works in 15,299 volumes. These include a collection of 
books by or relating to Cervantes, consisting of 384 editions 
of Don Quixote, 114 editions of the other works of Cervantes, 
and 252 books relating to his life and works. 

Other important portions of this library consist of large 
collections of the works of Fielding, Sterne, Moliére. and 
Le Sage, and of an interleaved and extra illustrated copy of 
Nichols’ “ Literary Anecdotes,” extended to 42 volumes.

The short descriptions of Additional Charters and 
Rolls and of Egerton Charters have been completed, and 
short titles of seals, casts, and electrotypes newly acquired, 
CIV. 1 to CXLII. 52 (in all 4585 articles), have been made 
and indexed.

3. Catalogue of the Sloane MSS.—The Index has been 
revised from Wh- to the end, and also slips of subject- 
headings B-L. 

4. Catalogue of Seals.— The Sixth Volume, containing 
descriptions and illustrations of the Seals of Foreign 
Countries, has been completed and issued, Three hundred 
and three newly-acquired casts have been arranged and 
registered. 


5. Catalogue of Musie.—Descriptions of articles contained 
in eighteen hundred and twenty-seven MSS. have been 
revised for press, consisting of the whole of Sacred Music 
and Secular Canons and Cantatas. 

Articles in two hundred and six MSS. have been described 
for the Catalogue. - 


6. Catalogue of the Spanish MSS.— An Index is in 
progress. 

7. Catalogue of Charters and Rolls. — The Index of 
Topography to the several collections of Charters and Rolls 
acquired before 1882 has been completed and issued. 

Nine hundred and seven Additional Charters and Rolls. 
acquired during 1900 have been arranged. 
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A Volume of Facsimiles of Ancient Charters from the 
Conquest to the close of the twelfth century is in progress, 
and thirty-eight Charters have been described. 


8. Catalogue of Bindings.— A Catalogue of selected 
bindings of MSS. in the Department, by Mr. W. H. James 
Weale, is in progress. 


9. Binding.—Three hundred and eight Additional and six 
Egerton MSS., newly acquired, and one hundred and_ fifty- 
five MSS. of the old collections have been bound or repaired. 


Seventy-one Printed Books have been bound. 


One hundred and. twenty-seven Documents have been 
glazed. 


10. Verification.—The several collections of MSS., the 
Stowe Charters and some drawers of Select Charters have 
been verified. 


11. Stamping, folioing, and placing.—One hundred and 
thirty-one Additional MSS., three hundred and fifty-seven 
Charters and Rolls, and one hundred and sixty Books of 
Reference have been stamped with a total of 18,388 
impressions. 


Sixty Additional MSS. have been placed, press-marked, 
and entered in the Hand-lists and Shelf-lists. 


Nine hundred and fourteen Charters and Rolls have been 
placed, and entered in the inventory. Numbers have been 
written on the backs of three hundred and thirty-two 
Charters. . 


One thousand and thirty MSS. have been folio’d, with a 
total of 246,238 folios. Slip-indexes of Charters have been 
folio’d, with a total of 4,373. 


A new extended shelf-list of Closets and Tables has been 
compiled and copied. The comparison of hand-lists and 
shelf-lists is in progress.

The acquisitions during the past year have been of 
considerable interest and importance. 

The first in point of age is a collection of about a hundred 
Greek Papyri, discovered at Oxyrhynchus and some of the 
villages of the Fayum, in Egypt, by Messrs. Grenfell and 
Hunt (excavating on behalf of the Egypt Exploration Fund) 
in the course of the years 1895-1899. They range in date 
from the 1st cent. B.c. to the 7th cent. after Christ, and 
include a portion of the Gospel of St. John, of the 3rd cent., 
a hitherto unknown ode of Sappho, of the same date, a 
fragment of an unknown Comedy (lst cent.), and portions 
of Homer, Herodotus, Thucydides, Sophocles, Euripides, 
Xenophon, Plato, and Demosthenes. The _ non-literary 
papyri, which form the greater part of the collection, are of 
considerable paleeographical interest, and have been selected 
with a special view to the requirements of the Department 
in this respect. The texts of most of these papyri have 
been printed in The Oxyrhynchus Papyri, vols. I. and IL., 
and Fayum Towns and their Papyri, edited by Messrs. B. P. 
Grenfell and A. 8S. Hunt (1898-1900). Presented by the 
Egypt Exploration Fund. 

Two other literary acquisitions, of later date but of 
peculiar interest, deserve special mention. The first of these 
is the MS. of Philip Massinger’s drama, “ Believe as you 
List,” written throughout by the author’s own hand. The 
MS. first came to light in 1844, but had not until now been 
recognised as autograph. The identification of the hand- 
writing was only made on its appearance in an auction-room 
during the past’ year, when the volume was acquired 
for the Museum. With the exception of two masques of 
Ben Jonson, also in the Department, this is the only extant 
holograph drama by one of the ereas brotherhood of 
Elizabethan playwrights. 
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The other literary acquisition referred to above is the 
Commonplace Book of John Milton, most of it in the poet’s 
own hand. This volume was discovered in 1874 among the 
MSS. of Sir Frederick Graham, and a photographic facsimile 
of it was published in 1876. It contains notes by Milton 
on such subjects as matrimony, divorce, education, laws, 
monarchy, taxation, military training, war, We., and it is a 
most valuable addition to the wealth of the Department in 
literary autographs. 

The purchase of the third portion of the Buckler collection 
of Architectural Drawings completes a transaction which 
secures for the Department an unequalled series of sketches 
of buildings and architectural details from all parts of 
England and Wales, made by three generations of the 
Buckler family (especially by John Chessell Buckler) during 
the past century. As a record of the state of the ancient 
buildings of this country at the period named, these draw- 
ings, which fill nearly 100 volumes, are of special value to 
the national collection. 

In the sphere of history, the Department has acquired an 
important series of letters from the Duke of Wellington to 
Marshal Lord Beresford, written during 1810 and 1811. At 
this period Marshal Beresford was acting as second-in- 
command in the Peninsula, during the absence of Lord Hill; 
and these letters (182 in number) consequently supplement 
the correspondence of Wellington with Lord Hill, acquired 
in 1896. 

During the past year the box containing the Broughton 
papers, bequeathed by John Cam Hobhouse, Baron Broughton, 
in 1869, was opened, according to the provisions of his will, 
and the contents have been examined and arranged. They 
include one volume of manuscript drafts of, and notes for, 
Lord Broughton’s literary works, seventeen volumes of 
general correspondence ranging from 1796 to 1867, eight 
volumes of confidential correspondence on Indian subjects as 
President of the Board of Control, and three volumes of a 
miscellaneous character. The general correspondence is 
mainly of a personal and political nature, dealing especially 
with Hobhouse’s election contests at Westminster, the Greek 
War of Independence, the reform of Parliament, and Irish 
and Indian affairs. Among the chief correspondents are the 
members of his own family, Sir F. Burdett, the Marquis of 
Tavistock, Francis Place, H. Bickersteth, Ugo Foscolo, Lord 
Cochrane, Lord Grey, Lord Althorp, Lord Anglesey, Lord 
Palmerston, and Sir R. Peel. Among the public papers are 
several despatches dealing with the affairs of India, Persia, 
and Afghanistan. There are no letters from Lord Byron, 
and only a few incidental references to him. The Indian 
correspondence includes an important series of confidential 
letters from the Governors - General, Lords Auckland, 
Hardinge, and Dalhousie, covering the periods of the siege of 
Herat, the first Afghan war, the settlement of the Panjab 
after the first Sikh war, the outbreak and course of the 
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second Sikh war, the affairs of Oude, Burmah, Sattara, ete. ; 
and the opinions of the Governors both on men and matters 
are expressed freely and without reserve. Copies of letters 
from the Governors to the Queen are sometimes enclosed.

The collection of drawings by Flaxman and Stothard, 
bequeathed by Mr. Henry Vaughan, has been arranged and 
the subjects identified. 


A collection of tracings of subjects from the life of Christ, 
executed and presented by Miss Louisa Twining, has been 
arranged in a volume. 

The work of preparing, specially repairing, and mounting a 
small selection of specimen English Mezzotints has been in 
progress, and one hundred and thirty-two have been so 
treated.

All Books of Prints and Books of Reference recently 
acquired have been indexed and placed on the shelves, and 
titles have been written for articles in thirteen volumes of 
periodicals for 1898-9, for the index of Books of Reference. 
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The preparation of a catalogue of the Franks collection 
of Bookplates has been proceeded with, and the work of re- 
arranging the collection and eliminating duplicates has been 
continued. 


The preparation of a catalogue of all the English Mezzotints 
contained in the Department has been continued. 


~The preparation of slips for a general index to the collection 
of Foreign Portraits has been continued. 


A working index to the collection of reproductions of 
drawings by the old masters has been drawn up. 


All additions to the-collections of English and foreign 
print-sale catalogues have been entered in the indexes. 


All new names have been entered, and all necessary 
alterations effected, in the indexes of artists. 


The transcription for press of the catalogues of English 
Portraits, English Drawings, and Early German and Flemish 
Woodcuts has been continued. 


Ninety drawings and two thousand seven hundred and 
fifty-two prints recently acquired have been incorporated 
with the collections to which they severally belong. 


Kight thousand seven hundred and thirty-five prints, draw- 
ings, ete., recently acquired, have been impressed with the 
departmental stamp and references to the Register. 


The work of impressing with a special stamp the Franks 
collection of Book-plates has been continued, and. thirteen 
thousand nine hundred and six have been stamped. 


Four hundred and eighty-three drawings and two hundred 
and seventy-one prints’ have been mounted -on sunk boards, 
and two hundred and seventy-one prints have been mounted 
in the ordinary manner. 


Three thousand seven hundred and twenty-five items have 
been entered in the Register of Acquisitions. 


The number of students admitted to the Print Room during 
the year ending 31st December 1900 was 5,755. 
Two hundred and seventy-five applications were made for 


leave to photograph objects in the collection, and 1,273 photo- 
graphs. were taken,

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DEPARTMENT OF EGYPTIAN AND ASSYRIAN ANTIQUITIES. 


I.—Arrangement, Cataloguing, etc. 
EGYPTIAN ANTIQUITIES :— 


The general re-arrangement of the Egyptian Collection has 
been continued, and a number of important objects acquired 
during the year have been incorporated and exhibited. 


Seventeen hundred and fifty labels have been written and 
painted, and attached to objects exhibited in the Galleries ; 
thirteen stelae-frames, five hundred and three wood and 
stone plinths, pedestals, &c. have been made; one hundred 
and ninety-two miscellaneous figures, two hundred and 
thirty scarabs, twelve necklaces, &c. have been mounted ; 
two hundred and ninety-nine objects of the various collec- 
tions have been repaired; fittings have been inserted in five 
table cases; thirteen hundred and thirty-three numbers have 
been printed and attached to objects; fourteen hundred and 
eighty-three ostraka have been arranged in boxes; eight 
paper impressions have been made, &c. 


Two thousand and ninety-four objects of the various 
collections have been registered; one hundred and twenty- 
five ostraka have been copied; forty ostraka have been 
re-copied; fifty fragments of papyri have been arranged ; 
the registration of catalogue-numbers have been continued ; 
and the transcribing of papyri for publication has been 
continued. 


ASSYRIAN ANTIQUITIES :— 


The general re-arrangement of the collections in the Baby- 
lonian Room has been completed, Two hundred and fifty 
cylinder seals have been mounted with casts and labelled ; 
four hundred and eighty-five stone and wood plinths, 
pedestals, &c, have been made; two hundred and ninety- 
seven objects (figures, cylinders, &c.) have been mounted ; 
four hundred and ninety-nine tablets of the Kouyunjik and 
other collections have been cleaned and repaired ; two hundred 
and ten fragments of the Kouyunjik collection have been 
joined. 


The Index to the volumes of “ Cuneiform Texts” has been 
continued; three hundred and twenty-eight tablets and 
thirty-one cylinders of the various collections have been 
copied ; four thousand three hundred and ninety-four tablets 
have been registered; catalogue numbers have been added 
to about seventeen thousand Babylonian tablets; eleven 
hundred and sixty additional fragments have been incor- 
porated in the Kouyunjik collection; the case-books and 
indexes of the registers have been continued. 
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Parts IX., X., and XI. of “Cuneiform Texts from Baby- 
lonian Tablets, &c. in the British Museum,” and an illustrated 
“Guide to the Babylonian and Assyrian Antiquities” have 
been compiled and issued. 


Students :—Two thousand three hundred and sixty visits 
have been made to the Department by students and others; 
and four thousand and ninety-five objects have been issued 
to them for study.

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DEPARTMENT OF GREEK AND ROMAN ANTIQUITIES. 


I.—Arrangement, Cataloguing, ete. 


Progress has been made in repairing and restoring archi- 
tectural fragments from Ephesus; 31 fragments have been 
added to the Salutaris inscription from the theatre; two 
slabs of the frieze from a temple at Teos have been mounted, 
and the background of the frieze restored. A terracotta 
sarcophagus from Clazomenae has been repaired and mounted ; 
a blank in the Parthenon frieze filled in with stone, a stone 
vase from Cyprus restored, and two stone bases reworked. 
The following sculptures have been mounted on marble bases : 
a panther from the Mausoleum, a figure of Pan, and four 
heads, including one of Faustina the younger and one of 
Apollo. The following have been mounted on stone plinths: 
a plaster capital from Cyrené and a shaft with reliefs; four 
reliefs, among which are two from Ephesus and one from 
Phigaleia ; eight heads, aseries of masks, a stelé from Cyprus, 
and three inscriptions. Hight marble bases and five stone 
plinths have also been prepared for mounting sculptures. 

Two mosaics have been moved from the north-west stair- 
ease to the Hall of Inscriptions, and replaced by the large 
mosaic with head of sea-deity from Carthage; a relief has 
been fixed in the Mausoleum Annex, and a fragment of a 
pilaster-capital in the Graeco-Roman Basement; a sarco- 
phagus has been transferred from the Carthaginian to the 
Graeco-Roman Basement, and the lid of another from the 
Sepulchral to the Graeco-Roman Basement ; the inscriptions 
in the Inscription Room have been re-arranged and classified ; 
old numbers have been obliterated from the sculptures in 
the Elgin, Phigaleian, and Mausoleum Rooms; 68 pedestals, 
64 plinths, and two mounts have been cleaned. 

Moulds and casts have been made from the following 
objects: three slabs of the frieze, and two metopes of the 
Parthenon ; a capital of the Erechtheion, and fragments of the 
Mausoleum chariot frieze ; two heads, six fragments of a frieze, 
and five of an inscription from Ephesus ; a head of an Asiatic, 
and a terracotta relief. 

A wall-case in the Gold Ornament Room has been fitted up, 
and a series of silver vessels and ornaments mounted therein 
on ebonised stands ; a series of gilt panels with velvet edging 
has been fixed on bearers in the Gold Ornament Room, 
one fresco mounted in ebonised frame, and four frescoes fixed 
in the Gold Ornament Room Vestibule; new velvet fittings 
have been provided for cases in the Gold Ornament Room, and 
41 gems mounted on velvet-covered blocks. Cases 117-121 in 
the Etruscan Saloon were altered for arrangement of objects 
from Cyprus, and an upright case in the First Vase Room 
fitted with velvet-covered iron brackets; a set of bronze 
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plates forming the ornamentation of an Etruscan chair has 
been fixed on a wooden model; a marble dish and shade in 
the Entrance Hall have been refixed, and the shade of the 
Parthenon model in the Elgin Room altered. 


A series of wooden ebonised labels has been prepared for tops 
of wall-cases in the Terracotta, Etruscan, Bronze, and Vase 
Rooms, six others for the Gold Ornament Room and three 
for the Entrance Hall; the plans in the Ephesus Room 
have been cleaned, and all thermometers refixed ; new locks 
have been provided for table-cases in the Elgin and Mausoleum 
Rooms and Etruscan Saloon, and for a case in the Gold 
Ornament Room Vestibule ; the racks for students’ drawing 
boards have been altered, and 66 pegs provided for easels ; 
the pedestals in the Vase Rooms have been fixed to the floor 
and the shades screwed down. 


Seven silver objects, two bronzes, 26 terracottas, 39 vases, 
and a series of fragments of pottery from Cyprus, Daphnae, 
and elsewhere, have been cleaned, repaired, and restored ; 84 
casts have been made from gems; 990 labels prepared and 
attached to objects; 279 objects registered ; 1,108 terracottas 
catalogued. 


A new edition of the Parthenon Guide, Volume II. of the 
Catalogue of Sculptures, and a publication on “ Excavations 
in Cyprus under the Turner Bequest” have been issued. 


Progress has been made in preparing Catalogues of Vases 
(Volume I.), Sculpture (Volume III.), and Terracottas. 


The number of visits made by students to the Departmental 
Library for purposes of research is 426.

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DEPARTMENT OF BRITISH AND MEDIAVAL ANTIQUITIES AND 
ETHNOGRAPHY. 


L—Arrangement. 


Prehistoric Section.—The construction of wall-cases in the 
new iron gallery has been proceeded with ; and two table- 
cases have been painted inside, and the objects again exhibited. 
New bolts have been added to two standard cases, and the 
case containing objects of bone from the French cave dwellings 
has been lined with paper. 


Romano-British Room.—The text of the discharge certifi- 
cates of Roman soldiers has been printed in full, and a 
translation added; copies have been framed and exhibited 
in a wall-case near the originals. A Roman gravestone from 
Lincoln has been mounted and placed in the Roman Gallery. 


Medieval Room.—tThe collection of English and foreign 
monumental brasses had been labelled, and the earlier enamels 
re-arranged, fresh fittings having been added and some of the 
specimens re-mounted. The matrices of seals not exhibited 
have been arranged in drawers in accordance with the slip 
catalogue, and progress made with the re-mounting and 
labelling of foreign specimens. A German memorial tablet 
of bronze has been mounted, and affixed to the wall; and the 
labelling of the portraits on the walls has been completed. 


Gold Ornament Room.-—The collection of prehistoric orna- 
ments has been re-arranged and labelled. The regalia of 
Prempeh and a series of Ashanti jewellery have been exhibited, 
and the collections of Romano-British, Anglo-Saxon, and 
Byzantine ornaments labelled and re-arranged. Specimens 
of Norwegian and Abyssinian jewellery have been replaced 
by silver-plate, belonging to the Greek and Roman depart- 
ment, taken from the fixed desk-cases in the passage, which 
are now appropriated for the exhibition of the Franks 
Bequest. These cases have been entirely re-fitted, and now 
contain, besides a selection of about 1500 finger-rings of all 
periods, the Oxus treasure, classical and medizval jewellery, 
seals, and enamelled objects. General labels have been placed 
in the various sections, and much progress made in the 
labelling of individual objects, while the unexhibited rings 
have been arranged in a cabinet to facilitate reference. 
Photographs of the Franks Bequest have been taken for 
purposes of registration. 


Glass and Ceramic Room.—-The English pottery and 
porcelain have been cleaned and re-labelled as catalogued. 
A large panel of Dutch tiles has been framed and placed over 
the wall-case containing the collection of Dutch delft. The 
locks of two table-cases have been altered to the new suite, 
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these being the only cases in the Department which retained 
locks of the old pattern. 


Asiatic Saloon.—The fittings of the new wall-cases in the 
south wing have been completed, and the collection of 
Japanese porcelain, as well as some other pieces of oriental 
ware, have been exhibited. In the north wing new wall- 
cases have been erected, and the others in the west bay of 
the saloon cleared of their contents prior to reconstruction. 


Gallery of Religions.—A number of permanent labels have 
been prepared for the early Christian antiquities, and similar 
labels affixed to the collection of gilded glass from the 
catacombs. Seventy rings have been exhibited on velvet 
mounts in the same room. A number of recently acquired 
Graeco-Buddhist sculptures have been cleaned and mounted 
on stone or wooden plinths, while two standard cases, trans- 
ferred from the department of Prints and Drawings, have 
been re-fitted for the exhibition of the smaller and more 
elaborate specimens of that period. A collection of ancient 
Indian beads has been mounted and placed in a table-case 
of the Buddhist room, and new fittings provided for the 
exhibition of Buddhist statuettes and other objects from 
Ceylon. 


American Room.—The windows have been blocked up 
and skylights inserted in the roof. New fittings have been 
prepared for the exhibition of objects from the Freer 
collection. 


Ethnographical Gallery.— A large consignment from 
Borneo has been unpacked, and classified with expert assist- 
ance. The collection from Torres Straits has been cleaned 
and re-arranged, and specimens of jade axes from New 
Zealand mounted in a frame. The Tahiti section has been 
entirely re-arranged, and additional fittings provided for this 
purpose. A series of weapons, originally arranged as trophies 
over the wall-cases, have been distributed in their proper 
sections. A representative collection of Indian basket-work 
from California has been classified, and space for its exhibi- 
tion obtained by compressing the North American collection. 
Stands for two canoes in this section, and also for several 
Eskimo dresses, have been provided, while other canoes have 
been suspended on the waill. 


Waddesdon Room.—The objects bequeathed by Baron 
Ferdinand Rothschild have been cleaned, labelled, and exhi- 
bited, in eleven cases specially constructed. Besides the 
handbook to the collection, a complete catalogue has been 
prepared with several photographic plates, and will be 
published by the Trustees in the course of 1901. The room 
was opened to the public on April 9th. 

The registration of current acquisitions has been continued, 
and 856 objects have been added, while 462 ethnographical 
specimens have been drawn and described. 
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The slip catalogue of English porcelain has been completed, 
and that of English pottery, and another of pilgrims’ signs, 
tokens, and cloth-marks have been continued, and are nearing 
completion. The slip catalogue of objects belonging to the 
Early Christian and Byzantine periods has been completed, 
and plates of most of the principal specimens prepared for 
the forthcoming catalogue to be published by the Trustees. 
The slip catalogue of prehistoric gold ornaments has been 
revised, and that of the Franks collection of finger-rings 
completed. 

The Ceramic Library has been re-arranged and press- 
marked, and the contents of cupboards and drawers in the 
study-passage in part examined and labelled. Over three 
hundred miscellaneous photographs have been mounted and 
classified ; and 884 permanent labels have been written. A 
large number of ticket-labels have also been written, espe- 
cially for the ethnographical collections. 


About 1,500 wooden tablets have been prepared and covered 
with velvet for mounting finger-rings in the Franks bequest; 
also 1,000 blocks for attaching to card- labels, and 250 pedestals 
and stands of various kinds. Twenty frames have been made, 
and several cupboards provided with extra fittings. Highty- 
six miscellaneous objects have been mounted on boards, and 
about 1,500 slips and labels printed on the hand-press. Six 
stone plinths have been prepared, and two stone statuettes 
nepaired. 

During the year there have been 1,806 visitors to the 
studies of this department.

One half of a stone mould for casting socketed celts, found 
at Fethard Castle, Co. Wexford; given by Max Rosenheim, 
Esq., F.S.A. 


A socketed celt of unusual form with punched dots, from 
Newbald, Beverley ; and a bronze armlet from a burial near 
Ramsgate. 


A stone spindle-whorl from the parish of Menheniot, 
Cornwall; given by William Mutton, Esq. 


A fine bronze brooch of the safety-pin type, found in a 
chalk-pit at Deal; given by W. R. Cave, Esq.

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A vase of thin bronze, from Mundesley, Norfolk ; a small 
ornamented bronze bowl, pins, and other objects from the 
site of a pile-dwelling in the Thames at Hammersmith; and 
a bronze statuette of rude workmanship, perhaps the figure 
of a goddess, found at Aust on the Severn. 


Several stone hammer-heads, chipped flints, socketed celts, 
and arrow-heads, chiefly from the government of Kieff, 
Russia; seven stone implements from the Dardanelles; and 
an interesting terra-cotta figure from Adalia, Asia Minor. 


Fifty chert implements and flakes from Abydos, found in 
the tombs of Egyptian Kings of the first dynasty ; given by 
the Egypt Exploration Fund. 


A collection of stone knives and other implements from 
flint mines in the eastern desert of Egypt; discovered and 
given by H. W. Seton-Karr, Esq. 


Specimens of chert implements from the Libyan Desert 
beyond Faytim; discovered and given by Stanley S. Flower, 
Esq. 

A massive triple collar of gold, with engraved geometrical 
ornament and cup-skaped projections, found at Penha Verde, 
near Cintra, Portugal. This important addition to the pre- 
historic series in the Museum is probably the most remarkable 
relic of Bronze Age metal work found in Portugal. 


(2.) Romano-British :-— 


Two acquisitions of importance from Wales, viz.:—A 
broad gold bracelet, ornamented with applied wires, with 
enamelled clasps displaying Celtic scroll-work; an incom- 
plete pair of gold bracelets in quadrangular panels set 
with garnets and sapphire pastes, and a heavy gold 
ring set with an onyx intaglio of an ant, all found together 
at Rhayader, Radnorshire. The other comprises four gold 
rings, with ornamented angular shoulders, one set with 
a cameo and another having a cock engraved on the 
bezel; found together on Sully Moors, near Cardiff, with 
Roman coins, which fix the date of the rings to about the 
year A.D. 300. The latter find is described in the Numismatic 
Ohronicle, 3rd Series, Vol. XX., pp. 27-65. 


An iron spear-head, probably of the Roman period, found 
at Victoria Dock Extension, 1881; given by C. H. Read, Esq., 
F.S.A. 


(3.) Anglo-Saxon and Foreign Teutonic :— 


A remarkable tripod bronze jug with hinged lid, and 
curved cylindrical spout, the body ornamented on the wheel 
with bands of lines. Several similar vessels have been found 
in Frankish graves on the Rhine, but this is the only English 
specimen known; it was found with a Saxon glass cup in a 
grave at Wheathampstead, Herts. It is figured in Proceed- 
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ings of the Society of Antiquarves, Vol. XVIII., p. 111, where 
its date is placed about A.D. 620. 


A heart-shaped bronze weight of 575 grains with punched 
marks on both faces, found at Grove Ferry, Kent; given by 
Col. A. J. Copeland, F.s.a., and figured in Proc. Soc. Ant., 
Vol. XVI., p. 174. 


A pair of bronze-gilt bracelet-clasps, found in Cambs. ; 
viven by C. H. Read, Esq., F.S.A. 


A well-made bowl of thin bronze with the lip turned in 
and thickened, found at Sandy, Beds. 


An interesting circular dish of bronze, with a Christian 
inscription in debased Roman characters round the boss in 
the centre, and a text (Revelation, v. 5) on the flat brim; 
also a bronze ewer with obscure characters round the neck, 
and the handle of a bronze bowl; all of the Visigothic 
period, and found together in Spain. 

Two massive gold Visigothic buckles with ornamental 
plates, one having discs of garnet, and the other enclosing 
part of a Roman sard intaglio of Mercury ; found at Tolnau, 
Hungary. 

A circular Frankish brooch set with garnets, and at a later 
date ornamented with enamelled foliage ; a coat of arms and 
initials CM engraved on the back. 


A bronze-gilt brooch of the Gothland type, with square 
head-plate, and round boss on the bow, once set with garnets ; 
an engraved bronze brooch of the tortoise pattern; and 
millefiori and crystal beads, all from a Viking grave at 
Tromsé, north Norway. Proc. Soc. Ant. XVII., p. 372. 


A collection of bronze ornaments, comprising mirrors, 
bracelets, and pendants, one of which was originally filled 
with red enamel; from the government of Kieff, Russia. 


A gold ear-ring of Byzantine filagrze.

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The silver matrix of the seal of British Kaffraria, which 
ceased to be used in 1866; given by the Lord President of 
the Council. 


A small bronze platter of the 16th century, stamped twice 
with the arms of All Souls’ College, Oxford, and the maker’s 
mark, a horseman and GC; found at Oxford, and given by 
John Jennings, Esq. 


Three specimens from a service of pewter plates, probably 
of the time of Henry VIIIL., found near Guy’s Hospital; on 
the rim is stamped a feather crowned, and the maker’s mark 
igva bell; figured in Proc. Soc. Ant., Vol. XVIIL.; p. 115.- A 
bronze chafing-dish of the 14th century, found at Ousden, 
Suffolk. A bone stylus for writing on wax tablets, the top 
carved as a standing female figure, of the 14th century, 
_ found in London, and figured in Proc. Soc. Ant., Vol. XVIIL., 
p. 116. All given by C. H. Read, Esq., F.s.a. 


A silver-gilt brooch in the form of St, Christopher, 
standing on a corbel, of the 15th century. 


Two small ivory carvings, probably from the side of a 
casket, of the 14th century. 


A bronze pendant of quadrangular form, originally filled 
with enamel, bearing a shield of arms, 14th century ; found 
in Canterbury, and figured in Proc. Soc. Ant., Vol. XVIIL., 
p. 190; given by Col. A. J. Copeland, F.s.a. 


A silver-mounted cameo of St. Catherine, with an 
inscription round the edge in black-letter, IN GOD iS AL 
Mi TRUST, of the 15th century. 


A gold iconographic finger-ring, the beze] with three 
erooved facets engraved with figures of St. Catherine, 
St. Christopher, and St. Barbara with an inscription, EN 
BON COR in black-letter at the back, 15th century ; found 
in the parish of St. Gennys, Bude. 


A heavy bronze mortar ornamented with panels of 
orotesque figures and foliage in slight relief; with founder’s 
stamp and in raised letters below the rim, WILLIAM LAND 
MADE ME i612. 

A circular terra-cotta medallion of William Roscoe, the 
historian (1753-1831), signed by John Gibson, 1813; given 
by W. Lowes Rushton, Esq. 


Specimens of toilet pins from documents dating between 
1770 and 1790; given by G. W. Egleston, Esq. 


An antique glass-paste intaglio of a Bacchanalian faun, 
and a collection of over four hundred glass-paste intaglios by 
Tassie, Pichler, Burch, Brown, and Marchant; seven being 
set in gold rings and three mounted as signets; given by 
Miss Kate Radf rd by request of the late Dr. Radford. 
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(b.) Foreign.—An ivory folding dial made by George 
Hartman in 1562, and a pair of brass compasses made at 
Rome in 1678, and signed by Jacobus Lusuerg, of Modena; 
both in their original leather cases. A half-ounce weight of 
bronze with the device of Toulouse, perhaps of Latour, in 
that diocese, 13th century. All given by Max Rosenheim, 
Esq., F.S.A.

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DEPARTMENT OF COINS AND MEDALS. 
L.—Eahibitions. 


A selection of electrotypes of coins illustrating the develop- 
ment of Greek portraiture, and a selection illustrating the 
money of the Bible, have been mounted and exhibited at 
the entrance to the Medal Room, and 108 descriptive labels 
have been written on copper and placed beneath the 
specimens. 


Electrotypes of representative series of gold coins of the 
western and eastern empires from Honorius to Manuel 
Palaeologus, and of denarii of the Roman Republic have been 
mounted and placed on exhibition in the corridor of the 
Medal Room. | 


Il.—Registration and Arrangement. 
1. Greek Serves :— 


987 coins have been registered, and 986 incorporated. 


14 coins hitherto regarded as uncertain have been placed 
under Velia in S. Italy. The coins of pre-Imperial date 
hitherto given to Apollonia ad Rhyndacum in Mysia have 
been transferred to Apollonia in Thrace, in accordance with 
recent discoveries. Rectifications have been made in the 
series of Spain and Judaea in accordance with the most 
recent works on these subjects. 


The coins of Persis, Elymais, and Characene have been 
removed to a separate cabinet. 


The sulphur casts of the coins in the Hunter Collection at 
Glasgow have been identified, and their re-arrangement in 
accordance with the new catalogue of that collection has been 
begun. 


The bronze coins of Lycia have been weighed for the 
editors of the German Corpus of Greek Coins. 

Numerous series of coins have been examined and selections, 
where necessary, made for the Museum. Among these were 
two fine series of coins of various parts of the Greek world, 
a large collection of Lydian coins, three series of Parthia 
and Persis, and a series chiefly of Lesbos. 

The manuscript bibliography of Greek Numismatics has 
been brought up to date. 

The work of writing tickets giving reference to the 
published catalogues has been continued for the Catalogues 
of Galatia, ete. (656 tickets) and Cilicia, ete. (122 tickets). 

In preparation for the Catalogue of Parthia the regal 
series (Goterzes to Artavasdes) and the civie series have 
been re-arranged, and 426 silver coins have been weighed.

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2. Roman Series :— 
45 coins have been registered, and 71 incorporated. 


Several large series of Republican denarii, and a hoard 
of Imperial aurei and denarii, found at Sully, near Cardiff 
(Treasure Trove) have been examined, and selections made 
for the Museum. 


The Roman gold coins, and the Byzantine series have been 
transferred to new cabinets with fresh labels, and the trans- 
ference of the Roman Imperial series earlier than 296 A.D. 
has been begun. 


3. British and Colonial Series :— 


107 coins and medals have been registered and incor- 
porated. 


Two collections of coins (including the Pollexfen Collection 
of Scottish coins) have been examined, and selections made 
of specimens desirable for the Museum. 


A series of casts of coins of Henry I has been prepared. 


4, Mediaeval and Modern Series :— 


135 coins and medals have been registered and incor- 
porated. 

A collection of gold, silver, and copper coins has been 
examined, and a selection made for the Museum. 

The Personal Medals (small size) from C to Z have been 
transferred from the King’s Cabinet and re-arranged in a 
new Medal Cabinet with fresh heading cards. 

The re-arrangement of the Italian Medals of the 15th 
Century under artists’ names, and the preparation of a 
descriptive list and bibliography has been begun. 

A find of over 200 coins of the Princes of Achaia, Dukes 
of Athens, and Neapolitan Princes in Epirus, has been 
examined, and a description begun. 

The German, Spanish, and Swedish lead and pewter medals 
have been incorporated in the general coliection. 


5. Oriental Series :— 


542 coins have been registered, and 309 incorporated. 

In accordance with recent researches, rectifications have 
been made in the series of the Sultans of Delhi, the Muham- 
madan States of India, and the Indian local mints. 

The series of the Bahmanis and the Moghul Emperors of 
india have been expanded, and the expansion of the Bactrian 
and Graeco-Indian series begun. 

The duplicates of the various Muhammadan series described 
in the published’ catalogue have been removed from the 
genera] collection and placed together. 231 duplicates of 
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Graeco-Indian coins from the Cunningham Collection have 
been removed and placed together. 

A list of additions to the Bactrian and Graeco-Indian series, 
made since the publication of the catalogue in 1886, has been 
drawn up. 

Several collections have been examined and, where de- 
sirable, selections made for the Museum. Among these were 
nine collections belonging to Messrs. Longworth Dames, 
Nelson Wright, Parry, Sewell, White King, Ellis, and 
Col. Biddulph ; two series of Arab coins struck in Spain and 
Northern Africa; and a series of Soudanese coins. 

Selections have been made of representative coins of 
India and the Muhammadan Dynasties for exhibition in 
electrotype. 


III.—Catalogues. 
Greek Serves :— 


The Catalogue of the Cowns of Lycaonia, Isauria, and 
Cilicia, by G. F. Hill, has been printed and issued. Three 
half-sheets (B — D = 24 pages) of the Catalogue of the Coins 
of Lydia, by the Keeper of Coins, and the Map illustrating 
that volume, have been sent to press. 


IV.— Acquisitions. 


The total number of Coins and Medals added to the 
Department during the year 1900 is 1,311, of which 54 
are of gold, 491 of silver, 704 of bronze, and 62 of other 
metals.

REMARKABLE COINS AND MEDALS. 
1. Greek Series :—- 
(a.) Europe :— 


Syracuse in Sicily.—An extremely rare and very beautiful 
tetradrachm, an exact reproduction on a reduced scale of the 
famous decadrachm by Euainetos. (From the Carfrae 
Collection. ) 


Capsa in Chalcidice.—An archaic tetrobol. The city of 
Capsa north of Mende, on the Thermaic gulf, is mentioned by 
Herodotus (vil, 123). Its coins are of great rarity, and have 
been only recently identified. 


Potidaea in Chalcidice.—A very remarkable tetrobol of 
the early part of the fifth century ; obverse, Poseidon Hippios 
on horseback. 


Philip II of Macedon, 8.c. 359-336.—A rare tetrobol with 
a youthful head bound with a taenia on the obverse, and a 
prancing horseman on the reverse. The mint-mark, the 
head of the river-god Achelods, shows that the coin was 
struck at Ambracia. 


Alexander the Great, B.C. 336--323.—A remarkably fine and 
unpublished tetradrachm belonging to the class attributed to 
Peloponnesus. 
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Abdera in Thrace.—A. fine tetradrachm, B.c. 450-430. 
Obverse, a gryphon, with elaborately curled wing, seated to 
the left with forepaw raised. The coin is transitional be- 
tween the archaic and the later classes, and appears to be 
unique. 


Thasos.—An archaic obol of a new type ctre. B.c. 500. 


Larissa in Thessaly. —B.c. 430-400. Two obols, probably 
unique, (i.) Shield with central device, horse’s hoof, symbol 
of the Thessalian Poseidon Hippios (Hist. Num., p. 426) ; 
veverse, Bust of Asklepios; (i1.) Free horse of Poseidon ; 
vyeverse, Nymph Larissa holding ball in one hand and loop- 
shaped object in the other. 


Oeta in Thessaly.—sB.c. 196-146. A didrachm hitherto 
unknown. Obverse, Lion’s head with spear in mouth; re- 
verse, Herakles standing. 


Corcyra.—B.c. 229-48. A silver coin struck after the 
surrender of Corcyra to the Romans, when it was allowed to 
retain a limited autonomy together with the right of coinage 
in silver. 


Thyrrheiwm in Acarnania,—After B.c. 167. <A diobol, 
probably unique; obverse, head of Athena; reverse, 
=ENOMENHE in laurel wreath. When the Acarnanian 
Confederacy was broken up after B.c. 167-Thyrrheium was 
allowed by the Romans to continue to strike money. The 
coin is additionally interesting on account of the magistrate’s 
name, Xenomenes, who was probably an ancestor of the 
Xenomenes of Thyrrheinm, who entertained Cicero when he 
passed through the city in B.c. 51-50. 


Aegina.—An archaic didrachm with an incuse reverse of 
the type prevalent before 550 B.c. The obverse type differs 
from that of any archaic specimen hitherto described, the 
shell of the tortoise being divided, as on the later coins struck 
after 480 B.c., into numerous compartments or plates, while 
it retains at the same time its archaic outlines. The coin is 
therefore assigned to the latter half of the sixth century 
B.C. | 


Achaean League.—A drachm of the finest style cire. B.c. 
370. Obverse, Head of Zeus Homagyrios, closely resembling 
the fine head of Zeus on contemporary coins of Elis. 
This coin proves that the Achaeans combined to issue 
Federal coins a whole century before the League is known 
to have attained any political importance. we 


Mantinea im Arcadia.—A rare hemiobol, cire. B.c. 400, 
with an acorn on the obverse, illustrating Herodotus, I. 66, 
where the Arcadians are called Badarvndayor avopec, 
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Delos.—-A drachm dating from the latter part of the fourth 
century B.C. of a type hitherto unknown. Obverse, Head of 
Apollo; reverse, A—H Swan flying over palm tree. The 
tree is the sacred palm of Delos, beneath which Leto gave 
birth to Apollo and Artemis. The swan is an Apolline 
symbol. 


(b.) Asia :— 


Calchedon vm Bithynia.—A well-preserved tetradrachm of 
the second half of the fourth century B.c. 


Cyzvcus in Mysia.—Philip I. A bronze coin. Reverse, 
Tyche and the name of the Strategos, Aurelius Verus 
Agathemeros. 


Lampsacus vn Mysia,—A fine and very rare tetradrachm 
(early second century B.c.). Obverse, Head of Priapos 
crowned with ivy; reverse, Apollo Kitharoedos with a small 
figure of Hekate carrying two torches. 


Cyme in Acolis—A very fine and rare tetrobol of the 
Persian Satrap Spithridates, circ. B.c. 3384, with his portrait 
in the Persian Satrapal tiara on the obverse, and the fore- 
part of a horse, the badge of the city of Cymein Aeolis, on 
the reverse. 


Ephesus in Ionia.—A tetradrachm bearing the name of a 
Prytanis, KAEITOPIO®, B.c. 387-295, new to the series of 
Ephesian coins. 


Ephesus wm LIonia.—A Cistophorus bearing a date not 
previously known on this series; year 11 of the Province of 
Asia = B.C. 123. 


Aphrodisias in Caria.—A coin struck in the name of the 
High Priest Flavius Myon, bearing within a wreath the 
inscription ETTIMEAHOENTOZ @AABIOY MYWNOZ 
APXIEPEWZ. 


Clannudda in Lydia.—A bronze coin of the second century 
B.c. Clannudda was a Seleucid stronghold on the slope of 
the Kyshla Dagh. Its coins are of great rarity. 


Daldis in Lydia.—Tranquillina. Reverse, the cultus-idol 
of the Lydian Virgin goddess. | 


Dioshieron in Lydia.—Two bronze coins of the age of 
the Antonines, with figures of the river Cayster on the 
reverses, important as evidences of the site of Dioshieron, 
which has been identified with the modern Birghi. It was 
probably in Roman times the administrative centre of the 
Upper Cayster valley. 
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Gordus Julia in Lydia—Commodus and Macrinus, two 
rare bronze coins. Reverses, Emperor on horseback spearing 
prostrate foe, and the god Mén standing. 


Maeonia in Lydia—Lucius Verus A rare coin with the 
magistrate’s name €TT! KYEINTOY B. APX. A. 


Mastaura in Lydia.—Otacilia. Reverse, Triple statue of 
Hekate Triformis holding in her six hands various symbolical 
objects; at her feet are a hound and a blazing altar. 


Philadelphia in Lydia.—Severus Alexander. Reverse, 
Temple of Helios and the name of a magistrate, Tiberius 
Julius Julianus, the first Archon. 


Saitta in Lydia.—Gordian III. Reverse, the god Mén 
standing between two recumbent River-gods, Hyllos and 
Hermos; important as indicating the position of Saitta above 
the confluence of those rivers. The coin bears the name of 
the first Archon, Aelius Attalianus, who styles himself vide 
imm«ov ’Aciapyou “Son of an Asiarch of equestrian rank.” 


Thyatira in Lydia.—Sept. Severus. Reverse, River-god 
Lykos recumbent before a tree, and extending his hand 
towards a humped bull. 


Tomaris in Lydia.—Sept. Severus. A rare bronze coin, 
on the reverse of which is a recumbent figure of a River-god, 
accompanied by his name, KICCOC, a piece of considerable 
topographical interest as showing that Tomaris, the site of 
which is still uncertain, stood on the river Cissus, which is 
probably an affluent of the modern Kuwim-char. 


Tralles in Lydia.—Eleven coins of the Cistophoric class, 
ranging in date from the era of the Province of Asia, B.c. 133 
down to B.C. 48, all rare and nearly all unpublished varieties. 


Tripolis in Lydia.—Eight bronze coins of Roman Imperial 
times, among which is one in beautiful condition, obverse, Head 
of Helios; reverse, the emperor Trajan crowning a trophy of 
arms. 


Acmonia wm Phrygia.—Plautilla. Reverse, young goat- 
legged Pan seated on a rock with his nebris hanging over his 
knee. He is in the attitude of “outlook,” 16 awooxoredav. 


Amorium in Phrygia.—Geta. Reverse, winged Nemesis 
in her usual attitude of plucking her chiton at her neck, and 
with her symbol, the wheel, beside her. 


Ancyra vm Phrygia.—Antoninus Pius. Reverse, Naked 
Zeus resting on spear and holding an anchor. This type 
illustrates a passage of Pausanias (I., 4),in which he says 
that the anchor discovered by the Phrygian king Midas, the 
founder of Ancyra in Galatia, was still preserved in his own 
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time in the temple of Zeus in that city. The coin shows that 
the same “foundation legend ” was also prevalent at the less 
important city of Ancyra in Phrygia. 


Lumenia in Phrygia.—Time of M. Antony, a coin struck 
at Humenia under the name of Fulvia, which it bore fora 
short time after the first wife of Antony. The hypothesis 
that the city of Fulvia was identical with EKumenia was first 
advanced by the late M. Waddington, but it remained only a 
hypothesis. The inscription on the present coin shows that 
the name of Fulvia was obliterated from the dies, the original 
name Humenia being at the same time restored by means of a 
countermark. Waddington’s hypothesis is thus justified. 


Sebaste in Phrygia.—Time of Sept. Severus, with a River- 
god on the reverse accompanied by his name CINAPO[C] 
which serves to correct the hitherto accepted name of the 
river Senaros. 


Synnada in Phrygia.—Luciila. Reverse, cultus-effigy of 
Artemis Ephesia, with the name of her local priestess, 
Claudia Basilo. 


Themisonium wn Phrygia.—Time of Gordian. Obverse, 
~ AYK[aBac] COZQN, Bust of the Saviour (Lykabas). The 
chief divinities worshipped in Phrygia and Pamphylia were 
the Mother-Goddess and her son the Saviour God. On the 
reverse of this coin is a river-god named KAZANHC. 


Perga in Pamphylia. — Caracalla. Reverse, OEMIC 
the personification of the games called Oéguidec. 


Side in Pamphylia.—Salonina. Reverse, Prize urn and 
two purses on an agonistic table inscribed AQPEA, perhaps 
signifying that the prizes in the games were Imperial gifts. 


Mallus in Cilicia. — Sept. Severus. Reverse, the seer 
Amphilochos holding an olive-branch over a boar crouching 
at his feet. This animal frequently accompanies representa- 
tions of Amphilochos. 


Cyprus.—A rare silver coin attributed to an ancient king 
of Amathus, with an inscription in Cypriote characters 
beneath the lion on the reverse, which has been transliterated 
| Lw-7i-pw. 


Syria.—A fine tetradrachm of Antiochus VI, B.c. 145-142, 
struck in the first year of his reign, when, as a boy of seven, 
he was placed upon the throne by Tryphon, his father’s 
minister, whose signature the coin bears. 


Babylon.—A rare bronze coin of the Satrap Timarchus , 
who revolted from Syria in B.c. 162 and assumed the title of 
king. 
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Phoenicia and Palestine—369 specimens from the col- 
lection formed by the late Rev. H. C. Reichardt, for many 
years resident at Damascus. The selection consists of coins 
of Heliopolis (Baal-bek), Caesarea Paneas, Gerasa, Aradus, 
Berytus, Byblus, Sidon, Tyre, Tripolis, Judaea, (John Hyr- 
canus, Judas Aristobulus, Alexander Jannaeus, Herod the 
Great, and M. Agrippa), Jerusalem, Ascalon, Gaza, Bostra in 
Arabia, &e. 


Parthia.—A unique coin of Tiridates I with the title 
OEOTIATOP. 


Parthia.—Four tetradrachms of Phraates II, B.c. 138-128, 
and one of Tiridates II, B.c. 32-26. These scarce pieces bear 
interesting portraits, and are in perfect condition. The coin 
of Tiridates has on the reverse a figure of the Tyche of a 
Greek city presenting a palm to the Parthian monarch, and 
is @ new variety. 


Parthia.—A series of 77 silver and 27 bronze coins of the 
Parthian and Sub-Parthian classes, comprising well preserved 
drachms of the earlier Arsacidae, 8.c. 248-210, and rare obols 
of Tiridates I and Orodes I. The tetradrachms (cire. a.D. 
30-209) are in remarkably good preservation, and are in- 
scribed with the years and months of their issue, which are 
of great use in settling the doubtful chronology of the 
Arsacid period. In the Sub-Pavrthian class are 12 silver 
coins of Persis with Pehlvi inscriptions and the Fire-altar 
characteristic of Persian money. 


Egypt.—A rare silver coin (wt. 137 gers.) of Berenice II, 
Queen of Cyrenaica and wife of Ptolemy EKuergetes, BC. 
247-222. 


Carthage.—A very fine tetradrachm of the fifth century B.c. 


2. Roman Series :— 


Capua.—An unpublished large bronze coin, B.c. 268 -211, 
of which the types and style prove the Capuan origin of a 
series of silver didrachms inscribed ROMA. 


Imperial. — Six unusually fine bronze pieces of Nero 
(closing of the Temple of Janus), Germanicus, Galba, Hadrian 
and Sabina, Antoninus Pius, and Julian II and Helena, in 
the characters of Sarapis and Isis, 

A gold coin of Carus referring to the conquests of Sar- 
matia and Persia in A.D, 282. 

An aureus of Maximianus Herculeus s.p. 286-305, corre- 
sponding in type with a similar issue of his colleague Dio- 
cletian. It was struck at Tarraco in Spain, cire. A.D. 290, 
before the reform of the coinage, which took place shortly 
afterwards. | 
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Five gold coins of Diocletian and Maximianus Herculeus, 
and six silver coins of Caracalla, Gordian IJ1, Philip I, 
Herennius Etruscus, and Carausius, from a hoard lately 
found at Sully near Cardiff. 


3. British and Colonial Series :-— 


England.—Henry I. A very rare penny ; obverse, king’s 
bust facing, holding sceptre; reverse, Double cross-pattée 
and trefoils in angles. Struck at London. 


England.—Henry IV. A London Half-groat, bearing the 
portrait of Richard II. 


England. — Thirteen gold Nobles and Half-nobles of 
Henries V and VI, selected as varieties from a large hoard 
recently discovered in France. 


England.—A Half-noble of Henry VI, of the early part 
of his reign and intermediate between his co-called first and 
second issues. 


South Africa.—A half and quarter penny of Griquatown 
issued, it is supposed, by Waterboer at the suggestion of the 
Missionaries before the proclamation of Griqualand West as 
a British Colony in 1871. 


South African Republic.—A complete set of the coinage, 
with the exception of the sovereign struck by President 
Burgers in 1875. 


4, Mediaeval and Modern Series :-— 


Lucea.—A mediaeval gold coin struck in the reign of the 
Emperor Charles IV, 1355-1378, having on the obverse the 
“ Sanctus Vultus’”’ of Christ, crowned. 


Denmark.—A small silver coin of Eric VII, of Denmark 
(XIII of Sweden), A.D. 1412-1439. 


Brazil.—A silver medal commemorating the fourth cen- 
tenary of the discovery of Brazil. 


Mozambique.—A Portuguese Onza, struck for Mozambique 
during the reign of Maria IT (1843). 


5. Oriental Series :— 


India. — Fifteen ancient lead coins of uncertain attri- 
bution, 


India.—A unique coin of Kumudasena, a king of Ayodhya, 
probably dating from the second century B.c. 
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India, &c.—Forty-three coins of various Muhammadan 
dynasties of India, Afghanistan, and Transoxiana. 


Moorish.—Seventeen coins of various Moorish dynasties 
of Spain and Africa. 


Africa.—Seven coins of Menelek, Emperor of Abyssinia. 
Africa.—Hight bronze coins of Harar. 


Africa.—Fifteen coins of the Soudan, struck by the late 
Khalifa at Omdurman. 


Malay Peninsula.—Thirteen tin coins of Kalantan.

STATEMENT of PROGRESS made in the ARRANGEMENT and 
DESCRIPTION of the COLLECTIONS, and Account of 
OBJECTS added to them, in the Year 1900. 


GENERAL PROGRESS. 


Visitors. 


The number of visitors to the Natural History Museum 
in 1900 was 485,288, as compared with 422,290 in the previous 
year. This is the largest total which has been reached since 
the opening of the Museum, the previous highest being 
453,956 in 1896. The attendance on Sunday afternoons has 
been well maintained, 56,302 visits having been recorded as 
against 55,718 last year. 

The average daily attendance for all open days during the 
year was 1,337; for week-days only, 1,379; and for Sunday 
afternoons, 1,083. 


Electric Light. 


Further progress has been made with the installation of the 
electric light in the Museum. Nearly all the studies in the 
basement are now lighted in this way, as well as the Geological 
and General Libraries, the Director’s room, and other portions 
of the ground floor. 


Swiney Lectures. 


Dr. R. H. Traquair gave his fifth and last consecutive 
course of twelve lectures on Geology, on the Swiney Foun- 
dation, in October, his subject being ‘“‘ Extinct and Persistent 
Types.” With the permission of the Lords of the Committee 
of Council on Education the lectures were delivered in the 
lecture theatre of the Victoria and Albert Museum. The 
average attendance for the course was 92 persons per lecture, 
as compared with 99 persons in the preceding year, when the 
lectures were delivered at the Jermyn Street Museum. 

Steps have been taken with a view to the appointment of 
a lecturer to succeed Dr. Traquair, whose term of office 
expired with this course. 
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Huzley Memorial Statue. 


The Memorial Statue of the late Professor Huxley has 
been placed in the Hall of the Museum, under the first arch- 
way on the east side, near the entrance. The ceremony of 
unveiling was held on the 28th April, when the statue was 
formally handed over by Sir Joseph Hooker, on behalf of the 
subscribers to the Memorial Fund, to the Trustees, on whose 
part it was received by His Royal Highness the Prince of 
Wales, in the presence of a large and _ representative 
gathering. 

Addresses were delivered on the occasion by Professor Ray 
Lankester, Sir Joseph Hooker, Sir Michael Foster, and the 
Duke of Devonshire, in the order named. 


Memorial to Sir W. H. Flower. 


An application from the Flower Memorial Committee for 
permission to place a bust of the late Sir William Flower, 
as well as a memorial tablet, in a suitable part of the Natural 
History Museum has been agreed to, subject to the Trustees’ 
approval of the bust. 


Botanical Work Committee. 


A Departmental Committee has been appointed by the 
Lords Commissioners of the Treasury “To consider the 
‘“‘ present arrangements under which botanical work is done 
“ and collections maintained by the Trustees of the British 
“ Museum and under the First Commissioner of Works at 
“ Kew respectively; and to report what changes (if any) in 
“ those arrangements are necessary or desirable in order to 
“ avoid duplecation of work and collections at the two 
“ institutions.” 

Lord Avebury and Mr. F. Du Cane Godman have been 
nominated by the Trustees to serve as their representatives 
on the Committee. 

The Director, Dr. Henry Woodward, and Mr. George 
Murray have given evidence before the Committee. 


Wild Game Preservation Convention. 


At the request of the Marquess of Salisbury, and with the 
consent of the Trustees, the Director agreed to act as one 
of the British Plenipotentiaries at the International Con- 
ference which assembled in London on the 24th April to 
consider the means to be adopted for the preservation of 
Wild Animals, Birds, and Fish in Africa. A Convention, to 
remain in force for fifteen years, was signed by the plenipo- 
tentiaries on the 19th May. 
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Address to the Emperor Menelek. 


An illuminated address, signed by a number of the Trustees, 
and sealed with the Museum seal, has been despatched to the 
Emperor Menelek, through the Foreign Office, acknowledging 
in suitable terms the facilities granted to Lord Lovat and 
Mr. Weld-Blundell for travelling and collecting in Abyssinia, 
whereby the Museum has been enriched by the fine collection 
‘of Birds and Mammals obtained by those gentlemen during 
their expedition through the Galla Country and Southern 
Abyssinia to the Blue Nile (see last year’s Return, p. 104). 
The address was accompanied by certain specially bound 
volumes of the Museum Publications, the whole being en- 
trusted to the care of Colonel Harrington, British Repre- 
sentative at the Court of the Emperor Menelek. 


Malaria Inquiry. : 


In connection with this subject collections of Mosquitos 
have continued to pour into the Museum from all parts of 
the world. Of the genus Anopheles, certain species of which 
have been proved to be the carriers of the Malaria parasite, 
those from India and the Straits Settlements sent by Capt. 
S. P. James, 1.m.s. (Travancore), Dr. E. S. Goodrich (Madras), 
Mr. C. W. Daniells (Bombay), and Mr. L. Wray, junr. 
(Taipeng), have proved specially interesting, all the species, 
except one from the Straits Settlements, being new, Full 
information regarding the collections received up to May 
last will be found in a Preliminary Report,* prepared by 
Mr. F. V. Theobald, which has been printed for the Museum 
by H.M. Stationery Office, and distributed among the senders 
of the various collections and the Public Departments inter- 
ested in the subject. Numerous additional collections have, 
however, been received since the issue of that Report. A 
Monograph of Mosquitoes, to be published by the Trustees, is 
in preparation by Mr. Theobald. 

The Report by Mr. KE. E. Austen on the natural history 
results of the Expedition to Sierra Leone, sent out by the 
Liverpool School of Tropical Medicine, under the leadership 
of Major Ross, to investigate the connection between Mos- 
quitoes and Malaria (see British Museum Return for 1899, 
p- 97) has also been printed and circulated. 


* Report on the Collections of Mosquitoes (Culicide) received at the British 
Museum (Natural History) from various parts of the World in connection with the 
investigation into the Causes of Malaria,.conducted by the Colonial Office and the 
Royal Society. Ly Fred. V. Theobald, M.A. Printed by Order of the Trustees of 
the British Museum, London, 1900. 
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Survey of the Fishes of the Nile. 


A report was prepared by Mr. Boulenger in September on 
the progress made with the collection and determination of 
the Fishes of the Nile. 

The Survey* was practically started in March 1899, on the 
arrival at Cairo of Mr. W. L.S. Loat, who had been appointed 
to make collections at various points on the river. During 
this period of twenty months about 2,500 fishes were collected 
and excellently preserved in spirit, and forwarded for study 
to the Natural History Museum, where they are now deposited 
until finally worked out and divided between the Museum 
and the Government School of Medicine at Cairo. Mr. Loat’s 
collections were first made in the region af the Lower Nile, 
and he gradually worked his way up the river to Wadi Halfa. 
Leaving out of consideration a large number of marine forms 
from the lakes communicating with the Mediterranean, 
examples of over 50 species were secured, three among which 
prove to be new to science, and several of great interest as 
being very imperfectly known or unrepresented in the 
Museum. 

A copy of Mr. Boulenger’s report has been forwarded to 
Lord Cromer for the information of the Egyptian Govern- 
ment, 


Collecting Trip to the Balearic Isles. 


Special leave of absence was given to Messrs. Oldfield 
Thomas and R. I. Pocock, Assistants in the Department of 
Zoology, to enable them to make a collecting trip to the 
Balearic Islands, which were almost unrepresented in the 
Museum collections. 

Journeying by way of Bordeaux and Barcelona, they 
reached Majorca on March 31, and by the advice of the 
British Vice-Consul, stationed themselves at Inca, a village 
in the centre of the island, near the lignite mines, and within 
reach of various limestone caves where bats could be obtained. 
During the following fortnight collections in all classes 
were made, and expeditions to the caves of Manacor, and 
to the Albufera, or reclaimed marsh of Alcudia, where many 
interesting and peculiar forms were found. An examination 
was also made of the collections of Don Miguel Riutort, a 
local enthusiast, who had a small museum of his own, and 
from whom much assistance and advice was obtained. 

Of lignite fossils, some very fine and perfect teeth of 
Anthracotherium magnum were purchased from a workman 
who had obtained them in the mines at Sineu. They have 
been determined by Dr. Forsyth Major, who has drawn

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important conclusions from them as to the age of the 
Balearic lignites. 

Messrs. Thomas and Pocock then travelled from Alcudia 
to Mahon, the capital of Minorca, and after consulting Don 
B. Escudero, the British Vice-Consul there, established 
themselves in San Cristobal, towards the western end of the 
island. This place, being much less of a town than Inca, , 
proved to be far better suited for collecting, so that mammal 
trapping and insect hunting were both very successful. 

Every mamma] known in the island was obtained, except 
one, which has since been sent by Mr. Escudero, and other 
groups of animals were collected with proportionate success. 
Ten days were spent in Minorca, and three more on the way 
home at Cerbére, on the Franco-Spanish Frontier. 

In all, the collections made consisted, approximately, of 
80 mammals, 28 reptiles and batrachians, 120 land shells, 
500 Arachnida and Myriapoda, 500 insects, and 55 Isopods. 
Total about 1,300. 

A paper on the mammals of the Balearic Islands has been 
contributed by Mr. Thomas to the Zoological Society. 

All the specimens obtained have been deposited in the 
Museum, which has thus benefited materially by the labours 
of these two gentlemen in these islands, from- which the 
Museum had very few specimens. 


Economic Biology. 


The trustees have agreed to a proposal by the Board of 
Agriculture that questions on economic biology should be 
referred to the Natural History Museum. 

To enable them to undertake this work, the Lords of the 

Treasury have sanctioned the placing of a sum of 2501. a 
year upon the Museum Vote for assistance in the study of 
economic biology (including payment to a specialist), with a 
view to providing the Board of Agriculture with technical 
biological information on agricultural questions. 
_ To give examples of the numerous inquiries which reach 
the Museum in connection with this subject, letters have 
been received from Ceylon with reference to damage caused 
by weevils to tea plantations ; from Barbadoes, as to a slug 
locally called ‘“ Palut,’a garden pest (Vermicella occi- 
dentalis); from British Central Africa, concerning the 
“Cameron Bug” (Antestia variegata) which attacks the 
coffee plant; from India, inquiry is made as to “mealy bug” 
and “black scale” infesting coffee plantations; while from 
various districts of Great Britain inquiry has been received 
regarding such agricultural pests as the pear saw-fly or 
slugworm, the Lackey moth, the buff-tip moth, the codlin 
moth, Bank-Voles (which strip the bark from young ash 
plants), &¢. 
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Apart from letters received on the subject of economic 
biology, it may be convenient to note here a few examples of 
the many inquiries on divers subjects more or less connected 
with natural history. For instance, one correspondent asks 
which is the best simple text-book on the wild flowers of 
Somersetshire; another sends a specimen of stone found in 
his gravel-pit, asking that it may be examined and the result 
made known to him; another wishes to be informed what is 
the best preventive for “grease” in butterflies and moths; 
others ask such questions as “Do terns catch oysters?” “Is 
cork wood?” &c.; and numerous inquiries are received as to 
the best methods of exterminating “black beetles,” moths, 
ants, and mites infesting dwelling-houses. 


Theft of Pearls. 


A few pearls, of the value in all of 70l., were stolen from 
one of the cases in the Shell Gallery exhibiting specimens of 
the pearl-oyster. 


The number of police constables engaged in warding the 
galleries on Sunday afternoons has been increased by three 
men, and a Commissionaire has been added to the week-day 
staff of warders. 


Purchases. 


Among the more important acquisitions by purchase made 
during the year, special mention may be made of the 
collection of Asiatic moths formed by the late Mr. J. H. 
Leech, the first portion of which, consisting of 3,385 Sphinges 
and Bombyas (234 being types), has been received at the 
Museum; a second instalment of the Norman collection of 
marine invertebrates, &c., including the remainder of the 
British Echinoderms, 3,000 species of Entomostraca, 49 species 
of Mediterranean Copepoda, 925 microscopic preparations of 
Entomostraca, and collections of Polycheta, Tunicata, 
Mollusca, Crustacea, Anthozoa, &c.; a fine specimen of the 
African Rhinoceros; a selection of 455 Forficulide, including 
all the types, from the celebrated De Bormans collection ; 
specimens of Mososaurians and other fossil remains new to 
the Museum, from Kansas; the fine. collection made by 
Dr. William Clark of fossil fishes from the Cleveland Shales 
near Berea, Ohio, U.S.A., numbering over 200 specimens, and 
comprising 13 types and 8 co-types ; the Bescherelle herbarium 
of exotic mosses and hepaties, consisting of 14,800 specimens 
of Musci, and 3,500 of Hepaticz, very rich in types; and a 
complete set (3,600 specimens) of the Ellis and Everhard 
series of North American fungi, the want of which has been. 
much felt in the herberium for the last fifteen years. 
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Bequest. 


A fine pair of tusks of the Indian Elephant, weighing 
73 and 77 pounds, respectively, has been bequeathed to the 
Museum by the late Colonel G. M. Payne. 


Presents. 


The number of separate presents reported as having been 
received during the year by the several Departments of the 
Museum was 1,639, as compared with 1,533 in 1899. Many 
of these comprised large numbers of individual] specimens. 
The details of all the more important of them will be found 
in the Reports of the Keepers of Departments, but the 
following are mentioned here also as being of special 
interest :— 


From His Grace the Duke of Bedford.—A young Musk-Ox 
from Eastern Greenland, and the type-specimen of a new 
Kangaroo (Macropus bedfordi) from North Australia. 


From Lord Delamere.—A valuable collection consisting of 
54 skins and skulls of small Mammals and 900 skins of 
Birds ; obtained by his Lordship in the interior of British 
East Africa. 


From Dr. S. L. Hinde, Collector in British East Africa 
under the Foreign Office.—A valuable series of skins of 


Mammals from Masailand, comprising Giraffe, Zebras, 
Lioness, Gnu, Eland, &c. 


From Dr. Charles Hose.—Interesting collections from 
Sarawak, comprising 84 Mammals (including the type of a 
new Flying Squirrel), 152 Birds, and 2 Fishes. 

From Mr. W. H. St. Quintin—A series of 13 pairs of 
antlers of Red Deer produced in successive years (1887-99) 
by the same individual Stag. 

From Dr. A. Donaldson Smith.—A valuable collection of 
specimens made during his recent expedition to East Africa, 
consisting of 17 Mammals, 90 Birds, 6 Reptiles and Fishes, 
and 210 Plants, and including the types of two new species 
of Mammals and one of Birds. 


From Mr. Oldfield Thomas.—A large series of small 
Mammals collected in various. regions of South America, 
chiefly Peru, Ecuador, and Colombia. 


Owing to the generosity of Mr. Thomas, and the liberal 
and public spirited manner in which he* has personally 
subsidised the maintenance of collectors in South America, 
the collection of Mammalia has been enriched during the 
past five years by no fewer than 1,500 specimens, including 
the types of at least 60 new species named by him. 
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From Sir George Newnes. —The Natural History collections 
made by the “Southern Cross” Antarctic Expedition under 
the leadership of Mr. C. E. Borchgrevink. 


(At the request of Sir George Newnes, who bore the cost 
of the expedition, the Trustees have agreed to publish an 
official memoir of the Natural History results of the 
expedition.) 

From the Secretary of State for the Congo Free State.— 
Another fine series of 114 Fishes from the Congo. 


From His Excellency G. R. Le Hunte, c.m.c., Governor of 
British New Guinea.—Some beautifully prepared skins of rare 
Birds of Paradise and other Birds from the interior of New 
Guinea. 


From Mr. C. B. Rickett.—A collection of 1,100 specimens 
of Birds from South China, forming a complete series of the 
birds of Foochow and the province of Foh-Kien.

INDEX MUSEUM. 


In the department known as the Index Museum elaborate 
models have have been made during the past year to illustrate 
the minute structure of the gills of Lamelli branch Mollusca. 
Much importance has recently been attached to the Molluscan 
gill as an organ of taxonomic value, and the original obser- 
vations which were a necessary antecedent to the preparation 
of the models have brought to light many important facts 
which must lead to a modification of the classification of the 
Lamellabranchia hitherto adopted. 

Numerous larve and embryos, in graduated series, have 
been mounted to illustrate the successive changes undergone 
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during metamorphosis and direct development; and of par- 
ticulur interest is a collection of models of eggs of the Fowl, 
broken open to show the progress made each day by the 
developing Chick. 

No important additions have been made to the Morpho- 
logical Series in the cases around the Hall, but in the centre 
of the Hall has been placed a new ease, the contents of which 
explain the etiology of the disease communicated to domes- 
ticated animals by the Tsetse Fly. A similar set of prepara- 
tions iilustrating the life-history of Malaria-parasites, and 
the relation of these to the Anopheles Mosquito, was com- 
menced in the early part of the year, and is in an advanced 
condition. 

Further than this, much experimental work has been 
undertaken with a view to ascertaining the best means of 
retaining and restoring the natural form and coloration of 


Fishes, and the results arrived at will shortly be made use 


of when the re-arrangement of the specimens of Fishes 
exhibited in the public galleries is undertaken. 


GENERAL LIBRARY. 


The additions to the General Library during the past year 
have been :— 


By purchase - . - 328 volumes. 
By donation - - - 372 volumes, 338 maps, and 
105 photographs. 
By transfer from other 
Departments - - 14 volumes. 
ToTaAL - - 714 volumes, 338 maps, and 
105 photographs. 


All the volumes and maps have been catalogued, press- 
marked, and put in their places, whilst 392 volumes have 
been bound in 249, and 15 volumes have been repaired. 


The extent of this collection on the 3lst December was 
29,204 volumes, 4,605 maps, and 105 photographs (not 
including those in the Owen Collection of Drawings, &c.). 


The accessions to the Departmental Libraries have also been 
catalogued as they came in, and duplicate transcripts of the 
titles have been returned with the books. 


Altogether 1,500 title-slips have been written, 103 re- 
written, and 1,690 revised. 


There are now, on a rough estimate, 75,202 volumes 


(exclusive of minor separata) and 5,780 maps in the whole 
building. 
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The printing of the Catalogue has been continued, and the 
work at the end of the year stood as follows :-—

The permanent card-catalogue has been mounted as far as 
the end of sheet 61, and the work of transferring to it 
the press-marks and other memoranda has been nearly 
completed. 


A set of sheets of the Catalogue (as far as printed off), 
stamped with index letters showing in which Department 
the various works are to be found, has been supplied to each 
Department.

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DEPARTMENT OF ZOOLOGY. 


I.—Arrangement and Conservation. 


Mammalia.—The large number of new mounted specimens 
of Mammalia mentioned below testifies to the steady progress 
made in rendering the exhibited series as perfect as possible. 
Much, however, still remains to be done in replacing worn- 
out and badly mounted specimens by new ones, but this must 
be a matter of time. 

An extensive series of examples of Bats is now exhibited 
in spirit, and special attention has been devoted to improving 
and remounting the series of Insectivora. 

A series of examples of the prints of human hands and 
finger-tips has been framed and exhibited in the Upper 
Mammalia Gallery in order to illustrate identification by 
finger-prints, and together with these is shown a series of 
natural prints of the hands of monkeys and lemurs. 

Considerable progress has been made with the preparation 
of a series of mounted specimens of domesticated mammals, 
both British and Foreign. A number of examples of different 
breeds are already exhibited, and others are in preparation, 
At present these are exhibited in the North Hall. 

The series of anthropological specimens comprising busts, 
photographs, skulls, and skeletons, has been largely augmented 
during the year. 

In the study series the work of labelling, registering and 
incorporating specimens has been continued, and, by the help 
of the new material, many of the numerous groups have been 
more accurately arranged and the new species described, but 
the serious want of sufficient space for these collections 
renders anything like a satisfactory arrangement of them 
quite impossible at present. 

The Department is again indebted for assistance in dealing 
with its mass of accessions to voluntary helpers, of whom 
Dr. C. I. Forsyth Major, Mr. W. E. de Winton, Mr. G. E. H. 
Barrett-Hamilton, and Mr.J. L. Bonhote, should be especially 
mentioned. 

Of the large number of specimens mounted for exhibition 
during the year the following are the most worthy of 
note :-— 

Primates :—Gemnopithocus crucigar ; Papio hamadryas. 
Carnivora :—A smoke Persian domestic cat, an Eskimo dog, 
Felis leo; Vulpes vulpes ; Putorius putorius ; and P. hiber- 
nicus. Ungulata: —Bubalis jacksoni ; Gazella subgutturosa ; 
Saiga tartarica ; Kobus marie and leucotis; Bos nanus ; 
Bos sondaicus biemanicus (head); Ovis orientalis and 
vigner; Capra sibirica wardi; Capra pyrenaica (head) ; 
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Cervus elaphus barbarus ; Celdi and C. tavistocki ; Cervulus 
muntjac; Capreolus pygargus; Hydropotis inermis. Ro- 
dentia :—Petaurista nitida; Miciotus amphibsus. Eden- 
tata:—Cholepus didactylus. Monotremata :—Ornithorrhyn- 
chus anatinus. 

There were also prepared casts of three humar skulls and 
some limb-bones of the Cro-Magnon race, and seven busts of 
native Mexicans. 


Aves.—The re-arrangement of the Exhibition series has 
been continued in the Gallery. Seven additional pier-cases 
and four large table-cases have been re-filled with new and 
beautifully-mounted specimens, and the old specimens, when 
of historic value, have been unmounted and the remainder 
placed among the duplicates. The mounting of the new 
specimens has mainly been executed by Mr. Cullingford, of 
Durham. 

Nine new groups of birds with their nests have been added 
during the year, viz.:—The Stock-Dove (Columba enas). 
The Herring-Gull (Larus argentatus). The Roseate Tern 
(Sterna dougallr), and the Sandwich Tern (Sterna cantiaca), 
from Scotland, presented by Capt. S. G. Reid and W. R. 
Ogilvie-Grant, Esq. The Avocet (Recurvirostra avocetta), 
and the Black-tailed Godwit (Limosa limosa), from Europe, 
presented by J. Stares and E. Earle, Esqrs. The Ivory Gull 
(Pagophila eburnea), from Franz-Josef Land, presented by 
F. G. Jackson, Esq. White’s Thrush (Geocichla varia), from 
Japan, presented by Heatley Noble, Esq. The Nut-Cracker 
(Nucifraga caryocatactes), from Hungary, presented by 
C. G. Danford, Esq. 

Rapid progress continues to be made with the re-arrange- 
ment of the collections of eggs and skeletons. Since Decem- 
ber 1899, 14,000 specimens of eggs have been catalogued by 
Mr. Eugene W. Oates, and various large accessions have been 
incorporated and made available for reference. The first 
volume of the catalogue of eggs will shortly appear, and the 
plates for the second volume have already been drawn. 

The re-arrangement and determination of the bird skeletons 
continues to make progress. Mr. W. P. Pycraft has com- 
pleted the arrangement of skeletons of the Ratitz, and those 
of the Accipitres have been determined and par tly arranged. 
A number of valuable adult birds and embyros in spirits have 
been added. The collection of birds in spirits is, unfortunately, 
in a terribly congested state, owing to lack of space in the 
cabinets, and it is now impossible to find any particular 
specimen without serious loss of time. 

The actual number of specimens registered during the past 
year is 6,357. All these have been incorporated and neatly 
labelled. 

Mr. Robert Reid has again goliath rendered great 
assistance in the latter work. 
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Reptilia, Batrachia, and Pisces—By the death, early in 
February, of John Paul, the principal attendant to this 
section of the Department, whose intelligence and experience 
were highly valued by his chiefs and by all visitors to the 
Spirit Building, the work of arrangement has been seriously 
interfered with. Most of the work that was entrusted to 
him has had perforce to be performed by the assistant in 
charge of the collections, who has therefore had little time 
left for study. Not much scientific work could be done, at 
least during the hours of official duty. The congested con- 
dition of the Spirit Building, to which attention was called 
in the last report, cannot be much longer allowed to continue 
without threatening to interfere very seriously with the 
good order in which the collections have hitherto been 
kept. 

The work of cleaning bottles and replenishing them has 
been continued so far as time permitted, and further progress 
has been made with the preparation of fish skeletons. 

Large series of Nile fish, for study and description, have 
been received from Mr. Loat, who is engaged on the survey 
instituted by the Egyptian Government. In connection 
with the study of this fauna, an effort has been made to 
increase our knowledge of the fishes of the Senegal, a large 
collection. being made by the late M. P. Delhez, a selection 
from which is now in the Museum. The large collection 
brought home by Mr. J. HE. S. Moore from the Central African 
lakes has been worked out, butis not yetregistered. Further 
donations of fishes from the Congo and Lake Tanganyika 
have been received from the Government of the Congo Free 
State. The study of the fish fauna of the Congo Basin is 
now finished, so far as material is at present available, and 
forms the subject of a monograph, now in the press, which 
will be published by authority of the Secretary of State of 
the Congo Free State. - 


Mollusca.—The registration, mounting, and incorporation 
of the large number of acquisitions has occupied much of the 
time of the staff working at this part of the collection. The 
series of over 5,000 land and freshwater shells, obtained by 
Mr. Perkins in the Hawaiian Islands, has been compared with 
the report upon them by Mr. E. R. Sykes, and the Museum 
set selected. The land and freshwater shells of Norfolk 
Island, the species belonging to the genera Callocardia and 
Vesicomya, and some South African marine forms have been 
worked out. A large collection of Lamellibranchs from 
Malacca has also been named. About half the collection in 
spirit has been respirited. A revision of the Guide to the 
collection, and an index to the exhibited specimens and those 
contained in the drawers, have been prepared. 


Arachnida.—In addition to the usual work involved in 
sorting, registering, and identifying accessions, considerable 
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progress has been made with the preparation of specimens 
for exhibition in the public gallery. 

Examples and drawings with explanatory labels to illus- 
trate the structure and classification of Trilobites and King- 
Crabs have beenset up. Many Spiders, Scorpions, and other 
Arachnida have been stuffed and mounted, and diagrams 
showing the essential characters of the various orders have 
been prepared. 


Insecta.—In order to afford more space for the Arachnida 
and Myriopoda in the Insect Gallery, the Coleopterous 
Insects belonging to the early families have been arranged 
in a cabinet, and the rest temporarily removed from the 
gallery. Further progress has been made in preparing 
specimens and labels for the table-cases. 

All new books and additions to the periodicals have been 
marked and placed on the shelves, and the manuscript 
catalogue kept up to date. 

A very large number of unmounted specimens received by 
presentation have been mounted and labelled, and the accu- 
mulation of such accessions has been considerably reduced, 
but numbers remain still unmounted. 

The economic specimens contained in cabinet-drawers 
having become crowded, in consequence of numerous addi- 
tions, the drawers have been re-arranged. 

The numerous inquiries respecting injurious insects have 
been attended to, and the specimens sent, both native and 
from the Colonies, have as far as possible been named. 

The re-arrangement of the Beetles of the family Cicindelida 
has been completed, and the value of this part of the col- 
lection has been further increased by an inspection by Dr. 
Walther Horn, who has identified species described by him 
and given valuable desiderata in exchange for duplicates. 

A re-arrangement of the very extensive Clavicorn series 
has been commenced, the Pselaphide, Pausside, Scyd- 
menide, Silphide, and minor families being completed, as 
well as the greater part of the Histeride. 

The specimens of Lymexylonide, and of the genus Cetonia 
from the Pascoe and other collections have been incorporated, 
and the drawers containing them re-arranged. 

The incorporation of the Pascoe Collection of Longicornia 
has been continued, and a commencement has been made 
with the incorporation of the Central American Longicornia 
of the Godman-Salvin Collection, the groups dealt with being 
those of the Lamizde up to and including the Monoham- 
mint. The expansion of the general collection by the 
addition of this new material has necessitated the entire 
re-arrangement of these groups in fresh cabinet drawers. 

The Longicornia of the genus Astathes and allied genera 
have been revised, and the species described by Thomson 
' named and labelled after comparison with the actual type- 
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specimens which were kindly lent for the purpose by M. René 
Oberthur. 

The Longicornia from Hainan I., collected by J. Whitehead, 
have been worked out and described. 

Specimens of the Curculionid genus Cleonus, representative 
of every species in the collection in duplicate, were sent to 
Herr J. Faust, by whom they have been named and returned. 


In the Order Neuroptera the re-arrangement of the 
remainder of the Myrmeleonidw in new cabinets has been 
completed. 

The bulk of accessions in Odonata and in Neuroptera 
generally, have been worked out and incorporated with 
the general collection, including the Hawaiian Collection of 
Neuroptera formed by Mr. B. C. L. Perkins, and described 
by him in the “ Fauna Hawaiiensis.” 


Working Catalogues of the Sialide, Ascalaphide, Panor- 
pide, Nemopteride, Mantispide, Nymphide, Osmylide, 
Macropalprde, and Hemerobvide have been prepared, and 
the collection of these families re-arranged. The whole of the 
specimens of Neuroptera have now been transferred to new 
cabinets. ; 

In Orthoptera a commencement has been made with the 
re-arrangement of the Zocustide in new cabinets, the families 
Proscopvide, Mastacide, and a portion of the Tryxalide 
having been completed within the year. The Hawaiian 
Collections of Orthoptera (except Locustidw) and the De 
Borman’s Collection of Forficulide have also been incor- 
porated with the general collection. 


A large number of accessions belonging to other families 
of Orthoptera previously arranged have been determined and 
incorporated with the collection. 


The whole of the cabinets devoted to Orthoptera and 
Neuroptera, including those reserved for accessions and 
duplicates, have been indexed and labelled, both outside the 
cabinets and upon the separate drawers. 

The following examination, expansion, and identification 
of Butterflies of the family Lycnidew have been completed, 
as far as possible, with the material at present available, all 
accessions to the family having been incorporated and various 
genera separated which were previously confounded. 

Several collections of Butterflies from Nicaragua, British 
East Africa, and the White Nile have been worked out, 
named, incorporated and reported on. 

The study and re-arrangement of Butterflies of the genus 
Precis has been commenced, all accessions being carefully 
labelled and incorporated. : 

Alphabetical index lists have been made to the genera of 
the various sub-families of Rhopalocera in the collection, 
and continued progress made in posting up the catalogue 
from the Zoological Record. 
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Several genera of Old World Satyrine have been re- 
arranged. The Brassolinew have been expanded and re-ar- 
ranged in new cabinets, and the Heliconine have been 
expanded and transferred to cabinets with interchangeable 
drawers. 


In the sub-family Nymphalinw numerous genera belong- 
ing to the Limenitine and Apaturine groups have been 
re-arranged. 

The expansion and partial re-arrangement of Papilio has 
been continued. 


About two-thirds of the Leech Collection, the first part 
of the Godman-Salvin Collection of Noctuidw and all other 
collections of Moths received have been incorporated as they 
were set and labelled. 

The families Lymantriade, Pterothysanide, Cocytiade, 
Hypside, and Uraniade have been re-arranged. Vol. I. of 
the Catalogue of Lepidoptera Phalenz has been passed 
through the press and published, and the MS. of Vol. ITT. 
completed. 

The first part of a classification of South African Moths, 
dealing with the Syntomide, Arctiade, and Agaristide has 
been worked out and published, and the second part dealing 
with the Noctuzde commenced. 


The publication of supplementary papers on Indian Moths 
has been continued, and papers have also been prepared on 
new Palearctic Pyralide, and on Mr. Bonhote’s Collection 
of Moths from the Bahamas. 


Mosquitoes.—During the year, collections of mosquitoes 
(Culicide) were received from the following gentlemen :—

The collections of Mosquitoes received since the commence- 
ment of the investigations as to the connection between 
these insects and malaria, undertaken by a committee of the 
Royal Society in conjunction with the Colonial Office, are 
being worked out by Mr. F. V. Theobald, who is preparing a 
monograph thereon. 

The model of a Mosquito (Culex), mentioned in last year’s 
report, and also one of Anopheles have been completed. 


Crustacea.—A wooden pile of a pier eaten into by Limnoria 
and Chelwra has been mounted, as well as some other 
specimens showing Crustaceans in their natural surroundings. 
Preparations illustrating the structure and comparative 
anatomy of the appendages, nervous, and respiratory systems 
have been made. There is now a complete exhibition of the 
characters of the Cirripedia. Two new cabinets have been 
received during the year, and progress has been made with 
the re-arrangement of the dried study collection. The 
stagnation in the incorporation of spirit specimens, of which 
2,000 have been received during the year, is becoming 
alarming, and further space is urgently required. Most of 
the specimens obtained during the year are named. The MS. 
catalogue of Brachyura has been posted up for the last three 
years. 

Prof. Gruvel, of Bordeaux, has made a complete revision 
of our Lepadid Cirripides, in connection with the monograph 
which he is preparing. 
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Prototracheata.—A number of our specimens have been 
referred to Prof. Bouvier, of Paris, who is engaged on a 
complete monograph of Peripatus and its allies, with the 
result that the Museum collection is now abreast of modern 
knowledge. 


Vermes.—Dr. Willey has continued his studies on the 
Polychaeta, and has succeeded in obtaining various valuable 
collections which will later on be incorporated in the Museum 
series. 

Nearly all the specimens obtained during the year have 
been named, and the collection generally is in good order. 


Echvnoderma.—lIt has not been possible during the year 
to make much progress with the morphological series for 
elementary students, but the accessions have been deter- 
mined and incorporated, and the MS. catalogues have been 
posted up for the last three years. 


Anthozoa.—With the exception of the morphological 
series, and a few necessary labels, the arrangement of the 
exhibited collection of Corals has been completed. Con- 
siderable progress has been made in the arrangement in the 
new cabinets and indexing of the study series. The large 
Favia is now protected by a glass and metal case. 

But little progress has been made with the catalogue of 
Corals. 


Brachiopoda, Polyzoa, Hydrozoa, Porifera, and Protozoa. 
—The chief work of the year has been the writing of guides 
to the exhibition collections, but extensive alterations and 
additions have been made to these collections during the 
progress of that work. 

The cataloguing and indexing of the spirit collection of 
Sponges in accordance with the best and most recent 
classification has been completed. 

The collection of Sponges made by Mr. C. W. Andrews off 
Christmas Island, comprising 53 specimens, and including 
nine type specimens, has been described and incorporated in 
the collection, and a collection of Sponges from Funafuti 
Atoll made by Prof. David, leader of the second Australian 
Boring Expedition, and comprising 26 specimens, eleven of 
which are the types of new species, has been described. 


II.—Lachanges and Duplicates. 


During the year the duplicates from the “ Challenger” 
collection have been merged into the general duplicate 
collection.

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I.—Arrangement. 


A.—VERTEBRATA. 


Fossil Mammalia (Galleries 1 and 2).—A collection of 
remains of land mammals from the Red Crag has been placed 


in a new table-case (1A) in the first recess of Gallery 1, on 
the south side. 


Wall-case 3 has been largely re-arranged to admit of the 
reception of the fossil Primates transferred from the table- 
case in the first recess. 


The Creodonts, Insectivora, and Chiroptera, have been 
tableted, and re-arranged, and provided with new labels, in 
table-case (24) in the second recess: 


Pier-cases 4 and 5 are partly re-arranged, and a fine tusk 
of Trichecus huxleyi, from the Red Crag of Suffolk, is added 
to the series. 


Remains of Brachyodus have been exhibited in table-case 7, 
and a foot of Bison occidentalis in wall-case 16. Some addi- 
tional remains of Nesodon, from Patagonia, are mounted ‘in 
wall-case 20. 


Wall-case 21 has been partly re-arranged and the type- 
specimen of the skull of Halitherrum canhami, from the 
Crag of Woodbridge, has been added. 


The series of cetotolithes, or tympanic bones of Balena, 
the rostral bones of Ziphivide ; casts of skulls of Squalodon 
and Zeuglodon, and other Cetacean remains, till lately ex- 
hibited in Table-case No. 11 and pier-case 21, have been 
placed on exhibition in the recent Whale-Room on the western 
side of the Museum. 


North side Gallery 1—The fine series of Mastodon teeth, 
in table-case 23, have been mounted, named, and provided 
with printed labels. 

The arrangement of the series of sections illustrating the 
development of the molar teeth in the Proboscidea in table- 
case 24 is nearly completed. 

East end of Gallery 2.—Stonesfield Slate Mammalia, A 
jaw of Phascolotherium bucklandi, from the Morton Collec- 
tion, has been added to the series of Jurassic mammalia in 
table-case 23. 


Number of specimens of mammalia registered, 834. 
Aves (Gallery 2).—A restored skeleton of the Dodo (Didus 


ineptus), from Mauritius, has been articulated and mounted 
in a separate case. 
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A skeleton of Palwolimnas chathamensis, from Chatham 
Island, presented by the Hon. Lionel Walter Rothschild, M.p., 
Trustee British Museum, F.Z.S., has been mounted and 
exhibited in wall-case 23. 


An imperfect skeleton of Harpagornis, a large extinct 
hawk from New Zealand (transferred from the Zoological 
Department), is placed in a separate case in this Gallery. 


Some remains of Hesperornis regalis, from the Cretaceous 
of Kansas, have been mounted and added to the series of 
bird-remains in table-case 13. 


Number of specimens of bird-remains registered, 21 


Reptilia and Amphibia (Galleries 3, 4, 5).—A series of 
remains of Ichthyosauria has been placed in the new wall- 
case on the east side of Gallery 3. Near the same case is 
exhibited a restored skeleton of the gigantic pterodactyl, 
Pteranodon occidentalis, from the Cretaceous of Kansas, in 
North America; some additional bones of the same species 
are placed in the new table-case of Gallery 4, beneath the 
skeletons of Ichthyosauria on the south wall. 


Most of the small table-cases arranged down the centre of 
Gallery 4, have been removed to the basement (to make room 
for the display of separate skeletons of large reptilia), and 
their contents are re-arranged in four new long and narrow 
table-cases fixed to the south wall of the Gallery. The 
groups thus re-arranged include the Pterosauria, Ichthyo- 
sauria, Ophidia, lLacertilia, Crocodilia, Mesosauria, the 
Sauropterygia, and Anomodontia. 


The arrangement of the Plesiosauria on the south wall of 
the Gallery has been completed. 


A magnificent skeleton of a nearly adult specimen of 
Cryptoclidus oxoniensis has been articulated and mounted 
in a separate case in the middle of the Gallery. The speci- 
men was procured by Mr. Alfred Leeds, F.G.s., from the 
Oxford Clay of Fletton, near Peterborough. 


A cast of Chelonian Hylwochelys (Plesiochelys) vectensis, 
from the Wealden, Isle of Wight, has been placed in wall- 
case 11. 


Number of specimens of Reptilia and Amphibia regis- 
tered, 63. 


Pisces (Gallery 6).—A series of the William Clark 
“Armoured Fishes” (Dinichthys), and of the primitive 
sharks (Chlamydoselache), from the Upper Devonian of 
Berea, Ohio, U.S.A., have been prepared and mounted for 
exhibition in cases in the centre of Gallery 6. 

Some new Upper Silurian Fishes from Lanarkshire have 
been added to the Collection, a few being exhibited in table- 
case A., with explanatory diagrams. 
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The revision of the Teleostean fishes in the Collection, in 
preparation for Part IV. of the Catalogue of Fossil Fishes, 
has been completed, and the greater part of the Catalogue 
is now printed.

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DEPARTMENT OF MINERALOGY. 


Research. 


The systematic investigation and description of the 
Mineral Collections have been in progress during the past 
year. In the Halide Division the study of the iodides of 
silver, Iodyrite and Miersite, and also of Marshite, has been 
continued; and the descriptive catalogue of the large series 
of Fluor specimens has. been in course of preparation. In 
the Phosphates a study has been made of the chemical 
and crystallographic relations of the minerals Hamlinite, 
Florencite, Plumbogummite, Beudantite, and Svanbergite, 
and as a result it has been discovered that these chemically 
complex and apparently unrelated minerals belong to a 
natural group. Inthe Sulphide Division the crystallographic 
investigation of the extremely complicated twin-growths of 
the rarely crystallised mineral Stannite has been continued, 
and a descriptive catalogue of the specimens of that mineral 
has been prepared. 


Consideration has been given to a general method of 
determination of the principal indices of refraction in the 
case of those minerals of which the indices are too high for 
determination by the total-reflectometer : in this connection, 
experiments have been made with the mineral Axinite, and 
designs have been prepared for an instrument suited to the 
determination of the refractive indices of minerals from 
observations made in media more highly refractive than air. 


Petrographical examinations have been made of the rock- 
specimens collected by Professor J. W. Gregory in Tropical 
East Africa; of Aigirine and Riebeckite-Anorthoclase rocks 
belonging to the Grorudite-Tinguaite series from the neigh- 
bourhood of Adowa and Axum, Abyssinia, of Tinguaites and 
Phonolites from Elfdalen, Nassau, and the Canary Islands, 
and of basaltic rocks from Gebel Ahmed Agar, White Nile. 
In this connection 168 thin sections of rocks have been 
prepared, microscopically examined, and entered in the 
slip-catalogue. 


In the Chemical Laboratory, quantitative analyses have 
been made of Grorudite, Lindoite, Paisanite, Solvsbergite, 
Tinguaite, and Pitchstone from Abyssinia; Tinguaite from 
Elfdalen, and of a fibrous specimen of the rare Zirconia 
mineral, Baddeleyite. The examination and quantitative 
analysis of the Meteoric Stones which fell at Mount Zomba 
in British Central Africa on 25th January 1899 have been 


completed, and a report prepared for the printer. Further, | 


33 doubtful minerals have been qualitatively analysed, and 
many specific gravity determinations have been made. 
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Arrangements. 


Re-arrangements have been made in the rock-species 
collection at present exhibited in the window-cases on the 
south side of the gallery, and many additional explanatory 
labels have been prepared. 

Work by the carpenter on the insides of the table-cases, 
to render them dust-proof, has been continued, and the 

fittings of many of the glazed ends of the table-cases have 
- been re-distempered: this has involved much temporary 
displacement and much re-arrangement of the specimens. 

As a precaution, the mineral specimens of evident intrinsic 
value (such as precious stones and metals) throughout the 
collection have been arranged in the safest parts of the 
exhibition-cases. 


Miscellaneous. 


A topographical index of the locality-labels in use in the 
collection has been compiled. 

The collection of meteorite-casts has been re-labelled. 

Numerous specimens sent, or brought by visitors, to the 
Museum have been examined and named. 

Assistance has been given in the revision of the proofs 
of the Catalogue of the Museum Library. 

Ninety-seven boxes of mineral specimens have been re- 
ceived, unpacked, and examined: 59 boxes have been packed 
and despatched. 

- The preparation of a copy of the Register of the specimens 
in the collection has been in progress. 


Departmental Library. 


To the Departmental Library have been added continua- 
tions of 36 periodicals (in 568 parts), 43 volumes of separate 
works, 60 pamphlets and parts of works, and 8 sheets of 
maps: of these 9 periodicals, 30 pamphlets and 8 sheets of 
maps were acquired by presentation or transfer. 

All of them, including 440 plates, have been registered 
and stamped. 


Students. 


The number of visits recorded as made te the Department 
for the purposes of consultation or study is 1,314. 

The Gallery is no longer reserved on particular days of the 
week for the exclusive use of Students; further, study-series 
have been arranged in the public gallery where they are 
directly accessible to the public, and have been so labelled 
as to render reference to the staff for information thereon 
almost unnecessary : it has thus become difficult to distinguish 
“Students ” of minerals from ordinary ‘‘ Visitors,” and stress 
can be no longer laid on the distinction.

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DEPARTMENT OF BOTANY. 


During the past year 22,575 plants, consisting of 14,475 
flowering plants, 99 vascular cryptogams, 777 Mosses, 570 
Hepatics, 10 Lichens, 3,723 Algz, and 2,921 Fungi, have been 
mounted and incorporated into the Herbarium. 


In the progress of the work the officers of the Wise 
and others have been occupied as follows : — 


Mr. Baker has incorporated in the general Herbarium 
various collections of Polypetale; and additions have prin- 
cipally been made to Umbelliferee and Cruciferee. The types 
of the older species of North American Eryngium, contained 
in the Museum collections, have been carefully examined, 
and the results arrived at are embodied in a paper which 
was written in conjunction with Mr. Britten. The Poly- 
petalee collected by Capt. H. H. P. Deasy in Chinese Turkestan 
and Tibet, have been identified; an enumeration will be 
found in an Appendix to Capt. Deasy’s Travels. The 
genus Mathiola has been re-arranged and revised in ac- 
cordance with Pascal Conti’s recent Monograph, and the 
North American species of Ranunculus and Thalictrum have 
been revised by Mr. Davis’ Monograph. The British Poly- 
petale received during the year have been incorporated. 
During the earlier part of the year a considerable time was 
spent in superintending the arrangement of the fresh series 
of British plants mentioned in last year’s Report. The series 
has been completed with the exception of a few spaces which 
have been left until the requisite specimens are obtainable. 


In this work much voluntary assistance was again received 
from Miss J. Ross. 


Mr. Britten’s chief work has been the continuation of fe 
preparation of the manuscript to accompany the I]lustrations 
of the Botany of Cook’s First Voyage. This has involved 
the examination and, in some cases, the re-arrangement of the 
Australian plants in the Herbarium, and the investigation 
and identification of many plants in the historical collections 
which form so important a part of the Herbarium. He has 
also helped Mr. Hiern in the preparation of the Welwitsch 
Catalogue, and has generally supervised the preparation of 
the Departmental Library Catalogue; he has also corrected 
the proof of the botanical portion of the General Library 
Catalogue. Mr. Britten’s work in the general Herbarium 
has consisted in the identification of Masson’s Madeira and 
other plants; he has also written up the types of numerous 
species published in the earlier volumes of the Botanical 
Magazine and elsewhere; has worked at Verbenacee, Legum- 
inosee (Lathyrus), Ericacez, Scrophulariacez, and other orders, 
and has incorporated a large number of additions to each of 
these groups. 


» 
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During the past year Mr. Moore has incorporated into the 
Herbarium a number of American Composit, and a supple- 
mentary series of bundles comprising African Composit of 
all .he tribes has been dealt with. Some collections of 
Acarthacez from Africa have been named and incorporated, 
anc the novelties in them described. Work has also been done 
or ollections sent by J.ieut.-Col. A. 8. G. Jayakar (Arabia), 
Mr. Migeod (Nigeria), Lord Delamere and Dr. Donaldson 
Smich (Somaliland and neighbourhood), Dr. R. F. Rand 
(Rhodesia), Capt. Deasy (Central Asia), Mrs. Nichol (Falkland 
Islands), &e. 


Dr. Rendle has incorporated in the general Herbarium the 
Monocotyledons, Apetalous Dicotyledons, and Gymnosperms, 
of various collections. In the course of this work several 
genera have been re-arranged or revised, including Artocarpus, 
Eleagnus, Tetraria and other genera of Cyperacee, Heliconia, 
Sagittaria, Triglochin, Zannichellia and other genera of 
aquatic Monocotyledons. He has worked specially at the 
order Graminez, the Asiatic species of several genera chiefly 
of the tribe Andropogoneze having been revised in connection 
with the preparation of a list of the Chinese grasses. A 
number of cultivated orchids, received by correspondence, 
have been incorporated, a few new species have been described, 
and some of the earlier genera of the order revised. He has 
prepared for publication a list of the Monocotyledons and 
Apetalous Dicotyledons collected in Chinese Turkestan by 
Capt. H. H. P. Deasy, describing the novelties; and has 
also prepared lists of the Monocotyledons collected in Arabia 
by Jayakar, in tropical Africa by Mackinder, Lord Delamere, 
Hinde, Donaldson Smith, Penton, and Migeod, and of the 
Monocotyledons and Apetalous Dicotyledons of a collection 
by Mrs. E. Nichol from the Falkland Islands, and, in part, of 
the Monocotyledons collected in Borneo and Celebes by 
Mr. C. Hose. He has also done some work at the order 
Convolvulacez, revising and re-arranging the African genera 
and species, and working up material recently received cr 
previously undescribed ; he has been helped in this work by 
a comparison of the South African specimens in the 
Herbarium of Trinity College, Dublin, generously lent by 
Professor Perceval Wright. Results of this work are in 
course of publication. He also devoted a month of his 
annual leave in March and April to visiting the public 
and private herbaria and museums at Paris, Genoa, Zurich, 
Vienna, and Berlin, when he was mainly occupied in 
working at the genus Najas, and in arranging exchanges 
of duplicates with the Department of Botany. He has 
since given some time to the carrying out of exchanges thus 
initiated. 

Mr. Gepp has been employed in preparing for press the 
cryptogamic part of the Catalogue of Welwitsch’s African 
Plants, monographing the Mosses and contributing to the 
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monographs of the Hepatics, Characez, Freshwater Algze 
and Diatoms. He has revised the transcripts and text of 
the Illustrations of the Botany of Cook’s First Voyage 
in accordance with Solander’s original manuscript, and has 
assisted in the preparation of a Glossary of Botanic Terms 
for publication. He has laid out, revised, named, and 
catalogued several collections of Arctic Mosses; has named 
some gatherings of Mosses from New Zealand and other 
countries; has revised Rhynchohypnum, Harrisonia, Fissi- 
dens, and other genera; has provided an index to the genus 
Adiantum, and has completed the incorporation of the Lyell 
Herbarium. - 


Mr. Blackman has been engaged during the past year on 
work in connection with the collections of Fungi, Mycetozoa, 
and Lichens under his charge, and on exhibition work in the 
Public Gallery. Various small collections of Fungi have 
been incorporated with the General Herbarium, and the 
Jarge collection of North American Fungi, lately purchased, 
is being put into a condition suitable for revision and incor- 
poration. His work in the Public Gallery has consisted, 
largely, in the writing of labels for the various exhibition 
cases in course of arrangement. With the assistance of 
Mr. Horrell, he has completed cases exhibiting the peculiar 
characters of water plants, salt-marsh plants, and arctic and 
alpine plants; the case begun last year, which deals with 
the Vascular Cryptogams, both recent and fossil, from a 
systematic point of view has also been finished. With the 
same assistance, a case has been begun which deals with the 
Gymnosperms in a similar manner. Considerable progress 
has also been made, under his direction, with a series of 
models intended to illustrate the general changes undergone 
by the Wheat seed and seedling in the process of growth. 
He has also begun an exhibit in which the chief points in 
the structure, life history, and manner of growth of Bacteria 
will be illustrated by means of drawings, micro-photographs, 
models, and permanent sealed cultures. 


Of the additions to the collection by purchase, the most 
notable acquisitions were the herbarium of exotic Mosses, and 
of Hepatics of Monsieur Emil Bescherelle, of Paris, containing 
nearly 16,000 specimens. Its chief value consists in the types 
of many new species described by M. Bescherelle, and in the 
large number of specimens collected in the French Colonies, 
and hitherto poorly represented in the Museum. It contains, 
also, collections made in the islands of Amsterdam and 
St. Paul, in Brazil, Paraguay, Tahiti, Japan, Mexico, and the 
Marquise Islands, which were described by M. Bescherelle, 
and many authentic specimens from older French botanists 
and explorers. 


There was also acquired a complete set of Ellis and 
Everhart’s valuable North American Fungi, consisting of 
3,600 specimens.

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VII.—GENERAL PROGRESS AT THE MusrEuM, BLOOMSBURY. 


The grand total number of visits to the Museum in the 
year 1901 was 718,614. This is an increase of more than 
29,000 on the total of the year 1900, which was 689,249 ; 
and that total, again, was an increase of more than 25,000 on 
that of the previous year. This gratifying augmentation 
of upwards of 54,000 visits during the past two years has 
carried the total of last year above the average of the years 
1880-1883, when the removal of the Natural History Collec- 

tions to Cromwell Road was accomplished and entailed 
- a serious diminution of the numbers, the total for 1884 being 
only 468,873. It is also satisfactory that the number of 
visits on Sunday afternoons has steadily increased year by 
year, the total for 1901 being 48,595, as against 43,892 in 
1900. 


The number of visits of students to the Reading Room 
has risen to 200,035, as against 198,566 in 1900; a daily 
average of 664. 


The average number of persons in the room, counted at 
the later hours of the afternoon, were :—

These figures have become almost normal, the yearly 
fluctuations being very slight. 


In the several Departments other than the Reading Room 
there has been a further increase in the number of visits of 
students, the total last year being 57,948, as against 56,043 
in 1900. The Departments of Prints and Drawings and of 
Coins and Medals have been more frequented ; but there has 
been a decline in the number of students drawing in the 
‘ Sculpture Galleries. . 


improved electric alarm circutts have been installed both 
within and without the building. 


The condition of the wooden floors in the public galleries 
has called for serious attention, the former system of 
scouring with water and cleansing fluids having caused the 
surfaces to decay very considerably. Several of the floors 
have now been refaced and are treated with polish, washing 
with water being thus superseded. This system will be 
extended to the wooden flooring throughout the building. 
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Not only will the flooring itself be better preserved, but 
there will also be less accumulation of dirt and dust. with 
resulting benefit to the collections. 


New wall-cases have been fitted in the Third Egyptian 
Room; and a partial rearrangement of the Egyptian 
Antiquities, incorporating important additions recently 
acquired, is in progress. 


The substitution of new wall-cases in the Asiatic Saloon 
and the addition of a gallery in the Prehistoric Saloon. in 
1900, have afforded scope for the rearrangement of the 
Oriental porcelain and for the display of the prehistoric 
exhibits on more scientific methods. These works are now 
being carried out. 


A temporary exhibition of manuscripts, coins, and relics, 
illustrating the life of Alfred the Great, was on view for 
some weeks in the autumn. 


Among the most noteworthy acquisitions in the several 
Departments, the following may be mentioned :— 


Important Egyptian antiquities from very early graves 
at Abydos have been presented to the Department of 
igyptian and Assyrian Antiquities by the Egypt Explo- 
ration Fund; and the Department has also acquired by 
purchase numerous other antiquities of the same character. 
It has also secured a further considerable collection of tablets 
from Babylonia of a very early period, including documents 
in the Sumerian as well as in the old Babylonian language. 


To the collections of the Department of British and 
Medizval Antiquities have been added: The very valuable 
collection of Gaulish antiquities formed by M. Léon Morel ; 
a series of remains, including bronze ornaments and pottery, 
from the Ticino valley, presented by Sir John Brunner, 
Bart., M.P.; and a remarkable early Christian bowl of glazed 
pottery, with other objects, the gift of anonymous donors 
who desire to be styled “The Friends of the British 
Museum.” 


Among the acquisitions of the Department of Coins and 
Medals are a fine collection of ancient Gaulish coins, 
comprising the issues of more than sixty different tribes ; 
and a considerable series of Roman Republican denarii. 


The Department of Printed Books has continued to add to 
its fine collection of incunabula; it has also acquired a con- 
siderable number of valuable English books of the 15th, 
16th, and 17th centuries; and it has added to the series 
of early printed music some examples of more than usual 
importance.

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A large number of Greek papyri, in great part consisting 
of legal and official documents, have further augmented the 
great collection which has been gathered in the Department 
of Manuscripts during recent years. 


In the acquisitions of the Department of Oriental Printed 
Books and Manuscripts may be noted the comparatively large 
proportion of Arabic manuscripts of early dates. 


Gifts of Museum publications, including reproductions of 
prints and drawings by Old Masters, have been made to Free 
Libraries, Local Museums, and Art Schools throughout the 
United Kingdom. 


The General Catalogue of Printed Books in the British 
Museum and other publications have been presented to the 
chief British Colonies.

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VIII.—PROGRESS made in the ARRANGEMENT AND DE- 
SCRIPTION OF THE COLLECTIONS, AND ACCOUNT OF 
OBJECTS ADDED TO THEM in the Year 1901. 
(Bloomsbury.) 


DEPARTMENT OF PRINTED BOOKs. 


I. Arrangement.—The works added to the collection during 
the past year have, as far as possible, been placed on the 
shelves of the Library according to the system of classifica- 
tion adopted in the Museum. 

The press-marks, indicating their respective localities, have 
been marked on the inside and affixed to the back of each 
volume; also on the titles. 

The total number of these press-marks amounts to 
76,294; in addition to which 39,428 press-marks have been 
altered in consequence of changes and _ re-arrangements 
carried out in the Library; 31,018 labels have been affixed 
to books and volumes of newspapers, and 96,196 obliterated 
labels have been renewed. 

The process of attaching third-marks to the books in the 
New Library with the view of accelerating their delivery 
to readers has been continued; 13,410 books have been 
thus marked during the year, and the corresponding altera- 
tions, amounting to 53,655, have been carried out in the 
General and Hand Catalogues; 2,717 volumes of country 
newspapers have also been numbered, and 3,064 index-slips 
have been written for London and Country Newspapers. 

The number of stamps impressed upon articles received 
has been 214,114. 

4,441 presses of books and newspapers have been dusted in 
the course of the year. 


II. Catalogues. — (a) Cataloguing. — 47,978 titles have 
been written (the term “title” applying equally to a main 
title and to a cross-reference). Of these, 30,024 were written 
for the General Catalogue, 2,244 for the Map Catalogue and 
15,710 for the Music Catalogue, 


(b) Printing.—31,581 titles and 769 index-slips for the 
General Catalogue, 1,469 for the Map Catalogue, and 17,068 
for the Music Catalogue, have been prepared for printing 
during the year; 32,215 title-slips and 1,060 index-slips for 
the General Cataiogue, and 1,469 title-slips for the Map 
Catalogue have been printed. 

Progress has been made with the printing of the Supple- 
ment to the General Catalogue, which will contain the titles 
of all books added to the Library during the years 1882-1899, 
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inclusive, but not incorporated in the Catalogue during the 
process of printing. Ten printed Parts, containing the 
headings from Bell to Cz., have been delivered by the printer 
in the course of the year. 


(ec) Incorporation.—(1) General Catalogue.—s2,207 title- 
slips and 1,175 index-slips have been incorporated into each 
of the three copies of this Catalogue. This incorporation has 
rendered it necessary, in order to maintain as far as possible 
the alphabetical arrangement, to remove and re-insert 36,451 
as es in each copy and to add to each copy 445 new 
eaves. 


The system of fortnightly incorporation, introduced in 
1889, has been carried out with perfect regularity during the 
past year. | 


—(2) Hand Catalogues.—The number of new entries made 
in the Hand Catalogue of “Academies” was 318; in that 
of “Periodical Publications,’ 370; in that of “Maps and 
Charts,” 1,112; in that of Music, 3,046; and in the Hand 
Catalogues of London and Country Newspapers, 603 and 
2,461 respectively. 


(d) Map Catalogue.—2,244 titles have been written for the 
Map Catalogue and 2,209 title-slips- have been incorporated 
into each of three copies of it. This incorporation has 
rendered it necessary to remove and re-insert 3,210 title-slips 
_ in each copy and to add to each copy 17 new leaves. 


(e) Music Catalogue.—15,710 titles have been written for 
the Music Catalogue, and 13,792 title-slips have been incorpo- 
rated into each of two copies of it. This incorporation 
has rendered it necessary to remove and re-insert 25,008 title- 
slips in each copy and to add to each copy 305 new leaves. 


(f) Shelf Catalogue-—For this Catalogue, in which the 
title-slips mounted on cards, are arranged in order of press- 
marks, 37,340 have been so mounted and 181,700 have been 
incorporated in their proper order. 


(g) Catalogues of Books of Reference in the Reading Room. 
—The additions and alterations in each of the three inter- 
leaved copies of the Catalogue of Books of Reference in the 
Reading Room, which are requisite in order to record the 
changes in this collection by the addition of new works and 
the substitution of new for earlier editions, have been made; 
they number 44 in each copy. 


Additions have been made also to the collection of books 
in the Galleries of the Reading Room by the incorporation of 
new works of interest and importance, and by the substitution 
of new for earlier editions. The number of such additions to 
each of the two interleaved copies of the Catalogue of this 
collection is 101.

Ill. Binding.—The number of volumes and sets of 
pamphlets sent to be bound in the course of the year was 
10,168, including 3,362 volumes of newspapers. In conse- 
quence of the frequent adoption of the plan of binding two 
or more volumes in one, the number of volumes returned 
was 8,409; in addition to which, 24 pamphlets have been 


separately bound, and 27 volumes have been repaired at the. 


binders. 

Besides this, the following binding work has been done 
in the Library itself:—7,388 volumes have been repaired ; 
112 broadsides, &c. have been inserted in guard-books and 
4,197 volumes of reports, parts of periodicals, &c., have been 
formed, in a light style of binding. 

The following maps, charts, &c., have also been bound or 
mounted during the year:—27 atlases, 43 volumes of the 
25-inch and 6 volumes of the 6-inch Ordnance Survey have 
been bound; 54 sheets of Ordnance Survey Diagrams, 352 
sheets of Admiralty Charts and 292 general maps have been 
mounted on lnen and 72 maps mounted on cards. 


27,393 numbers of Colonial Newspapers have been folded 
into 490 parcels, and 373 such parcels have been tied up and 
labelled. 


TV. Reading Room Service-—The number of volumes 
returned to the General Library from use in the Reading 
Room was 778,059; to the King’s Library, 24,714; to the 
Grenville Library, 1,192; to the Map Room, 3,624; to the 
presses in which books are kept from day to day for the use 
of readers, 574,799 ; and to the Oriental Department, 142; 
making a total amount of 1,382,530 volumes supplied to 
readers during the year. 

The number of readers during the year was 200,035, giving 
an average of over 664 daily, the room having been open on 
301 days; with an average of almost seven volumes daily 
for each reader, not reckoning those taken from the shelves 
of the Reading Room by the readers themselves. 


Newspaper Room.—The number of readers during the 
year has been 25,511, giving a daily average of over 84, the 
room having been open on 301 days. The number of volumes 
replaced after use was 48,020, giving a daily average of almost 
two volumes to each reader, not reckoning those, chiefly 
Parliamentary Papers, taken from the shelves of the News- 
paper Room by the readers themselves. 


Map Room.—s88 visitors have been admitted to the Map 
Room for the purpose of special geographical research. 


V. Accessions.—(a) 42,855 volumes and pamphlets (includ- 


ing 53 atlases, &c. and 1,505 books of music) have been added 
to the Library in the course of the year, of which 21,766 


(including the bequest of the late Mr. Henry Spencer Ashbee) _ 
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were presented, 12,723 received under the provisions of 
the Copyright Act, 430 by Colonial Copyright, 558 by 
International Exchange and 7,378 by Purchase. 


(b) 60,956 parts of volumes (or separate numbers of 
periodical publications and of works in progress) have also 
been added to the Library, of which 3,471 were presented, 
34,639 received under the provisions of the Copyright Act, 
183 by Colonial Copyright, 545 by International Exchange 
and 22,118 by Purchase. 


(c) 1,885 maps in 10,974 sheets, have been added to the 
collection in the course of the year, of which 507 maps in 
827 sheets, were presented; 606 maps in 9,260 sheets, were 
received under the provisions of the Copyright Act, 16 maps 
in 19 sheets, by Colonial Copyright, and 256 maps in 
868 sheets, acquired by Purchase. 


(d@) 8,511 Musical Publications have been added to the — 
collection, of which 8,063 have been received under the 
provisions of the Copyright Act, 257 by Colonial Copyright, 
~ and 191 acquired by Purchase. 


(e) The number of newspapers published in the United 
Kingdom, received under the provisions of the Copy- 
right Act during the past year, has been 3,170, comprising 
208,582 single numbers; 1,113 of these newspapers were 
published in London and its suburbs; 1,563 in other parts 
of England and Wales and in the Channel Islands; 270 in 
Scotland and 224 in Ireland; 8 sets containing 1,029 numbers 
have been received by Colonial Copyright ; 222 sets containing 
29,811 numbers of colonial and foreign Newspapers, have 
been presented and 76 sets containing 12 volumes and 
14,899 numbers of current colonial and foreign Newspapers, 
have been purchased. 


(f) The number of distinct works comprised in the 42,855 
volumes and pamphlets, the 60,956 parts of volumes, the 
1,385 maps and the 7,006 separate pieces of music, already 
mentioned, amounts, as nearly as can be ascertained, to 42,480. 
Of these, 16,235 were presented, 18,906 acquired by English 
Copyright, 679 by Colonial Copyright, 524 by International 
Exchange and 6,136 by Purchase. 


(g) 3,002 articles have been received in the Department 
not included in the foregomg paragraphs, consisting of 
Broadsides, Parliamentary Papers and other miscellaneous 
items. The addition of this number to those already given 
produces a total of 115,204 articles, exclusive of newspapers, 
received in the Department in the course of the year. 


King’s Library.—During the year 1901 a new selection of 
books exhibited in the King’s: Library has been formed and 
arranged so as to illustrate as fully as possible the history of 
the Arts of Printing, Illustrating and Binding Books, and a 
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new “ Guide to the Exhibition in the King’s Library,” with 
plates and facsimiles of the most interesting books, has been 
issued. 


Acquisitions of Special Interest.—Seventy-three Incuna- 
bula, anda considerable number of valuable English books 
of the fifteenth, sixteenth, and seventeenth centuries have 
been added to the Library during the year 1901. 


Among the English books the most interesting are :— 


An imperfect copy of the “ Liber Festivalis” of John Mirk, 
1493 ; remarkable as being the first book printed by Wynkyn 
de Worde with his own types. Only three other copies of this 
edition are known to exist: the first, a perfect copy, in the 
Bodleian Library; the second, an imperfect copy, in the 
Library of Trinity College, Cambridge, and the third, also 
imperfect, in the possession of a private collector. 


“A copy of the Letters wherein our Souerayne Lorde 
Kyng Henry the eight made answere unto a certayne letter 
of Martyn Luther,” printed by Richard Pynson, 1528. 


An English translation of Luther’s reply to Henry VIIL. 
“Assertio septem Sacramentorum,” and of the King’s 
rejoinder, with a highly interesting preface by Henry VIII, 
in which Martin Luther is described as “late a frere 
Augustyne, and now ron out in Apostasy and wedded.” 


“A Conference or Dialogue discouering the sect of Jesuites, 
written in Latine by Christian Franken and translated by 
W.C.” Christopher Barker, 1580. The translator is probably 
William Charke, known as the author of a controversial work 
against Kdmund Campion which was answered by Robert 
Parsons. 


“Orlando Furioso, in English historical verse, by John 
Harington.” R. Field, 1591. A fine copy printed on large 
paper and in a contemporary binding impressed with the 
arms of Robert Cecil, Earl of Salisbury. 


“The most famous history of the Seven Champions of 
_ Christendome, by R. Johnson,” 2 vols. London, 1608. 


“ Markham’s Maister-Peece,’ London, 1615. The second 
edition of Gervase Markham’s work on Farriery and 
Horsemanship. 


Kleven editions of “Kikon Basilike,” all dated 1648, and 


therefore published before the 25th of March 1649. Eighteen. 


editions dated 1648 are known to exist, all of which are now 
to be found in the British Museum. 


“The Highland Rogue; being a history of the Highlands 
with an account of Robert Mac Gregor commonly called 
Rob Roy.” London, 1743. The first edition of this book, 


which is usually attributed to Daniel Defoe, was published | 
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in .1723. The present edition contains several pages of 
additional matter and two curious woodcuts. 


“The History of Sir Harry Herald and Sir Edward 
Haunch.” By Henry Fielding, Esq. Dublin, 1755. A 
supposititious work, published the year after Fielding’s 
death. . 

An interesting collection of Pamphlets, Newspaper Cut- 
tings, MS. Letters and Plates relating to the Bristol Riots 
of 1831. 

The following are the most interesting and valuable of the 
foreign books of the fifteenth and sixteenth centuries which 
have been added to the Library during the year :— 

Antoninus, ‘“‘ Medicina de l’Anima,” printed by Baldassare 
Azzaguidi at Bologna in 1472. One of the earliest books 
printed at Bologna. 

Jacobus de Voragine “ Sermones.” An undescribed edition, 
printed about 1474 by ‘C.W..,’ a Strassburg printer whose full 
name is unknown. 


Agapitus Portius, Letters. A work of a hitherto unknown 
author, printed at Rome by an unknown printer about 1475. 


“ Altercatio rusticorum et clericorum,” printed at Rome 
about 1475. <A curious anticlerical satire. 


Aeneas Sylvius (Pope Pius II.) “ Epistula ad Mahumetum 
II.,” printed at Rome about 1476-77. 


Galvanus, of Padua, “ Memoriale de Confessione,” printed 
_by Giovanni Leonardo Longo, probably at Vicenza about 
1477. A book hitherto unknown. 


Girolamo Manfredi, “Il Perche,” an Italian version of the 
author’s “ Liber de homine ” here ascribed to Albertus Magnus, 
printed by Sixtus Riessinger at Naples, 1478. 


Aeneas Sylvius,“ Epistula de remediis amoris,”’ printed by 
Jean Parix at Toulouse about 1480. An undescribed edition 
in a Roman type used only in three or four books, none of 
which have hitherto been in the Library. 


“Officium de conceptione B.V. Marie,’ compiled by 
Bernardino de’ Busti, authorised by Pope Sixtus IV., and 
printed by Pachel and Scinzenzeler at Milan about 1480-81. 
The first edition of this Office, and hitherto undescribed. 


“ Digestum Novum,” printed by Johann Siber, Lyons, 1482. 
The earliest dated work of this printer in the Library before 
the purchase of this book was 1498. 


“Tegenda ganctorum trium Regum” and Ludovico Bigi 
Pittorio “ Dominicale e Santuario,”” both printed at-Modena by 
Domenico Rocociola about 1490. With remarkable woodcuts. 


Ketham, Joannes de, “ Fasciculo de Medicina,” printed by 
Joannes and Gregorius de Gregoriis at Venice, 1493. A book 
containing ten fine woodcuts, one of whichis printed in four 
colours. 
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Three Treatises of Savonarola, printed at Florence: “ Dell’ 
Umilta” about 1493, “Soprai Commandamenti” about 1496, 
and ‘“‘ Sopra il Pater Noster” about 1500. 

The second edition of the Ambrosian Litanies, printed by 
Ant. Zarotus, Milan, 1494. The earliest edition previously 
in the Library bears the date 1546. 

“La remembrance du mauvais riche,” Lyons, about 1495. 
From the Yemeniz collection; the only known copy of this 
French poem. 

A Roman Breviary printed by Joannes Emericus, Venice, 
1497, with fine woodcuts. 

A Gradual of the diocese of Mainz, printed by Peter Drach, 
Speier, 1500. The only known copy of this work. 


Two Missals of the diocese of Mainz, both printed in 
1507, one at Mainz, the other at Speier. No edition of this 
Missal was previously in the Library. 

Three Books of Hours, printed at Venice and Milan between 
1505 and 1523, each with borders and woodcuts. 

The Statutes of the Order of St. James printed at Setubal, 
Estramadura, in 1509. This work, which contains a woodcut 
title-page, initial letters and other illustrations, is, so far as is 
known, the only book printed at Setubal. 

Two fine editions of the Roman Missal, G. de Gregoriis, 
Venice, 1519, and La Giunta, Venice, 1520, with woodcuts. 

A work entitled ‘ Hierinn ist anzaigt der dreien Glauben 
die frimster Manner 4 Frauwen,” Munich, about 1520. With 
a woodcut portrait on each page. 

‘Bekantnuss unsers heyligen Christenlichen Gloubens wie 
es die Kirch zu Basel haltet,” a confession of faith put forth 
by the Burgermeister and Council of the City of Basel in 1534. 


Donations.—Among the many Donations which have 
enriched the Library during the year ure the following :— 

Fifteen volumes of Plans of Barracks in Great Britain, 
Ireland and the Colonies prepared and zincographed in the 
Topographical Department of the War Office under the 
direction of Captain (afterward Sir Douglas) Galton, 
Assistant Under-Secretary for War, 1862—1869.

During the past year the Department has acquired a large 
number of Greek papyri, and a group of fine medieval MSS. 
formerly belonging to the Earl of Ashburnham. 

The Greek papyri fall intotwo groups. The first, consisting 
of 46 documents, was presented by the executors of the late 
Major William Joseph Myers, F.S.A., through R. Taylor, Esq., 
and includes miscellaneous non-literary documents, ranging 
from the lst to the 7th century after Christ. Twenty-seven 
bear precise dates, which adds greatly to their palzeographical 
value. The remaining papyri include over 360 documents, 
acquired by purchase in Egypt. Only a very few contain 
literary texts, the most interesting of which is a small 
fragment giving the concluding words and the title of an 
otherwise unknown oration of Hyperides. The non-literary 
texts range in date from the 8rd century B.c. to the 7th 
century of our era. One hundred and fourteen bear precise 
dates, six belonging to the 2nd century B.c., two to the Ist 
century B.C., nine to the Ist century after Christ, 35 to 
the 2nd century, 33 to the 3rd, eight to the 4th, one to 
the 5th, 18 to the 6th, and two to the 7th. The early 
part of the third century is particularly well represented by 
a fine group of documents from Hermopolis, and another from 
Antinoé. The texts are mainly of legal or official character, 
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and usefully supplement the existing collections of the 
Department. 


At the sale of Lord Ashburnham’s manuscripts, known as 
the Barrois collection, in June, the Department succeeded in 
securing 13 MSS. of great value and interest, viz. :—Jerome’s 
Commentary on Isaiah, in a late Merovingian hand of the end 
of the 8th cent., changing into a contemporary English hand ; 
the Laws of the Franks, 10th cent., being part of a MS. of which 
the other part is already in the Museum as Egerton MS. 269; 
Peter Comestor’s Historia Scholastica, with illuminations in 
the North French style, 13th cent.; the French poems known 
as the Testament de Jehan de Meung and the Traité du 
Rossignol, 15th cent.; Isidore’s Liber Etymologiarum, with 
miniatures, 14th cent.; the romance of Percival le Gallois, 
by Chrétien de Troyes, and the Life of St. Mary of Egypt, 
14th cent.; the romance of Godfrey de Bouillon, early 
14th cent.; a Franciscan missal, with miniatures executed 
probably in Hast Anglia, early 14th cent.; Chyrurgia 
Albucasim, with drawings of surgical instruments, early 
14th cent.; Charters and Laws of Aragon, 14th cent.; Mili- 
tary Ordinances of Charles the Bold, issued at Tréves in 
1473, with a fine miniature; Instructions on Assay and 
Coining, 1467; and a Memoir on the Government of the 
Netherlands, by the French Ambassador, M. Bonrepaux, 1699. 

Special mention must also be made of the 29 volumes of 
papers of Sir Richard Church, presented by his nephew, 
Canon C. M. Church. They include 20 volumes of corre- 
spondence, covering Sir Richard’s service in the Ionian 
Islands, 1809-1815, and in the war of liberty in Greece, 
1827-1829, and five volumes of narrative of his experiences 
during the latter period, when he was Generalissimo of the 
Greek armies.

I.— ARRANGEMENT AND CATALOGUING. 


A series of 485 drawings by Foreign and English masters, 
_ chiefly acquired since 1895, has been arranged in the wall 
and standard cases in the public gallery, and the exhibition 
was opened on 24 May. A guide to it has been printed. 


The library of Books of Reference has been extensively 
rearranged, many volumes being transferred to new presses 
in the mezzanine corridor, and the renumbering, labelling, 
and alteration of references rendered necessary by the change 
have been-carried out. 


The engravings from works of seslptors of various foreign 
schools have been removed from the general collection of prints 
after masters and arranged separately in.two portfolios. 

A set of proofs of woodcuts from studies by Sir Edwin 
Landseer, published in the “ Art Journal,” 1875-77, has been 
arranged in an album. 


A collection of proofs of woodcuts illustrating Shakespeare, 


executed by Dalziel from designs by Sir John Gilbert, R.A., - 


has been arranged in three albums. 


The catalogue of the Schreiber collection of Playing Cards 
has been published. 


The first fifteen sheets of Part I. of the Catalogue of 
Early German and Flemish Woodcuts have been printed off, 
and the preparation of Part II. has been continued. 


The preparation of Vol. III. of the Catalogue of English 
Drawings has been continued and carried down to the name 
Sala. 


The preparation of a’general catalogue of the collection of 
English Portraits has been continued. 


The preparation of a catalogue of the Franks collection 
of Bookplates has been continued, and the first portion sent 
to press. The rearrangement of the collection and elimination 
of duplicates have also been proceeded with, and the work of 
mounting it in albums commenced. 


The preparation of a catalogue of all the English Mezzotints 
contained in the Department has been continued. 


. The preparation of slips for a general index to the collection 
of Foreign Portraits has been continued. 


All Books of Prints and Books of Reference recently 
acquired have been indexed and placed on the shelves. 


All additions and corrections in the indexes of artists, 
rendered necessary by recent acquisitions and rearrangements, 
have been carried out.

The transcription for press of the catalogues of Early 
German Woodcuts, English Drawings, and the Franks collec- 
tion of Book-plates has been continued. 


One hundred and fifty drawings and twelve hundred and 
forty-four prints recently acquired have been incorporated 
with the collections to which they severally belong. 


Hight thousand eight hundred and sixty-five prints, draw- - 
ings, etc., recently acquired, have been impressed with the 
departmental stamp and references to the Register. 


The work of impressing with a special stamp the Franks 
collection of Book-plates has been continued, and seven 
thousand eight hundred and five have been stamped. 


The 250 sets of reproductions forming the annual publica- 
tion of the Department have been arranged in portfolios and 
deposited, in the Director’s Office. 

Five hundred and ninety-eight drawings and prints have 
been mounted on sunk boards, and eleven: hundred and 
ninety-seven in the ordinary manner. 

Eleven thousand three hundred and sixty-seven items have 
been entered in the Register of Acquisitions. 

The total number of students admitted to the Print Room 
during the year ending 31st December was 7,027. 

Three hundred and thirty-eight applications were made 
for leave to photograph objects in the collection, and 2,318 
photographs were taken.

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DEPARTMENT OF EGYPTIAN AND ASSYRIAN ANTIQUITIES. 


IL—Arrangement, Cataloguing, ete. 
EGYPTIAN ANTIQUITIES :— 


The general re-arrangement of the Egyptian Collection has 
been continued, and a number of important objects, acquired 
during the year, have been incorporated and exhibited. 


Hight hundred and forty labels have been written and 
attached to. objects exhibited in the Galleries. New wall- 
cases have been erected and fitted in the Second Egyptian 
Room, and the antiquities which were in the old cases have 
bean cleaned, remounted, and classified and re-arranged in 
them with new labels. Numbers in red have been added to 
many of the more important objects to facilitate reference to 
the Guide. 


A model of a neolithic Egyptian grave has been made and 
exhibited in the First Egyptian Room 


Seventeen glazed oak frames have been made for inscribed 
stelae; and five hundred and ten wooden plinths and 
pedestals, and ninety-six alabaster and stone plinths have 
been mace for bronze and porcelain figures of gods and other 
objects. 


One hundred and ten figures, vases, &c. have been cleaned 
and repaired, and seven hundred and ninety-four objects 
have been mounted. 


Twelve hundred and seventy objects of the various 
collections have been registered, and eleven hundred and 
sixty have been verified with the registers and re-numbered. 
Information has been collected for labels, and eight hundred 
and forty drafts of labels have been made. An index to the 
Egyptian registers has been prepared. 


The transcribing of hieratic papyri has been continued, and 
copies in hieroglyphics have been prepared for publication. 


One hundred and thirty-four ostraka have been copied, 
and twenty-seven copies have been revised and re-copied ; 
sixty plates of Coptic texts from ostraka have been prepared 
for publication. 


A number of store-casts and moulds have been identified 
and re-arranged, and thirty-eight paper squeezes of inscrip- 
tions have been made. 


ASSYRIAN ANTIQUITIES :— 


The general re-arrangement of the Babylonian and Assyrian 
collections (the unexhibited section) has been continued. One 
thousand and nine cylinder-seals have been numbered and 
arranged in drawers; these seals have been mounted on 
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blocks side by side with plaster impressions for purposes of 
custody and to facilitate their use by students. The tablets 
of the entire Kuyunjik collection have been checked with the 
registers and found to be correct, and fifty fragments have 
been “rejoined.” Fifteen thousand five hundred Babylonian 
tablets have been re-numbered according to the new system ; 
three thousand one hundred and thirty-five have been boxed ; 
and four hundred and ninety-eight have been cleaned and 
repaired. 


A classified list of the contents of the various collections 
of tablets has been made; the case-books and indexes of the 
registers have been continued to date. 


_ Three thousand seven hundred and ninety-four tablets have 
been registered; three hundred and eighty-five tablets have 
been copied for publication; one hundred and sixty cylinder- 
seals have been labelled. 


Publications.—Parts XII. and XIII. of “Cuneiform Texts 
from Babylonian Tablets, &c. in the British Museum,” have 
been compiled and issued, and reproductions of thirty sheets 
of Egyptian hieratic texts have been prepared and printed. 


Students :—Two thousand four hundred and seventy 
visits have been made to the Department by students and 
others; and ten thousand one hundred and fourteen objects 
have been issued for their use. About eighty persons have 
been personally conducted through the Department by the 
staff.

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DEPARTMENT OF GREEK AND ROMAN ANTIQUITIES. 


I—Arrangement, Cataloguing, etc. 


In the Archaic Room a new pedestal has been made for 
the cast of the Niké of Paeonios, and a cast of the inscription 
inserted in it. The Harpy Tomb has been moved and 
rebuilt. Progress has been made in reconstructing an 
archaic Ionic capital from the Temple of Diana at Ephesus ; 
a capital from Naucratis has been restored. Hight marble 
heads, ten statuettes, and three reliefs have been mounted; 
93 plinths and seven pedestals cleaned. Thirteen new moulds 
have been made from sculptures. The table- and wall-cases 
in the First Vase Room have been rearranged; new fittings 
prepared in the Gold Ornament Room with its Vestibule, and 
in the First Vase Room. Two terracotta sarcophagi have been 
mounted in the First Vase Room; a series of antiquities from 
the Ticino Valley mounted on tablets; eleven ebonised 
labels prepared for wall-cases. Fifty vases and several 
fragments, ten terracottas, four bronzes, and one object in 
silver have been cleaned and restored; 36 casts from gems 
made; 241 labels written and attached to objects; the 
numbers on 159 old labels altered. Two hundred and fifty- 
nine objects have been registered. 


Progress has been made in the preparation of the following 
Catalogues :—Vases (Vol. I.); Sculpture (Vol. III.); and 
Terracottas. A new edition of the Guide to the Department 
has been prepared for publication. 

The number of visits made by students to the Depart- 
mental Library for purposes of research is 570. Special 
assistance was given to the architectural class of the 
Polytechnic, Regent Street (80 in number) on December 21st, 
and to the architectural class of the Royal School of Art, 
South Kensington (25 in number), on December 10th, 13th, 
16th, and 17th. Facilities were given to a party from 
Toynbee Hall, conducted. by Mr. Warwick Draper, on 
December 14th, to students of architecture under Professor 
Klsey Smith on December 17th, and to students of 
archaeology under Professor E. Gardner in a series of 
visits.

Provincial 
work. 


3. Statuette of draped woman (probably Selené) riding to 
the left on horse; she holds two torches. The horse has 
been cast from the same mould as the foregoing, and there 
are similar traces of gilding. Provincial work, as last. 


2,3 from Alexandretta. 

4. Roman military diploma of the time of the Emperor 
Philip, conferring the wus conubw on a veteran of Aelia 
Mursa, a Roman settlement in Pannonia. The name of the 
veteran is NEB. TVLLIO NEB. F. MA..... The right hand 
edge of the tablet has been cut down. On the back is 
a graffito, which seems illegible. The date is January 7th, 
246 a.D., cf. Ephemeris Epigraphica, IV. (1881), p. 185. 
Found vm Piedmont. 


5. Stamp with ring handle, bearing letters SEX-TVS-IVC. 
On the handle IVC is incised. 


6. Handle of a vase with attachment, on which is a figure 
in low relief of Thetis or a Nereid riding on a hippocamp 
and carrying a cuirass for Achilles. Bourguignon Collection. 


7. A collection of 122 objects, mainly fibulae of various 
types, armlets, rings, handles, pendants, &c., found in tombs 
in the Ticino Valley. Among the fibulae are examples of 
what is called the La Tene type, the date of which may be as 
late as the 2nd or Ist cent. B.c. These antiquities, though 
representing a primitive stage of civilization in the Ticino 
valley, were yet contemporary with Republican Rome. 
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V.—WMarble. 


Fragment of a stelé, in low relief; a youth leaning on his 
staff. A figure had been seated before him on the left.

VI.—Terracotta. 


1. Archaic horseman of rude workmanship, with shield on 
left arm. From Athens (?). 

2. Satyric mask with curling hair over forehead ; top of 
head bald ; formal beard. The workmanship is careful. On 
the forehead is the stamp of the potter, Velius Primus. 
VHAI TTPEIMOY. ‘There are two holes for suspension. 


VII. Pottery, &e. 


1. Red-figured kylix inthe manner of Douris. Interior :— 
A youth sits holding on his knee a cage containing a bird, 
probably a fighting quail. Above isa bird-clapper, and the 
words 6 waic kaddc. On the exterior are scenes of the palaestra, 
but much injured. Bourguignon Collection. 


2. Red-figured Athenian amphora of fine style. Ariadne 
asleep ; two Satyrs advance on either side. Above is Eros (in 
white). Ariadné reclines on what appears to be a bundle of 
reeds. On the reverse are three draped figures. Palmette 
ornaments on handles. The subject is probably taken from 
some Athenian drama. Date before 400 B.c. Found at 
Capua. | 

3. White Athenian lekythos. On the step of a funeral 
stelé is a young woman sitting; on the right a young girl 
stands with fan in right hand and pyxisin left; on the left are 
two female mourners, one of whom holds a tray ;_ the other 
leans on her shoulder with an expression of grief on her face. 
The drawing is very refined, but the design in parts has 
suffered considerably. From Athens. 


4, Roman lamp of green glazed ware. On the front is a 
figure of Victory on a globe, with a wreath and palm branch. 
On the foot is stamped L. MUN. PHILE, (L. -Munati 
Poile = =...) cf. C.1.1.xv. 2 No-6562 (da). 

5. Alabastron of the type often found with primitive 
pottery. This vase is of alabaster. From Amorgos. 

6. Collection of 54 objects, chiefly primitive pottery (plain 
ware), but including also necklaces of amber and glass beads, 
&c. From tombs in the Ticino valley, found with the objects 
in bronze already noticed from that source.

11), except that there the H is 
written E, as is usual in the time of Euphronios. 
The outside of the kylix is plain.

IJ. Fresco Painting representing Bacchus standing to the 
front among vine branches: he wears a lion’s skin and holds 
a wine-cup in his right hand. At his feet is a panther. The 
uppermost layer of the fresco consists of fine plaster, which 
has been polished into a very hard surface, like stone. On 
this surface the design has first been grounded in fine plaster ; 
_ then upon this plaster ground the inner drawings and all 
details have been put on in colours mixed with a medium 
which would burn the colours into the plaster, as in ordinary 
fresco. 

This painting was exhibited in Paris in 1866, and was 
engraved in the Gazette des Beaux Arts for that year (vol. 
xx., p. 232). It then belonged to Monsieur Delange and 
was supposed to come from Pompeii. The exact provenance 
unknown.

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DEPARTMENT OF BRITISH AND MEDIZVAL ANTIQUITIES AND 
ETHNOGRAPHY. 


L—Arrangement. 


Prehistoric Section.—The construction of wall-cases in the 
new iron gallery has been completed, and the whole refitted. 
The gallery is devoted to antiquities of the Stone Age in this 
and other countries ; and includes Drift and Cave objects from 
England and France as well as neolithic implements from 
various parts, reaching, in Egypt, to the dynastic period. 
A number of diagrams and general labels have been prepared, 
and the exhibition will be opened to the public early in the 
new year. 

On the floor of the Prehistoric room more space in the wall- 
cases has been obtained, by the removal of the Stone Age 
antiquities, for the display of later prehistoric objects, some 
of which have hitherto been stored in cupboards for want of 
exhibition space. Two table-cases have been removed to the 
south wing of the Saloon for part of the Morel collection ; 
and the large standard case containing collections from the 
Swiss lake-dwellings has been placed in the centre of the 
room. Many of the British sepulchral urns have been 
arranged on plinths and permanently labelled; and a number 
of bronze objects from this country mounted on tablets. 


Late-Celtic and Gaulish Sections.—In the Central Saloon 
the two wall-cases flanking the entrance to the medieval 
room have been refitted, and filled with antiquities of the 
pre-Roman period from Britain and Ireland, as well as a small 
series from the Continent. 

The wall-cases on the south wing have also been cleared 
and remodelled, and fitted for the exhibition of a large and 
important series of Gaulish antiquities collected by M. Léon 
Morel, of Rheims. Three table-cases have been placed in 
position for the same purpose; and part of the Gallo-Roman 
and Merovingian series is exhibited in the northern angles of 
this wing. 

Romano-British Section.—Two wall-cases at the head of 
the main staircase have been filled with pottery from some 
of the principal Roman sites in Britain. The collection of 
bronze statuettes and a service of pewter dishes from Hants 
are also exhibited here. 

A representative series of objects from Hod Hill, Dorset, 
has been mounted on tablets and exhibited. 


Anglo-Saxon Room.—A number of pottery vases from 
Merovingian graves have been provided with wooden plinths 
and permanently labelled.

Medieval Room.—The collection of English and foreign 
plaquettes has been labelled and re-arranged according to 
countries. Progress has been made with the re-labelling 
of the earlier enamels; and a number of finger-rings not 
exhibited have been arranged in drawers according to the 
slip-catalogue. 


Gold Ornament Room Corridor.—The permanent labelling 
of the rings and other objects of the Franks Bequest has 
been continued. 


Glass and Ceramic Room.-—A large Sévres vase presented 
by the French Government has been exhibited on a pedestal 
near the centre of the room. Two new metal standard cases 
have been added, and fitted for the exhibition of early 
graffito and Italian quattro-cento ware, as well as a loan 
collection of Egyptian glazed ware. <A large parcel of Dutch 
delft tiles has been placed above wall-case 3. In the ante- 
room the collection of English delft has been re-labelled 
and a triple panel of tiles from Chertsey Abbey fixed to 
the wall. 


Asiatic Saloon.—The wall-cases in the west bay of the 
saloon have been reconstructed, completing the range for this 
room, and the collection of Chinese porcelain exhibited in 
these, as well as in some of the wall-cases of the north wing, 
which have been refitted for the purpose. 


Gallery of Religions.—Considerable progress has _ been 
made with the permanent labelling of the Early Christian 
collection in accordance with the catalogue shortly to be 
issued, 


American Room.—A collection of pottery from the Pueblos 
of N. America, deposited by Mr. Arthur Burr, has been 
exhibited; and pottery and stone implements from Arizona 
and Arkansas arranged in a standard case. 


Ethnographical Gallery.—The re-glazing of the older table- 
cases with plate-glass has been put in hand, as an urgent 
matter for additional security. 


Three table-cases with upright centres have been removed 
from the central saloon, and in part refitted for the exhibition 
of objects from Madagascar and elsewhere. An important 
collection from Uganda, presented by Sir Harry Johnston, 
G.C.M.G., has been catalogued and exhibited, and the Alldridge 
collection from W. Africa arranged in wall-cases. African. 
shields have been refixed on stands and a gun from Benin 
mounted. A large collection from Borneo has been labelled 
and exhibited, and specimens from Vancouver incorporated.. 
In consequence of the re-painting of the walls, the zinc labels 
and specimens over the wall-cases have been removed, cleaned 
and replaced. ; 
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A millenary exhibition of objects of art from the Anglo- 
Saxon and Gold Ornament rooms, as well as manuscripts and 
coins connected with Alfred the Great or dating from his 
time, was temporarily arranged in this Department. De- 
scriptive labels for the exhibits were prepared and printed. 


The registration of current acquisitions has been continued, 
and 2,327 objects have been added; while 638 ethnographical 
specimens have been drawn and described. 


The catalogue of the Waddesdon Beyuest, containing 56 
photographic plates and numerous woodcuts, has been prepared 
and sent to press. 


An illustrated catalogue of objects belonging to the Early 
Christian and Byzantine periods has been prepared and sent 
to press. 

The slip-catalogue of English pottery has been completed, 
and an introduction to the catalogue of the collection pre- 
pared. An appendix describing the Continental pottery and 
porcelain in the Franks collection has been added to the 
printed catalogue. 


The slip-catalogue of lead-tokens and cloth-marks has been 
completed. 


The Romano-British mosaics in the Roman gallery, several 
statues in the Entrance Hall, and antiquities of stone in the 
colonnade have been cleaned. Nineteen panels of medieval 
floor-tiles have been mounted and restored, and 15 urns 
repaired. ‘Two heads of Roman emperors have been mounted 
on stone plinths, and iron brackets fixed for the same in the 
Gaulish section. A carved stone of the pre-Norman period 
from Scotland has been cleaned and labelled. 


A room in the basement has been refitted with shelves, 
drawers, &c., for the temporary arrangement of antiquities 
discovered by Dr. Stein in Central Asia. Fittings have also 
been made for two standard cases in the Ceramic gallery, 
and several wall-cases in the new iron gallery ; while those 
of the Late-Celtic cases have been remodelled. 


Thirteen shelves have been fixed in the exhibition galleries, 
and the following prepared: a canoe-stand and 8 other 
varnished stands; 4 dovetail drawers and a sloping book- 
shelf. 

Tablets, blocks, and wooden labels have been prepared to 
the number of 800, and 177 tablets covered with paper for 
mounting. One thousand and seventy-two objects have been 
mounted, and prehistoric antiquities transferred from te 
tablets to glass-topped boxes for exhibition. 

Several Kachen and Sierra-Leone figures have been cleaned ; 


110 type-written labels trimmed and bordered, and I, 680 
ticket-labels printed on the hand-machine. 


During the year there have been 1,901 visitors to the 
studies of this department. |

An interesting collection of flint and bronze implements 
from royal tombs of the first and second Egyptian dynasties ;

Three flints chipped into crescent form, found near the 
tomb of Neter-Khet, at Bét Khallaf, Upper Egypt ; given by 
the Egypt Research Account.

[1I.—THE MoREL COLLECTION. 


An important addition has been made to the Continental 
series illustrating the late-Celtic or early British period in 
these islands, by the purchase of the Gaulish collection of 
M. Léon Morel, Hon. F.s.A., of Rheims and formerly of 
ChAlons-sur-Marne. Hitherto the Museum has been unable 
to acquire more than a few isolated specimens of this period 
from abroad, but is now in possession of a fairly complete 
representation of the civilisation of north-east France from 
the palaeolithic age to the Carlovingian period. 


A large collection of stone implements, including some 
striking specimens from the Drift and relics from neolithic 
graves and factory sites, illustrates the early phases of 
human life in north-west Europe, and by inference in Britain, 
both before and after our country became detached from the 
Continent. 


Of the Bronze period there are swords with wide chapes of 
a type barely represented in the Museum; also a number of 
celts and bracelets, some of which are highly decorated. 


But the most valuable part of the collection comprises 
many rare and richly ornamented articles of bronze, ranging 
in date between 400 and 250 B.c. <A red-figured kylix 
of the late Greek period, and a large Etruscan oinochoé 
with gold decoration from a grave at. Somme Bionne, Dept. 
Marne, where a warrior had been buried on his chariot, 
furnish a central date for this important series, which has 
already been published, with an album of coloured plates, 
under the title of La Champagne Souterraine (Rheims, 1898). 
A large andrepresentative collection of Gaulish pottery serves 
to illustrate the connection between the dwellers on the 
Marne and the Britons of the corresponding period; and at 
the same time to emphasize differences in detail between the 
population on either side of the Channel. 


The abundant and well-preserved pottery of the Gallo- 
Roman period forms another section of the Morel collection, 
and will be temporarily exhibited in this Department. Besides 
a large number of minor objects, there is a fine series of glass, 
two heads from statues of Trajan and Diocletian, and a bas- 
relief found at the Roman triumphal arch still standing 
at Rheims. A leaden coffin of a child illustrates the funeral 
furniture characteristic of this time. 
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The Merovingian period is also well represented by a 
complete series of sepulchral vases and a variety of brooches 
and other ornaments, including a rare and massive buckle 
of crystal; and a complete burial of a warrior has been 
preserved intact. 


Space for the exhibition of most of this valuable acqui- 
sition has been provided by the removal of the early British 
antiquities to the Central Saloon; and by the addition of 
three table-cases to the southern wing, which will be known 
as the Gaulish section. 

The work of transporting the collection to England as well 
as storing and arranging it in the Museum has been consider- 
able; but progress has been made with the registration, and 
certain sections have been already exhibited in the newly 
fitted wall-cases.

During the year 859 slips have been prepared for the 
Registration Catalogue, with sketches of the objects, and 
513 objects have been registered.

II.— Registration and eke ome 
1. Greek Series :— 


1,108 coins have been registered and incorporated. 


The re-arrangement of the sulphur casts of coins in the 
Hunter Collection has been carried as far as Thessaly, and a 
hand-list has been drawn up giving references to the first 
volume of the recently published catalogue of that collection. 


The following series have been examined, and casts made 
and supplied to foreign scholars: the Ptolemaic Kings of 
Egypt; Aradus and Berytus; Colophon; the Kings of the 
Cimmerian Bosporus; coins with the portraits of Cleopatra; 
the Alliance Coins of cities in Asia Minor. 


Numerous collections of coins have been examined, and 
selections, where necessary, made for the Museum. Among 
these were twelve: large series of coins of various cities of 
Asia Minor; a series from Cyzicus; a series of Phoenician 
coins; two series of Alexandria; an important find of 
Himyarite coins from Aden; and a very large collection of 
Gaulish coins. 


The departmental bibliography of Greek Numismatics, 
compiled from numismatic,. archeological and historical 
publications, has been brought up to date. 


The work of writing tickets giving reference to the 
published catalogues has been continued for the Catalogues 
of Galatia, ete. “(785 tickets, completing the volume) and 
Cilicia, etc. (568 tickets). 

In preparation for the Catalogue of Parthia the regal coins 
from Tiridates I. to Mithradates ITI. have been-studied and 
re-arranged (see Numismatic Chronicle, 1900, pp. 181-202) 
and 163 silver coins have been weighed. 
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In preparation for the Catalogue of Phrygia a working 
map giving the ancient sites has been drawn. 


In preparation for the Catalogue of Cyprus and Phoenicia 
a topographical and numismatic bibliography has been begun, 
and a map of Cyprus has been drawn. 


A table giving the concordance between the years of the 
Seleucid era and the years B.c. and A.D. has been drawn up 
and mounted for use in the Department. 


2. Roman Serves :-— 
585 coins have been registered, and 37 incorporated. 


A large series of Republican coins offered for purchase has 
been examined, and a selection made for the Museum. 

The transference of the Roman ‘coins earlier than 296 a.p. 
to Greek-gauge cabinets has been carried back as far as 
Claudius II. 


3. British and Colonial Series :— 


237 coins, medals, and tokens have been registered, and 187 
incorporated. 


The coins of Henry I., and the Anglo-Gallic issues: of 
Edward III., and the Scottish Sacramental tokens have been 
re-arranged in accordance with recent investigations, and 
fresh heading cards written; rectifications have also been 
made in the collection of tickets and counters. 


A series of English leaden tokens and tickets has been 
transferred from the Department of British and Mediaeval 
Antiquities for incorporation with the similar objects in the 
Department of Coins. 


4. Mediaeval and Modern Series :— 


320 coins and medals have been registered. and 295 
incorporated. 


The -re-arrangement under artists’ names of the Italian 
Medals of the 15th century in five cabinets has been completed, 
and a bibliography and a hand-list of the specimens have 
been drawn up. The re-arrangement of the 16th century 
medals on the same plan is in progress. | 


The re-arrangement in new medal-cabinets of the Foreign 
Personal Medals, formerly in King George III.’s Cabinet, has 
been completed, and the lower portion of the same cabinet 
cleared. 


A number of medals, chiefly German, have been transferred 
from a miscellaneous cabinet to their proper places. 
The German Bracteates have been removed from the 


General Collection and placed in a separate cabinet with 
fresh heading-cards.

5. Orrental Series :— 
190 coins have been registered, and incorporated. 
In accordance with recent researches, rectifications have 


been made in the following series: Ladakh, Bajrangarh, Saka 
kings of India, Kushana kings of India, Indo-Parthian 
dynasty, coinages imitated from the Gupta silver coinage, 
the Indian and Singhalese series of the Hast India Company. 

36 hitherto uncertain Indian coins, and a large number of 
coins of various local mints have been identified; the inscrip- 
tions on the later coins of Kausambi have been read and the 
series arranged accordingly. 

The re-arrangement and expansion into four cabinets of 
the Bactrian and Graeco-Indian series, with fresh labels and 
heading-cards, have been completed. 

Eighteen collections ef Oriental coins have been examined, 
important specimens noted, and selections, where necessary, 
made for the Museum. 

A list of curious forms of money current in the Far East 
has been drawn up with a view to an exhibition of 
interesting specimens in the Corridor of the Medal Room.

1. Greek Series :—-

sisting of 683 ancient Gaulish coins, comprising the issues of

Head of Athena, 
reverse, Trident. This coin, the only one known in bronze, 
must have been struck soon after the blockade of Potidaea 
by the Athenians (B.c. 432-429), when the silver coinage of 
the city came to an end. 


Pausanias King of Macedon, B.c. 390-389. A new variety 
with the inscription BOTTI., showing that it was struck for 
the Bottiaeans. 
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Alexander the Great.—A series of Asiatic tetradrachms 
and drachms acquired at Thyatira, Magnesia in Lydia, and 
Smyrna. 

Abdera in Thrace.—A fifth century hemidrachm. Obverse, 
arunning Gryphon; reverse, Bull’s head and name of chief 
magistrate KAEAN. 

Apollonia Pontica in Thrace.—A very rare small bronze 
‘coin of the 4th cent. B.c. Obverse, Head of Apollo; reverse, 
Anchor and Crayfish. The coin is interesting on account of 

its inscription AIXAAKIH indicating its current value at full 
length. 


Larissa in Thessaly.—A fifth century obol. Obverse, Free 
horse ; reverse, the nymph Larissa seated on a large hydria 
and playing ball with hand and foot. 


Phalanna in Thessaly.—A fine bronze coin, cire. B.c. 350. 
Obverse, Young male head ; reverse, Head of nymph with 
hair confined in saccos. 

Scotussa in Thessaly.—A bronze coin of fine style and 
unpublished types. Obverse, Head of young Herakles; 
reverse, Vine-branch with grapes. 

Haliartus in Boeotia.—A hemiobol, the only one known, 
of the early part of the 4th cent. B.c. Obverse, a half-shield 
of Boeotian form; reverse, a trident, referring to the temple 
of Poseidon at Onchestus in the territory of Haliartus, which 
was the place of meeting of the Amphictyonic Council of the 
Boeotians. (Strab. ix. 2,23.) 

Euboea.—A silver stater of extreme rarity, struck about 
411 B.c., when Euboea became independent of Athens. The 
only other known specimen of this coin formed part of the 
Photiades Collection, sold in Paris in 1870. 

Eretria in Euboea.—A very rare bronze coin of the reign 
of Commodus; reverse, a bust presenting three faces, one 
female and two male, probably referring to the joint worship 
of Demeter and the two Cabiri (see Daremberg and Saglio, 
p. 767). 

Athens.—Two drachms new to the Museum, one, B.c. 196— 
187 (Series xxii.), with magistrates’ names AHMH—IEPQ ; 
the other, circ. B.c. 160 (Series xl.), with EYPYKAEI— 
APIAPA. : 

Athens.—A tetradrachm struck shortly after the siege and 
capture of the city by Sulla, in 86 B.c., when the civie 
magistrates were no longer allowed to sign the coinage which 
was then issued in the name of the people of Athens 
(A@E O AEMOZ), with a statue of Harmodius as an 
appropriate symbol beside the owl on the reverse. This 
remarkable issue seems to have been a final assertion on the 

art of Athens of her ancient autonomy, of which she was to 
be forthwith summarily deprived by her conqueror. The 
present specimen is one of three discovered in 1883 at — 
Carystus in Euboea, (Zeit. f. Num. xii. 102.) 
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Athens.—A bronze coin of Imperial times. on which is 
represented a monument usually supposed to be the one set 
up in memory of Miltiades on the plain of Marathon. Pre- 
sented by Sir John Evans, K.C.B. 


Achaea.—A. silver stater weighing 185 grs., of the finest 
period of Greek art, the middle of the 4th cent. B.c. This 
coin is unique and one of the most beautiful examples of 
Peloponnesian work which exists on coins. The head of the 
goddess on the obverse is quite equal to that of Artemis on 
the contemporary stater of Stymphalus (Coins of the 
Ancients, III. B. 38), and the form of the elaborate earring 
on the two coins is identical. On the reverse is Zeus seated 
on a throne, the arm of which is supported by a small 
Sphinx. From his outstretched right arm he lets fly an’ 
eagle, and with his left he leans on asceptre. In the field, 
before him, is a crested helmet, and, behind, the inscription 
AXAIQN, the letters of which seem to have been separately 
punched into the die. The type of Zeus letting fly an eagle 
(apéoroc) is clearly an adaptation of the Zeus Lycaeus on the 
earlier coins of the Arcadians. There can be no doubt, 
therefore, that this beautiful coin belongs to the earlier 
Achaean Federation, of which the famous Achaean League, 
formed in 280 B.c., was a revival. The historical value of 
this coin is very great, as it proves that the Achaean Com- 
munes, like the Arcadian after the battle of Leuctra (371 B.c.), 
combined to strike money in the name of the entire people. 


Aegium in Achaea.—A bronze coin of Antoninus Pius: 
reverse, ZEVC TIAIC AIFIEQN, statue of the Boy Zeus 
hurling thunderbolt and holding eagle. This remarkable type 
illustrates the passage of Pausanias (VII. 24, 4) in which he 
mentions an archaic statue at Aegium of Zeus as a boy, by 
the sculptor Ageladas. 

Elis.—An obol (cire. 400 B.c.) Obverse, Head of Nymph 
(Olympia ?) with flowing hair; reverse, Hagle. 

Argos.—Hadrian. A bronze coin with a curious and very 
rare reverse type, a man approaching a woman seated on a 
rock, various explanations of which (none satisfactory) have 
been proposed by archaeologists. 

Epidaurus in Argolis.—A late bronze coin with a head of 
Asklepios and the name of the Games, ACKAHITTEIA, on the 
reverse. 

Minoa in Amorgos.—Julia Domna. Reverse, Cultus-statue 
of the goddess Hera between two peacocks. 

Andros.—A rare drachm of the 4th cent. B.c. Obverse, A 
fine ivy-crowned head of young Dionysos; reverse, Panther.

Pergamum, Ephesus, and Laodicea.—Several new varieties 
of Cistophori. 
130. : G 
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Abydos in Troas.—A 2nd century tetradrachm with name 
of magistrate AHMHT PIOY. 

Neandria in Troas.—A silver coin of the 4th century. 
Obverse, Head of Apollo; reverse, Laurel-tree growing over 
an altar, a type apparently unpublished. 


Larissa Phriconis in Aeolis.—A small silver coin, the first 
in that metal which has been discovered. 


Mytilene in Lesbos.—An early drachm, before 400 B.c., 
unpublished. Obverse, Head of Apollo; reverse, Head of 
Aphrodite, in incuse square. 

Mytilene vm Lesbos.—A bronze coin of Imperial times, with 
the remarkable inscription CEE=TOC NEOC MAKAP - - - 
Head of a certain Sextus, here called the “ New Makar,” after 
Makar or Makareus, the traditional Founder of the city: 
reverse, ANAPOMEAA NEA AECBOC, Head of a lady 
named Andromeda, who was doubtless the wife of Sextus, and 
called the “ New Lesbos,” after the original Lesbos, who was 
said to have been the wife of Makar. (Schol. Il. 24, 544; ef. 
Roscher, Lexicon, s. v. Lesbos.) 


Tonia.—Fine 4th century silver coins of Clazomenae, 
Ephesus, and Erythrae, with names of Prytaneis. 


Miletus in TIonia.—Pupienus : reverse, Asklepios and 
Apollo Adupete side by side. 


Phocaea in Lonia.—Philip Jun.: reverse, Kybele and City- 
goddess, each holding a tympanum. 


Antiochia in Caria.—Reverse, Zeus holding Nike (Jupiter 
Capitolinus) seated between two recumbent River-gods, 
Maeandros and Morsynos. 


Lydia.—New varieties of Imperial coins of Apollonoshieron 
and the Cilbiani: the latter are interesting as one of them 
corrects an archon’s nameread by Imhoof-Blumer as”ABXamroe, 
into SkamAac (= Scapula), and the other is a coin of a very 
strange type with an unexplained legend. 


Germe in Lydia.—Commodus. Naked Apollo standing in 
attitude of repose, his lyre resting on a column before him, 
and the Python coiled round a laurel-tree behind him. 

Saitta in Lydia.—Julia Domna. Reverse, the god Mén 
holding a pine-cone. 

Phrygia.—33 coins of 14 cities, one of which, Hierapolis, 
bears a fine portrait of Fabius Maximus, Proconsul of Asia, 
B.c. 4, and another, Otrus (time of Geta), the inscription 
AAEZANAPOC OTPOHNON ANEO(ixe). 

Ancyra in Phrygia.—Philip I. Reverse, Zeus holding 
anchor, and City-goddess, face to face: cf. Pausanias (I. 4). 

Bruzus in Phrygia.—Gordian III. Reverse, Hera or 
Aphrodite standing before seated Zeus, clasping his arm 
above the wrist.

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Dorylaewm in Phrygia.— A fine and very rare bronze 
medallion of Gordian III. Reverse, EM! ATTIKOY 
APX(ovrec) TO B. Two figures sacrificing at a flaming 
altar, above which hovers an eagle. 


Perga in Pamphylia.—Valerian and Gallienus. Two coins, 
one with prize crown inscribed ACVAIA and with 1!€POC 
(sc. aywv) beneath; the other with the sacred conical baetyl 
of the Pergaean goddess in a shrine between two Roman 
“ aquilae.” 


Cremna and Cerae in Prsidia.—A drachm of great rarity. 
Obverse, Head of Tyche; reverse, KPHMNEQN KAI 
KEPAEITQN. Double Cornucopiae. 


Cremna in Pisidia.—Aurelian. Reverse, DONATIO COL. 
CREMN, Roma placing ears of corn in two “ modii” which 
stand beside her. 


Parlais in Lycaonia.—An entirely new coin of the 2nd or 
Ist century B.c. Obverse, Head of Artemis; reverse, NAPA- 
AIEQN AIOMHAOY Galley. Until recently no coins 
were known of this town before it became a Roman Colony. 


Tarsus in Cilicia.—A fine silver stater of the 4th century, 
B.C. Obverse, Baaltars; reverse, Lion and Bull above City 
ramparts. 


Tarsus in Oilicia.—Caracalla. Reverse, Altar surmounted 
by a wreath, in front of which is the very peculiar wreath 
of the local Archiereus to which are affixed the letters fr. B. 
(= ypdupyare BovAjc) and seven small busts of Emperors (cf. 
B, M. Cat. Cilicia, pp. xevil. ff.). 


Lycia, Pamphylia, Pisidia, Cilicia, and Syria.—Numer- 
ous specimens, one of which, a coin of Lalassis in Cilicia of 
the time of Domitian, is inscribed KOINON AAAAZZEQN 
KAI KENNATOQN. This is an exceedingly rare piece and 
of much historical interest, (See B. M. Cat., Cilicia, p. liv.) 


Cyprus.—Baalmelek I., king of Citium, B.c. 479-449, 
Drachm, a denomination new to the Museum, Obverse, 
Herakles advancing; reverse, Lion seated. 


Cyprus.—Hight 4th century silver coins found together, 
the largest being a rare stater of Lysandros, king of Amathus, 
with his name in Cypriote characters. 


Cyprus as a Roman Province.—A coin of the time of 
Claudius with the name of the Proconsul Cominius Proculus,

Arabia.—74 silver coins of the Sabaeans’ or Himyarites, 
imitated from the Athenian coinage of the 4th century B.c. 
Neatly all these coins bear, in addition to the Athenian 
types, numerous Himyaritic letters and combinations of 
letters, quite legible but at present unexplained. (Cf. Num. 
Chron. 1878, p. 275.) 


Parthia.—(i.) Two scarce and well-preserved tetradrachms 
of Tiridates II., whose pretentions to the throne of 
Phraates [V. are referred to by Dio and Justin and in the 
Ode of Horace (I. 26), “ Quid Tiridaten terreat, &c.” These 
specimens show on the reverse a Tyche of one of the Greek 
cities in the Parthian empire kneeling before the King’s 
throne. (ii.) A bronze coin of Vologeses IT. (cire. a.D. 78), 
restruck on another Parthian coin. (iii.) <A tetradrachm of 
Vologeses III. or IV., rudely struck, but of some chronological 
value as it bears the Parthian date 495, equivalent to A.D 
183-4. (iv.) A bronze coin of Phraates IV. (B.c. 37-2) with 
a goat on the reverse, a rare type. 


Naucratis in Hgypt.—A very rare bronze coin from the 
same dies as the specimen discovered by Prof. Petrie (Vum. 
Chron. 1886, p. 10), but in better preservation and showing 
that the head on the obverse is not, as it was thought, 
feminine, but distinctly a portrait of Alexander the Great. 
The coins must therefore have been issued at Naucratis 
before Ptolemy assumed the title of king. 


Cyrene.—A drachm of the 5th century B.c., bearing the 
name KYAI[oc], unknown on the coins of Cyrene of so early 
a date. ;

England.—Edward IV. A rare penny struck at York. 
Presented by L. A. Lawrence, Esq

and Half-groats, all varieties new to the Museum. Presented 
by Mrs. Charles Wasbrough. 


England.—Edward VI. A Half-crown in gold, struck 
from the dies of Henry VIII., the only change made in the 
die being the alteration of H into E on the left side of the 
shield. 


England.—James I. A lead medal or plaque with Rose 
and Thistle in the field, probably struck to commemorate the 
union of the crowns of England and Scotland. 


England.—Seventeen 17th century Tradesmen’s Tokens of 
Hertfordshire. Presented by Sir John Evans, K.C.B. 


Scotland.—F orty-two Scottish leaden Communion Tokens. 
Presented by Thos. Hutchison, Esq., F.S.A. 


4, Mediaeval and Modern Series :— 


France—A Merovingian gold Triens, place of mintage 
uncertain. Presented by P. W. P. Carlyon-Britien, Esq., 
FSA. 


Greece.—An important find, consisting of 99 deniers of the 
Dukes of Athens, 97 of the Princes of Achaea, and 83 of 
Philippe de Tarent, struck in Greece in the latter half of the 
13th and the early years of the 14th century A.D. 


Denmark.—A small silver coin of Eric VII. (1412-89). 
Presented by L. A. Lawrence, Esq. 


Italy.— Catharina Sforza (ob. 1509). A rare lead portrait- 
medal. Reverse, Victory in chariot drawn by winged horses. 
Catharina Sforza was wife of Girolamo Riario, lord of Forli. 
The medal is of fine style and, according to Milanesi, is a 
work of the Florentine goldsmith Cennini, who is known to 
have been in the service of Catharina Riario. 


5. Oriental Series :— 


Arabia.—Yemen. Eight gold dinars chiefly of the rare 
mints San’a and Sa‘dah, struck under the Abbasside Khalifs 
and the Imam El-Hadi il-el-Hakk, ranging from a.p. 845- 
925. 


Egypt. Cairo. A very scarce gold coin of the Bahri 
Memluk ruler El-Mansur Lajin, dated a.n. 694 (a.D. 1294),

GENERAL PROGRESS. 
Visitors. 


The total number of visits paid by the public to the 
Natural History Museum in 1901 was 417,691, as compared 
with 485,288 in the preceding year. It is noteworthy that, 
although there is a considerable drop in the total number of 
visitors, the record of Sunday attendances again shows an 
increase, 57,797 visits having been recorded as against 56,302 
in 1900. 

The average daily attendance for all open days during the 
year was 1,157; for week-days only, 1,165; and for Sunday 
afternoons, 1,111. 


Electric Light. 


Owing to the smallness of the grant for this service, but 
slight progress has been made with the installation of the 
electric light in the building since the last Report. 

Experiments have been made with various kinds of lamps 
with a view to determining the best method of lighting the 
public galleries. | 


- Swiney Lectures. 


Dr. John 8S. Flett has been appointed Lecturer on Geology 
on the Swiney Foundation for a term of two years. His first 
course of lectures was delivered, with the permission of the 
Board of Education, in the lecture-theatre at the Victoria and 
Albert Museum, during October, the subject being “The 
Geological Evidences of Former Geographical Conditions.” 
The average attendance for the course of twelve lectures was 
164 persons per lecture, as compared with 92 in-the preceding 
vear. 


Botanical Work Committee. 


The Report of the Departmental Committee on the 
Botanical Work and Collections at the British Museum and 
at Kew was issued in April, and referred by the Lords 
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Commissioners of the Treasury to the trustees for their 
observations. 


The report recommended, inter alia, the transfer to Kew 
of the main portion of the botanical collections now at 
South Kensington. The trustees having represented to the 
Lords of the “Treasury that they could not concur in the 


recommendations of the Committee, or in the reasons for 


those recommendations, their Lordships have decided not to 
submit the matter to Parliament. 


Antarctic Hupedition. 


Mr. George Murray, Keeper of the Department of Botany, 
was granted, with the concurrence of the Lords of: the 
Treasury, three months’ special leave of absence to enable 
him to accompany the National Antarctic Expedition for 
part of the outward voyage of the “ Discovery,” as a member 
of the scientific staff of the Expedition. 


Mr. Murray returned to the Museum on the 18th November, 
bringing with him the marine collections made on the voyage 
to the Cape of Good Hope, where Mr. Murray left the vessel. 


Nile Fish Survey. 


The Survey of the Fishes of the Nile has been continued by 
the Egyptian Government, in co-operation with the Trustees. 
Since the last report Mr. Loat, the Superintendent of the 
Survey, has explored the White Nile from Omdurman to 
Lake No, at the junction of the Bahr el Ghazal and the Bahr 
el Gebel, a distance of nearly 700 miles, and has obtained 
over 6,000 specimens, representing 92 species. This explora- 
tion has resulted in the addition of several species to the list 
of Nile fishes, and in the discovery of ten new species, two of 
which deserve to be made the types of new genera. The 
number of species of fishes from the Nile now known is 
about 110. Mr. Boulenger reports that he has deseribed 
13 new species from Mr. Loat’s collections, three being the 
types of new genera. 


Hacavations at Pikermi, Greece. 


With the advice and assistance of His Majesty’s Minister 
at Athens, Sir Edwin H. Egerton, k.c.B., and with the con- 
currence of the Lords Commissioners of the Treasury, the 
Trustees undertook a series of excavations in the Lower 
Pliocene bone-beds at Pikermi, Attica. Mr. Alexander 
Skousés, owner of the estate, generously gave permission and 
all facilities for the work; and Dr. A. S. Woodward was 
entrusted with the task. A preliminary promise was made 
to the University of Athens that a proportion of the unique 
specimens should be ieft for the University Museum ; and the 
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Conservator of that Museum, Dr. Theodor Skuphos, accord- 
ingly gave much assistance in the arrangement of the work. 
The necessary leave of absence having been granted him, 
Dr. Woodward left for Greece on the 30th March, arriving at 
Athens on the 9th April. Excavations continued from 
17th April to 13th July, a period of 89 days, and the total 
area of the bone-beds uncovered was about 400 square metres. 
No complete skeletons were discovered, but good remains of 
nearly all the genera and species of extinct Mammalia 
known from Pikermi were obtained, while a few specimens 
may represent new forms. An extensive collection was left 
for the Athens University Museum, while 47 large cases were 
packed and safely despatched to London, where the speci- 
mens are now being prepared for exhibition. After leaving 
- Pikermi Dr. Woodward was invited by Mr. Frank Noel to 
examine similar bone-beds which he had discovered near 
Achmet Aga in Northern Euboea. Preliminary diggings 
showed these deposits to be as rich as those of Pikermi, 
and the Trustees hope to avail themselves of Mr. Noel’s 
permission to excavate on his estate on some early occasion. 


Geological Hxzploration in Egypt. 


At the beginning of January Dr. C. W. Andrews was 
granted three months leave of absence for the benefit of his 
health, and subsequently two months special leave were 
added for purposes of collecting and exploration. During 
his stay in Egypt, Dr. Andrews was enabled, by the courtesy 
of Captain Lyons, Director of the Egyptian Survey, to visit 
several localities of great interest from a palaeontological 
point of view. The first of these journeys, which was taken 
in company with Mr. T. Barron, of the Egyptian Geological 
Survey, was to Mogara, a small oasis about 150 miles west 
of Cairo. This was reached after seven days’ march across 
waterless desert. In this locality bones of Lower Miocene 
vertebrates had been previously collected, and on the present 
occasion several forms, including Mastodon aff. angustidens, 
were obtained for the first time. The return journey was 
made by way of the Wadi Natrum, where some very frag- 
mentary remains of Lower Pliocene vertebrates were collected 
on the hill called Gart-el-Moluk, where Captain Lyons and 
others had previously obtained them. 


Later, a visit to the Fayum in company with Mr. H. J. L. 
Beadnell, also of the Egyptian Geological Survey, resulted 
in fhe discovery of early forms of Proboscidea, Sirenians, 
Zeuglodonts, a remarkable marine snake, and a Python-like 
serpent of gigantic size. These all occurred in rocks of 
Middle Eocene age. Later on a more prolonged visit led to 
the discovery of further Proboscidean bones of the greatest 
interest at a rather higher horizon. The genus, to which the 
name Palaeomastodon has been given, seems to have been 
the direct forerunner of Mastodon, and it therefore appears 
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certain that the Proboscidea, the centre of distribution of 
which has long been a doubtful question, must have origi- 
nated in this region, probably on a large land area to the 
south. Other important discoveries in this locality will, no 
doubt, be made, and will throw light on many obscure 
questions of geographical distribution. Thanks are specially 
due to Captain Lyons for kindly permitting Dr. Andrews to 
accompany his assistants on these expeditions. 


Some small collections of mammals, birds, and insects were 
also made. 


Exploration in Tripoli. 


At the instance of Mr. J.J. S. Whitaker, a benefactor to 
the Museum, permission was obtained from the Turkish 
Government, through the Foreign Office, for Mr. Edward 
Dodson to travel in the interior of Tripoli, for the purpose 
of making collections of Natural History; Mr. Whitaker, 
who provided the funds for the expedition, agreeing to 
present to the Museum a share of the specimens obtained. 


His Majesty the Emperor Menelek. 


The Trustees have received a letter from the Emperor 
Menelek II., acknowledging in friendly terms the address 
and publications sent to His Majesty (see last year’s Return, 
p. 95), and giving assurance of help and protection to all 
English people who may go to Abyssinia in the interest of 
science. 


Economic Zoology. 


Under the arrangements sanctioned by the Lords of the 
Treasury last year, the services of Mr. F. V. Theobald have 
been secured for advising the Board of Agriculture on 
questions of Economic Zoology. Mr. Theobald’s report on 
the work done by him in this connection will be found at the 
end of the report of the Department of Zoology, under 
the heading “‘ Economic Section.”* 


In connection with the subject of Malaria Investigation 
many additional collections of Mosquitoes from various parts 
of the world have been received and worked out during the 
year. The Monograph of Mosquitoes, by Mr. F. V. Theobald, 
referred to in last year’s Return under the heading “ Malaria 
Inquiry” (p. 95), was published in December (8 volumes, 
8vo).ft 

Correspondence has taken place between the Colonial 
Office and the Director with reference to a report on the 
development of the Marine Resources of the West Indies by 
Dr. Duerden, Curator of the Museum of the Institute of

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Jamaica, recommending the carrying out of certain investi- 
gations which the Director believes would lead to economic 
results of practical value. 

The Director has also been in communication with the 
Foreign Office and with the Governments of the Soudan, the 
East. Africa Protectorate, the British-Central Africa Pro- 
tectorate, and British South Africa, regarding the ravages 
committed in tropical Africa by Locusts, White Ants, and 
Tsetse-flies ; and advice has been given with reference to the 
prevention and destruction of these pests. 

The correspondence on these and allied subjects will be 
printed and published. 


Purchases. 


Among the more important acquisitions by purchase made 
during the year, special mention may be made of the second 
portion of the Leech Collection of Asiatic Moths, consisting 
of 5,127 specimens of Noctuide, including 406 types; a 
record tusk of Elephant, weighing 236 lbs., and measuring in 
length 10 ft. 4 ins. on the outer curve, 9 feet on the inner 
» curve, and 8 ft. 4 ins. from base to top in a straight line; a 
series of models of the malarial parasite; some fine crystals 
of green Beryl and Rubellite, from Russia; and the second 
half of the Bescherelle herbarium of exotic mosses and 
hepatics, consisting of 6,225 Muscinez. 


Bequest. 


By the will of the late Mr. Philip Crowley, the Museum 
has come into possession of a large selection from the 
extensive collections of Birds’ Eggs and Insects formed by 
the testator. 


The number of eggs chosen for the Museum was 15,150, 
including an egg of the Great Auk ; an interesting feature of 
the collection being the series of Cuckoos’ eggs with those of 
the foster-parents, of which 87 different clutches have Jbeen 
selected. By this bequest the number of eggs in the Museum 

collection has been increased by nearly one-third. 


The total number of insects selected for the Museum was 
26,285, mostly exotic Lepidoptera, the number of species 
being about 9,900. In all the orders new and valuable 
additions have been made to the Museum collection. 


Presents. 


The number of separate presents reported as having been 
received during the year by the several Departments of the 
Museum was 1,819, as compared with 1,639 in 1900. Many 
of these comprised large numbers of individual] specimens. 
The details of the more important of them will be found 
in the Reports of the Keepers of Departments, but the 
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following are mentioned here also as being of special 
interest :— 


From His Majesty the King.—Three specimens of Wild 
Boar from Windsor Park. 


From Mrs. Leech.—The extensive and valuable collection 
of Lepidoptera formed by her son, the late Mr. J. H. Leech, 
consisting of over 18,000 specimens of Butterflies and about 
23,000 specimens of European Moths. 


From Mr. F. DuCane Godman.—A further important 
consignment of Lepidoptera, consisting of 2,500 Noctuide, 
including numerous types. 


Also a valuable collection of about 4,500 specimens of land 
and freshwater shells, including the types of 74 new species, 
and many others new to the collection. 


From Sir Harry Johnston, G.¢.M.G., K.c.B.—Large collec- 
tions of specimens of Natural History from the Uganda 
Protectorate, including the skin and two skulls of the Okapi, 
a newly discovered ruminant from the Semliki forest, skulls 
and head-skins of the Mount Elgon Giraffe, and many other: 
valuable specimens of mammals, several being new species ; 
190 Birds (three being new) ; over 80 Reptiles and Batrachians 
(two new); 25 Fishes; 55 Shells, Crustaceans, etc.; and 36 
Mineral specimens. . 


From Lord Ranfurly.—A valuable series of Birds collected 
by his lordship in some -of the less known islands in the 
New Zealand seas, among the more remarkable species being 
a pair of the Southern Merganser, and some specimens of the 
Auckland Island Duck (both expiring species), and the type of 
a new species of Cormorant. 


From His Highness the Gaikwar of Baroda.—An interesting 
series of specimens (chiefly Birds) from Somaliland, obtained 
by Dr. A. Donaldson Smith during an expedition made by 
him on the Gaikwav’s behalf. 


From Dr. A. Donaldson Smith.—A_ valuable series of 
specimens of Vertebrates and Plants collected by him during 
a recent expedition to East Africa, and including the types 
of two new species of Mammals and one of Birds. 


From the Hon. Walter Rothschild, m.p.—A male Sea-EHle- 
phant, with its skeleton, obtained specially for the Museum 
from the Macquarie Islands, and a glass and iron case to 
contain it. 


From Mr. F, V. McConnell.—A collection of about 230 
specimens of Mammals of unusual interest, containing 
10 species and 1 genus new to science, obtained by Mr. J. J. 
Quelch in the Savannah districts of British Guiana. 


From Colonel G. Rippon.—A collection of 950 Birds’ a 
from the Shan Hill States in Burma.

GENERAL LIBRARY. 


The additions to the General Library during the past year 
have been :— 


By purchase - - = 827 volumes and 2 maps. 
By donation - - - 513 volumes, 104 maps, and 
43 photographs..- 
By transfer from other 
Departments - -. 13 volumes. 
ToTAL - - 853 volumes, 107 maps, and ~ 
43 photographs. 


All the volumes and maps have been catalogued, press- 
marked, and put in their places, whilst 410 volumes have 
been bound in 208, and 47 volumes have been repaired. 


The extent of this collection on the 3lst December was 
30,057 volumes, 4,712 maps, and 148 photographs (not 
including those in the Owen Collection of Drawings, &c.). 


The accessions to the Departmental Libraries have also been 
catalogued as they came in, and duplicate transcripts of the 
titles have been returned with the books. 


Altogether 1,677 title-slips have been written, 79 re- 
written, and 1,938 revised. 


There are now, on a rough estimate, 76,065 volumes 
(exclusive of minor separata) and 5,789 maps in the whole 
building. 


The printing of the Catalogue has been continued, and the 
work at the end of the year stood as follows :-—

The permanent card-catalogue has been mounted as far as 
the end of sheet 77, and the work of transferring to it 
the press-marks and other memoranda has been nearly 
completed. 
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A set of sheets of the Catalogue (as far as printed off), 
stamped with index-letters showing in which Department 
the various works are to be found, has been supplied to each 
Department. 


The number of visits paid to the Library by Students and 
others during the year (irrespective of the staff and persons 
to whom the use of a key is granted) was 1,245. 


INDEX MUSEUM. 


The exhibits in the Entrance Hall, collectively known as the 
Index Museum, have been enriched during the past year by a 
donation from Dr. G. Abbott in the form of an extensive 
series of limestone concretions bearing a spurious resemblance 
to organic remains. The classification, labelling and arrange- 
ment of these specimens were effected under the immediate 
supervision of the donor. 


To the series of models of the gills of Lamellibranchia 
mentioned in the last report, two new models have been 
added, rendering the series a complete concrete exposition 
of the modern views on the evolution of the gills of these 
Molluscs. 


In the centre of the Hall have been placed preparations 
showing the structural differences between the malaria- 
carrying Mosquito or Gnat (Anopheles) and the common 
Gnat (Culex), and the complete life-cycle of the parasite of 
malaria in its two phases, asexual, in human blood, and 
sexual, in the body of the Mosquito Anopheles. For com- 
parison with the Anopheles and Culex a large drawing and 
an actual specimen of the harmless Midge or Black Gnat 
(Chironomus) are included in the series. 


The specimens illustrating the principle of Protective 
Mimicry and Cryptic Coloration, formerly exhibited in a case 
in the centre of the Hall, have been transferred to one of the 
side recesses. By the addition of new specimens the series 
has more than doubled in bulk. The instances are now 
classified according to modern views on the subject, and a 
further improvement lies in the fact that in the case of 
mimetic Lepidoptera both sexes are exhibited, so that it may 
be seen at a glance whether the mimicry is common to the 
male and female or is confined to one sex. 


Numerous experiments have been conducted with a view 
to ascertaining the best mode of displaying Fishes in museums, 
and in the part of the Hall devoted to recent acquisitions 
the more successful results, in the way of alcohol-mounted 
specimens, coloured casts, coloured models, stuffed skins, &c., 
are exhibited.

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Progress has also been made with the already extensive 
collection illustrating the development and metamorphosis of 
vertebrate animals, and the recent additions include two 
valuable sets of embryos of Gymnarchus and Protopterus. 


A considerable amount of work has been expended in 
respiriting and remounting such of the anatomical prepara- 
tions aS were in need of attention, and a few new dissections 
have been added to the morphological series.

I.—Arrangement and Conservation. 


Mammalia.—in the exhibited series the work of mounting, 
labelling, arranging, etc., the various acquisitions has been 
continued as follows :— 


In the Upper Gallery of Mammalia the chief improvement 
made during the year is in the Bat Case, which has been 
Jined with black velvet, while the majority of the spirit 
specimens have been mounted in larger vessels and relabelled. 
The series of anthropological photographs exhibited in the 
gallery has been largely increased ; most of the enlargements 
having been made under the supervision of Dr. H. O. Forbes, 
the Director of the Liverpool Museum, by whom they were 
presented. Some additions have been made to the collection 
of busts, skeletons, and casts, among which particular atten- 
tion may be drawn to the skeleton of a Congo Dwarf, 
presented by Sir Harry Johnston. 


In the West Corridor alterations have been made in 
many of the centre cases by putting the ‘mounted skins 
upon artificial groundwork instead of wooden stands; the 
groups are thus made much more instructive and interesting 
to the public. Among-the cases that have been treated 
in this manner are those containing the Kob Antelopes, 
Blesboks, Elk, Wild Sheep, Zebras, Kangaroos, and Seals. 
It is hoped that further progress in the same direction may 
be made during the current year. No new cases have been 
purchased during the year for either of the Mammalian 
Galleries or for the North Hall, although the one now 
containing the Okapi has been lengthened. The Trustees 
are, however, indebted to the Hon. Walter Rothschild, M.P., 
for the large case containing the specimens of the Elephant- 
Seal, presented by himself, and the Antarctic Seals given by 
Sir George Newnes, Bart., which are some of the most 
valuable additions of the year. 


Very considerable progress has been made in the work of 
arranging the specimens in the cases in a more effective and 
less formal manner, and also in replacing old, faded, and 
badly mounted specimens by new ones. This is, of necessity, 
a work of time, and much remains to be done. Many of the 
cases are too much crowded, but this cannot be remedied 
until funds are provided for additional case-room. In 
addition to replacing old specimens by new ones, many old 
skins have been remounted in a more modern manner.

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In the British Saloon the collection of British Hares and 
Rabbits has been grouped in a case on artificial ground-work, 
and the same has been done with the smaller Rodents. 
Carnivora, and Bats. Labels, some of which are already in 
position, are in course of preparation illustrating the specific 
characters of various groups of British Mammals. J. H. 
Millais, Esq., and the Hon. N. C. Rothschild, have presented 
several specimens of British Mammals during the year. 


In the Cetacean Gallery a wall-case, made in the building, 
has been fixed in the recess in the vestibule for the reception 
of the specimens of Fresh-water Dolphins, thus releasing 
a movable case which has been utilised elsewhere. 


In the North Hall very great progress has been made in 
obtaining specimens for the series illustrating variation 
among Domesticated Animals, and when further case- 
accommodation is provided, the specimens will be exhibited 
tc better advantage. It may be mentioned that these exhibits 
have attracted much attention on the part of the general 
public, while many artists have employed them as models, 
and scientific investigators have also made use of the series 
during the year. Special attention may be directed to the 
series illustrative of the varieties of Domesticated Rabbits, 
all the specimens in which have been procured through 
Inspector A. Brazier, of the Metropolitan Police, by whom 
the majority were presented. This series is analogous to the 
one exhibiting the breeds of Domesticated Pigeons, which 
were arranged under the immediate superintendence of the 
late Sir W. H. Flower. A series of skeletons and skulls of 
Domesticated Animals is in course of formation in the large 

Store-room. 


In the study series the work of describing new species, 
labelling, registering, and incorporating specimens has been 
continued. The Department is again indebted for assistance 
in dealing with its mass of accessions to volunteer workers, 
of whom Dr. C. I. Forsyth Major, Mr. W. E. de Winton, 
Captain G. E. H. Barrett-Hamilton, Mrs. Oldfield Thomas, 
Mr. B. A. Bensley, and Mr. J. L. Bonhote should be specially 
mentioned. 


Of the specimens mounted during the year for exhibition 
the following are most noteworthy. 


Primates.—Busts of North American Indians; skeleton 
of a Congo Dwarf, and skulls of other African tribes. 
Insectivora :—Centetes ecaudatus. Carnivora :—Felis colo- 
colo; Felis chaus; A Bloodhound; A Newfoundland Dog; 
Head of a “Great Dane”; Arctictis binturong ; Macrorhinus 
leoninus, with skeleton; Ommatophoca rossi; Ogmorhinus 
leptonyx ; Lobodon carcinophagus. Ungulata :—Hquus 
asinus africanus; Six models of Cattle and Horses; Ovis 
nivicola; Capra sibvrica; Capra walie; Saiga tatarica ; 
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Damaliscus tiang ; Okapia johnstoni; Giraffa camelopar- 
dalis ; Cervus porcinus ; Sus cristatus. 


Aves.—Great progress has been made during the past year 
with the re-arrangement and exhibition of the birds in the 
Public Gallery. Two-thirds of the collection have now been 
put into order, the old and faded specimens removed and 
replaced by beautifully mounted examples, representing the 
leading families and genera of the class Aves. The mounting 
has been entrusted to Mr. Cullingford of Durham, and 
Mr. G. Pickardt, both of whom are celebrated for their 
correct taxidermy of animals. 


Two new groups of British Birds with their nests and eggs 
have been presented during the year, viz., those of the 
Tawny Owl (Syrniwm aluco), presented by C. J. Horsburgh, 
Ksq., and that of the Grasshopper Warbler (Locustella nevia), 
presented by Dr. J. EK. Kelso and John Stares, Esq. 


Six additional pier-cases have been placed in the Bird 
Gallery, containing groups of certain families, such as the 
Birds of Paradise, Bower-birds, etc. 


During the past year considerable accessions have been 
added to the osteological and oological collections. These 
have been registered and incorporated, and marked progress 
has been made in the arrangement of the skeletons and eggs 
of birds. 


The collection of eggs is being catalogued by Mr. Eugene 
W. Oates, who has, in the course of the year, arranged 15,000 
specimens in the cabinets, and has completed the first volume 
of the “Catalogue of Birds Eggs in the British Museum,” 
-published by the Trustees. The second volume of this 
important work is also shortly to be issued, and the third 
volume is in progress. 


The whole of the large collection of skeletons and bones of 
the Accipitres has been arranged and labelled by Mr. W. P. 
Pycraft, who has also determined all the accessions to the 
collection of birds in spirit. 


The actual number of specimens registered, labelled and 
incorporated during the year is 19,743. 


Mr. Robert Reid, who has been a voluntary assistant in the 
Museum for some years past, has done the entire registration 
and labelling of the accessions, and his help is gratefully 
acknowledged by the officers of the Bird-section. 


Reptilia, Batrachia, and Pisces.—The spirit collections 
are, as stated in previous Reports, in an overcrowded state. 
Further progress has been made with the preparation of 
skeletons of Fishes. | 


104 ACCOUNTS, ETC., OF THE BRITISH MUSEUM. 


The collections made during the year by Mr. Loat for the 
Nile Fish Survey have been the subject of a special report to 
the Trustees. The series of African Fishes has been further 
enlarged by extensive collections from the Congo and Ubangi, 
the Gambia, the Niger, and the Gaboon. 


A commencement has been made with a new series of 
Freshwater British Fishes, mounted according to modern 
iaaethods. 


Mollusca.—The very large collection of land and freshwater 
Mollusca from Central America, presented by F. D. Godman, 
Ksq., consisting of about 4,500 specimens, has been compared 
with the published report upon it by Dr. H. von Martens and 
the typical set selected for the collection. The mounting, 
registration, and incorporation of this and the numerous 
other additions in Mollusca have occupied much of the time 
of the staff in charge of this part of the collection. 


The Mollusca obtained in the Antarctic Region by the 
“Southern Cross” have. been studied and described. A 
historical account of the general collection from the com- 
mencement of its formation up to the present time has been 
prepared, and a report has been written upon the land and 
freshwater shells collected in the Maldive Islands by Mr. J. 
Stanley Gardiner. The exhibited and study collection of 
Achatinellude has been remounted and the species arranged 
according to the most recent monograph by Mr. E. R. Sykes. 
The exhibition series of Helicoid land-shells has also been 
rearranged. A typical exhibition collection of British shells 
has been placed in six small cases in the shell-gallery and the 
study series arranged in drawers of the adjacent cabinets. 
The collection of Pearl-Oysters has been studied and named 
‘by Mr.’H. Lyster Jameson, and a set of specimens with their- 
trade-names and values has been placed on exhibition. New 
locks have been applied to the cases containing the most 
valuable specimens, and the shells exhibited in these cases 
have all been cleaned. The remaining portion of the collec- 
tion preserved in alcohol has been re- spirited. 


Crustacea.—Further additions have been made to the series 
of specimens exhibited under natural] conditions, and to the 
morphological systematic series. Special attention may be 
called to the series illustrating the ecdyses or moultings of 


Crabs. 


A room having been set apart for the spirit collection, one 
side has been fitted with commodious cupboards into which 
the collection of Brachyuraand Anomura has been removed. 
The congestion so frequently complained of has disappeared, 
and there is room for the collection at its normal growth for 
at least tenyears. Twonew cabinets of dried Cr ustacea have 
beenvarranged, and most of the’ specimens obtained during 
the year have been determined. 
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Arachnida.—Considerable progress has been made towards 
the completion of a series of specimens of Arachnida and 
Myriopoda for the Exhibition Gallery. The cases have keen 
lined with dark green plush, and the colour of the labels 
and illustrations finally settled after many experiments. 
Specimens for the cases have been dried, set, and, in many 
eases, stuffed; and after repeated trials, a method of 
preserving Spiders, by soaking in a mixture of glycerine and 
water to prevent shrinkage on exposure to the air, was 
discovered. Specimens thus preserved have been painted to 
show the colours of life, and exhibited. 

Explanatory labels setting forth the morphological 
characters of the orders, suborders, and minor subdivisions 
have been written and printed, and drawings to illustrate 
the same have been prepared by Mr. F. Cambridge under 
Mv. Pocock’s supervision. 


Insecta.—Progress has. been made with the arrangement 
of the Insect Gallery. A series of specimens and drawings 
illustrating the classification of Thysanura and Collembola 
has been placed on exhibition, and typical Orthoptera of the 
families Forjficulide, Phasmide and Blattide have been 
placed in the table-cases and descriptive labels prepared for 
them. 

Specimens of Coleoptera from the Crowley Collection have 
been selected in accordance with the terms of the bequest, 
and many of them have been labelled and incorporated with 
the general collection. 

All Entomological books and periodicals received during the 
year have been press-marked and entered in the manuscript 
catalogue. 

The unmounted insects, which had considerably accumu- 
lated, have, by the employment of outside assistance, been 
satisfactorily dealt with; and very numerous miscellaneous 
accessions have been incorporated with the general collection 
or sorted into their respective families. 

The arrangement and incorporation of the Clavicorn 
Coleoptera have proceeded, the Histeride, Cucujide and 
smaller families having been completed. About half of this 
great group has now been finished. 

In the Malacodermata the small family Ciotdw, which was 
in urgent need of revision, has heen re-arranged and all 
accessions incorporated. 

The Langurivide, of which a.duplicate set was submitted to 
the Rev. H. S. Gorham and partly named by him, have been 
arranged and extended. 

The incorporation of the Longicornia of the Godman- 
Salvin collections, which was commenced at the end of 1£00, 
has been continued, and the whole of the Lamiide have 
now been added to the general collection. At the same time 
the incorporation of the Lamiide of the Pascoe Collection 
and various smailer accessions has been proceeded with. 
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The addition of such a large amount of material has 
necessitated the transference to fresh cabinet-drawers, and 
the re-arrangement of a great part of the general collection 
of Lamiude. 

A small collection of Coleoptera from Costa Rica, sent by 
Mons. Pittier, has been named and incorporated. 

In Orthoptera, almost undivided attention has been given 
to the re-arrangement of the important family Locustide, 
which has now been completed in 175 drawers, thus rendering 
the whole of the order Orthoptera available for study and 
reference, with the exception of a few drawers of accessions 
belonging to various families, which are being determined 
and incorporated as fast as circumstances will permit. 

Mr. Distant’s collection of Locustade from the Transvaal 
has been examined in conjunction with the re-arrangement of 
the collection, and the new species described for eventual 
- publication. 

Some small collections of Orthoptera and Neuroptera 
formed by Sir Harry Johnston in Uganda have been 
examined ; and reports, including descriptions of new species, 
have been drawn up. 

No progress has been made in Neuroptera, although there 
is a considerable amount of material awaiting incorporation, 
because there is no room in the existing cabinets for 
expansion, and the assistant in charge of the Orthoptera and 
Neuroptera has therefore concentrated his work on the 
former order. For this reason, no descriptive papers relating 
to the Museum collections of either order have been published 
during the year. 

A commencement has been made in the re-arrangement of 
the Hymenoptera in the Museum, and in the sorting and 
incorporation of the large amount of material that has 
accumulated during the last few years. Lt.-Col. Bingham 
has undertaken and commenced the re-arrangement of the 
Formicide concurrently with the compilation of a volume 
on Ants, for the series of works on the Fauna of India now 
being published under the authority of the Secretary of State 
for India in Council. A few small collections of Hymenop- 
tera have also been examined and the species determined. 


The specimens of Chalcidide have all been labelled with 
the names given them by F. Walker when he arranged this 
collection some forty years ago; and, whenever possible, the 
types have been identified and marked. 

In the Diptera the sub-family Wstrine (family @'stride) 
has been worked out and re-arranged, and a paper dealing 
therewith nearly completed for publication. 

A small collection of Diptera made at Ostia in the Roman 
Campagna by Dr. Sambon, during the expedition for the 
study of the connection between Mosquitoes and Malaria, 
despatched in 1900 by the London School of Tropical Medi- 
cine, has been determined and incorporated, and numerous 
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accessions belonging to various families have also been 
determined and incorporated. 


In the collection of British Diptera the families Asilide, 
Bombylide, and Stratiomyide have been re-determined and 
re-arranged, and the accessions belonging thereto determined 
and incorporated, as have also many accessions belonging to_ 
the families Dolichopodide, Sapromyzide, Trypetide, and 
others. A collection made in S.W. Ireland by Lieut.-Col. 
Yerbury has been worked out, and specimens required for the 
Museum Collection selected. 


Mr. W. L. Distant has continued the re-arrangement of the 
Rhynchota, incorporating all the large amount of material 
that has accumulated during the last few years, including 
the Godman-Salvin collection from Central America, the 
Horsfield, Atkinson, Wollaston, Enger, and other collec- 
tions presented at various times. The fine collection of- 
Plataspine —certainly the most extensive in existence—has 
been purchased from Dr. Montandon, and incorporated in the 
Museum Collection, as have been the specimens from the 
Crowley bequest. A general revision and examination of 
Walker’s types has taken place, and the new species have been 
described. The families of Rhynchota of which the arrange- 
ment is now complete are the Pentatomide, Coreide, 
Lygaeide, Pyrrhocoride, Tingide, and Phymatide. 


A considerable period was devoted to the selection of 
Butterflies from the Crowley bequest, many of which, belong- 
ing to groups in course of revision, have since been incor- 
porated, as have numerous accessions from the Godman-Salvin, 
Moore, and smaller collections. 


The re-arrangement of the Papilioninew has been con- 
tinued, various genera of Satyrine and Nymphaline 
revised, and the Mycalesis group of African genera taken in 
hand. The arrangement of the genera Precis, Nora, and 
Tanecia has been completed. 


Numerous Pierine and Lyceenide have been incorpo- 
rated. Vol. III. of the Catalogue of Lepidoptera Phalenz 
has been published. A selection from the Moths of the 
Crowley bequest has been made and partially incorporated. 


The Noctuide from the Godman-Salvin Collection, the 
Japanese and Chinese Moths purchased from the late. 
J. H. Leech, also the European collection presented by Mrs. 
Leech, and all the minor collections received during the year 
have been incorporated. 

The working out of the Noctuide of S. Africa has been 
completed, and the publication of the “ Appendix to the 
Moths of India” continued. 


The families Agaristide, Psychidew, and Heterogynide 
have been re-arranged. 
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Vermes.—Dr. Willey has continued his studies on the 
Polychaeta, and has made a report on those collected in the 
Antarctic Region by the “Southern Cross.” The collection 
of Platyhelminthes, Nemertines, and Hirudinea has been 
thoroughly overhauled and the spirit replenished. 


Echinoderma.—All accessions have been determined, in- 
corporated, and entered in the MSS. catalogues. The new 
species of Holothurians and Crinoids, described during the 
last ten years, have been added to the MSS. catalogues, which 
are thus brought completely up to date. The collection 
generally is in good order. A new edition of the “Guide to 
the Worms and Starfishes ” has been published. 


Anthozoa.—A. well-illustrated guide to this group has been 
prepared, and will be published during the current year. The 
re-arrangement of the dried collection of Alcyonaria and 
Antipitharia has been completed, and the whole series ade- 
quately indexed. 


‘ Some progress has been made with the Catalogue of Corals. 


The series of British Marine Invertebrates has been re- 
placed by a set of the commoner objects of the seashore, 
which, it is thought, will be more instructive for those who 
frequent the public galleries. 


~The Reports on the Invertebrates collected by the 
“ Southern Cross” have been prepared by various specialists, 
and are now in the press. 


. Twnicata, Polyzoa, Hydrozoa, Porifera, and Protozoa.— 
A new case has been placed in the eastern end of the Coral 
Gallery, containing a series of specimens, drawings, and 
labels illustrating the structure of Sponges, typical examples 
having been selected from each of the marine groups of that 
class. A table-case, formerly occupied by the Hydrozoa, has 
been set aside for the exhibition of a series illustrating the 
varieties of commercial Sponges, and the mode of collecting 
and preparing them for the market. This work is almost 
completed. The cases containing Hydrozoa have been re- 
fitted with velvet and beading, and new glass shelves have 
been inserted in the case containing spirit-specimens. 


The Hydroida and Hydrocoralline have been re-arranged. 


A copiously illustrated Guide to the Protozoa, Sponges, 
and Hydrozoa has been written. 

’ Some work has been done in arranging the Reserve Col- 
lection of dried Sponges. The whole collection has been 
expanded, and now occupies 400 drawers instead of its former 
space of 300, and has been re-arranged in accordance with the 
most recent system of classification. The drawers have been 
labelled and an index drawn up. 

Progress has been made in the incorporation of the Busk 
and Hincks collections of Polyzoa. 
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Il.—Duplicates and Hxuchanges.

One hundred 
and fifty-two volumes have been bound. The hbrary now 
contains 10,415 separate works, represented by 17,319 
volumes.

l—Arrangement and Conservation. 


Mammalia (Galleries 1 and 2).—Several specimens have 
been added to the collection of extinct Lemuroids from 
Madagascar in pier-case 3. 


A nearly complete specimen of Hippopotamus lemerler, 
Grandidier, an extinct dwarf species from central Madagascar, 
has been mounted and temporarily exhibited in pier-case 37. 
The bones were obtained by Dr. C. I. Forsyth Major from 
superficial marsh-deposits, probably of Pleistocene age. © 


The arrangement of table-case 24, illustrating the evolution 
of the elephant molar tooth, has been completed, and 
explanatory labels have been added. 


A skeleton of the recent Rhinoceros simus has been mounted 
in the Gallery for comparison with the extinct species of the 
same genus. 

The arrangement and identification of the remains of 
Rodentia in table-case 16 have been revised by Dr. Forsyth. 
Major in connection with his forthcoming catalogue of this 
portion of the collection. 


Large collections of fossil mammalian remains, obtained by 
the Museum from Egypt and from Pikermi, Greece, have 
been unpacked, examined, and temporarily arranged in the 
store-cases in the basement. The extrication of these fossils 
from the matrix by the masons has involved continuous 
scientific supervision. 


Number of specimens of Mammalia registered, 177. 


Aves (Gallery 2).—No additions have been made to the 
exhibited series of fossil bird-remains; but the Forsyth 
Major collection from the Miocene of Allier, France, and from 
the Pleistocene of Sirabé, Madagascar, has been registered 
and incorporated. 

Number of specimens of Aves registered, 146. 

Reptilia and Amphibia (Galleries 3, 4, 5).—The wall-case 
at the east end of Gallery 3 has been removed, and the gigantic 
Cretaceous Pterodactyl (Pteranodon occidentalis), mentioned 
in last year’s report, has been framed and fixed upon the wall. 
Beneath this the smaller specimens of Pterosauria have been 
framed and mounted, some being fixed to the wall, others 
arranged in a new table-case. 


Some of the Tertiary Crocodilia, displaced by this new 
arrangement, have been mounted in a glazed case on the floor 
beneath the Pterosauria. 

The smaller remains of Dinosauria have been removed to 
the new range of table-cases against the south wall, next to 
the collection of small Crocodilian remains. 
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The type specimen of Iguanodon hoggi, Owen, a small jaw 
from the Purbeck Beds of Swanage, presented by Alexander 
J. Hogg, Esq., has been mounted and placed in wall-case 6.

The greater part of the hind limb of a gigantic herbivorous 
Dinosaur (Brontosaurus excelsus, Marsh), from the Jurassic 
of Wyoming, U.S.A., and a plaster cast of the hind limb of a 
large carnivorous Dinosaur (A/loswurus fragilis, Marsh), from 
the same formation and locality, have been mounted on stands 
in the middle of the Gallery. These specimens were obtained 


by exchange with the American Museum of Natural History, 


New York. 


The glazing of the framed specimens of Plesiosauria has 
been completed. 


Plaster-casts of the type-specimens of the remarkable extinct 
Patagonian horned tortoise (Miolania argentina, Ameghino), 
have been mounted in wall-case 11. 


A slab of Chalk from Kansas, containing a fine head and 
anterior portion of the skeleton of a Mosasaurian (Platecarpus 
corypheus, Cope), has been framed and fixed, with an explana- 
tory diagram, in wall-case 7. This specimen was obtained 
from the collection of Mr. Charles H. Sternberg, who 
discovered the small skull of Clidastes in the same case. 


The Ophidia, Dclichosauria, Lacertilia, and a selection of 
Coprolites and Footprints of extinct reptiles, have been re- 
arranged in three table-cases in the middle of the Gallery. 


Number of specimens of Reptilia and Amphibia registered, 67. 


Pisces (Gallery 6).—Wall-case No. 4 has been re-arranged 
and refitted to contain the William Clark Collection of 
armour-plated fishes (Arthrodira) from the Upper Devonian of 
Ohio, U.S.A. The large slabs, prepared last year, have now 
been framed and completed for exhibition. 


The Ostracodermi displaced by this re-arrangement have 
been temporarily placed in a glazed case in the middle of the 
Gallery. | 


A series of Upper Silurian fishes from Lanarkshire, pre- 
sented by the Director of the Geological Survey, has been 
registered and incorporated in the Collection. 


A fine slab of sandstone from the Lower Mesozoic Stormberg 
Beds of Orange Colony, South Africa, covered with examples 
of the ganoid fish Semionotus capensis, A. S. Woodw., has 
been placed in wall-case 9. 


The other smaller acquisitions during the year have also 
been registered and incorporated in the collection.

Many slabs containing Reptilian remains have been cleaned 
and fixed in mahogany frames, including twenty-eight 
Cheirotherian footprints, eight Plesiosaurians, one Plate- 
carpus, and four specimens of Rhamphorhynchus. 

Seven slabs containing remains of armour-plated fishes 
(Devonian Arthrodira) have been similarly prepared and 
framed. 

Moulds and casts have been made of fossil Mammalia from 
Egypt, bones of Dinornis and Aépyornis, and various 
specimens for exchange with the American Museum of 
Natural History and Mr. R. F. Damon. 

Moulds and casts of a model of a whale, a Maori human 
head, recent fishes, and many wax models, have been made 
for the Department of Zoology. Models of horses and oxen 
have also been repaired for the same Department. 
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TII.—Printing of Labels. 


The preparation and printing of labels for the exhibition- 
galleries of the Museum has been continued. for the 
Department of Geology 1,572 labels have been composed, and 
10,438 copies printed. For the Department of Zoology and 
Central Hall 2,204 labels have been composed and 20,339 
copies printed.

VIII.— Visitors and Students. 


The number of visits paid to the Department by students 
and other persons for the purposes of consultation or study 
during 1901 was 4,573. 


Arthur Smith Woodward. 
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Research. 


The systematic investigation and description of the 
Mineral Collections have been in progress during the past 
year. In the Halide Division a combined crystallographic 
and chemical investigation has been made of the group of 
Hornsilvers, the result of which has been to show that in 
these minerals the chloride, bromide, and iodide of silver 
may occur together in isomorphous combination in very 
varying proportions; descriptive catalogues of the specimens 
of Iodyrite and Miersite have been prepared. In the 
Sulphide and Sulpharsenite Division, Calaverite, a telluride 
of gold, has been the subject of a detailed crystallographic 
study, which has thrown some light upon the difficult and 
extraordinary problem involved in the morphology of this 
mineral; for the study of the facial development of the 
crystals of Calaverite, the three-circle goniometer designed 
and constructed for the Department in 1899 has been of great 
service; indeed, the research has only become practicable 
through the existence of the instrument. An improved form 
of this new kind of goniometer is now in process of construc- 
tion. In the same Division a chemical investigation has 
established the identity of Kilbrickenite and Geocronite. 


Crystallographic measurements have -been incidentally 
made on various other species, including Dufrénoysiie, 
Baumhauerite, Rutile, Tremolite, Augite, Cassiterite, Fahlerz, 
Barytes, Silver, Rhodonite, and also on some carbo-silicides 
of iron and manganese. 


Petrographical examinations have been made of the rock- 
specimens collected by the ‘“ Southern Cross” Antarctic 
Expedition under Mr. C. E. Borchgrevink ; of Mr. M. Fergus- 
son’s collection from Lake Tanganyika, &c.; of Sir Harry 
Johnston’s collection from British East Africa; and of Mr. 
Shockley’s collection from Siberia. A comparative examina- 
tion has been made of phonolitic rocks from Hast Africa and 
the islands of Ascension and St. Helena. For this petro- 
graphical work 168 thin sections of rocks have been prepared 
and microscopically examined. 


In the Chemical Laboratory, 15 quantitative analyses have 
been made, viz., of Calaverite (4); Basalt from Mount Terror ; 
Kilbrickenite (2); Iodiferous Embolites (5); Miersite (2); and 
Marshite. Further, 77 doubtful minerals have been qualita- 
tively analysed, and 17 specific gravity determinations have 
been made. |

Re-arrangements have been made in the rock-species 
collection, and all the explanatory and locality-labels placed 
with the exhibited specimens have been revised and prepared 
for the printers. 


The models of famous diamonds have been arranged for 
exhibition in a special table-case and labelled. 
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Miscellaneous. 


- A short history of the rock-collection, and a list of the 
topographical series of rocks with brief description and 
references to the literature, have been prepared. 

Over 500 species-, locality-, and pseudomorph-labels have 
been prepared for press and printed. 

Numerous specimens sent, or brought by visitors, to the 
Museum have been examined and named. 

Assistance has been given in the revision of the proofs 
of the Catalogue of the Museum Library. 

The preparation of a copy of the Register of the specimens 
in the collection has been in progress. 

Highty-three boxes of mineral-specimens have been 

-received, unpacked, and examined; 59 boxes have been 
packed and despatched. 

The ceilings of the Gallery and Pavilion have been 
repainted; this work has involved much expenditure of 
labour in the protection of the cases and specimens from the 
possibility of injury. 


Departmental Library. 


To the Departmental Library have been added continua- 
tions of 35 periodicals (in 596 parts), 21 volumes of separate 
works, 55 pamphlets and parts of works, and 2 sheets of 
maps: of these, 9 periodicals, 7 volumes of separate works, 
37 pamphlets and parts of works, and one map were 
acquired by presentation or transfer. 

All of them, including 688 plates, have been registered 
and stamped. 


Students. 


The number of visits recorded as made to the Department 
for the purposes of consultation or study is 1,295. 

The Gallery is no longer reserved on particular days of the 
-week for the exclusive use of Students; further, study-series 
have been arranged in the public gallery where they are 
‘directly accessible to the public, and have been so labelled 
as to render reference to the staff for information thereon 
almost unnecessary : it has thus become difficult to distinguish 
_ “Students” of minerals from ordinary “ Visitors,” and stress 
can no longer be laid on the distinction,

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During the past year 17,300 plants, consisting of 11,400 
flowering plants, 190 vascular cryptogams, 796 Mosses, 624 
Hepatics, 81 Lichens, 835 Algze, and 3,374 Fungi, have been 
mounted and incorporated into the Herbarium. 


In the progress of the work the officers of the Department 
and others have been occupied as follows :— 

Mr. E. G. Baker was engaged principally in incorporating 
Umbelliferee and Rosacez with the general collection. In 
conjunction with Dr. Schénland, of the Albany Museum, 
Grahamstown, a careful revision was made of the South 
African species of the genus Cotyledon. To enable certain 
types in this genus to be studied the loan of specimens was 
obtained from Prof. Perceval Wright, of Dublin, and Prof. 
Vines, of Oxford. The results of this examination are to be 
published. In conjunction with Major Prain, of the Calcutta 
Gardens, a revision was made of the types of the older species 
of the genus Indigofera, principally with a view to the eluci- 
dation of the synonymy of the indigo-yielding species. The 
Herbarium specimens of the Natural Order Loasaces have 
been revised and re-arranged by Dr. Urban and Gilg’s 
Monograph. The African Anonacez have been re-arranged by 
Dr. Engler and Diel’s Monograph. The genus Byrsonima has 
been re-arranged by Dr. Niedenzu’s Monograph. The North 
American Umbelliferes were revised by Messrs. Coulter and 
Rose’s last Monograph. The British species of Violet of the 
Section Melanium have been further studied, and various 
collections of these plants have been submitted for identifi- 
cation. During the latter part of the year a considerable 
time was spent in incorporating British Plants with the 
Herbarium. The above, together with the usual attendance 
on visitors and correspondence, have constituted Mr. Baker’s 
duties for the year. 


Mr. Britten has chiefly been occupied in continuing the 
preparation of the manuscript to accompany the Illustrations 
of Australian Plants collected during Cook’s First Voyage, 
and with the examination of the plants in the Herbarium 
associated with the early Australian collections. He has 
continued to supervise the preparation of the Departmental 
Library Catalogue, and to read the proofs of the botanical 
portion of the Catalogue of the General Library. He has 
prepared for incorporation in the Herbarium the various 
collections of Indian Rubiacez, and has revised the African 
Labiatz ; and has incorporated a large number of specimens 
of the orders Myrsinacee, Apocynez, Asclepiadaceex, Eri- 
cacee, Stylidez,Boraginee and Goodenovie. He has also 
completed the identification of Masson’s Madeira collections. 
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During the past year Mr. Moore has been incorporating into 
the collection and to some extent, rearranging Myrtaces 
belonging to all tribes. Work has also been done on the 
African Composite and Acanthacee, the Myoporinee, &ec. 


Dr. Rendle has incorporated in the general Herbarium the 
Monocotyledons, Apetalous Dicotyledons, and Gymnosperms 
of various collections. In the course of this work several 
genera have been rearranged or revised, including .members 
of Orchidaceze and Ivridacese, the tribe Lepidocaryesx. of - 
Palmaces, and several genera of Scitamineez.. The order 
Pandanacew has been rearranged in accordance with the 
recently published monograph by Warburg. Some time has 
been spentin a revision of the Natural Order Proteacew, with 
the incorporation of a large number of specimens, chiefly 
South African. An account of the Monocotyledons collected 
by Mr. Charles Hose in Borneo and Celebes has been prepared 
for publication ; and descriptions of various novelties in.this 
and other groups have also been published. The genus Trillium 
has. been revised, and a careful examination made of the old 
types.and specimens in Herb. Sloane and elsewhere, and the 
result of the work prepared for publication. He has also 
done some work on West Indian Orchids with a view toa 
monograph of the species. native of Jamaica, in conjunction 
with the Hon. W. Fawcett, the director of the. Jamaica 
Botanic Gardens. To ensure as complete a work as. possible 
Mr. Fawcett has sent over the whole of the collection. of 
Orchids from the Herbarium. attached to the gardens. 
Numerous Orchids and other cultivated specimens. have 
been acquired by correspondence and incorporated; many 
novelties were obtained in this way. 


Mr. Gepp has been occupied in the’ final revisions of the 
sheets’ of the Catalogue of Welwitsch’s African Plants, 
Vol. IL., part ii., and in revising the transcripts and text‘of 
the Illustrations of the Botany of Cook’s First Voyage 
in the light of Solander’s original manuscript. He was left 
in charge of the Department from August to November 
during the absence of the Keeper from England with the 
British. Antarctic Expedition. He has laid out andi revised 
the recently recovered portion of the study set of Wilson’s 
British Mosses, a'further portion. of. the: exotic Hepatics of 
Stephani, the British Hepatics of McArdle, the Antarctic 
Cryptogams of MeCormick; has named .some collections. of 
Ferns: and Mosses from India and the West Indies; North 
America, New Zealand, Madeira, East Tropical Africa ;,.and 
has revised. various genera principally belonging to. the 
Dicranacee. . 

. Mr. V. H. Blackman has been engaged during the past. year 
on work in connection with the collectionsof Fungi, Mycetozoa 
and Lichens, and on work connected with the exhibits in the 
Public Gallery. The large collection of North American 
Fungi, purchased last year, has been almost completely 
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incorporated in the General Collection. In the Public 
Gallery he has completed, with the assistance of Mr. Horrell, 
the exhibit, begun last. year, which deals with the Gymno- 
sperms, both recent and fossil, from a systematic point. of 
view. With the same assistance considerable progress has also 
been made with the rearrangement of the wall-cases dealing 
with the Monocotyledons from a systematic point. of view. 
The series of models, illustrating the germination of. Wheat, 
begun last year under his direction, has been finished and is 
now on exhibition, Under his supervision also, a series of 
drawings is being prepared for an exhibition-case illustrating 
the habit and mode of growth of British. trees. He. has also 
determined the Peridiniez in various collections of plankton 
material received by the department. 


The Keeper of the Department surrendered his leave. of 
absence and obtained additional special leave of absence to 
enable him to superintend the scientific equipment of the 
“Discovery,” and as Director of the Scientific Staff he pro- 
ceeded in her as far as the Cape of Good Hope to rehearse the 
marine observations made by the Staff. 


The final part of the Catalogue of the Welwitsch Herbarium 
of African plants containing the Cryptogamia and a general 
Index has been published. 


Progress has been made in the renewal of wall-cases in 
the Public Gallery, and the illustration of the life history of 
Wheat, while the pedestal-cases illustrating British Fungi 
have been completed. 


Mr. Worthington G. Smith volunteered to revise the 
Hymenomycetes in the British and general Herbaria, and has 
made good progress with the work.

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VIII.—GENERAL PROGRESS AT THE MUSEUM, BLOOMSBURY. 


It was noticed in last year’s return that the number of 
visits to the Museum which was recorded for 1901 had 
reached a total of 718,614, and that the figures had thus 
been restored to the range to which they had attained before 
the removal of the Natural History Collections. In 1902 
the total was 845,369, showing the remarkable increase of 
126,755 on that of the preceding year. This high figure is 
no doubt partly due to the occurrence of the Coronation, 
which brought a large influx of visitors into London; but 
there is reason to believe that under normal conditions the 
steady increase of recent years would still have been main- 
tained. The number of visits on week-days rose from 
669,719, recorded in 1901, to 786,850, and those on Sundays 
from 48,895 to 58,519. 


The number of visits of students to the Reading Room 
in 1902 was 211,244, being an increase of 11,209 on the total 
of 1901; a daily average of 699. 


The average number of persons in the room, counted at 
the later hours of the afternoon, were :—

In the several Departments other than the Reading Room 
the total number of visits has been 56,438, as against 57,943 
in 1901, there having been a reduction of nearly two thousand 
visits in the Newspaper Room which was in some measure 
compensated for by an increase of one thousand in the Print 
Room. 


The Egyptian Galleries of ‘Sculptures on the ground floor 
have been re-painted and re-decorated, principally on the 
lines of the well-executed decoration originally appled to 
the walls and ceilings when the galleries were built; but 
modified by the introduction of white in the wall-spaces 
flanking the windows, in order to secure better lighting for 
the exhibits. 


The re-arrangement of the Egyptian Antiquities, the 
Oriental Porcelain, and the Prehistoric Antiquities, necessi- 
tated by the refitting of the Third Egyptian Room and the 
Asiatic Saloon with new wall-cases and the structural alter- 
ations in the Prehistoric Saloon, is now practically complete. 
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In the First and Second Egyptian Rooms a series of eniarged 
scenes from the Book of the Dead, illustrating the funeral 
rites and the religious beliefs of the Egyptians, has been 
arranged upon the walls. 


A temporary exhibition of Manuscripts, Books, Prints, 
Drawings, and Medals, to illustrate the Coronations of 
British Sovereigns, was on view in the King’s Library during 
the summer and autumn. 


Among the more important additions to the several 
Departments the following may be noted :— 


In the Department of Egyptian and Assyrian Antiquities 
the collection of predynastic objects from Egypt, which has 
been accumulating during recent years, has been augmented 
by further specimens ot a remote period, and a valuable 
series of Egyptian antiquities of the eleventh and twelfth 
and later dynasties has been presented by the Egypt Explo- 
ration Fund; and in the Assyrian section upwards of three 
thousand cuneiform tablets have been acquired, of which the 
greater number are of the early period of Babylonian history. 


The collection of English coins in the Department of Coins 
and Medals has received an important addition in a series of 
thirteen hundred silver pennies of the reigns of Henry II., 
Richard I., John, and Henry III., selected from a great hoard 
of nearly eleven thousand pieces recently discovered at 
Colchester. 


A remarkable portable altar of Rhenish work of the 
thirteenth century has been acquired by the Department of 
Medieval Antiquities; which has also received, as a gift 
from Mr. George Salting, F.s.A., a most valuable and artistic 
gold reliquary, of French origin, of the beginning of the 
fourteenth century. 


Their Royal Highnesses the Prince and Princess of Wales 
have been pleased to deposit among the Ethnographical 
collections of the Museum a large selection of the ethno- 
graphical specimens presented to them during their tour 
round the world in 1901. 


In the Department of Printed Books further addi- 
tions have been made during the year to the collections of 
incunabula and early English books. 


Two collections of exceptional importance have been added 
to the Department of Prints and Drawings. The first is 
the series of drawings and etchings by Norwich artists, 
collected by Mr. James Reeve, of Norwich, and comprising 
examples of John Sell Cotman and other members of the 
Cotman family, and of John Crome and others. This series

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has been acquired by purchase. The other collection has 
passed to the Trustees by the generous bequest of the late 
Lord Cheylesmore, and consists of his extensive and carefully 
chosen series of Mezzotint Portraits and Portraits of the 
Royal Family. With this important addition to the 
Mezzotints already in the Museum, the national collection 
of these prints now forms an unrivalled series. 


Gifts of Museum publications, including reproductions of 
prints and drawings by Old Masters, have been made to Free 
Libraries, Local Museums, and Art Schools throughout the 
United Kingdom, and to institutions in various Colouies.

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IX.—PROGRESS made jin the ARRANGEMENT AND 
DESCRIPTION OF THE COLLECTIONS, AND ACCOUNT 
OF OBJECTS ADDED TO THEM in the Year 1902. 
(Bloomsbury.) ; 


_ DEPARTMENT OF PRINTED Books. 


I. Arrangement.—The works added to the collection during 
the past year have, as far as possible, been placed on the 
shelves of the Library according to the system of classifica- 
tion adopted in the Museum. 

The press-marks, indicating their respective localities, have 
been marked on the inside and affixed to the back of each 
volume; also on the titles. 

The total number of these press-marks amounts to 
71,527; in addition to which 22,192 press-marks have been 
altered in consequence of changes and _ re-arrangements 
carried out in the Library; 37,943 labels have been affixed 
to books and volumes of newspapers, and 111,977 obliterated 
labels have been renewed. 

The process of attaching third-marks to the books in the 
New Library with the view of accelerating their delivery 
to readers has been continued; 17,144 books have been 
thus marked during the year, and the corresponding altera-~ 
tions, amounting to 66,525, have been carried out in the 
General and Hand Catalogues; 2,138 volumes of country 
newspapers have also been numbered, and 3,334 index-slips 
have been written for London and Country Newspapers. 

The number of stamps impressed upon articles received 
has been 321,604. 

4,168 presses of books and newspapers have been dusted in 
the course of the year. 


II. Catalogues. — (a) Cataloguing. — 40,758 titles have 
been written (the term “title” applying equally to a main 
title and to a cross-reference). Of these, 27,565 were written 
for the General Catalogue, 1,686 for the Map Catalogue and 
11,507 for the Music Catalogue. 


(b) Printing.—28,848 titles and 566 index-slips for the 
General Catalogue and 1,179 for the Map Catalogue have 
been prepared for printing during the year; 29,677 title- 
slips and 600 index-slips for the General Cataiogue, 1,179 
title-slips for the Map Catalogue, and 17,068 for the Music 
Catalogue have been printed. 


Progress has been made with the printing of the Supple- 
ment to the General Catalogue, which will contain the titles 
of all books added to the Library during the years 1882-1899, 
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inclusive, but not incorporated in the Catalogue during the 
process of printing. Nine printed parts, containing the 
headings from D to G, have been delivered by the printer in 
the course of the year. Volume I. containing the letters 
A—E of a “Subject Index of the Modern Works added to the 
Library of the British Museum in the years 1881-1900,” has 
been printed and published during the year. 

(c) Incorporation.—(1) General Catalogue.—28,603 title- 
slips and 405 index-slips have been incorporated into each 
of the three copies of this Catalogue. This incorporation has 
rendered it necessary, in order to maintain as far as possible 
the alphabetical arrangement, to remove and re-insert 38,636 


title-slips in each copy and to add to each copy 615 new 
leaves. 


The system of fortnightly incorporation, introduced in 
1889, has been carried out with perfect regularity during the 
past year. 


—(2) Hand Catalogues.—The number of new entries made 
in the Hand Catalogue of “Academies” was 311; in that 
of “Periodical Publications,” 346; in that of “Maps and 
Charts,” 1,321; in that of Music, 1,413; and in the Hand 
Catalogues of London and Country Newspapers, 1,402 and 
1,932 respectively. 


(d) Map Catalogue.—1,686 titles have been written for the 
Map Catalogue and 1,177 title-slips have been incorporated 
into each of three copies of it. This incorporation has 
rendered it necessary to remove and re-insert 2,133 title-slips 
in each copy and to add to each copy 22 new leaves. 


(e) Music Catalogue.—1i1,507 titles have been written for 
the Music Catalogue, and 19,805 title-slips have been incorpo- 
rated into each of two copies of it. This incorporation 
has rendered it necessary to remove,and re-insert 40,100 title- 
slips in each copy and to add to each copy 267 new leaves. 


(f) Shelf Catalogue.—For this Catalogue, in which the 
title-slips, mounted on cards, are arranged in order of press- 
marks, about 27,900 have been so mounted and about 129,200 
have been incorporated in their proper order. 


(9g) Catalogues of Books of Reference in the Reading Room. 
—The additions and alterations in each of the three inter- 
leaved copies of the Catalogue of Books of Reference in the 
Reading Room, which are requisite in order to record the 
changes in this collection by the addition of new works and 
the substitution of new for earlier editions, have been made ; 
they number 33 in each copy. 


_ Additions have been made also to the collection of books 
in the Galleries of the Reading Room by the incorporation of 
new works of interest and importance, and by the substitution 
of new for earlier editions. The number of such additions to 
each of the two interleaved copies of the Catalogue of this 
collection is 73.

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Ill. Binding.—The number of volumes and sets of 
pamphlets sent to be bound in the course of the year was 
11,742, including 4,034 volumes of newspapers. In conse- 
quence of the frequent adoption of the plan of binding two 
or more volumes in one, the number of volumes returned 
was 8,395; in addition to which, 36 pamphlets have been 
separately bound, and 97 volumes have been repaired at the 
binders. 

Besides this, the following binding work has been done 
in the Library itself :—30,746 volumes have been furbished 
and repaired; 470 broadsides, We. have been inserted in 
guard-books and 3,453 volumes of reports, parts of periodicals, 
&c., have been formed, in a light style of binding. 


The following maps, charts, &c., have also been bound or 
mounted during the year :—42 atlases and 104 volumes of the 
25-inch Ordnance Survey have been bound; 357 sheets of 
the 1-inch Ordnance Survey, 223 Admiralty Charts and 
323 general maps have been mounted on hnen and 253 maps 
mounted on cards. 


41,061 numbers of Colonial Newspapers have been folded 
into 612 parcels, and 735 such parcels have been tied up and 
labelled. 


IV. Reading Room Service-—The number of volumes 
returned to the General Library from use in the Reading 
Room was 852,452; to the King’s Library, 26,150; to the 
Grenville Library, 1,317; to the Map Room, 3,688; to the 
presses in which books are kept from day to day for the use 
of readers, 621,969; and to the Oriental Department, 123; 
making a total amount of 1,505,699 volumes supplied to 
readers during the year. 


The number of readers during the year was 211,244, giving 
an average of over 699 daily, the room having been open on 
302 days; with an average of over seven volumes daily 
for each reader, not reckoning those taken from the shelves 
of the Reading Room by the readers themselves. 


Newspaper Room.—The number of readers during the 
year has keen 23,617, giving a daily average of over 78, the 
room having been open on 802 days. The number of volumes 
replaced after use was 46,714, giving a daily average of over 
154 volumes, and of almost two volumes to each reader, 
not reckoning those, chiefly Parliamentary Papers, taken 
from the shelves of the Newspaper Room by the readers 
themselves. 


Map Room.—309 visitors have been admitted to the Map 
Room for the purpose of special geographical research. 


V. Accessions.—(a@) 28,140 volumes and pamphlets (includ- 
ing 38 atlases, &c. and 1,632 books of music) have been added 
to the Library in the course of the year, of which 5,924

(b) 62,058 parts of volumes (or separate numbers of 
periodical publications and of works in progress) have also 
been added to the Library, of which 2,252 were presented, 
35,431 received under the provisions of the Copyright Act, 


174 by Colonial Copyright, 687 by International Exchange 
and 23,514 by Purchase. 


(c) 1,516 maps in 9,257 sheets, have been added to the 
collection in the course of the year, of which 776 maps in 
1,065 sheets, were presented; 535 maps in 7,261 sheets, were 
received under the provisions of the Copyright Act, 40 maps 
in 109 sheets, by Colonial Copyright, and 165 maps in 
$22 sheets, acquired by Purchase. 


(d) 8,803 Musical Publications have been added to the 
collection, of which 16 were presented, 8,198 received 
under the provisions of the Copyright Act, 282 by Colonial 
Copyright, and 307 acquired by Purchase. 


(e) The number of newspapers published in the United 
Kingdom, received under the provisions of the Copy- 
right Act during the past year, has been 3,222, comprising 
199,067 single numbers; 1,187 of these newspapers were 
published in London and its suburbs; 1,543 in other parts 
of England and Wales and in the Channel Islands; 264 in 
Scotland and 228 in Ireland; 9 sets containing 528 numbers 
have been received by Colonial Copyright ; 221 sets containing 
28,735 numbers of colonial and foreign Newspapers, have 
been presented and 78 sets containing 12 volumes and 
14,633 numbers of current colonial and foreign Newspapers, 
have been purchased. 


(f) The number of distinct works comprised in the 28,140 
volumes and pamphlets, the 62,058 parts of volumes, the 
1.516 maps and the 7,171 separate pieces of music, already 
mentioned, amounts, as nearly as can be ascertained, to 32,685. 
Of these, 5,798 were presented, 20,239 acquired by English 
Copyright, 929 by Colonial Copyright, 396 by International 
Exchange and 5,323 by Purchase. 


(g) 3,806 articles have been received in the Department 
not included in the foregoing paragraphs, consisting cf 
Broadsides, Parliamentary Papers and other miscellaneous 
items. The addition of this number to those already given 
produces a total of 102,691 articles, exclusive of newspapers, 
received in the Department in the course of the year. 


Kings Library.—During the year 1902 a collection of 
Manuscripts, Printed Books, Engravings, and Medais, 
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illustrating the Coronations of English Sovereigns has been 
exhibited in the King’s Library. 


Acquisitions of Special Interest.—¥orty-eight English 
books of the fifteenth, sixteenth, and early years of the 
seventeenth centuries, and one hundred and fifteen foreign 
Incunabula have been added to the Library during the year 
1902.

Fetherstone, Christopher: “The Brutish Thunderbolt ; or 
rather feeble fier-flash of Pope Sixtus the fift against Henrie 
the most excellent King of Navarre.” Arnold Hatfield, 
London, 1586. 


“History of France. The foure first Bookes.” John 
Windet, London, 1595. An anonymous work which does not 
appear in the Registers of Stationers’ Hall. 


‘A Booke of curious and strange Inventions called the 
first part of Needleworkes.” William Bailey, London, 1596. 
In 1591 a book of “New and singular Patternes and 
Workes of Linnen” was printed by John Wolfe; this was 
followed by the present book, of which this is the only 
known copy. The designs are of Venetian origin. 


Vennard, Richard: “The Right Way to Heaven.” Thomas 
Este, London, 1601. On the last page is a curious coloured 
drawing of Queen Elizabeth. 


“The Historie of Bevis of Hampton,” with sixteen 
illustrations, printed in 1620. This book, which was 
formerly in the possession of Mr. Richard Gough, is the only 
known copy of this edition of the ‘“‘ History of Sir Bevis.” 


“Clasmata,” by H. W. London, 1626. A book of poems 
chiefly of a religious character by an unknown author. The 
only other known copy of this work is in a private Library. 


Forbes, John: ‘“‘ Gemitus Ecclesiae Scoticanae.” Aberdeen, 
1631. A work by John Forbes of Corse, Professor of 
Theology at the University of Aberdeen, in favour of 
Episcopacy in the Church of Scotland. 
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Massinger, Philip: “The Bondman,” printed by John 
Raworth for Edward Blackmore, London, 1638. Two 
editions of this play were printed in the year 1638, one by 
John Raworth, the other by John Harrison; both are now in 
the Library. 


“Thomae Sydenham Opuscula Omnia,’ Amsterdam, 1683. 
The first collected edition of the works of Thomas Sydenham. 


“ A Hymn to Victory.” By the author of the “True-Born 
Englishman.” J. Nutt, London, 1704. The first edition of 
Defoe’s Poem on the Battle of Blenheim. 


“A Prospect of Society.” Three hundred and ten lines of 
‘poetry by Oliver Goldsmith, forming a rough draft of “The 
Traveller, or a Prospect of Society,” which was published by 
J. Newbery in 1765. Comparing this draft with the first 
edition of ‘The Traveller,” which contains four hundred and 
sixteen lines, it will be found that eighty-seven lines of the 
present poem re-appear in “ The Traveller” with alterations, 
two lines (the fifth and sixth) are omitted, and the remainder 
are unaltered in their wording though arranged in an entirely 
different sequence. 


‘“Memoires littéraires de la Grande Bretagne pour l’An, 
1767-1768.” A Londres, 1768-1769. These two volumes were 
written by Edward Gibbon and G. Deyverdun, and published 
anonymously. 


The most interesting foreign books of the fifteenth and 
sixteenth century which have been acquired during the year

adulatoris,”’ Paris, about 1473. One of the first three books 
produced by the third press established at Paris, that of the 
“ Soufflet Vert.” 


~~ “Regimen Sanitatis zu teutsch,” printed by Friedrich 
Creusner, Nuremberg, about 1473. 


. Thomas Aquinas, “De Divinis Moribus,’ printed by 
Nicolaus Ketelaer and G, de Leempt, Utrecht, about 1473. 


Johann Muller of Konigsberg, “ Disputatio super Theorica 
Planetarum Gerardi Cremonensis,” printed by the author at 
his own press at Nuremberg, 1474, The only book from this 
press not already in the Library. 


Petrus Berchorius, “Liber Bibliae Mopalig: ” the work of 
the printer C. W. Strassburg, 1474. 
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Thomas Aquinas, ‘“‘ Secunda Secundae,” printed by Paulus. 
de Butschbach, at Mantua, 1474. One of the earliest books. 
printed at Mantua. 


Ambrosius de Cora, “Oratio de Johannis Apostoli 
Laudibus.” One of the earliest books from the press of 
Bartholomaeus Guldinbeck, Rome, about 1475. 


Cicero “ De Officiis,” printed by Antonius Zarotus, Milan, 
1476. 

Thomas Aquinas, “De Unitate Intellectus,” printed by 
Joannes de Hassia, Treviso, 1476. The only known book 
bearing the name of this printer. The only other recorded 
copy of the work is in the Bibliothéque Mazarine, Paris. A 
second and hitherto unidentified work by the same printer 
was purchased for the Library in 1902. 


Conradus de Halberstadt, ‘“‘ Concordantiae Bibliae,” printed 
by J. Otmar, Reutlingen, about 1478. 


Saxolus Pratensis, “‘ De Accentibus et Diphthongis Graecis,” 
printed by Bonus Accursius, at Milan, about 1479. One of the 
six earliest printed Greek books. The only other known copy 
is in the Spencer Collection in the John Rylands Library, 
Manchester. 

‘‘Coutumes de Bretagne,” printed by Guillaume Lefévre, 
Paris, 1480. The only book produced by this printer; only 
two other copies are known, both of which are in Public 
Libraries. 

Gregory I. Pope, “ Liber Dialogorum,” in Italian, printed 
by Domenico Rocociola, Modena, 1481. The first book 
produced by this printer. 


Heinrich Stainhdwel, ‘Regimen wider die Pestilenz,” 
printed by Conrad Dinckmut, at Ulm, about 1482. One of 
the very few books in this printer’s first type. 


Reuchlin, Johann, ‘ Vocabularium Breviloquus,” printed 
by Petrus Ungarus, Lyons, 1482, a printer who is not known 
to have produced more than four books. 


Tucher, Hans, Account of a Journey to Palestine, printed 
at Augsburg, 1482. The first edition of this book was printed 
by Hans Schonsperger, at Augsburg, in 1482, but the author, 
Hans Tucher, finding this edition very incorrectly printed, 
himself reprinted the book at Nuremberg. From this edition 
Schénsperger printed another edition at Augsburg, so that 
three editions appeared in the same year, 1482. The present 
is a copy of Schonsperger’s reprint, of which only one other 
copy, in the Royal Library at Munich, is known. 

Arnaldus, de Villa Nova, “Von Bereitung der Weine,” 
printed by Martin Schott, at Strassburg, about 1483. With 
a fine woodcut border and initials. 

Augustine, Saint, ‘‘De conflictu Vitiorum et Virtutum,” 
printed by Antoine Caillaut, at Paris, about 1484. One of 
the first illustrated books printed at Paris. 
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‘ Decretum Abbreviatum,” ‘“ Modus vacandi beneficia,’’ and 
Michael Scotus ‘ Physiognomia.” Three books printed by 
Heinrich Mayer, at ‘l'oulouse, about 1484-1488. OF the first 
two no other copies are known, while of the third one other 
copy only has been recorded. 


“ Dialogus de Libertate ecclesiastica,” printed by Rodolphus 
Loeffs, at Louvain, 1485. This printer produced seven books, 
all of which are very rare. 


Guillermus, Parisiensis, “ Postilla,” printed hy Nicolaus 
Philippi, at Lyons, about 1485. With woodcuts. The only 
copy known. | 


A Book of Hours, printed by Denis Meslier, at Paris, 
about 1491. On vellum, with many uncoloured woodcuts. 


Rituale of the Diocese of Bamberg, printed by Leonhard 
Sensenschmidt, Heinrich Petzensteiner and Hans Pfeyl, at 
Bamberg, 1491. 


“ Biblia Istoriata,” the Bible translated into Italian by 
Niccolo Malermi, printed by Gulielmus, called Anima Mia, of 
Piancerreto, at Venice, 1493. An earlier edition of this 
famous illustrated Bible, printed by L. A. Giunta, at Venice 
in 1490, was purchased by the Trustees in 1897. The edition 
now added to the Library contains a large number of woodcut 
illustrations, in themselves of great merit, which differ entirely 
from those in the Giunta edition. Two other copies only of 
this edition are known, one in the Cabinet of Engravings of 
the Berlin Royal Museum, the other in the Library of the 
Prince d’Essling. 

“Constituciones de Cathalunya,”’ printed by Johann 
Rosembach at Barcelona in 1494. <A fine specimen of early 
Spanish typography ; the border on the first page contains the 
device of Nicolaus Spindeler. 


Guillermus, Parisiensis, “ Postilla,”’ printed by J. Maurand 
for J. Petit, Paris, 1495. Remarkable as being the first dated 
book issued by the famous publisher Jean Petit. An earlier 
edition of this book printed at Lyons, 1485, is mentioned 
above. 

“‘Fueros de Aragon,” printed by Paul Hurus, at Saragossa, 
1496, with a fine woodcut on the title-page. 


“Flores Legum,” printed by Georg Wirfel and Marcus 
Ayrer, at Ingolstadt, 1497. These printers are not known 
to have produced more than two books. 


The Golden Legend in Dutch, printed by Hendrik Eckert. — 
van Homberch, at Antwerp, 1516. With a large number of 
interesting woodcuts. 


Petrus de Natalibus, ‘“‘Catalogus Sanctorum,” printed by 
Nicolaus de Frankfordia, at Venice, 1516. Containing many 
fine woodcuts and initials. In a contemporary Venetian 
binding of beech boards covered with stamped brown 
morocco. 
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Lurcker, Erhard, ‘‘ Historie von einem Ritter Thorelle 
‘genannt,” Strassburg, about 1517. A romance in verse with 
many woodcut illustrations. The only edition of this 
romance known to have been printed. 


“Vita de sancti Padri vulgare hystoriata,” printed by 
Gulielmus do Fontaneto, at Venice, 1518. With one hundred 
woodcuts. 


“Ordo perpetuus diurni officii,” printed by Antonius 
Bladus, at Rome, 1520. On vellum, in a fine contemporary 
binding with the arms of Pope Leo X. | 


A copy of the so-called Augsburg Chronicle, printed by 
Melchior Ramminger, at Augsburg, 1522; containing ten 
large signed woodcuts by the Master H. 8., and a border by 
Hans Burgkmair. |

The two most important sales of MSS. during the year 
were the White sale in April and May, and the Fountaine sale 
in June. At the former the Department secured a 9th cent. 
copy of St. Jerome’s Commentary on Daniel, formerly in the 
monastery of St. Maximin at Trier, where it was probably 
written; a'compilation of the Sayings and Doings of the 
Fathers, entitled ‘the Meadow of Flowers,” in Greek, of the 
14th cent., derived from a large number of sources, some of 
which are unpublished; a 16th cent. MS. of the History of 
the Turks, by Nicolaus (or Laonicus) Chalcondylas, in Greek, 
one of the contemporary authorities for the history of the fall 
of Constantinople; a portion of a Breviary (14th cent.) of 
the church of Térouane, containing a curious inscription in 
English, in which James Lyncolin bequeaths the volume to 
the church of St. George in Southwark, stating that he took 
it from a Frenchman at Hesdin on the 24th September 1522, 
at which date the English and Imperial armies were besieging 
that town; a copy of the Historia Troiana of Guido delle 
Colonne, dated 1838; a 16th cent. copy of the romance of 
Meliadus, containing 142 chapters at the beginning and five 
at the end which are not in the printed editions; a decla- 
mation by Jean de Luxembourg, abbot of Ivry, containing a 
remonstrance addressed to Henry VIII. on behalf of Anne of 
Cleves ; a volume of Exchequer Papers of the reign of Henry 
VIII.; collections relating to magic and witcheraft, partly 
made by Elias Ashmole, and including papers- of Dr. Caius, 
Simon Forman, and Dr. Dee; and the original holograph 
MS. of “The Rise of Iskander,” by B. Disraeli, with a letter 
from the same to Count D’Orsay, complimenting him on his 
bust of Lord G. Bentinck. 


At the Fountaine. sale the principal purchases included a 


MS. of John Capgrave’s Lives of St. Gilbert of Sempringham 


and St. Augustine of Hippo, in English, both unique (a copy 
of the former was in the Cottonian collection, but was 


destroyed in the fire of 1731); andthe holograph MS. of the 


Latin version of Fynes Moryson’s Itinerary in Ireland 
and Narrative of the Irish War, 1599-1603. 


Mention may. also be made of the , correspondence and 


papers of Sir A. Panizzi, Principal Librarian of the British 


? 
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Museum, 1856-1866. These were purchased in 1892, but by 
order of the Trustees were’ held back until now. They fill 
sixteen volumes, and cover nearly the whole of Panizzi’s life, 
dealing not only with his official work in the Museum, but 
also with his connection, which was very intimate, with 
Italian politics. Among his :correspondents were Lord 
Brougham, Lerd Jeftrey, Ugo Foscolo, Thiers, Guizot, Prosper 
Merimée, the Duc d’Aumale, Gladstone, Grote, and others. 
Together with these was acquired a volume of the corre-— 
spondence of Robert Fagan, Consul-General in Sicily, 
1812-1814. : 


Another stage in the history of the Museum is illustrated 
by the correspondence of Sir Frederic Madden, Keeper of the 
Manuscripts, 1837-1866. This was purchased in 1873, but has 
been withheid until now. It occupies twelve volumes, and 
includes letters from Sir W. Scott, Lord Macaulay, Thomas 
Carlyle, Ruskin, H. O. Coxe, Sir Thomas Phillipps, &e. 


The diaries of Sir Henry Ellis, Panizzi’s predecessor as 
Principal Librarian (1833-1856), together with the diplomas 
of learned societies presented to him on his retirement from 
the post of Secretary to the Society of Antiquaries, have 
been presented to the Department by his grandson, H. J. 
Ellis, Esq. 

Other important acquisitions are the following :— 


Lives of Saints for the month of October, in Greek, written 
A.D. 1103, of considerable palseeographical interest. 


Lectionary, in Greek; 12th cent. 
Hymns for use in the Greek Church; early 17th cent. 


St. Augustine’s “Tractatus decem in epistolam Joannis ad 
Parthos,” his treatise “de Babtismo,”’ and the ‘“ Vita Sancti 
Drendani Abbatis”; 10th cent. From the Abbey of St. 
Maximin at Trier. Probably the earliest extant copy of this 
form of the legend of St. Brendan. 

Lives of Saints, including that of St. Edward, King and 
Confessor, by Osbert, Prepositus of Westminster; 12th cent. 
Of this life of St. Edward only an abbreviation has been 
hitherto known, which is preserved in a single MS. at Corpus. 
Christi College, Cambridge. It is the foundation of the. 
better-known life by Ailred of Rievaulx, and an important 
authority for the period. 


Book of Hours, from St. Omer; early 14th cent. A beauti-. 
fully illuminated little volume, formerly in the library of 
John Ruskin. Every page has a tastefully-executed border, 
abounding with charming miniatures and grotesques. From 
the artistic point of view, this is the most important 
acquisition of the year. 


Prymer, with Calendar and Penile! in English, with illumi- 
nated border-initials; 15th cent. The text of the Biblical 
passages is that of the later Wycliffite version, with some 
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notable variants. The volume belonged in the second half of 
the 16th cent. to the Ayscough family, not improbably to Sir 
Francis Ayscough, brother of Anne Ayscough or Askew, the 
Protestant martyr.

].—ARRANGEMENT AND CATALOGUING. 


The preparation of a general catalogue of the collection of 
English Portraits has been continued. 


The preparation of the catalogue of German and early 
Flemish woodcuts has been continued ; an introduction to 
Part II. has been written, and the section on the work of 
H. 8S. Beham completed. Proofs of the section dealing with 
Durer, as far as page 304, have been corrected. 

The third volume of the catalogue of English Drawings, 
containing the names Ibbetson—Rysbrack, has teen pub- 
lished ; and the preparation of the catalogue has been 
continued to the name of T. H. Shepherd. 


The woodcuts by H. 8S. Beham have been rearranged 
according'to Pauli’s recently issued catalogue. 


One hundred and four proofs of engravings in Turner’s 
“Liber Studiorum,” bequeathed by Mr. Henry Vaughan, 
have been mounted in sunk mounts and placed in four 
solander cases. 


The collection of etchings by Charles Méryon has been 
rearranged, and one hundred and eighty-one mounted and 
lettered with names of subjects and references to the 
catalogues of Wedmore, Burty, and Heywood. 


The collection of engravings by Philippus Velyn bequeathed 
by Mr. H. S. Ashbee has been placed in a portfolio, and 
references to the names of the designers have been inserted 
in the index of artists. Nine hundred and forty-six ilustra- 
tions to the works of Le Sage and La Fontaine, also forming 
part of the Ashbee bequest, have been arranged and placed. 


The work of arranging the collection of sketches by George 
Cruikshank for mounting in 10 albums has been completed. 


Twenty etchings by Frank Short have been mounted on 
sunk mounts; and a collection of etchings by J. Alden Weir 
has been arranged and placed in a solander case. 


Forty-nine etchings, including eighteen printed in colours, 
and ten lithographs, by Théodore Roussel, presented by the 
artist, have been mounted on swing mounts, lettered, and 
placed in three portfolios. 


Recently acquired Japanese and Chinese paintings have 
been catalogued, and many valuable notes have been supplied 
in correction and completion of the existing catalogue of the 
Anderson collection, by Mr. R. Kohitsu of the Imperial 
Museum, Tokio, with the help of Mr. Arthur Morrison. A 
collection of Chinese and Japanese paintings and woodcuts 
offered to the department during his life-time by Sir A. W. 
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Franks, K.C.B., has been examined; a selection has been 
made of those items wanted by the Department, and the 
remainder returned to Mr. C. H. Read as residuary legatee. 
The paintings retained, together with the others recently 
acquired, have been placed under the several schools and 
incorporated in the main collection, which has been rearranged 
throughout. The exisfing catalogue has been interleaved ; 
Mr. Kohitsu’s corrections have been inserted, and the 
catalogue of all new items incorporated. 


Two early and important Japanese paintings, one by 
Nobuzané (XIIIth century), the other by Sesshit (XVth 
century), being in a precarious condition owing to their age, 
have been placed between sheets of glass and framed for 
their better preservation. 


A list of selected Japanese and Chinese paintings has been 
made for the use of students. 


The collection of etchings by artists and amateurs of the 
Norwich School, purchased by the Trustees from Mr. James 
Reeve, has been examined and arranged; those etchings of 
which duplicates were already in the Department have been 
taken out and returned to Mr. Reeve. The drawings by John 
Sell Cotman have been prepared for mounting. 


The work of bringing together into one alphabetical series 
the English book plates from various divisions of the Franks 
collection, and of eliminating duplicates, has been continued 
and completed ; the arrangement of the book plates in albums 
has also been continued, and thirty albums, containing half 
the entire series, down to the name Marsham, have been 
completed and placed. Proofs of Volume I. of the catalogue 
of English book plates have been corrected down to the end 
of the letter B. 


The work of stamping, preparing, and specially repairing 
the collection of mezzotint portraits bequeathed by the late 
Lord Cheylesmore, and of mounting them in two series, 
“ select,” and “ ordinary,” has been begun. 


A series of prints and drawings illustrating the Coronations 
of English Sovereigns has been arranged and exhibited, with 
contributions from other departments, in the King’s Library. 


A series of forty duplicate engraved portraits of naval and 
military commanders was lent to the Committee of the 
Portsmouth Exhibition, and later to the Committee of the 
Naval and Military Exhibition at Manchester, and a series of 
thirty-one duplicate mezzotints to the Victoria Art Gallery 
of the Corporation of Bath. 


The preparation of slips for a general index to the collection 
of Foreign Portraits has been continued. 


The work of correcting and completing the second copy of 
the index to the collection of English Portraits has been 
continued. 
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~The work of numbering the English Drawings by each 
master according to the printed catalogue has been continued 
to the name Rysbr ack, 

All additions and corrections in Ane indexes of artists, 
rendered necessary by recent acquisitions and rearrangements; 
have been carried out. 

Recently acquired Books of Referefice and Books of Prints 
have been numbered, labelled, placed, and entered in the 
indexes. 

The transcription for press of the catalogues of German 
woodcuts, English Drawings, and the Franks collection of 
book plates has been continued. 


All additions to the collection of English and Foreign print 
sale catalogues have been entered in the indexes. 


Thirty-four drawings and twelve hundred prints recently 
acquired have been incorporated with the collections to which 
they severally belong. 


Four thousand and sixty-one items have been entered in 
the Register of Acquisitions. 

Hight. thousand five hundred and eighty-seven prints, 
drawings, &c., recently acquired, have been impressed with 
the departmental stamp and references to the Register. 

The work of impressing with a special stamp the Franks 
collection of Foreign book plates has been continued, and 
two thousand and one have been stamped. 


~The 250 sets of reproductions from French Engravings of 
the XVIIIth century, forming the annual publication of the 
Department, have been arranged in portfolios and deposited 
in the Director’s Office. 


Four hundred and nineteen drawings and prints have been 
mounted on sunk boards, and one hundred and ninety-one in 
the ordinary manner. 


The total number of students admitted to the Print Room 
during the year ending 3lst December was 8,061, being an 
increase of 1,034 from the preceding year. 


Four hundred and six applications were made for leave to 
photograph objects in the collection, and 2,172 photographs 
were taken. 


II.—ADDITIONS. 


The year has been notable in the history of the department 
by the acquisition of two collections of quite exceptional 
importance; the collection of drawings and etchings by 
Norwich artists purchased by the Trustees from Mr. James 
Reeve; .and the collection of Mezzotint Portraits and 
Portraits of the Royal Family bequeathed by the late Lord 
Cheylesmore. 
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The Reeve Collection. ' 


This collection is distinguished both by choiceness and 
completeness. . Mr. Reeve’s connection with Norwich, his 
personal acquaintance with members of the School, and his 
intimate knowledge of its history and productions, derived 
from life-long study, have given him unrivalled authority on 
the difficuit subject of Norwich art, complicated as it is by 
the existence of very numerous and skilful imitations of the 
style of the greater men. His collection has long enjoyed 
recognition as by far the finest of its kind. It includes 
examples of the work of those able and highly trained 
amateurs, distinctive of the Norwich School, who caught 
from its fine tradition unusual breadth of style. The capital 
feature of the collection is the set of three hundred and 
seventeen drawings by John Sell Cotman, the pre-eminent 
master in black and white and in water colours of the whole 
school. The series includes representative examples of the 
artist's work in all the many phases through which he 
passed. Among the thirty water colours may be signalised, 
“Greta Bridge,” perhaps the most famous of all Cotman’s 
drawings, “Duncombe Park,” “Mousehold Heath,” “ Post- 
wick Grove,” “Bamborough Castle,” and ‘A Chateau in 
Normandy.” But the artist’s range and power are still better 
shown in the black and white compositions and studies, 
some of the finest of which are comprised in the section of 
twenty-three drawings in monochrome wash (Indian ink or 
sepia, with or without chalk or pencil) ; among these may be 
specially mentioned “ Breaking the Clod,” “ Dewy Eve,” 
“A Shadowed Stream,” and “Arches in the Cloister of 
St. George de Bocherville.” The pencil and chalk studies and 
sketches amount to two hundred and sixty-four, the most 
notable group being a series in black and white chalk on grey 
paper, made in the last autumn of Cotman’s life, during flood- 
time, as “The Wold Afloat,” “ Below Langley,” and “A 
Storm off Cromer.” Another set consists of small but masterly 
pencil copies after Turner, chiefly from the Liber Studiorum. 
Groups of sketches’ made on or about Dartmoor, and of 
shipping on the Medway, may also be mentioned. Of the 
other members of the Cotman family, Miles Edmund Cotman 
is represented by six water-colours (three or four being of 
exquisite quality) and eighteen black and white studies ; John 
Joseph Cotman, by eight coloured drawings, two of them of 
large size, and three in sepia or pencil; Anne Cotman, by a 
_ pencil study. 


_ The three water colours by John Crome, the greatest 
oil painter of the school, especially “Woodland .Scene, 
Dunham,” and. “Waiting for the Ferry,” are of particular 
importance, owing to the great rarity of genuine drawings 
by his hand. His: style is also illustrated by six studies in 
Indian ink and two pencil sketches. berg 
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Two fine water-colours of English scenes and a black chalk 
study by Edward Thomas Daniell make an _ interesting 
addition to the important series, already in the Department, 
of drawings made in Asia Minor by the same original and 
able amateur. Two other amateurs of great talent, Robert 
Leman and Thomas Lound, are well represented ; the former 
by fourteen water-colours and two black and white drawings, 
the latter by seven water-colours and four studies in sepia 
or chalk. Of the better-known members of the school, John 
Thirtle contributes to the collection thirteen water-colours 
and one pencil sketch; George Vincent, three chalk studies 
on brown paper (the only authentic drawings by this artist 
known to Mr. Reeve); and Joseph Stannard ten studies, 
chiefly of fishermen, in water-colours, six drawings of land- 
scapes and of horses in coloured crayons, and four studies in 
black chalk or pencil. 7 


The other artists are represented as follows:—John 
Berney Crome, one water-colour drawing; Robert Dixon, 
six water colours, and five monochrome or pencil studies; 
Joseph Geldart, four landscape studies in black and white 
chalks ; Ebenezer Gerard, a water-colour portrait ; Edmund 
Girling, two sepia drawings; William Howes Hunt, six 
studies of Yarmouth and neighbourhood in sepia or Indian 
ink; William Joy, “ Wreck of the Killarney Steamer,” in 
water-colours; Robert Ladbroke, two water colours; H. B. 
Love, a water-colour portrait of J.S. Cotman, drawn in 1830; 
John Middleton, two landscapes in water-colours and one in 
black chalk; Henry Ninham, five water-colours and one 
monochrome drawing; James Sillett, three water-colour 
studies of flowers; James William Walker, six water 
colours. 


The total number of drawings is four hundred and eighty- 
one. 


The second main division of the Reeve Collection consists 
of seven hundred and two prints, chiefly original etchings 
and lithographs. Thirty-six etchings by John Crome, thirteen 
etchings and four lithographs by John Sell Cotman, have 
been selected to complete the fine sets already in the Print 
Room, and make the Museum collection of their work rich 
in rare impressions and rare states. Other artists are repre- 
sented as follows :—Robert Blake, thirty-four etchings ;

Besides these, there is a supplementary 
series of seventy etchings by minor artists and amateurs 
having a local reputation as members of the Norwich and 
Yarmouth schools, and the collection is completed by a set of 
twenty-one prints after J. S. and M. E. Cotman. 


The Cheylesmore Bequest. 


The Cheylesmore Bequest consists of two separate collec- 
tions ; a collection of seven thousand six hundred and seventy- 
five Mezzotint Portraits, and a collection of two thousand 
six hundred and seventy-four Portraits of Royal Personages, 
principally of Queen Victoria and her family. 

The collection of mezzotint portraits was formed with the 
primary purpose of illustrating English history as completely 
as possible. To this desire was gradually added on the part 
of the collector an interest in the art of mezzotint for its 
own sake, leading him to enrich his cabinet with a good 
proportion of the finest and rarest examples in early or proof 
states and in the best preservation. Speaking generally, 
the fine examples are in the proportion of about one to every 
six or seven of those which are of interest simply as por- 
traits. Taken together with the fine and extensive, though 
imperfect, collection already in the department, these picked 
specimens will form a series not to be rivalled elsewhere. 
The residue, though including a large number of indifferent 
impressions, is rich in rare portraits, and from that point 
of view forms a most valuable addition to the departmental 
collection.

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DEPARTMENT OF EGYPTIAN AND ASSYRIAN ANTIQUITIES. 


I—Arrangement, Cataloguing, &e. 
EGYPTIAN ANTIQUITIES :— 


The general re-arrangement of the Egyptian Collection has 
been continued, and a number of important objects, acquired 
during the year, have been incorporated and exhibited. 


The contents of the Third Egyptian Room have been 
entirely re-arranged in the new Wall-cases, and — large 
numbers of objects have been exhibited for the first time. 
Many of the antiquities have been cleaned, re-mounted, and 
classified, and labelled according to modern nomenclature. 


The Wall-cases on the landing of the north-west staircase 
have been provided with shelves, anda number of antiquities 
of the Predynastic and Archaic Periods have been arranged 
in them. 


Hight large reproductions of scenes and vignettes from the 
Theban Recension of the Book of the Dead have been made 
from the papyri of Aniand Hu-nefer, and exhibited above 
the Wall-cases in the First and Second Egyptian Rooms. 


Hight large moulded frames have been prepared, and fixed 
and painted; the mummy cases have been re-polished; 
ninety-seven ebonized mahogany labels have been made and 
fixed; and one thousand one hundred and sixty wood, stone, 
and alabaster plinths have been made for figures of gods and 
other objects. Fittings have been fixed in five Table-cases. 


Sixty-seven Coptic ostraka have been cleaned and treated 
to prevent efflorescence, and forty-seven vases, figures, and 
other objects have been repaired; five hundred and thirty- 
eight flat plinths have been covered with cloth or velvet. 


Three hundred and fifty-two objects of the various collec- 
tions have been registered, and sixteen hundred and forty- 
nine objects have been verified with the registers and 
re-numbered. Information has been collected for labels, and 
two thousand one hundred and ten labels have been written 
and painted. Sixty-five Coptic texts have been copied. 


Eleven hundred and ninety-nine objects have been 
mounted; a Coptic mummy-shirt has been mounted and 
exhibited ; one hundred and twenty-five objects have been ~ 
transferred to the Egyptian Rooms from the Gallery and 
cleaned and mounted ; a fac-simile of the Papyrus of Ani has 
been mounted on two stands and exhibited. 


Eighteen small papyri have been unrolled, and eighteen 
collections of antiquities have been unpacked and examined. 
The transcribing of Hievatic papyri has been continued, 
and proofs of sixteen columns of text have been read in 


proof. 
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ASSYRIAN ANTIQUITIES :— 


The general re-arrangement of the Babylonian and 
Assyrian collections (the unexhibited section) has been con- 
tinued ; the tablets of the Kuyunjik Collection have been 
re-examined, and all “rejoins” have been noted on the 
labels ; a considerable number of important fragments have 
been identified. The paper “squeezes” of cuneiform texts 
have been sorted, and a large number of new impressions 
have been made for purposes of publication. Two thousand 
two hundred and fifty-seven tablets have been numbered ; 
three thousand nine hundred and thirty-two Babylonian 
tablets have been re-numbered; the numbers of 26,676 
tablets have been entered in the registers; and sixteen 
thousand eight hundred and seventy-six boxes have been 
prepared for tablets. 


One hundred and eighty-three tablets have been cleaned, 
and two hundred and_ seventy-four tablets have been 
repaired. 


An index to the “ Evil Spirit texts” has been made. 


Four hundred and seventy texts have been copied for 
publication ; three thousand and fifty-four tablets have been 
registered. 


Publications.—Parts XIV. and XV. of ‘‘Cuneiform Texts 
from Babylonian Tablets, &c. in the British Museum,” have 
been compiled and issued, and the first volume of ‘“ The 
Annals of the Kings of Assyria” has been compiled and 
printed. 


Students.—About two thousand five hundred and sixty 
visits have been made to the Department by students and 
others ; and about eight thousand objects have been issued 
for their use. 


Six hundred and thirty persons have been personally 
conducted through the Department by the staff. ‘

1. A collection of two thousand and fifty tablets 
from Lower Babylonia, of the period of the rule 
of the kings of the IInd dynasty of Ur, about 
B.c. 2500-B.c. 2300. They are written in the 
ancient Sumerian language, and consist chiefly 
of agricultural returns and commercial docu- 
ments. They include a number of interesting 
account tablets, which relate to the landed 
property, &c., of the great temples in Southern 
Babylonia. 


2. A collection of seven hundred contract tablets 
belonging to the period of the kings of the Ist 
dynasty of Babylon, and date from B.c. 2300 to 
B.c. 2050. They consist of legal and commercial 
documents concerning the hire and sale of land, 
houses, slaves, and other property, and were 
inscribed during the reigns of Khammurabi 
(B.c. 2200), Samsu-iluna (B.C. 2145), Ammizaduga 
(B.c. 2060), and other kings of the Ist dynasty. 

3. A collection of four hundred contract tablets 


belonging to the period of the Persian kings of 
Babylon, from about B.c. 530 to B.c. 485. 


4. Circular memorial tablet of clay inseribed with 
the name and titles of Gudea, the patesi, or 
governor, of the city of Lagash (Shirpurla) in 
Southern Babylonia, about B.c. 2500. The text 
contains a dedication to Ningirsu, the city-god 
of Lagash. This tablet was built into a pier 
in one of the buildings erected by Gudea at

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Lagash, and set in bricks of a peculiar shape 
which were made to fit round it. 


. Bronze figure clasping a cone, inscribed with the 


name and titles of Gudea, patest, of Lagash, 
about B.c. 2500. The figure is girt about with 
a loin cloth, and wears a head-dress with four 
horns. 


. Bronze figure of a king (?) the lower part of 


which terminates in a cone; the hands are 
crossed in an attitude of submission or prayer. 
The figure was held in position by means of a 
bronze socket, made in the form of a flat plate ; 
but what the socket was fastened to is not 
known, About B.c. 2500. 


. Portion of a historical cylinder belonging to the 


period of the Ist dynasty of Babylon; the 
name of the king, whose deeds it records, is 
wanting. About B.c. 2200. 


. Clay memorial tablet inscribed with a text 


recording the building of a house in the city 
of Ashur by Marduk-nadin-akhi, the chief 
scribe of Ashur-uballit, King of Assyria, about 
B.c. 1400. The text states that the house was 
built under the shadow of the temple of 
Marduk, and was provided with a well of fresh 
water, and with numerous cellars and store- 
houses. The reverse of the tablet is inscribed 
with a prayer to the god Marduk, beseeching 
him to grant that the house may be the resting 
place of Marduk-nadin-akhi, and that he may 
establish it fast for his sons, and for his sons’ 
sons, and for his seed, and for the seed of his 
seed for ever, The tablet ends with a prayer 
that long life and prosperity may be showered 
upon Ashur-uballit, the king. The text is of 
considerable interest because of the early forms 
of the cuneiform characters which are inscribed 
upon it, and because it proves that the worship 
of the god Marduk was firmly established in 
the city of Ashur at a very early period in 


' the history of the Assyrian Empire. This isthe 


only known inscription of the reign of Ashur- 
uballit; the cuneiform text, with transliteration 
and translation will be found in the Appendia 
to “The Annals of the Kings of Assyria,” 
vol. 1, p. 388 ff.

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DEPARTMENT OF GREEK AND ROMAN ANTIQUITIES. 
I.—Arrangement, Cataloguing, &e. 


Part of the north side of the Parthenon frieze has been 
re-arranged and new casts from fragments have been inserted. 
In the Archaic Room the lion with the dedicatory inscription 
to Apollo has been mounted on an inscribed base from the 
same spot. A Portland stone pedestal has been placed beneath 
a sepulchral chest from Xanthos; fragments have been 
added to the Parthenon, Phigaleian, and Nereid friezes, and 
to an Attic stelé. A terracotta sarcophagus from Clazomenae 
has been repaired, mounted, and placed in the First Vase 
Room. The reconstruction of an Ionic Capital from the early 
temple of Diana at Ephesus has been nearly completed. Two 
Roman heads, a relief from Cyprus, and a portion of a head 
from the Nereid monument, have been mounted. Twelve 
stone plinths have been prepared for mounting sculptures. 
Moulds and casts have been made from two female heads, 
from the Apotheosis of Homer, from Figs. 43-45 on the east 
side of the Parthenon frieze, from a new fragment recently 
added to the frieze, and from the Ionic capital of the early 
temple of Diana at Ephesus. 


A case has been placed in the vestibule of the gold 
Ornament Room, and a series of silver phalerae and rings 
mounted in it; 40 Vases, 36 Terracottas, 3 Bronzes, and a 
series of silver ornaments have been cleaned and repaired ; 
60 objects registered ; 418 labels written and 258 printed. 
The Catalogues of Sculpture (Vol. III.) and Terracottas 
have been prepared for printing; and progress has been 
made with the Catalogue of Vases (Vol. I). 


A new edition of the General Guide to the Department 
has been issued. 


416 persons have visited the Students’ Room for purposes 
of research. 


The number of students visiting the Sculpture Galleries 
is 3,293. 


Fifteen parties of architectural and other students have 
visited the Department for lectures and demonstrations.

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DEPARTMENT OF BRITISH AND MEDIZVAL ANTIQUITIES AND 
ETHNOGRAPHY. 


L—Arrangement. 


Prehistoric Section.—The iron gallery with wall-cases 
containing antiquities of the Stone Age from this and other 
countries was opened to the public on 13th January. Further 
progress has been made in labelling the collection with type- 
written cards, and a case containing modern examples of 
hafted stone implements placed on the wall. The river-basin 
map of England and Wales, with palaeolithic sites marked, 
has been removed to the bottom of the spiral staircase leading 
to the gallery, while a relief-map of the Thames valley near 
London has been framed and affixed to the wall above to 
illustrate palaeolithic finds in that area. . 


In the Prehistoric room all the table-cases have been 
cleared, re-painted, and refilled according to a new arrange- 
ment, two being reserved for selected specimens of the Stone 
Age. The wall-cases at the east and west ends have been 
re-arranged, the former containing Stone Age objects from 
Spain, Japan, India, Egypt, and the East; the. latter, 
antiquities of the Bronze period from Ireland, Wales, the 
Thames, and England generally, Plinths with painted labels 
have been provided for a number of pottery vases from 
England and Germany, and labels type-written for’ the 
majority of objects exhibited in the table-cases; while a 
number of stone and bronze implements have been mounted 
on boards and permanently labelled. 


Late-Celtic and Gaulish Sections. — Three table-cases 
have been cleared, two being refilled with objects from the 
Morel collection belonging to the Stone and Bronze Ages, 
the La Téne, Roman and Merovingian periods, while in the 
centre case are exhibited objects of the pre-Roman period 
from the Ticino valley, in Italian Switzerland. Upwards of 
400 Gaulish specimens from the Morel collection have been 
mounted on boards and permanently labelled. 


Romano-British Section.—Two standard-cases have been 
refitted, and filled with Roman vessels of glass and bronze 
found in Britain, and also a selection of Samian and other 
pottery illustrative of the various modes of decoration. 
Plinths with painted labels have been provided for many of 
these specimens. 


Anglo-Saxon Room.—A remarkable series from a cemetery 
discovered at Droxford, Hants, has been mounted, labelled, 
and added to the collection. 


Medieval Room.—Progress made with the permanent 
labelling of the early and painted enamels, as well as the 
collection of church utensils, 


Le 
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Gold Ornament Room.—The Byzantine and other Early 
Christian antiquities exhibited in this room have been perma- 
nently labelled in accordance with the published catalogue. 


Glass and Ceramic Room.-—Two new standard-cases have 
been filled with early graffiato and Italian quattro-cento ware, 
as well as a loan collection of Egyptian glazed ware. 
A Spanish pottery vase with ornament in relief and colours 
has been placed on a pedestal in the centre of the room. In 
the ante-room a second frame of Chertsey tiles has been 
affixed to the wall. 


Asiatic Saloon.—All the wall-cases have now been rebuilt, 
and all except cases 92-100 refitted. Those in the west bay 
and part of the north wing have been re-arranged during the 
year with Chinese and Japanese pottery and porcelain ; and 
the collection of Oriental bronzes, carvings, and metal-work 
exhibited. The central standard-case, containing Chinese 
porcelain painted in colours, has been cleared and re-arranged 
after being refitted with walnut step-fittings ; while progress 
has been made with the permanent labelling of the various 
collections. General labels have been prepared for the 
Japanese netsukés and sword-guards. 


Gallery of Religions.—Several pieces of Gandhara sculp- 
ture have been provided with wooden plinths and labels, and 
two heads of statues from Northern India mounted on 
stone. A general label has been prepared and printed for 
the Amaravati sculptures exhibited on the principal staircase, 
and four framed copies placed on the walls. The permanent 
labelling of the Early Christian collection, in accordance with 
the published catalogue, has been completed. 


American Room.—General labels have been prepared and 
placed in the cases, and labels type-written for the col- 
lection of Mexican mosaics. Twelve Mexican sculptures 
have been removed from the basement and placed in the 
room, and several placed on the north-east landing. 


Ethnographical Gallery.—in the Asiatic section the col- 
lection of Oriental swords, as well as the Dyak and Indo- 
Mesian swords and daggers, have been transferred and 
exhibited, with labels, in four table-cases.. Type-written 
labels have been prepared for another table-case, and a 
number of Sumatran, Indian, and Dyak objects mounted on 
tablets and arranged in a case transferred from the Central 
Saloon. General labels have been provided for the Japanese 
and Oriental arms, and Dyak swords. 


In the Pacific sections a standard-case and table-case 
have been cleared for the reception of the New Zealand and 
other objects deposited by T.R.H. the Prince and Princess of 
Wales; a portion of the collection is now exhibited. 


+ Specimens from Torres Straits, Easter Island, Hervey 
Group, Savage Islands, and Samoa have been examined and 
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cleaned, while 60 fish-hooks from the Solomon Islands have 
been mounted. Ina large central canoe-case the objects from 


the Solomon Islands have been cleaned, re-arranged, and 
labelled. 


The African section has been expanded and cases 56, 57, 
98-113 re-arranged and labelled in part. The Benin plaques: 
have been removed from screens, and cleaned for exhibition 
in three new standard-cases which have been placed im 
position. ‘Two table-cases have been re-arranged and 
labelled. 


In the American section the Eskimo dresses have been 
cleaned and disinfected, and the Freer collection of baskets 
re-arranged. 


The tops of 18 table-cases have been renewed, and the con- 
tents of drawers throughout the gallery examined, with a 
view to classification. 

Registration.—The registration of current acquisitions has 
been continued, and 1,058 objects have been added, while 713 
ethnographical specimens have been drawn and described. 


Catalogues.—A catalogue of objects belonging to the Early 
Christian and Byzantine periods, and a guide to the Stone 
Age antiquities have been published. <A catalogue of English 
Ceramics and a guide to the Christian room have also been 
prepared for press; while guides to the Ethnographical and 
Bronze Age collections have been commenced. 


A number of photographs of antiquities have been classified 
and stored in a series of boxes for reference ; and part of the 
Departmental library has been re-arranged. 


Over 2,000 card labels have been typewritten and bordered, 
and 973 permanent labels written. Fifteen diagrams and 
eight general labels have been mounted on boards, and over 
100 tablets papered for exhibition purposes. One hundred 
labels and 700 headings for slips have been printed on a 
hand-press in the Department. Over 1,000 wooden labels 
and stands have been prepared. 


Two square and four circular Chertsey tiles have been 
restored, and several squares of the Roman pavement from 
Thruxton mounted on slate ; while a stone figure from Easter 
Island has been cleaned. 


Two thousand one hundred and seventeen students and 
visitors have been received in the Department.

569 coins have been registered and incorporated. 

512 tickets giving references to the published volumes of 
the Catalogues of Lycaonia and of Lydia have been written 
and placed beneath the coins. 

The coins of Amathus, Citium, and Salamis have been 
weighed, arranged and described, in preparation for the 
catalogue of Cypr Us. 

The “Departmental bibliography of Gr eek Numismatics has 
been brought up to date. 


2. Roman Serves :— 


440 coins have been registered and incorporated. 

The transference of the Imperial coins to cabinets uniform 
with those containing the Greek collections has been carried 
back as far as the time of J. Mamaea. 

A hoard of Roman coins found in Greenwich Park has 
been examined on behalf of H.M. Office of Works. 


3. British and Colonial Series :— 


Seven medals have been registered and incorporated. 

An examination has been made of the large hoard of silver 
‘coins discovered at Colchester in July 1902, and sent for 
inspection as Treasure Trove by H.M. Treasury. The coins, 
which number 10,926 specimens, consist mainly of ‘short- 
eross”’ pennies of Henry II., Richard I., John and Henry IIL, 
together with Scottish coins of William the Lion, Irish coins 
of John, and a few foreign deniers. A tabular statement as to 
the hoard has been drawn up, and selections for the British 
Museum and other public institutions have been made. 

A small hoard of coins of King Alfred found at Stamford 
has also been examined as Treasure Trove. 


4, Medicval and Modern Series :— 


Four medals have been registered and incorporated. 
The re-arrangement of the Italian medals of the 16th 
century has been completed. The whole series has now been 
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brought together in six consecutive cabinets, and the speci- 
meas have been classified, wherever possible, under the 
names of the medallists. The MS. descriptive list has been 
continued. 


5. Oriental Series :— 


436 coins have been registered, and incorporated.

IV.— Acquisitions. 
The total number of Coins and Medals added to the 
Department during the year 1902 is 3,488, of which 21 are

REMARKABLE COINS AND MEDALS, 


1. Greek Series :—- 
(a.) Europe :— 


Gala or Pannonia.—A. barbarous imitation of the 
tetradrachm of Philip II. of Macedon with various letters 
and symbols on the reverse. 


Olophyxzus in Macedon.—A unique bronze coin dating 
from about the middle of the fourth century B.c. Olophyxus 
was a small town near the summit of Mt. Athos. It is 
mentioned by Herodotus (VII. 22), by Strabo (VII. 35 and 
38), and others. Its name also occurs in the Athenian 
Tribute Lists, but it was not previously known to have struck 
coins. 


Thessaly.—A silver coin of the Thessalian League, 196-146 
B.C., struck soon after Thessaly had been proclaimed free by 
Flamininus. It bears the name of the Strategos of the 
League and a figure of the Thessalian Athena Itonis in 
fighting attitude. 


Molossi in Epirus.—An extremely rare silver coin of the 
tribe which was predominant in Epirus before Alexander 
the son of Neoptolemus became king in 342 B.c. On the 
obverse is one of the famous breed of Molossian dogs, (ef. 
Horace, Sat. II. 6, 111), and on the reverse the thunderbolt 
of the Dodonaean Zeus. 


Ewboea (?).—A silver stater of the 7th (2?) century B.C. 
Obverse, Astragalus ; Reverse, rough incuse square diagonal] 
divided. This coin is attributed by Beulé (p. 19) to Athens, 
and by Head (Hist. Num. p. 309) to Kuboea. 


Presented by Sir H. Weber, M.D. 


. Athens.—38 bronze coins of the age of the Antonines, 
when Athens was no longer authorised by Rome to strike 
silver money. The special interest of the Athenian coins of 
this period lies in the fact that the subjects represented upon 
them are, for the most part, copies of statues mentioned by 
Pausanias and others as famous works of art at Athens in 
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their own time. The coins are contemporary with Pausanias’s: 
travels, and are in many cases the only evidence we possess. 


of the general scheme of several masterpieces of Greek 
sculpture mentioned by him. 


(b.) Asia :— 
Paphlagonia.—A rare bronze coin of king Pylaemenes, 
the son (?) of Nicomedes II. of Bithynia, who was dethroned 
90 B.C. 


Caesarea Germanica in Bithynia.—Julia Domna ; Reverse, 
an amphitheatre filled with spectators and showing the meta, 
or goal, in the middle. 


Nicomedia in Bithynia.-—Faustina, Jun.; Reverse, Aphro- 
dite seated on a rock and holding an apple. 


Tiwm in Bithynia.—Marcus Aurelius Caesar; Reverse, a 
figure of the River-god Billaos. 


Cyme in Aeolis.—A small bronze coin of Imperial time (?) 
having on one side a writing tablet and two styli (?). 


Alabanda im Caria.—A bronze coin countermarked by 
Geta. On the reverse is the inscription ATEAEIA com- 
memorating the fact that the town enjoyed at that time 
immunity from taxation. 


Hydisus in Carva.—A bronze coin of the first century B.c. 
Hydisus is mentioned in the Athenian Tribute Lists, and 
later by Ptolemy and Pliny. Its coins are of great rarity. 


Aninetus in Lydia.—A very remarkable bronze coin of the 
second century B.c. Obverse, bearded head laureate with back 
hair rolled in feminine fashion and with formal curls hanging 
down neck. Reverse, ANINHCIWN, and the mint-mark 
of Pergamum, TTEP in monogram, type, Eagle on thunderbolt 
from which spring an ear of corn and a poppy. This curious 
coin proves that there was a political relationship between 
the kingdom of Pergamum and the Lydian city Aninetus, 
and it would even seem to have been struck for Aninetus at 
the Pergamene mint, and that the engraver modified a con- 
temporary coin-type of his own city (obv., Head of Zeus, 
rev., Thunderbolt) to make it suitable for the cultus of 
Persephone prevalent at Aninetus by the addition of the 
attributes of that goddess (ear of corn and poppy). The 
site of Aninetus has been quite recently identified in the 
Maeander valley between Mastaura and Briula. 


Attaleia wm Lydia.—Caraealla. Reverse, €T.CTPA. 
MENEKPATOVC B. &c., Dionysos extending a bunch of 
grapes to a drunken satyr on the ground at his feet. This 
coin serves to correct an erroneous attribution and engraving 
of an identical specimen in the Rauch Collection as given in 
Berliner Blatter, v. 24. 
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Hypaepa in Lydia.—Gordian III. Reverse, Cultus-Statue 
of Artemis Anaitis, a variety, of which the only other speci- 
men known is in the Hunterian Collection at Glasgow. 
(Macdonald, Hunter Cat. ii., Pl. lv. 20.) 


Nysa in Lydia.—Gordian III. A coin bearing the name of 
the city-Grammateus Diodotus, one of whose family had held 
the same high office sixty years earlier in the time of Marcus 
Aurelius. 


Tralles wm Lydia. — Coin of Tranquillina issued by 
authority of the board of Grammateis under the presidency of 
Philip the son of Centaurus. The reverse-type of this coin 
shows a draped figure (Zeus ?) leading by the hand a veiled 
bride (Io ?) out of a wattle shed. This entirely new and 
curious subject may be one of the scenes in the “ Nuptials of 
Io” (EL\IOVC FAMOI B.M. Cat. Lydia, p. cxlvi.) as repre- 
sented at Tralles during festival times in commemora- 
tion of the remote Argive origin of the city. It supplements 
two other scenes from the same drama (Cat. Lyd. l.c.), and 
may represent Zeus meeting Io in her father’s cow-shed 
(Botsracic), whither she had been impelled by dreams to 
betake herself in order to fulfil her destiny. (Cf. Aesch. 
Prom. vinct. 652.) 


Abbaitis in Phrygia.—Second century B.c. Reverse, 
Double-axe, the attribute of the local god Xpojoc rpomwarwp. 
(Imhoof-Blumer, Festschrift fur Otto Benndorf, p. 202.) 


Amorium in Phrygia.—Four coins of the time of 
Caligula, with names of Silvanus and Justus of the Vipsania 
gens ; of Claudius, with names of Pedo and Cato; and of 
Marcus Aurelius, with that of Antonius Sertor. It is notice- 
able that all these names are Roman, and that Amorium in 
an inscription (Bull. Corr. Hell. xix., 555 ff.) is called 
Dbppayec Pwpaiwv. 

Apameia wm  Phrygia—Hadrian. Reverse, River-god 
Marsyas seated in a grotto and surrounded by packing 
chests (kyBwrof). The popular nickname 7 xBwrd¢ was given 
to the city of Apameia on account of its celebrity as a mart 
in central Asia Minor, where goods arriving by many inter- 
secting trade-routes were packed in chests for dispatch in 
various directions. 


Cotiaéum in Phrygia. — Severus Alexander. Reverse, 
Helios carrying on his arm a figure of Kybele enthroned. 
The coin bears the name of P. Aelius Demetrianus Celer, 
First Archon for the second time. 


' Synaus in Phrygia.—M. Aurelius. Reverse, Naked Apollo 

holding his bow and drawing an arrow from a quiver at his 

shoulder; evidently a copy of a statue of very fine style. 
Attalera in Pamphylia.—Valerian. Reverse, an agonistic 


prize-crown on a table, commemorating the celebration of the 
Oecumenical Olympian Games. 
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Laodiceia Combusta in Lycaonia.—Titus and Domitian. 
Reverse, Kybele enthroned and) KAAYAIOAAOAIKEWN 
showing that, like its neighbour’ Iconium, it had added the 
name of Claudius to its own, probably in a.p. 41. The 
only other known coins of this city are in the Bibliotheque 
Nationale, Paris. 


Cilicta.—Two small silver coins struck under.one of the 
later Persian Satraps, one of them showing the great king 
and the other a seated figure of Baaltars and a standing 
divinity holding a sceptre and a bird. 


Claudiopolis (Mut) in Cilicia.—Trajan, a dated coin,which 
fixes the era of the city to the reign of Claudius, between 
the years 43 and 54 A.D. 


_Elaeusa-Sebaste in Cilicia.—Coin struck about the time 
when Archelaus of Cappadocia added the name of Sebaste to 
that of Elaeusa in honour of Augustus, cire. 20 B.c. 


Seleucia in Cilicia.—Gordian. Two coins, one with 
Aphrodite standing and holding a mirror, and with two 
Erotes carrying torches at her feet; the other with Athena 
hurling athunderbolt at a prostrate serpent-footed giant. 


Cyprus.—A highly interesting and important collection of 
ancient Cyprian coins acquired by Sir Robt. Hamilton Lang 
during his residence in, the island many years ago. It 
includes a number of silver staters of the early kings of the 
Cyprian towns Idalium, Citium, Paphos, Salamis, We., rang- 
ing in date from about 500 B.c. almost down to the time of 
Alexander the Great. 


Cyprus.-—Stasicecus, king of Marium. A rare silver stater 
of the early part of the fourth century B.c. Obverse, Head of 
Apollo Hylates and a Cypriote inscription; Reverse, the 
goddess Astarte riding on a bull. The only other specimen 
of this rare coin is in the Imhoof Cabinet now at Berlin. 


Ancyra in Galatia.—Caracalla. Two coins, one with 
infant Dionysos suckled by a pantheress beneath a tree; 
before the animal stands a youthful satyr, caressing her; the 
other with the personified genius of the Games I[COTIVOIA, 
holding the agonistic crown. 


Pessinus vn. Galatia. —Caracalla,... Reverse, Daedalus 
teaching his son Icarus how to fly. 


Armenia.—A bronze coin of a king wearing a tiara. 
Reverse, club and inscription not at present deciphered. 


Hieropolis (Bambyce) in Cyrrhestica.—An extremely rare 
and very interesting silver stater which the late M. Wad- 
dington (Rev. Num. 1861, p. 9), attributed to Abd-Hadad, 
High Priest of the Syrian goddess Atergatis, and dynast 
of Bambyce, the chief seat of her worship in the time of 
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Alexander the Great. On the obverse is the head of the 
goddess facing, wearing a lofty turreted tiara and necklace, 
and accompanied by her namein Aramaic characters. The 
reverse represents the High Priest Abd-Hadad, accompanied 
by his name, clothed in a long robe and wearing a conical 
head-dress or mitre, standing in a temple and sacrificing 
before an altar or incense-burner. 


Aradus in Phenicia.—Thirteen silver coins, including 
some early half-staters, Obverse, Head of Melkarth ; 
Reverse, galiey, and drachms 170 127 B.c. with Ephesian 
types, and some fine specimens of dated tetradrachms, 
136-127 B.c., bearing the head of the Tyche of Aradus. 


Berytus in Phenicra.—Imperial coins of Commodus and 
Caracalla. Reverse, Neptune in a sea-chariot, and of Elaga- 
balus; Obverse, Temple with statue of Faunus and figures of 
Aeneas and Anchises. 


Sidon in Phenicva.—Five octadrachms from a hoard 
recently discovered at Saida (Sidon). They are of two types 
(a and b), the earliest of which has, on the obverse, a castel- 
lated city-wall, at the foot of which rides a Phcenician war- 
galley, in the foreground beneath which are two rampant 
lions. On the reverse is the king of Sidon in a car driven by 
a charioteer, and drawn by galloping horses over a prostrate 
goat or ibex (zncuse). The coins of this type are assigned to 
the king of Sidon, who, in 395 B.c., took part in the battle of 
Cnidus. (Diod. Sic. xiv.. 79.) One of them bears the initial 
letters of his name Baal-Melek in the Phceenician character. 
The other type (b) has on the obverse a war-galley at sea, 
with the Pheenician letter B above it, and on the reverse the 
king and charioteer in a car drawn by walking horses and 
followed by an attendant on foot carrying a sceptre. One 
of these latter coins is re-struck over a specimen of type a, 
and is to be therefore attributed to a successor of Baal- 
Melek, who must have reigned between B.c. 395 and 374, 
when Strato I. became king of Sidon. 


Sidon in Phenicia.—EHlagabalus. Reverse, Sacred car of 
Astarte. 


Tripolis in Phenicia.—A rare tetradrachm, 154-3 B.c., 
dated according to the era of the city, having on the obverse 
the heads of the Dioscuri, and on the reverse, Tyche. 


Tyre in Phenicra.—A. fine series of dated tetradrachms, 
&e. B.c. 126-57. Obverse, Head of Herakles; Reverse, Eagle 
on rudder. 


Gaza in Judea.—An archaic drachm. Obverse, Young 
male head ; Reverse, Incuse square within which is a lion with 
a ram’s head beneath it. Of this rare coin the only other 
specimen known is in the Babliotheque at Paris. (Babelon, 
Perses Achéménides, Pl. viii., 16.) 
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Arabia Nabathea.—An unpublished drachm of the first 
century B.c., of one of the little known kings of Northern 
Arabia, with portraits of a king and queen and an inscription 
in the Nabathzean character. 


Parthva.—Orodes I., 57-87 B.c. An extremely rare tetra- 
drachm. Obverse, Bust of the king; Reverse, Orodes seated, 
holding a figure of Nike. The coin bears date 273 of the 
Seleucid era = 40-39 B.c. The date is important as fixing 
the coin with certainty to the reign of Orodes, one of the 
most conspicuous kings of the Arsacid dynasty, and famous 
for his victory over Crassus. The portrait represents him in 
advanced age. 


Parthia.—A fine tetradrachm of the Parthian king, Vola- 
gases III., struck in the year 183-4 a.pD. 


Sub-Parthian.—Three rare and unpublished coins of the 
Sub-Parthian class, presumably struck in Persis by native 
kings under the suzerainty of Parthia. 


2. Roman Series :— 


Eight very fine Imperial large brass coins and two Medal- 
lions from the well-known cabinet of the late Robt. Carfrae, 
Esq. 

An aureus of Galba struck in Spain commemorating 
Galba’s administration of that province before his accession 
to the Imperial Crown. 


An extremely rare gold Solidus of the Emperors Michael 
J, and Theophylactus, a.pD. 811-813. 


3. British and Colonial Series :-— 


A very rare ancient British gold coin of the chief or 
king Commius, the father of Tincommius. Only two other 
specimens of this coin have as yet been found, both of 
which are in the cabinet of Sir John Evans. 


A styea of Elfwald II., king of Northumbria, 4a.D. 806-808, 
whose money has only recently been identified. 


Six pennies and four half-pennies of Alfred the Great, 
struck at Lincoln and London, from a small hoard of 
Treasure Trove from Stamford. 


Thirteen hundred silver pennies of the “short cross” type, 
belonging to the reigns of Henry II., Richard I., John, and 
Henry III., selected from the Treasure Trove.of nearly 11,000 
coins discovered at Colchester in 1902. Full details of this 
important find are published in Num. Chron. 1903, pp. 111-76. 

Twenty-seven rare Scottish coins from the Pollexfen 
Collection, including some of David II. (Berwick), Alexander 
IIT. (Stirling), Robert III. (Aberdeen and Dumbarton), and 
James I.-IV. (Inverness, Edinburgh, Stirling, &c.). 
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4, Medieval and Modern Series :-— 


A large selection of gold and silver Feudal and Local coins 
of the French Barons, &c., ranging from the eleventh to the 
fifteenth century. 


Two silver medals commemorating the re-capture of Namur 
by William [I. of Orange in 1695, bearing on the obverse 
the head of Maximilian Emanuel, Elector of Bavaria, who 
assisted William in the siege of the town. 


A medal of William IV. of Orange commemorating the 
Peace of Aix-la-Chapeile, 1748, and one of William V. of 
Orange, struck on his election as a Knight of the Garter, 
1762. 


5. Oriental Series :-— 


A selection of 465 coins forming a portion of the “British 
Collection of Antiquities from Central Asia,” published by 
Dr. A. F. Rudolf Hoernlé, c.1.£.,in his two Reports.in the 
Journ. As. Soc. of Bengal. The selection consists of the 
following classes: (i) Indo-Chinese, with inscriptions in both 
Chinese and Prakrit (in Kharosthi characters). This class 
has hitherto been known to numismatists only from a few 
poorly-preserved specimens. (ii) Indo-Scythic ; (iii) Seytho- 
Bactrian ; (iv) Chinese; (v) various Muhammadan, chiefly 
of Central Asia, mostly new varieties; (vi) Sassanian ; (vii) 
various of Medizval and Modern India. Purchased from 
the Sec. of State for India. 


Sixty-four coins of Ancient India, chiefly of the Ksatrapas 
of Surastra and Malava, and of the Imperial Gupta dynasty. 
Presented by the Watson Musewm, Rajkot. 


A bronze coin of Arsakes, who was supposed by tke late 
Gen. Sir A. Cunningham to have been one of the Saka 
Princes of India. (Nwm. Chron. 1900, p. 167, Pl. xiv. 2.) 


_ Three gold coins of the Kadamba dynasty of Southern 
India, varieties of those published by Elliot. (Coins of 
Southern India, Pi. ii., 68, 69.) 

Fifty-six bronze coins of Medieval India, chiefly of 
the Moghul Emperors Humaytn, Akbar, and Aurangzib. 
Presented by R. W. Ellis, E'sq. 


Three specimens of the curious “ Boat money” of Siam 
(‘white brass’) which formerly circulated in the valley of the 
Nam Neum in N.E. Siam.

GENERAL PROGRESS. 
Visitors. 


The total number of visits paid by the public to the 
galleries of the Natural History Museum in 1902 was 433,619, 
as compared with 417,691 in 1901. The progressive increase 
in the attendance on Sunday afternoons is still maintained, 
61,035 visits having been recorded last year as against 57,797 
in 1901. 

The average daily attendance for all open days during the 
year was 1,197°8; for week-days only, 1,201°8; and. for 
Sunday afternoons, 1,173°7. 


Electric Light. 


Further progress. has been made with the installation of 
electric light in the Museum, The work in most of the 
studies has now been finished, but the lighting of the public: 
galleries has been unavoidably retarded owing to the small- 
ness of the sum (500/.) provided in the Estimates. 


Swiney Lectures. 


Dr. J. S. Flett delivered his second course of lectures on 
Geology on the Swiney Foundation during the month of 
November, the subject being ‘‘ Our Scenery in some of its 
Geological Aspects.” The lectures were given, by permission 
of the Board of Education, in the lecture-theatre at the 
Victoria and Albert Museum, and were attended by an 
average of 288 persons per lecture, as compared with an 
average of 164 for the previous year’s course. 

The Trustees have extended Dr. Flett’s appointment for a 
further term of two years, and have approved his proposal to 
lecture next autumn on “The Volcanoes of the World.” 


Volcano EHahibition. 


In view of the interest in the subject aroused by the 
recent voleanic disturbances in the West Indies and other 
parts of the world, a small temporary exhibition has been 
arranged in the Central Hall to illustrate as far as prac- 
ticable volcanic eruptions, their products, and associated 
phenomena, 
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Nile Fish Survey. 


The Survey of the Fishes of the Nile, begun in February, 
1899, in co-operation with the Egyptian Government, came 
to an end in June last. The work done since the last report 
was on the Blue Nile and the White Nile. The former was 
explored as far as Rosaires, the latter as far as Gondokoro, 
where a valuable collection was made. The whole collection 
made during the three years’ operations, amounting to some 
9,500 specimens of over 100 species of fishes (14 being new to 
science), has reached the Museum, and the final description 
of the material obtained is being proceeded with for publication 
by the Egyptian Government. 


Geological Exploration wn Egypt. 


In consequence of the marked suecess which attended 
Dr. C. W. Andrews’s mission to Egypt in 1901, he was again 
sent to that country last year, with Treasury sanction, for 
the purpose of continuing the geological explorations in the 
Faytim. The season’s operations resulted in the acquisition 
for the Museum, partly by excavations and partly by arrange- 
ment with the Geological Survey of Egypt, of a very 
important and valuable series of fossils, including remains 
of Arsinoitherium, Palwomastodon, &e. The collections 
thus acquired represent nearly all the important forms yet 
discovered in the locality, besides several species that are 
almost certainly new to science. 

* The Trustees have accepted. a generous offer by Mr. 
W. E. De Winton to defray the expenses of carrying on 
geological explorations in Egypt for one or two seasons, 
and to present all the specimens obtained to the Museum. 
Dr. Andrews has accordingly been despatched to Egypt to 
superintend the excavations in the present season. . 


Zoological Exploration of the Azores. 


Mr. W. R. Ogilvie Grant, an Assistant in the Zoological 
Department, has been authorised to proceed to the Azores to 
make a zoological exploration of that group of islands, with 
a view to collect specimens for the Museum; the cost of the 
expedition being defrayed by the Hon. Walter Rothschild, M.P. 


National Antarctic Hxpedition. 


An arrangement has been made with the Committee of the 
National Antarctic Expedition, under which the British 
Museum will receive the collections obtained, the Trustees 
having agreed to publish the Natural History results of the 
voyage. 


Purchases. 


Among the more important acquisitions made by purchase 
during the year, special mention may be made of the following : 
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The third and final portion of the Leech Collection of 
Oriental Moths, consisting of 4,732 specimens of Geometride, 
including 515 types, and 1,939 Pyralide, with 128 types, 
making a grand total of 16,085 specimens, including 1,329 
types, selected from the whole collection; the large collec- 
tions of birds and other animals made by the late Mr. P. O. 
Simons in South America; a volume of original drawings of 
birds, &c., made by Thomas Watling in Australia 120 years 
ago; a large piece of skin of Grypotherium, an extinct 
species of gigantic ground-sloth, and 22 bones of that 
animal or associated mammals, from the cavern at Last 
Hope Inlet, Patagonia; a large specimen of Calaverite, the 
largest specimen of gold telluride raised; the meteoric stone 
which fell on 13 September last at Crumlin, near Belfast; a 
large slice of the meteoric iron found at Mukerop, Namaqua- 
land, showing remarkable differences of crystalline structure ; 
and the Pearson Collection of British and Exotic Hepaties, 
containing 9,000 specimens, and forming the basis of Mr. 
W. H. Pearson’s recent standard work on the Hepaticz. 


Presents. 


The total number of separate presents reported as having 
been received during the year by the several Departments 
of the Museum was 1,853, as compared with 1,819 in 1901. 
Many of these comprised large numbers of individual] speci- 
mens. ‘The details of the more important of them will be 
found in the Reports of the Keepers of Departments, but 
the following are mentioned here also as being of special 
interest and value :— 

From His Majesty the King.—Two Elephants’ tusks from 
the Royal Collection at Buckingham Palace. 

From Mr. St. George Littledale-—Skins and skeletons of 
Mammals from the Thian Shan, including specimens of 
Wapiti, Ibex, Wild Sheep, Brown Bear, Tibetan Lynx, and 
Marmot. 

From Mr. E. F. Johnston, H.B.M. Consul at Seville—A 
specimen of a Spanish Bull, being a typical representative of 
the fighting race of bulls specially bred for bull-fights. 

From Mr. F. W. Styan.—A collection of Mammals from 
China, representing the results of many years’ travel in 
various parts of that country. 

From Mr. J. I. S. Whitaker.—Eighty-two Mammals, of 
which nine are new species, obtained by Mr. Edward Dodson 
during the expedition to Tripoli, organised by Mr. Whitaker 
last year. (See p. 92 ofelast Report.) 

From Mr. W. Radcliffe Saunders.—A collection of about 
2,700 Birds’ Eggs, containing a number of eggs unrepresented 
in the Museum Collection. 

From Lord Ranfurly.—A further lot of Birds from the 
New Zealand seas, comprising 40 skins and 63 specimens 
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preserved in formalin, and including some rare Petrels from 
the Kermadec Islands, Cormorants from the Macquarie, 
Tamaki, and Auckland Islands, and other valuable specimens. 


From Colonel G. Rippon.—600 specimens of birds (including 
six new species) obtained by him during the previous cold 
season in the highlands of Yun-nan, Western China. 


From Mr. F. DuCane Godman.—A further consignment of 
1,913 specimens of Butterflies of the order Satyridw, from 
his collections of Old World insects. 


From Mr. H. J. Elwes.—3,814 specimens of Satyride, of 
the Holarctic region, being a selection of all the specimens 
from Mr. Elwes’s collection required to complete the Museum 
series. 

From Mr. Hormusji Dinshaw.—A series of marine shells 
from Aden, collected by Captain E. R. Shopland when Port 
Officer there a few years ago, and consisting of 1,071 speci- 
mens, representing about 630 species.

GENERAL LIBRARY. 


The additions to the General Library during the past year 
have been :—

All the volumes and maps have been catalogued, press- 
marked, and put in their places, while 485 volumes have 
been bound in 342, one volume has been repaired, and 2 maps 
have been mounted. 

165 volumes were transferred in January to the section of 
Economic Zoology, so that the extent of the collection on 
the 3lst December was 30,866 volumes, 5,401 maps, and 
200 photographs (not including those in the Owen Collection 
of Drawings, &c.). 

The accessions to the Departmental Libraries have also been 
catalogued as they came in, and duplicate transcripts of the 
titles have been returned with the books. 

Altogether 1,858 title-slips have been written, 55 re- 
written, and 1,939 revised. 

There are now, on a rough estimate, 77,313 volumes 
{exclusive of continuations and minor separata) and 
5,811 maps in the whole building.

INDEX MUSEUM AND MoRPHOLOGICAL PREPARATIONS. 


Of the additions made during the past year to the exhibits 
in the Entrance Hall, collectively known as the Index 
Museum, the most noteworthy are a collection of Peas and 
Pods grown by Mr. W. Bateson, F.R.s., for the purpose of 
verifying Mendel’s Theory of Heredity, and presented by 
him to the Museum; a large series of Eggs of the Common 
Guillemot, selected to show the great variation in shape, 
ground-colour, and markings that may occur witnin the 
limits of a single species of Bird; and an exhibit of 
specimens of the Lancelet, with enlarged drawings of the 
various species, and enlarged wax-models of the adult and 
larvae of the common species. 


An extensive series of coloured models of Deep-Sea 
Fishes, stuffed specimens of British Freshwater Fishes, and 
coloured specimens of Fishes mounted in alchohol have 
been prepared and placed on exhibition in the Hall pending 
their transfer to the Fish Gallery, while in the Fish Gallery 
a plaster cast of the skeleton of the Basking Shark (Selache), 
purchased in the rough state from the Bergen Museum, has 
been set up and coloured in such a manner as to differentiate 
the calcified from the cartilaginous parts. 


A collection of Burrowing Animals selected from the 
various Classes of the Animal Kingdom has been prepared for 
the purpose of showing how the fossorial habit has been 
acquired independently in the different groups, but yet in some 
cases, for example, in the different Orders of Mammals, has 
resulted in a general similarity in the shape of the body, the 
form of the skull and limb-skeleton, the characters of the 
fur, and other evidences of Convergence. 


Morphological investigations have been undertaken to dis- 
criminate, by their relative solubilities in potassic hydrate 
solution, the various kinds of invertebrate skeletal matter 
included under the name ‘ Chitin,” and to trace out the 
life history of the unicellular parasite that occurs in the 
intestine of the Sea-mouse (Aphrodite). 


Further additions have been made to the Mimicry Series 
and the Embryological Series mentioned in the last report, 
and much work has been done in re-spiriting and re-mount- 
ing such of the anatomical preparations as were in need of 
attention.

About fifty other minor communications have been sent. 


The collection of Culicide has now been re-arranged and 
has been augmented by eighty new species, and now contains 
370 species, there being only. forty-four species not repre- 
sented in the collection. 


Some 2,000 specimens have been received during the year 
from various parts of the world. Most of these have been 
examined. 


Some progress has been made with the Exhibition of 
Economic Zoology in the North Hall. Cases of the more 
unportant British orchard pests, root crop, corn, and garden 
pests being nearly completed. A commencement has also 
been made of an exhibit showing the chief animal pests of 
woods and forests, and another of the animal parasites of 
domesticated animals and man. 


Collections of economic insects have been obtained from 
the West Indies (Imperial Department of Agriculture); New 
South Wales (presented by F. V. Theobald); a collection of 
silk moths of India (Calcutta Museum); a large collection 
of Insect Pests of North America (exchange for British, per 
Mr. Felt, New York State University); and numerous 
specimens from various other parts of the world.

I.—Arrangement and Conservation. 


Mammalia.—In the exhibition series the work of mount- 
ing, labelling, and arranging the specimens has been 
continued. 


In the large Mammalian Gallery attention has chiefly been 
concentrated on mounting the specimens of large mammals 
in groups on artificial ground-work. This has been carried 
out by H. Gerrard under the supervision of Mr. Lydekker. 
The following cases have been wholly or partly treated in 
this manner :—Eland and Bongo, Kudu, Oryx, Waterbuck, 
Wapiti, African Gazelles, Wild Goats, Buffalo aud Bison. 


Attention may be specially drawn to a series of casts and 
models of skulls and foot-bones, showing the evolution of 
the horse, many of which have been made by F. Barlow 
under Mr. Lydekker’s supervision, whilst others have been 
received from the American Museum. This exhibit is 
placed in the archway at the end of the Lower Mammalian 
Gallery. 


Much time has been spent in keeping the descriptive labels 
up to date, and in labelling new specimens; many of the 
better-known mammals have had local or traveller’s names 
added. 


The partitions have been removed from two of the fixed 
cases, with good results as regards the display of specimens. 


The additions to the Domestic and Abnormal Mammals 
numbered thirty-three, of which twenty-six were presented 
and seven purchased. 


In the North Hall the partitions have been removed from 
the Oxen and Dog Cases, with the result that the specimens 
are much better seen. The contents of all the cases have 
been entirely rearranged, and the acquisition of a considerable 
number of specimens has necessitated much labelling, &c. In 
order to keep the exhibits in good order, as regards labels, . 
&c., continued attention is necessary to the cases in this 
series and in both the Mammalian Galleries. 


Additional cases placed in the North Hall contain a fine 
series of Dogs’ skulls and abnormalities. 


The following are some of the most important additions 
mounted for exhibition during the year :—

Several other important specimens received veer the 
year have not yet been added to the exhibition series. 


In the study series the work of labelling, registering and 
incorporating acquisitions has been continued. Owing to 
the equipping of persons who volunteer to collect for the 
Museum and instructing them in modern methods of 
collecting, the additions continue to arrive so fast that until 
the new Mammal-room is built there will not be proper 
accommodation for the store series, many specimens of which 
have had to be placed in temporary boxes. To cope with the 
work of naming, describing, and incorporating these accessions 
the Department is again much indebted for assistance to 
voluntary workers, of whom Dr. C. I. Forsyth Major, My. 
W. E. de Winton, Mrs. Oldfield Thomas, Capt. G. E. H. 
Barrett-Hamilton, and Mr. J. L. Bonhote should be specially 
mentioned. 


Aves :—The re-arrangment and exhibition of birds in the 
Public Gallery has been greatly retarded for want of funds. 
The remounting of the Birds of Prey and Owls has been , 
completed and many of the British Passeres, exhibited in 
the saloon, have been repiaced by more artistically mounted 
examples, The work of mounting the specimens has been 
carried out by Mr Cullingtord, of Durham. 


The glass shades to several of the cases of British Birds’ 
nests have been renewed and the paper mounting of the 
frames has been replaced by a more durable one of gun-metal. 


The hybrid Pheasants and Ducks have been transferred 
from the Bird Gallery to the North Hall. 


During the past year considerable progress has been made 
with the arrangement of the osteological collection, and a 
very large number of eggs have also been registered and 
incorporated. The catalogue of the collection of eggs 
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written by Mr. E. W. Oates is being revised and completed 
by Captain 8. G. Reid. The second volume of this important 
work has now been issued, the third is in the press, and the 
fourth and fifth are in an advanced condition. 


Skeletons of the Accipitres, Anseres, Steganopodes, and 
Cuconie have been transferred to new glass-topped boxes, 
and placed in cabinets; those of the Owls and Cuckoos have 
been determined, arranged, and catalogued. A_ series of 
illustrations of the structural differences of the Struthious 
birds has been prepared for exhibition in the Public 
Gallery. 

The number of specimens registered, labelled, and incor- 
porated during the year is 5,593. 

Mr. Robert Reid, who for some years past has been a 
voluntary assistant in the Museum, and has done the entire 
registering and labelling of the accessions, has been obliged 
to discontinue his services ; the loss of his valuable help is a 
serious one to the officers of the Bird section. 


Reptilia, Batrachia, and Pisces—The overcrowded state 
of the spirit building, to which attention has been drawn in 
previous reports, still continues, and causes considerable 
inconvenience in the arrangement of the collections. 


Considerable progress has been made during the latter half 
of the year in re-arranging the specimens in the Reptile 
Gallery, a start has also been made with the labelling, and 
numerous duplicates have been transferred to the reserve 
collection. The four sections of the Gallery have been 
assigned to the Crocodilia, Chelonia, Lacertilia, and Ophidia 
respectively, whilst four small cases adjacent to the lateral 
doors have been used for exterior groups and the Rhyncho- 
cephalia. The exhibited specimens of Crocodiles have been 
cleaned and placed on fresh stands, although the arrange- 
ment is only temporary. In the British Saloon considerable 
progress has been made with the series of British Freshwater 
Fishes, numerous new specimens having been placed in posi- 
, tion, and descriptive labels written and printed. 


Mollusca.—A large collection of Mollusca obtained by 
Mr. Stanley Gardiner, at the Maldive Islands, consisting of 
many hundred specimens has been examined and described. 
The account of the land and freshwater forms has already 
been issued, and the report upon the marine section is now 
ready. A collection of land and freshwater shells sent by 
Dr. Schonland from S. Africa has also been named. The 
Halolimnic series of shells from Lake Tanganyika with a 
corresponding series of Jurassic forms has been removed 
from the entrance hall, remounted, and placed on exhibition 
in the shell Gallery. Part of the Pyranvidellide and ail the 
acquisitions obtained during the year have been mounted in 
glass-topped boxes excepting the selection mounted on tablets 
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for exhibition in the table-cases. The specimens of Volutidae 
preserved in the drawers have been cleaned. Many generic 
labels have been printed in place of the written ones, and a 
number of English names for many groups of shells have also 
been printed and placed on exhibition with their respective 
series. 


Arachnida and Myriopoda.—tin addition ;to the usual 
work of sorting, registering, and determining accessions, the 
selecting of specimens from material submitted for purchase 
and the description of new species, the following has also 
been done :—A report upon Mr. Stanley Gardiner’s Maldive 
Collection has been almost completed ; the collection of King 
Crabs has been overhauled and redetermined ; the collection 
of Opiliones has been similarly treated and arranged under 
generic and family headings, and the species of the Insidia- 
tores, including several new and interesting genera, have been 
described. Mr. Cambridge has redetermined the specimens of 
the genus Latrodectus, and Mr. Hogg has worked through 
the Museum material of the Australian Spiders of the family 
Sparassidw, and named several new forms. In the exhi- 
bition gallery a series of drawings illustrating the structural 
characters of Centipedes and Millipedes has been prepared 
and placed in the cases. For this purpose a number of 
dissections had to be made. Considerable progress was made 
with the Historical Account of the Collection. 


Insecta.—A typical series of Orthoptera of the family 
Mantide has been mounted and exhibited in the Insect 
Gallery, with descriptive labels and drawings, and a series of 
Caddis Flies (Trichoptera) has also been added. 


Some interesting additions have been made to the case 
containing the White Ants (Termitide), including a large 
Queen’s cell which contained two Queens. 


A series of specimens, with drawings and explanatory 
labels, illustrating the life-history of the Hive Bee and its 
allies, has been prepared and exhibited. 


The incorporation of the Longicorn Coleoptera of the 
Godman-Salvin collection with the General Collection has 
been continued and completed, the expansion of the general 
collection by this addition having necessitated the transference 
to fresh cabinet-drawers of almost the whole of the 
Cerambycide. 

The arrangement of the Clavicorn families has been con- 
tinued, and the whole of the accessions have been incorporated 
up to the point at which the work has arrived. Examples of 
all the species of Pselaphidce existing in duplicate in the 
Museum collection have been submitted to Mons. Raftfray, of 
Cape Town, who has identified and described them. They 
have since been re-incorporated, together with the collection 
from St. Vincent and Grenada, which has been worked out by 
the same authority. The beetles belonging to the families 
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Erotylide and Geotrupide have been re-arranged, and the 
Godman - Salvin and Pascoe Collections and all other 
collections included. 


Mr. Guy Marshall has devoted much time to an examination 
of the coilection of Weevils of the genus Hipporhinus, upon 
which he has a Monograph in preparation, and has identified 
or described the whole of the specimens, besides presenting 
valuable types of species hitherto unrepresented. 


All additions to groups of Coleoptera recently arranged 
have been incorporated, and numerous others have been 
worked out on account of their economic or other special 
interest. 

In the order Orthoptera the whole of the unincorporated 
accessions, except the Locustidw and a few specimens of 
other families recently received, have been determined and 
incorporated. The working catalogue has been written up to 
date with a view to publication, and the collection has been 
partly revised and re-labelled. Some supplementary col- 
lections of Mr. W. L. Distant from South Africa have been 
worked out and the new species described. 

The whole of the unarranged specimens of Dragon-Flies 
have now been added to the General Collection. 

The revision and re-arrangement of the Rhynchota has 
included the families Aradide, Hebride, Hydrometride, 
Henicocephalide, and Reduviide. The Godman-Salvin 
Collection and many smaller collections have been incorpo- 
rated, and many new species described. A general revision 
of Walker’s types belonging to these families has been made 
in the course of the work. 

Two sub-families of Formicide (Ants) have been arranged 
in new cabinets, and all accessions belonging to them in- 
corporated, including those of the Godman-Salvin Collection. 
Jn addition two other sub-families have been roughly 
arranged, but have not yet been transferred to new cabinets. 

A new type of glass-bottomed drawer has been devised for 
the collection of Butterflies, and a considerable amount of 
preliminary work has been done preparatory to the trans- 
ference of the collection to the new pattern cabinets, Mr. 
H. J. Elwes having given much time to this work. The 
Palearctic Satyrine arranged by him have been revised and 
re-labelled, and part of the extra-Palearctic Satyrine had 
been prepared for re-arrangement by labelling and incorpo- 
ration of accessions. 

The greater part of the small outstanding collections has 
been incorporated. 

The Leech and Crowley Collections of Moths and numerous 
small collections have been incorporated. 

The manuscript of Vol. IV. of the Catalogue of Lepidoptera 
Phalenze has been completed, and the classification of the 
Noctuide of South Africa completed and published. 
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Mr. J. L. Bonhote’s collection of Moths from the Bahamas 
has been worked out. 


The Assistant in charge of the Diptera collection has 
devoted the greater part of his time to a study of the Tsetse- 
flies (Glossina) upon which he has prepared a Monograph. 

Numerous accessions of British and Exotic Diptera have 
also been incorporated. 


Crustacea.—A few additions have been made to the mor- 
phological series and afew supplementary labels added. The 
difficult task of colouring the dried specimens with the tints 
possessed during life is being slowly continued, as is also 
the addition of specimens to the systematic series. The re- 
arrangement of the dried study collection has been proceeded 
with, and all the Brachyura have now been reset in cabinets, 
and arranged so that examples of the same species are 
together, whatever their size. It has not been possible to 
continue the re-arrangement of the spirit collection, but it is 
hoped that funds will be available for completing the cases 
in the new room during the ensuing year. A MS. Catalogue 
of the known species of Anomura has been prepared, and all 
specimens in the collection have been entered in it. Occasion 
was taken of the visit of Dr. Hansen to go through the 
spirit collection of Stomatopoda. The Stomatopoda and 
Anomura have been re-spirited. Thanks to the assistance of 
Mr. A. O. Walker, Prof. Gruvel and Dr. Budde-Lund, nearly 
all the Crustacea obtained during the year have been 
identified. 


Prototracheata.—All the specimens of Peripatus obtained 
during the year, were, before registration, submitted to Prof. 
Bouvier, of the Jardin des Plantes, to aid him in the prepa- 
ration of his great Monograph, which will, it is hoped, be 
published in the course of this year. 


Echinoderma.—The visit of Dr. Mortensen was made the 
occasion of a revision of the MS. Catalogue of Echinoidea. 
An interesting exhibition of two Astrophytons apparently 
in sexual congress has been added to the Gallery. All the 
Echinoderms obtained during the year have been identified. 


Vermes.—In the spring Dr. Willey ceased to work at the 
Polychaeta on his appointment to the Colombo Museum. On 
leaving the Museum he handed in the following report :— 


“T commenced work upon the Polychaeta in the National 
collection on October 17th, 1899, directing my attention at 
first to the Hunicide, then to the Nereida, followed by 
Polynoide and other families. 

“The general idea was to accumulate a series of prepa- 
rations, not only for current use, but to be laid by for future 
reference. Such a series, if carefully selected and reliably 
labelled, cannot fail to have a certain value, although the 
difficulties in the way of a successful definition oY species of 
soft-bodied worms cannot be exaggerated. 
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“Tn spite of older and newer investigations it is not yet 
known whether Eunice harassii of the Channel, L. torquata 
of the Atlantic coast of France, and £. claparedii of the 
Mediterranean are three species or one species. 

« Again, it is interesting to note that the second longest 
Polycheet species of the English Coast remained forgotten for 
close upon one hundred years, until J rescued it. I refer to 
Maclovia wricolor (Montagu, 1802). 

“Tn the course of my work I felt a desire to examine the 
types of species and genera of Nereide established by Kinberg 
about the year 1&65. I accordingly made proper application 
through the Museum authorities, as a result of which the 
Director of the Royal Museum at Stockholm sent over the 
collection referred to. 

“After the lapse of so many ycars the specimens had 
suffered serious deterioration, and most of the many species 
were represented by single and fragmentary pieces. Never- 
theless, I gained much information therefrom, which I have 
since been able to turn to account in connection with the 
latter work. 

‘“T had seen a notice in a publication issued by the Indian 
Museum at Calcutta to the effect that a large collection of 
Polychaeta was awaiting examination, and upon pointing this 
out to Prof. F. Jeffrey Bell, he wrote to Dr. Alcock, and the 
collection was duly forwarded. It is a large and represen- 
tative collection, and I regret that I have not been able to do 
justice to it, not having had time to sort out the species. 
My working time (three days a week) was broken into, but 
not unpleasantly, by the arrival of the Southern Cross 
Collection, to which, fortunately, I was able to do justice. 

“T also wished to recover some of the types which had 
been described in 1861 by Schmarda, and to this end 
obtained, after due application through the proper authorities, 
valuable collections from the Cape (South African Museum) 
and Jamaica (Dr. Duerden). I have worked through the 
collection from the Cape, and hope shortly to publish an 
illustrated report upon it in the Quarterly Journal of 
Microscopical Science. 

“Then an extensive collection cf small worms has been 
sent to mefor examination on the part of the Skeat Expedi- 
tion to the Siamese States of the Malay Peninsula and 
Singapore, collected by Mr. Richard Evans. These were 
very well preserved for finer anatomy, but not altogether 
satisfactorily for diagnostic purposes. 


“JT also contributed some specimens from the South West 
Pacific, and more were added by Messrs. Bedford and 
Lanchester from Singapore, and by Mr. Goodrich from 
Madras. 

“Having been appointed Curator of the Georgetown 
Museum last year, Mr. Richard Evans, of Oxford, came in 
August to take my place, the idea being that I should help 
bim over the initial difficulties. 
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“With his assistance I went over the collection of 
Sigalionide in. the National collection, and we have a joint 
note on the subject illustrated by drawings by Mrs. Evans 
(not published). In September Mr. Evans went to George- 
town instead of me and since then I have continued work 
upon the South African Collection, Ge. 

“As a result of the Jamaica and Skeat collections. I shall 
probably be able to send in a note upon the Cirrobranchiata 
and Lumbriconereide. 

“T may repeat that the collection sent over by the Indian 
Museum (which included a curious form of lancelet, de- 
seribed in the Quart. J. Micro. Sci. by me under the name 
Dolichorhynchus vndicus) is of great interest and could be 
dealt with in a fairly straichtforward manner by anyone 
applying himself to the work. 

“During the whole time spent at the Natural History 
Museum, I have received every possible facility and kindness 
from Professor Jeffrey Bell, and take great pleasure in 
acknowledging them here.” 


The Nemertines collected by the Newnes Expedition to the 
Antarctic, had to be studied by the aid of serial sections, of 
which 369 had to be made, and so long a time was necessary 
for this study that the report could not be included in the 
published volume. It is hoped that it will not be much 
longer delayed. The few Oligochaeta received during the 
year have been determined by Mr. F. E. Beddard, F.R.s., and 
a small series of Parasitic Nematoda by Mr. A. E. Shipley. 
Nearly all the Worms added during the year have been 
identified, and the collection generally is in a good state of 
preservation. 


Anthozoa.—A well-illustrated guide to the exhibited 
collection has been published. .The MS. of the fourth 
volume of the Catalogue of Corals, d2aling with both recent 
and fossil specimens of the genus Goniopora is being printed, 
and will be ready for issue shortly. The MS. of the fifth 
volume is in a forward condition, and. its appearance should 
not be long delayed. All the recent specimens of Goniopora 
have been put away in boxes in systematic order. A 
magnificent specimen of Anthoptilum grandiflorum has 
been mounted and placed in the Coral Gallery, to which 
have also been added some very interesting examples of 
cup-shaped Turbinarians showing the fatal influence of mud. 
Two specimens of Heliopora cerulea (the blue coral), have 
been cut and mounted illustrating Mr. Stanley Gardiner’s 
discovery that the blue colour of this coral gets fainter with 
increasing depths of water. The Newnes collection has been 
received and incorporated. 


Tunicata, Polyzoa, Hydrozoa, Porifera, and Protozoa.— 
The arrangement of the collection of Sponges has been 
continued and a Manuscript Catalogue of the Keratosa 
(Horny Sponges) has been made, the dried specimens having 
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been arranged in drawers in the Insect Gallery, and those in 
spirit in two high cases in the Spirit Building. The Keratosa 
of several minor collections have now been incorporated 
in the general collection, whilst the larger collections 
(Bowerbank British, Johnston, O. Schmidt and Lamarck ) 
are still kept separate. A large and very interesting col- 
lection of Sponges, dredged in ‘deep water off the coasts of 
Cape Colony and Natal, and presented by Dr. J. D. F. Gilchrist, 
has now been fully worked out and described, and is repre- 
sentative of the Sponge Fauna of South Africa. - Small 
collections of Sponges and Polyzoa obtained by the “ Southern 
Cross” have been reported on. Historical notes on the 
collections of Tunicata, Polyzoa, &c., have been drawn up. 
The general collection of slides of Polyzoa has now been 
arranged in the new large cabinet, about 10,000 named slides 
being “placed in scientific order, whilst the trays have been 
labelled and lists of genera made. 


A series of fifteen coloured illustrations representing the 
main groups of Hydroidea, Hydrocorallinae, Hydrozoa and 
Polyzoa has been placed on exhibition in the Coral and Shell 
Galleries.

III.— Departmental Library. 


Fifty-five separate works in 70 volumes, and 1,113 new 
numbers of periodicals and parts of works in progress, 
obtained by purchase, presentation, and exchange, have been 
added to the Departmental Library. One hundred and 
eighty-two volumes have been bound. The lbrary now 
contains 10,470 separate works, represented by 15,571 
volumes. A general re-arrangement of the serial works 
has been effected during the year, and 1,290 visits have been 
paid to the library by students, artists, and others requiring 
information. 


All books added to the Entomological section have been 
press-marked and entered in the Manuscript Catalogue, 
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and works treating on Economic Entomology have been 
transferred to the Economic section.

I.—The Staff. 


During the year the duties of the scientific staff have been 
re-arranged, owing to the appointments of Dr. Bather as 
Assistant-Keeper and Mr. W. D. Lang as Assistant. The 
Keeper, assisted by Dr. Andrews, continues to take special 
charge of the Vertebrata. The Assistant-Keeper supervises 
the arrangement of the Brachiopoda, Vermes, Echinoderma, 
and Arthropoda, and is engaged upon a catalogue of the 
Echinoderma. Mr. Newton and Mr. Crick are jointly occupied 
with the Mollusca. Mr. Lang began duties in October, and 
does miscellaneous work in the arrangement of the Polyzoa, 
Actinozoa, Hydrozoa, Porifera, and Protozoa. Dr. Henry 
Woodward has been specially engaged by the Trustees, with 
the sanction of the Treasury, to prepare and exhibit a 
collection illustrative of Dynamical Geology. Dr. Forsyth 
Major has also been employed for a short time on the 
collection of Mammalia. Dr. Andrews was absent from the 
Museum and engaged in collecting fossil Vertebrata in Egypt 
from January 22nd to May 12th. 


I1.—Arrangement and Conservation. 


Besides the examination and incorporation of recent 
acquisitions, the chief work of the year has been the registra- 
tion and arrangement of old collections, which have hitherto 
remained unregistered or incompletely identified and labelled. 
This has been done while preparing an outline of the history 
of the geological collection, and has resulted in the recognition 
of many valuable specimens which have previously escaped 
notice. The most important identification was that of the 
John Finch Collection of Tertiary Mollusca from Maryland, 
which was purchased by the British Museum in 1834 but 
never registered and labelled. This series of shells was 
described by Thomas Say in Journ. Acad. Nat. Sci. Philad., 
1824, and about half of the specimens figured have now been 
recognised and duly marked. 


More details in the progress of the arrangement and 
conservation of the collection may be enumerated as 
follows :— 


Mammalia (Galleries 1 and 2).—A small collection of 
- mammalian remains dredged from the ked of the North Sea, 
has been arranged and labelled in pier-case 2 to complete the 
illustration of the British Pleistocene Mammal Fauna. 


The last Sikora Collection of bones of Lemurs from the 
caverns of Madagascar has been registered and incorporated. 
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Pier-case 11, containing Pleistocene and Pliocene Hippo- 
potamus, has been re-fitted and re-arranged to accommodate 
the skeleton of the dwarf species from Madagascar acquired 
in 1901. 


A fine skull of Cervus euryceros, from Lombardy, has been 
mounted and placed in pier-case 15 for comparison with the 
skull of the Irish deer. 


The antlers of Cervus elaphus from the Mersey Docks, 
presented by Charles Sillem, Esq., in 1901, have been mounted 
and labelled on a special block affixed to one of the pillars in 
Gallery 1. 


The plaster cast of the skeleton of Toxodon platensis, pre- 
sented by Dr. F. P. Moreno, has been transferred to a new 
case in the centre of the gallery. 


The newly-acquired piece of skin of Grypotheriuwm and 
associated bones, from a cavern in Last Hope Inlet, Patagonia, 
have been mounted in a special small case under the arch 
between Galleries 1 and 2. 


A tusk of Elephas promigenvus from the bed of the North 
Sea, presented by the Hon. Walter Rothschild, m.p., has been 
mounted on the top of pier-case 31. 


The extrication of the Pikermi Mammalian remains from 
the matrix has been continually supervised, and a typical 
series of specimens has been mounted and labelled as a 
temporary exhibition in wall-case 22. 


Another large collection of Fossil Mammalia, with other 
Vertebrata, from Egypt, has also been received, unpacked, 
examined, and prepared for study. A typical selection was 
mounted and labelled as a temporary exhibition in wall- 
case 39. 

A few blocks of the Lower Pliocene Bonebed from Coneud, 
province of Teruel, Spain, were also prepared by the masons 
under special supervision, and a series of important specimens 
was made ready for study and arrangement. 


Number of specimens of Mammalia registered, 891. 


Aves (Gallery 2).—Important bird-bones from the caverns 
of Madagascar were received with the last Sikora collection, 
and have been registered and arranged in drawers for future 
study. No additions were made to the exhibited collection.

Reptilia and Amphibia (Galleries 3, 4, 5)—A series of 
Reptilian Coprolites has been mounted and labelled in 
table-case 9. . 

The drawers of Fossil Reptilia beneath the exhibited 
collection, displaced by recent changes in the disposition of 
the cases, have been completely re-arranged, and the labelling 
of them is still in progress. 7" 
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The mounting of the tail and limbs of a large Dinosaur 
from the Oxford Clay of Peterborough (Leeds Collection) has 
been supervised.

Pisces (Gallery 6).—Wall-case 1 has been refitted and 
re-arranged to contain the William Clark Collection of 
Fossil Sharks (Cladoselache) from the Upper Devonian of 
Ohio, U.S.A. The larger specimens of the Museum Collection 
of Acanthodii have also been mounted and labelled in the 
lower part of this case. 


The re-arrangement of the table-cases of Ostracodermi, 
Arthrodira, and Paleozoic Elasmobranchii, to incorporate the 
Clark Collection and other recent acquisitions, has been 
begun. The small table-cases A to C, containing Ostra- 
codermi, have been re-arranged to include an exhibited series 
of Psammosteus and Drepanaspis. The Ichthyodorulites 
have been removed to table-case E, and a new selection has 
been made for exhibition. The newly acquired plaster-casts 
of Helicoprion have been mounted with Hdestus in table- 
case I’, and provided with explanatory labels. The Acanthodii 
and Gyracanthus have been removed to table-case 25. 


Some Acanthopterygian Chalk fishes in table-case 54 have 
been re-arranged, mounted, and labelled. 


Number of specimens of Pisces registered, 310. 


Mollusca ; Cephalopoda (Gallery 7).—Some progress has 
been made in re-labelling the drawers of Belemnites; and 
recently acquired Ammonites have been incorporated in other 
drawers.

Mollusca; Gasteropoda and Lamellibranchiata (Gal- 
iery $).—The Finch Collection of Tertiary Mollusca from 
Maryland, described by Say in 1824, has been mounted, 
labelled, and exhibited in wall-case 1.

A large number of fossil mammalian remains from Egypt, 
Greece (Pikermi), and Spain (Concud}, have been extricated 
from the matrix, hardened, and prepared for exhibition. 


Several slabs of Devonian fossil sharks (Cladoselache) 
from the Clark Collection have been prepared for exhibition 
and imbedded in fraines. 


A Mosasaurian skeleton (Platecarpus) from the Chalk of 
Kansas, has been prepared for exhibition. 


Progress has been made in mounting a gigantic Dinosaur 
from the Oxford Clay, Peterborough (Leeds Collection), on an 
iron frainework. 


Various moulds and casts have been made for exchange 
with other Museums. 


The mason has superintended the mounting of a plaster 
cast of a skeleton of Selache in the Department of Zoology, 
and has made numerous plaster casts of fossils for the same 
Department. The workshop attendant was also employed 
by the Department of Zoology for two months in making 
models of skulls and dentition of ancestral horses. 


IV.—Printing of Labels. 

The preparation and printing of labels for the exhibition- 
galleries of the Museum have been continued. For the 
Department of Geology 1,234 labels have been composed and 
7,931 copies printed. For the Department of Zoology and 
Central Hall 591 labels have been composed and 6,598 copies 
printed. 
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V.—Eachanges and Duplicates. 


Exchanges of casts and duplicate fossils have been made 
with the following institutions :—Geological Museum, 
University of Tubingen; Mineralogical Museum, Univer- 
sity of Copenhagen; Natural History Museum, Milan ; 
U.S. National Museum, Washington; American Museum 
of Natural History, New York; Museum of La Plata, 
Argentina. 

Duplicate fossils have been presented to the Perth Museum, 
Western Australia, and to the eae College, Tientsin, 
North China. 


VI.— Departmental Inbrary. 

The additions to the Library, which have been registered, 
stamped, catalogued, and press-marked, comprise 285 new 
works and pamphlets, of which 103 were purchased and 182 
presented ; 390 parts of serials in progress, of which 173 were 
purchased and 217 presented; and 113 maps, of which 62 
were purchased and. 51 presented. Sixty-six volumes have 
been bound.

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DEPARTMENT OF MINERALOGY. 


Research. 


The systematic investigation and description. of the 
-Mineral Collections have been in progress during the past 
year. In the Sulphide and Sulpharsenite Division, a detailed 
examination of the chemical and other characters has been 
made for a large collection of tellurides of gold, silver, and 
mercury, presented by the Government, and by various gold- 
mining companies, of Western Australia. The result of this 
investigation has been to prove the non-existence of the 
supposed species ‘‘ Kalgoorlite” and ‘ Coolgardite,” and to 
establish the chemical formula of Coloradoite. The crystallo- 
graphic characters of Krennerite have been studied and 
new forms observed. In the Halide Division a descriptive 
catalogue has been prepared of the Hornsilvers, and that of 
the numerous specimens of Fluor has been in progress. In 
the Division of the Oxides, an investigation of the cut and 
polished specimens of Zircon has been made with the view of 
discovering a connection between the variations of specific 
gravity and optical characters. In the class of Silicates 
a chemical and optical examination has been made of 
Serendibite, a new boro-silicate of calcium, magnesium, and 
aluminium, from Ceylon. As regards the Hamlinite- 
Beudantite-Jarosite group of minerals, the possibility of a 
connection between the chemical composition and molecular 
volumes has been under investigation. 


Of artificial products, a crystallographic study has been 
made of various carbides and silicides of iron and manganese. 


A method for simplifying the use of the gnomonic pro- 
jection in the study of crystals has been devised, and a table 
for the transformation of spherical into plane co-ordinates 
has been prepared; in this connection also a protractor for 
use in plotting poles and the determination of angles between 
them has been designed. 

Crystallographic measurements have been incidentally 
made on various other species, including Meneghinite, 
Clinohumite, Cassiterite, Stilbite, Gypsum, Tellurium, 
Tourmaline, Sphene, Apatite, and Baumhauerite. 


The petrographical examination of the rock-specimens 
collected by the ‘“ Southern Cross” Antarctic Expedition 
under Mr. C. E. Borchgrevink, has been continued, and a 
descriptive report prepared. An investigation of the rock- 
collections made by Professor J. W. Gregory and by Sir 
Harry Johnston in British East. Africa has been made, and a 
description of the specimens, with illustrations, has been 
prepared. For this petrographical work 172 thin sections of. 
rocks have been microscopically examined, and the necessary 
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quantitative chemical analyses have been made. Rock- 
specimens have been selected, labelled and arranged as a 
Volcanic Exhibit illustrating the recent eruption in the West 
Indies. In this connection specimens of bombs and of 
voleanic dust from St. Vincent and Martinique have been 
examined. 


In the Chemical Laboratory, 10 quantitative analyses have 
been made, viz., of Serendibite: Forsterite from Ceylon; 
Coloradoite (2); Phonolitic Trachyte from Cape Adare; 
Kenytes from Mt. Kenya (2); Phonolite from Mt. Kenya; 
Phonolitic Obsidian and Pantellerite from the Great Rift 
Valley. Further, 63 doubtful minerals have been qualita- 
tively analysed. The chemical examination of the Crumlin 
meteorite has been in progress.

Miscellaneous. 


An improved form of three-circle goniometer has been 
constructed for the department by Messrs. Troughton and 
Simms, and a micro-photographic apparatus by James Swift 
and Son. With the latter instrument several photographs of 
thin sections of rocks have been taken ; some of them are now 
exhibited in the Introductory Cases to the Study of Rocks. 


The whole of the large stock of printed labels has been 
arranged in specially constructed boxes designed to render 
them more easily accessible and less liable to injury. Over 
500 newly printed locality- and other labels have been placed 
with the specimens in the cases.

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A list of published papers relating to specimens in the 
Collection has been compiled. 


__ Numerous specimens sent, or brought by visitors, to the 
Museum have been examined and named. 


Assistance has been given in the revision of the proofs 
of the Catalogue of the Museum Library. 


The preparation of a copy of the Register of the specimens 
in the collection has been in progress. 


The doors and locks of the cases throughout the Gallery 
have been eased. 

One hundred and twenty-nine boxes of mineral-specimens 
have been received, unpacked, and examined; 87 boxes have 
been packed and despatched. 


A new edition of the “Introduction to the Study of 
Meteorites ” has been in preparation. : 


Departmental Library. 


To the Departmental Library have been added continua- 
tions of 37 periodicals (in 620 parts), 50 volumes of separate 
works, 170 pamphlets and parts of works, and 1 map; of 
these, 9 periodicals, 15 volumes of separate works, 138 
pamphlets and parts of works, and 1 map were acquired by 
presentation or transfer. ; 

All of them, including 771 plates, have been registered 
and stamped. 


Students. 


The number of visits recorded as made to the Departmen’ 
for the purposes of consultation or study is 1,366. 


The Gallery is no longer reserved on particular days 
of the week for use by Students; further, study-series 
have been so arranged as to be directly accessible to the 
public, and so labelled as to render reference to the staff for 
information thereon almost completely unnecessary: it has 
thus become difficult to distinguish for statistical purposes, 
“Students” of minerals from ordinary “ Visitors,” and stress 
can no longer be laid on the distinction.

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DEPARTMENT OF BOTANY. 


During the past year 18,350 plants, consisting of 11,500 
Flowering plants, 75 Vascular Cryptogams, 644 Mosses, 126 
Hepatics, 153 Lichens, 138 Algz, and 5,714 Fungi, have been 
mounted and incorporated into the Herbarium. 


In the progress of the work the officers of the Department 
and others have been occupied as follows :— 


Mr. E. G. Baker has incorporated in the general Herbarium 
the Polypetalze of various collections—a considerable amount 
of time being devoted to the Nat. order Umbelliferze. The 
Polypetale collected by Dr. Post in Syria, Dr. Rand and 
R. Schlechter in the Transvaal, Col. H. W. Feilden at the 
Cape, P. Sintenis in Persia, T. Kassner in Tropical East 
Africa, and Mrs. Nichols in the Falkland Islands have been 
added to the general Herbarium. In certain cases these 
plants required comparison as they were unidentified, and 
in the case of T. Kassner, new species have been described 
from the collection. In almost every case where monographs 
have appeared dealing with genera or groups of Polypetale, 
these genera or groups have been revised, and in many cases 
rearranged, by the monograph. The Natural order Aceraceae 
has been revised, and rearranged by Dr. Pax’s monograph, 
and all the previously unarranged plants incorporated with 
the general Herbarium, and the genera Hedysarum, Tro- 
peolum, Lespedeza and Eurya by the respective monographs 
of B. Fedtschenko, Dr. Buchanan, Dr. Maximowicz, and Dr. 
Vesque. In return for certain plants presented to the Museum, 
some South African Crassulaceae were determined and the 
new species described, for Dr. Schinz, of the Zurich University 
Herbarium. A revision bas been made, the results published, 
and the novelties described, of the Tropical African and 
Mascarene species of Turraea (N. O. Meliaceae). The un- 
arranged plants of the genus Nymphaea have been incorpo- 
rated, and with the assistance of Dr. Conard, of Philadelphia, 
the identification of plants of this genus revised. The British 
Herbarium has also received attention during the year. 


Mr. Britten has been occupied in continuing the prepar- 
ation of the manuscript to accompany the [Illustrations of 
Australian Plants collected during Cook’s First Voyage, and 
with the examination and comparison of the plants in the 
Herbarium associated with these collections. He has devoted 
much time to the preparation of the Catalogue of the 
collections which form the Herbarium. He has also con- 
tinued to supervise the preparation of the Catalogue of the 
Departmenta] Library, and to read the proof of the botanical 
entries in the Catalogue of the General Library. .He has 
worked out the collections of Madeiran plants made by early 
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collectors: he has incorporated in the Herbarium a large 
number of plants of the order Valerianace, Styracee, 
Bignoniacee, Oleacez, and has rearranged the Myrsinacez. 
He has written up in the Herbarium specimens referred to 
in Herbert's “ Amaryllidacez ” and in the earlier volumes of 
the “ Botanical Magazine,” as well as Buchanan’s Avan plants. 
In conjunction with Dr. Rendle be worked out and named 
the plants brought by Mr. H. Hesketh Prichard from 
Patagonia. 


Mr. Moore has been largely occupied during the past year 
in the incorporation of Euphorbiacee. The Composite 
received during the year have been placed in the Herbarium, 
and work has been done in the elucidation of interesting 
novelties. 


Dr. Rendle has incorporated in the general Herbarium the 
Monocotyledons, Apetalous Dicotyledons, and Gymnosperms 
of various collections including European, Asiatic, African, 
American, and Australian. In the course of this work 
several genera have been revised and rearranged, including 
members of Orchidacez, Amaryllidacee, Urticacez and others. 
He has completed a revision of the order Proteacez, with 
the incorporation of a large number of South African and 
‘Australian specimens, and has revised and rearranged 
according to a recent monograph by Chevalier the order 
Myricaceee. The genus Dendrobium has also been revised and 
rearranged. He has worked out the Monocotyledons and 
Apetalous Dicotyledons in collections from China (Dalziel), 
South Africa (Ommanney) and in part from East tropical 
Africa (Kassner) South Africa (Barrett-Hamilton and Rand) ; 
notes including description of novelties have been published. 
In conjunction with Mr. Britten he has worked out and 
prepared for publication a list of plants collected in Pata- 
gonia by Mr. Hesketh Prichard. Numerous Orchids and 
other cultivated specimens have been aquired by correspon- 
dence and otherwise, and incorporated; these include many 
novelties. — 


Mr. Gepp has been engaged in revising and laying out the 
exotic Hepatics in accordance with Stephani’s monographs of 
the genera ; in revising the mosses of Sikkim; and in sorting 
‘and laying out the Hepatics of the Pearson herbarium for 
incorporation in the general collection. He has worked out 
two collections of Pleistocene Mosses from Oxfordshire and 
Suffolk; and has named the Ferns, Mosses, and other 
Cryptogams in various collections from Brazil, South 
Trinidad, Patagonia, Falkland Islands, China, East Africa, 
and has laid out the specimens for incorporation ; he has 
revised some of the acrocarpous moss-genera, and some of 
the thalloid Hepaties. 


Mr. V. H. Blackman during the past year has been engaged 
on work in connection with the collections of Fungi 
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Mycetozoa, and Lichens, and on work connected with the 
exhibits in the Public Gallery. <A large number of 
Sphaeropsideze and Melanconiee from various _ large 
published collections have been incorporated with the 
general collections, and progress has been made with the 
incorporation of Pyrenomycetes. With the assistance of 
Mr. Chandler the rearrangement in the Public Gallery of 
the exhibits in the wall-cases, dealing with Monocotyledons 
from a systematic point of view, has been almost completed. 
With the same assistance a similar rearrangement of the 
Dicotyledons has been begun. Under his supervision, also, 
material for an exhibition case, illustrating the habit and 
mode of growth of British trees by means of photographs 
and drawings, has been almost completed. 


» Mr. Worthington G. Smith has completed his revision 
of the Hymenomycetes in the British and general Herbaria. 


The fine collection of Diatoms of the late Thomas Comber 
of Parkgate, Cheshire, was presented to the Department by 
his widow. It consists of 2,926 microscope-slides, 2,225 
photographic negatives and lantern-slides, and upwards of 
500 photographic prints; of numerous samples of Diato- 
maceous deposits ; of 52 volumes of MS. descriptions forming 
an illustrated catalogue ; of severa] volumes ef MS. notes, 
and 38 tracts. This carefully elaborated collection forms 
an important addition to the already immense series of 
Diatomacez in the possession of the Department.

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VIII.—GENERAL PROGRESS AT THE MUSEUM, BLOOMSBURY. 


The number of visits to the Museum during the year 1903 
again shows a remarkable increase on that of the preceding 
year. In 1902 the total amounted to 845,369, exceeding that 
of the year 1901 by nearly 127,000. In 1903 the number has 
risen to 920,848, being an increase of 75,479 on that of 1902. 
The number of visits on weekdays was 858,800, as against 
786,850 in 1902, and on Sundays 62,048, as against 58,519. 


In order to assist general visitors a Summary Guide 
(distinct from the guide books which are sold inthe Museum 
at moderate prices), giving a concise description of the 
exhibits in the several public galleries and rooms, has. been 
printed on a folded quarto sheet, and is distributed gratis. 


The number of visits of students to the Reading Room 
in 1903 was 209,713, being 1,531 less than in 1902; a daily 
average of 692. 


The average numbers of persons in the room, counted at 
the later hours of the afternoon, were :—

The decrease in the number of visits to the Reading Room 
has been more than counterbalanced by the increase of the 
number of visits of students to the other Departments, which 
amounts to 60,074, as against 56,438 in 1902. There has 
been an increase of more than 1,200 in the Department of 
Manuscripts and of more than 1,400 in the Print Room. 


Excavations, which had been suspended for many years, 
have been resumed at Nineveh, under the direction of one of 
the officers of the Department of Egyptian and Assyrian 
Antiquities. A thorough exploration of the sites of the 
palaces of Sennacherib and Ashur-bani-pal is being carried 
out, and those parts of the great mound of Kouyunjik which 
had not been worked in former excavations are now being 
trenched and carefully searched. Traces of more ancient 
buildings have been discovered. The work of exploration 
will be continued during the coming year. 


The building of a repository for the storage of Newspapers 
and other printed matter has been commenced at Hendon, 
under the superintendence of H.M. Office of Works. It will 
be ready for occupation in the course of the year 1905. 
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The First Greco-Roman Room, the Assyrian Transept, 
the Nimroud Central Saloon, and the Nereid Room have 
been re-painted and re-decorated in the same style as the 
Egyptian Galleries which they adjoin. 


The planing and polishing of the wooden flooring of the 
Upper Floor of the Museum has been extended to various 
rooms; dust being thus more easily removed, to the 
advantage of the collections. 


The acquisition in recent years of many Egyptian monu- 
ments of the early dynasties has necessitated the re-arrange- 
ment of the collections in the Egyptian Vestibule, with a 
view to the incorporation of the new objects in their proper 
chronological order. Improvements have also been made 
in the atrangement of the Egyptian Rooms on the Upper 
Floor. 


Among the more important additions to the several 
Departments the following may be specially noticed : — 


The Department of Printed Books has acquired seventy- 
two English books printed before the year 1640, and has 
added as many as ninety-seven foreign examples to its fine 
series of Incunabula. 


The Department of Manuscripts has received by gift 
from the Egypt Exploration Fund further additions to its 
collection of Greek and Latin papyri; and it has purchased 
a large and valuable collection of charters and rolls from 
Aston Hall in Cheshire, of which about two thousand relate 
to the Priory of Nuneaton in Warwickshire during the 
whole period of its history. 


in the Department of Oriental Printed Books and Manu- 
scripts a large collection of documents in Coptic, of the 
seventh to ninth centuries, has been acquired. 


In the Department of Egyptian and Assyrian Antiquities 
a series of objects of the early dynasties has been presented 
by the Egypt Exploration Fund; a choice collection of 
Egyptian scarabs, dating from the fifth dynasty and com- 
prising specimens of the Hyksos period, has been purchased, 
and the extensive series of early Babylonian tablets has been 
further augmented. ° 


His Majesty the King dis been graciously pleased to 
present a portion of the Egyptian Book of the Dead of 
Queen Netchemet, about 1040 B.c., and two Assyrian bas- 
reliefs from the palace of King Ashur-nasir-pal at Calah. 


Similar bas-reliefs and other Assyrian antiquities have 
been presented by the Library Committee of the Corporation 
of the City of London.

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To the Department of British and Medieval Antiquities 
have been added several important ivory carvings of early 
date from the Sneyd collection, and also a morse-ivory tau- 
cross head elaborately carved, being English work of about 
the year 1020. In the Ethnographical section of this 
Department His Majesty the King has been graciously 
pleased to deposit on loan a remarkable series of feather- 
work cloaks from the Hawaiian Islands. 


The Department of Coins and Medals, besides many 
valuable additions to the series of Greek coins, has acquired 
interesting specimens of Early English and Scottish coins, 
and, by gift of the Council of the County Borough of 
Croydon, a large selection from a hoard of Roman coins 
recently discovered at Croydon. 


Gifts of Museum publications, including reproductions of 
prints and drawings by Old Masters, have been made to Free 
Libraries, Local Museums, and Art Schools throughout the 
United Kingdom, and to institutions in various Colonies.

DEPARTMENT OF PRINTED BOOKS. 


I. Arrangement.—The works added to the collection during 
the past year have, as far as possible, been placed on the 
shelves of the Library according to the system of classifica- 
tion adopted in the Museum. : ere 


The press-marks, indicating their respective localities, have 
been marked onthe inside and affixed to the back of each 
volume. ; 


The total number of these press-marks amounts to 
74,875; in addition to which 37,404 press-marks have been 
altered in’ consequence of changes and re-arrangements 
carried out in the Library; 30,332 labels have been affixed 
to books and volumes of newspapers, and 115,497 obliterated 
labels have been renewed. 


The process of attaching third-marks to the books in the 
New Library with the view of accelerating their delivery 
to readers has been continued; 18,670 books have been 
thus marked during the year, and the corresponding altera- 
tions, amounting to 96,984, have been carried. out in the 
General and Hand Catalogues; 566 volumes of country 
newspapers have also been numbered, and 2 107 index-slips 
hhave been written for London and Country Newspapers. 


The work of collecting together and re-arranging the 
Incunabula in glazed cases has made considerable progress 
during the year. 


The number of stamps impressed upon articles received 
has been 412,046. 


4,282 presses of books and newspapers have been dusted in 
the course of the year. ‘ 


II. Catalogues. — (a) Cataloguing.—46,269 titles have 
been written (the term “title” applying equally to a main 
title and to a cross-reference). Of these, 33,853 were written 
for the General Catalogue, 2,762 for the Map Catalogue and 
9,654 for the Music Catalogue. 

(b) Pronting.—30,076 titles and 592 index-slips for the 
General Catalogue, 1,517 for the Map Catalogue and 15,138 
for the Music Catalogue have been prepared for printing 
during the year; while 30,230 title-slips and 882 index- 
slips for the General Cataiogue, 1,317 title-slips for the Map 
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‘Catalogue, and 15,138 for the Music Catalogue have been 
printed. 


Progress has been made with the printing of the ‘Sapple- 
ment to the General Catalogue, which will contain the titles 
of all such books as were Saided to the Library during the 
years 1882-1899, but not incorporated in the Catalogue during 
the process of printing. Nine printed parts, containing the 
headings from H to M, have been printed in the course ret 
the year. 


Volumes II. and III., containing the letters F—Z, of the 
** Subject Index of the Modern Works added to the Library of 
the British Museum in the years» 1881-1900,” -have been 
_printed and published during the year, 


(c) Incorporation.—(1) General Catalogue.—29,797 title- 
slips and 638 index-slips have been incorporated into each 
of the three copies of this Catalogue. This incorporation has 
rendered it necessary, in order to maintain as far as possible 
the alphabetical arrangement, to remove and re-insert 39,916 
‘title-slips in. each copy and to add:to each copy 953 new 
leaves. 


In addition to this incorporation 399 columns have been 
remounted and relaid in each of the three interleaved copies 
of the Catalogue; a process rendered necessary by the 
accumulation of titles under certain headings. 


The system introduced in 1889 of fortnightly incorpora- 
tion of accessions to the Library has been carried out with 
perfect regularity during the past year. 


—(2) Hand Catalogues.—The number of new entries made 
in the Hand Catalogue of “‘ Academies” was 368; in that 
of “Periodical Publications,” 524; in that of “Maps and 
Charts,” 504; and in the Hand Catalocues of London and 
Country Newspapers, 1,681 and 426 respectively. 

(d) Map Catalogue.—2,762 titles have been written for the 
Map Catalogue and 1,317 title-slips have been incorporated 
“into one copy of it. This incorporation has rendered it 
necessary to remove and re-insert 3,409 title-slips in that 
copy and to add thereto 85 new leaves. 


(e) Music Catalogue.—9,654 titles have been written for 
‘the Music Catalogue, and 2,795 title-slips have been incorpo- 
“rated into each of two copies of it. This incorporation 

has rendered it necessary to remove and re-insert 6,702 title- 
slips in each copy and to add to each copy 60 new leaves. 


_. (f) Shelf Catalogue.—For this Catalogue, in which the 
title-slips, mounted on cards, are arranged in order of press- 
‘marks, about 21,100 have been so mounted and about 130,600 
have been incorporated in their proper order. 
(9) Catalogues of Books of Reference in the Reading Room. 
—The additions and alterations in each of the three inter- 
leaved copies of the Catalogue of Books of Reference in the 
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Reading Room, which are requisite in order to record the 
changes in this collection by the addition of new works and 
the substitution of new for earlier editions, have been made ; 
they number 48 in each copy. 


Additions have been also made to the collection of books 
in the Galleries of the Reading Room by the incorporation of 
new works of interest and importance, and by the substitution 
of new for earlier editions. The number of such additions to 
each of the two interleaved copies of the Catalogue of this 
collection is 84, 


Ill. Binding.—The number of volumes and sets of 
pamphlets sent to be bound in the course of the year was 
11,985, including 3,328 volumes of newspapers. In conse- 
quence of the frequent adoption of the plan of binding two 
or more volumes in one, the number of volumes returned 
was 8,551; in addition to which, 98 volumes have been 
repaired at the binders’ shops. 


Besides this, the following binding work has been done 
in the Library itself :—25,527 volumes have been repaired ; 
513 broadsides, &c. have been inserted in guard-books, and 
3,879 volumes of reports, parts of periodicals, &c., have been 
formed in a light style of binding. 


The following maps, charts, &c., have also been bound or 
mounted during the year :—62 atlases and 94 volumes of the 
25-inch Ordnance Survey have been bound; 27 sheets of 
the l-inch Ordnance Survey, 4 Admiralty Charts and 
349 general maps have been mounted on linen and 340 maps 
mounted on cards; 3 maps have been mounted as rolls, and 
26 portfolios and 78 boxes have been constructed to contain 
maps. 


37,663 numbers of Colonial Newspapers have been folded 
into 666 parcels, and 765 such parcels have been tied up and 
labelled preparatory to being bound. 


IV. Reading Room Service—The number of volumes 
returned to the General Library from use in the Reading 
Room was 863,741; to the King’s Library, 26,666; to the 
Grenville Library, 1,412; to the Map Room, 3,902; to the 
presses in which books are kept from day to day for the use 
of readers, 632,943 ; and to the Oriental Department, 232; 
making a total amount of 1,528,896 volumes supplied to 
readers during the year, exclusive of those to which the 
readers have personal access on the sheives of the Reading 
Room. 


The number of readers during the year was 209,713, giving 
an average of over 692 daily, the room having been open on 
303 days; with an average of over seven volumes daily 
for each reader. 


Newspaper Room.—The. number of readers during the 
year has been 23,648, giving a daily average of 78, the room 


re] 
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having been open on 3803 days. The number of volumes 
replaced after use was 58,567, giving a daily average of over 
193 volumes, and of over two volumes to each reader, 
not reckoning volumes, chiefly Parliamentary Papers, taken 
from the shelves of the Newspaper Room by the readers 
themselves. 


Map Room.—313 visitors have been admitted to the Map 
Room for the purpose of special geographical research. 


V. Accessions.—(a) 27,370 volumes and pamphlets (includ- 
ing 127 atlases, &c., and 1,405 books of music) have been added 
to the Library in the course of the year. Of these 5,901 
were presented, 13,904 were received under the provisicns 
of the Copyright Act, 376 by Colonial Copyright, 581 by 
International Exchange, and 6,608 by Purchase. 


(b) 64,065 parts of volumes (or separate numbers of 
periodical publications and of works in progress) have also 
been added to the Library. Of these 2,827 were presented, 
38,646 received under the provisions of the Copyright Act, 
275 by .Colonial Copyright, 399 by International Exchange, 
and 21,918 by Purchase. 


(c) 1,474 maps in 8,919 sheets, have been added to the 
eollection in the course of the year. Of these 738 maps in 
1,247 sheets were presented, 473 maps in 6,326 sheets were 
received under the provisions of the Copyright Act, 38 maps 
in 47 sheets by Colonial Copyright, and 225 maps in 
1,299 sheets were acquired by Purchase. 


(d) 7,751 Musical Publications have been added to the 
collection. Ofthese 7,377 were received under the provisions 
of the Copyright Act, 318 by Colonial Copyright, and 56 
acquired by Purchase. 


(e) The number of newspapers published in the United 
Kingdom, received under the provisions of the Copy- 
right Act during the past year, has been 3,261, comprising 
221,269 single numbers; 1,179 of these newspapers were 
published in London and its suburbs; 1,521 in other parts 
of England and Wales and za the Channel islands ; 283 in 
Seotland, and 278 in Ireland; 4 sets containing 543 numbers 
have been received by Colonial Copyright ; 229 sets containing 
29,473 numbers of colonial and foreign Newspapers have 
been presented, and 82 sets containing 12 volumes and 
15,389 numbers of current colonial and foreign Newspapers 
have been purchased. 


(f) The number of distinct works comprised in the 27,370 
volumes and pamphlets, the 64,065 parts of volumes, the 
1,474 maps and the 7,751 separate pieces of music, already 
mentioned, amounts approximately to 33,322. Of these, 5,854 
were presented, 20,626 acqnired by Bnglish Copyright, 22 
by Colonial Copyright, 504 by International Exchange, and 
5,516 by Purchase. 
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(g) 3,887 articles not included in the foregoing paragraphs 
have been received in the Department. These consist cf 
Broadsides, Parliamentary Papers, and other miscellaneous 
items. The addition of this number to those already given 
produces a total of 108,123 articles, exclusive of newspapers, 
received in the Department i in the course of the year. . 


Acquisitions of Special Interest.—Seventy-two English 
books printed before the year 1640, and ninety-seven foreign 
Incunabula have been acquired by purchase during the year 
1903.

It is believed to have been printed 
at Dumfries at Burns’ expense in 1789, 


“First Fruits of Australian Poetry,” privately printed, 
Sydney, New South Wales, by George Howe, 1819. The 
earliest Australasian book in the Library and one of the earliest 
books printed at Syaney. The poems are by Barron Field,’ 
Judge of the Supreme Court of New South Wales, 1817-1824. 
The author was a personal friend of ‘Charles Lamb, who 
reviewed this book in the “ Examiner,” 16th January, 1820.

The Commercial Arithmetic of Hans Widmann, printed 
by Conrad Kachelofen at Leipsic, 1487. The works of a few 
Greek and Roman arithmeticians were printed at an earlier 
date, but this is the first medizeval or modern work on 
Arithmetic printed in Germany. 

“Regimen Sanitatis Salernitanum,” the first book printed 
at Besancon, 1487. 

“Passio Christi,” printed by Claes Leeu, Antwerp, 1487. 
This book contains many interesting woodcuts: no other 
copy of it is known.

Vérard at Paris, about 1496. The only other known copy of 
this book is preserved in the Bibliotheque Nationale, Paris. 

The Iliad translated into Latin prose by Lorenzo Valla, 
printed by Battista Farfengi at Brescia, 1497. 

A Breviary of the Diocese of Olmiitz, printed by Johann 
Reinhard von Gruningen at Strassburg, 1499. 

A Missal and Manual of the Diocese of Lausanne, printed 
by Jean Bellot, at Geneva, 1500. A work hitherto undescribed. 

A Sarum Missal, printed by Jean Du Pré, Paris, 1504, con- 
taining several of the illustrations produced by Jean Du Pré 
in the Missals printed by him. Of these Missals the Library 
possesses at present only one.

The Department has not acquired any large collection 
of manuscripts during the past year, but it has been enriched 
by many acquisitions of great interest. 


It received by gift from the Egypt Exploration Fund 
nineteen valuable Greek papyri of the first and second 
centuries, including fragments of unknown epic, lyric, comic, 
historical, and philosophical writings, a long treatise on 
metre, scholia on the 21st book of the Iliad, and dated docu- 
ments of considerable paleeographic interest; also a Latin 
Papyrus of the second century, relating to the pecuniary 
affairs of Roman soldiers. It also acquired by purchase a 
large quantity of papyri, ranging from the second century B.C. 
to the seventh century after Christ. These include several 
perfect dated documents of the Ptolemaic period, and a large 
number of official and business documents of the Roman and 
Byzantine periods ; to the latter date belong several books, 
of a shape and kind hitherto unknown, containing records of 
taxation. The whole collection, when arranged, may be 
expected to yield between two hundred and three hundred 
documents of substantial value, besides a very large quantity 
of smaller fragments. 


The most important sales during the year were a further 
portion of the collections of the late Sir Thomas Phillipps, 
and the Crowcombe Court Sale, in April and May. At the 
former the Department secured two rolls (1) of Necessary 
Expenses of Edward I., 1277-78, and (2} of Household Ex- 
penses of Edward II., 1828; a rental of Chester Abbey, 1398; 
the prolongation by Charles VI. of France of the treaty 
between England and Burgundy, 1408, with the Great Seal ; 
Bond of Viscount Welles on behalf of Henry VIL, to Philip, 
Archduke of Austria, to observe the treaty concluded between 
England and the Archduke as Governor of the Netherlands, 
1496, with seal of arms; Collections of Sir Julius Cesar, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, temp. Eliz.— James I. (a 
valuable addition to the Cesar Papers in Add. MSS. 12,496- 
12,508); Transcript of the Register of the Order of the 
Garter, 1553-1621 ; History of the English Civil War, written 
in Latin by an Italian diplomatist in England, circ. 1655 ; 
Letters of Lord Nottingham to the Duke of Ormonde, 
1703-4; Letters from Sir Thomas Burnet, son of Bishop 
Burnet, to George Duckett on political and literary matters, 
1712-22. At the Crowcombe Court Sale the more important

By private treaty the Museum has acquired a valuable 
collection of documents from the. muniment-room -of Aston 
Hall in Cheshire, comprising in all 5,731 charters and rolls, 


together with 27 volumes of papers. About 2,000 of the 


charters relate to the Priory of Nuneaton in Warwickshire 
from its foundation cire. 1153-5 down to its dissolution in 
1539, and are of special value as very little has hitherto been 
known of the history of this religious house. The remainder 
mostly relate to Chester and the Cheshire estates of the 
Aston family from the 12th century downwards and to lands 
in Lancashire at or near Liverpool and elsewhere, but many 
other counties are also represented.

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DEPARTMENT OF EGYPTIAN AND ASSYRIAN ANTIQUITIES. 


I.— Arrangement, Cataloguing, &c. 
EGYPTIAN ANTIQUITIES :— 


The general re-arrangement of the Egyptian Collection has 
been continued, and a number of important objects, acquired 
during the year, have been incorporated and exhibited. 


The miscellaneous antiquities which were exhibited in the 
Egyptian Vestibule, and belonged to various periods, have 
been removed, and a series of monuments chiefly of the period 
of the [Vth to the VIth dynasties have been arranged there 
in chronological order. 


The greater part of the contents of the Fourth Egyptian 
Room have been re-arranged, and new shelves and fittings 
have been added to accommodate the recent acquisitions. 


The Mummy-cases in the First and Second Egyptian 
Rooms have been re-arranged and re-lettered, and the labels 
have been altered as required by the incorporation of recent 
acquisitions. 

The ushabtiu figures have been classified, and as far as 
possible arranged in chronological order. 


The old Wall-cases from the Third Egyptian Room have 
been rebuilt in the Carthaginian Basement, and the Assyrian 
and Babylonian bricks have been temporarily arranged in 
them. 


Sixty-seven alabaster plinths have been made, and bronze 
objects have been mounted upon them ; one hundred and ninety- 
six satinwood pedestals have been made, and six hundred and 
fifty-seven yellow-wood pedestals have been prepared, and 
figures of gods have been mounted upon them. Two hundred 
and thirty wooden labels have been made and fixed. 


Three Table-cases have been fitted with cloth-covered 
fittings ; brass stands with rings have been fitted to forty- 
four alabaster and hard stone vases, and glass bottles; two 
hundred and thirty objects have been remounted; twenty 
Greek and sixty-nine Coptic ostraka have been exhibited, 
with descriptive labels, in the Table-cases. 


The Papyrus of Queen Netchemet has been remounted 
and exhibited in a new oak frame in the Egyptian Gallery. 


Thirty-two vases, figures, &c., have been cleaned, and 
thirty-one objects have been repaired ; thirty-one pieces of 
Coptic and Byzantine needlework have been cleaned and 
exhibited in the Third Egyptian Room. The frescoes have 
been removed from the Egyptian Gallery, and re-backed, 
and repaired, and exhibited in the Third Egyptian Room in 
specially prepared Standard Cases. , 
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Four hundred and seventy-three objects have been 
registered ; eight thousand and seven hundred and fifty-four 
objects have been re-numbered; one hundred and_ forty 
ostraka have been copied, thirty ostraka have been collated ; 
and twelve hundred and ninety-six labels have been written 
and attached to cbjects. 


About eight thousand scarabs and other amulets have been 
classified and arranged preparatory to cataloguing, and about 
thirteen thousand case and catalogue numbers have been 
attached to them. 


The greater part of the new Guide to the Third and 
Fourth Egyptian Rooms has been written. 


ASSYRIAN ANTIQUITIES :— 


The general re-arrangement of the Babylonian and 
Assyrian collections (the unexhibited section) has been con- 
tinued. Twelve thousand six hundred and forty tablets have 
been re-numbered, and the necessary alterations have been 
made in the registers and case-books. The 1903-10-13 collec- 
tion has been numbered and arranged ; sixteen thousand three 
hundred and six boxes containing tablets have been lined with 
cotton wool; one hundred and fifty trays containing tablets 
have been labelled. 


The Assyrian bas-reliefs presented by His Majesty the 
King and by the Library Committee of the Corporation of 
the City of London, have been cleaned, mounted, and labelled. 
The tablets of the Kuyunjik Collection have been re-examined, 
and 118 fragments have been rejoined, all “ rejoins” having 
been noted on the labels. 


Three thousand four hundred and eighty-eight tablets and 
other objects have been registered, and five hundred and 
ninety-six tablets have been cleaned and repaired. An index 
to the “Incantation Tablets” has been begun, and three 
hundred and eighty tablets have been copied for publication. 


Publications —Parts XVI. and XVII. of “Cuneiform 
Texts from Babylonian Tablets, &c. in the British Museum,” 
have been compiled and issued. A revised and greatly 
enlarged edition of the ‘Guide to the First and Second 
Egyptian Rooms” has been printed, and issued. 


Students.—Two thousand seven hundred and fifty visits 
have been made to the Department by students and others ; 
and seven thousand two hundred and eighteen objects have 
been issued for their use. 

Sixty-two parties, comprising about eight hundred persons, 
have been personally conducted through the Department by 
the staff. The parties came from Institutions, educational 
and social, at Hornsey, Hampstead, Harrow, Marylebone, 
Clapham, Bethnal Green, Wood Green, Welwyn, Limehouse, 
Waltham, Clapham, Eton College, &e.

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ii. ASSYRIAN :— 


A collection of two hundred and fifty-one tablets 
from various sites in Lower Babylonia, of the 
period of the rule of the kings of the IInd 
dynasty of Ur, about B.c. 2500-B.c. 2300. A 
considerable number of these are written in the 
ancient Sumerian language, and the inscriptions 
represent memoranda drawn up for incorpora- 
tion into large reports on the extent of the 
temple properties. The estates which formed 
the possessions of the temple of Shirpurla, or 
Lagash (the modern Tell Lo) lay on each side of 
the Hai River, and were divided into sections, 
apparently on a system which was based on 
their productive qualities. Such sections were 
earefully measured, and the amounts of the 
products of each, 2.¢e., of dates, fodder, wheat, 
&c., were duly registered on the tablets which 
concerned the various districts. Subsequently 
figures and details from the smaller documents 
were incorporated in large tablets from twelve 
to eighteen inches square. The remaining tablets 
in the collection are contracts drawn up 
in the script and style which were current in 
Babylonia from B.c. 2300-B.c. 1800. Several of 
these are what is known as “ case-tablets,” 4.e., 
tablets enclosed within clay envelopes; the 
contract or deed is inscribed both on the tablet 
and on the envelope, but on the latter the 
impressions of the seals of the witnesses are 
often found.

Artistically the vignettes are 
most instructive and valuable, as they illus- 
trate a phase of decoration of funeral papyri, 
and show the order which was assigned to 
them in royal and canonical papyri of 
the period. This papyrus is a trustworthy

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DEPARTMENT OF GREEK AND ROMAN ANTIQUITIES. 


I.— Arrangement, Cataloguing, &e. 


The reconstructed Ionic capital from the early temple of 
Artemis at Ephesus has been placed in the Archaic Room. 
Three reliefs from Roman sarcophagi have been removed 
from the Mausoleum Annexe and placed on slate shelves 
on the wall of the first-Graeco-Roman Room. Casts of 
fragments have been added to slabs VI. (east) and XXXVI. 
(north) of the Parthenon Frieze. 


Three bases, four inscriptions, three heads, one statue, and 
twenty-one miscellaneous objects have been mounted. 


Nine dozen plinths have been made for terracottas, and 
10 for bronzes; 57 wooden labels prepared and fixed; 12 
blocks have been made for gems and | large cameo has been 
remounted ; 30 Terracottas, 81 Vases, 32 Bronzes, 19 Lamps, 
and 6 miscellaneous objects have been cleaned and repaired ; 
648 labels written, 97 printed, 417 objects numbered, and 
93 registered. 


The Catalogue of Terracottas has been completed. Vol. ILI. 
of the Catalogue of Sculpture is in the press. Progress has 
been made with the Catalogues of Vases (Vol. I.); of Roman 
Pottery and Lamps; and of Greek, Etruscan, and Roman 
Jewellery.

12. Onyx cameo: Eros walking to 1. holding a butterfly 
to his face. . 

13. Nicolo cameo: two Cupids confronted leaning upon 
inverted torches. From Cyzicus. 

14. Sardonyx cameo; in the centre is Semelé seated to 1. 
Before her stands a nymph, nude except for drapery round 
her lower limbs, who receives the newly-born Dionysos

Incised on the body 
of the lamp are a vine-stalk and two clusters of grapes. From

IL—Arrangement. 


Prehistorve Section.—The labelling of the bronze objects 
by means of type-written tickets has been proceeded with, 
and is practically complete: the table-cases containing the 
French, Italian, and British barrow antiquities have been 
re-arranged. The wall-cases containing the Greenwell Collec- 
tion have been repainted, and the objects replaced after 
cleaning. Plinths with permanent labels have now been 
provided for most of the Bronze Age pottery from Germany. 


Late-Celtic and Gaulish Sections.—The wall-case fittings 
for the Morel collection have been completed, and a frame 
with four plates from M. Morel’s Album, representing the 
chariot-burial at Somme Bionne (Marne) has been placed in 
the case containing the antiquities from the grave. 


Romano-British Section.—Additions have been made to 
the selection of sepulchral and domestic pottery on exhibition. 
Two stone labels have been affixed to inscribed tablets in the 
Roman Gallery on the ground-floor. 


Medieval Room.—Much progress has been made with the 
permanent labelling of the collections, and certain sections, 
including the Oriental metal-work, are now complete. 


Glass and Ceramic Room.-—The English pottery has 
been numbered in accordance with the recently published 
Catalogue,.and a large number of the pieces have been 
permanently labelled. 


Asiatic Saloon.—The remainder of the reconstructed wall- 
cases (92-100) have been refitted specially for the exhibition, 
by permission of the India Office, of a collection of mis- 
cellaneous antiquities discovered in Kastern Turkestan by 
Dr. M. A. Stein. Smaller objects are exhibited in table-case H 
adjoining. ‘Two table-cases containing Japanese and Chinese 
porcelain have been cleared and provided with plate-glass 


fittings, while the case of Japanese sword-guards has been 
refittet and lined. 


Gallery of Religions.—An additional standard-case has 
been filled with selected pieces of Buddhist sculpture from 
ruined topes in India, and severa! sculptures have been repaired 
and mounted on stone or wooden plinths. 


American Room.—All the cases have been cleared, and 
_the wall-cases dismantled and removed to make way for 
- new suite. 


Ethnographical Gallery.—In the Asiatic section the 
Tibetan, Mongolian, and Burmese ornaments and Asiatic pipes 
. in table-case 206 have been arranged and labelled, and a frame 
of Assamese ornaments exhibited on a screen in the centre. 
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In the next section a collection of Malay ornaments and 
weapons (published in Fascicult Malayenses), collected by 
Messrs. N. Annandale and H. C. Robinson, and given by the 
Royal Society, has been exhibited in wall-case 147 and table- 
case 203. A miscellaneous collection made by Professor 
Baldwin Spencer and Mr. F. J. Gillen in Australia, of orna- 
ments, weapons, and ceremonial objects, has been arranged in 
wall-case 29 and table-case 174. The collection of tapa-cloths 
from the Pacific has been classified and catalogued. 


In wall-cases 124-6 of the Pacific section has been exhibited 
an important series of feather cloaks from Hawaii deposited 
on loan by His Majesty the King, and a remarkable food- 
trough from Rubiana Lagoon (Solomon Islands) has* been 
placed above wall-cases 41-3. 


In the African section the textiles have been classified 
and catalogued. All the bronze plaques from Benin have 
been arranged and fixed in three new standard-cases, and 
labelled permanently. The contents of drawers and cup- 
boards in this section have been examined and re-arranged, 
and wall-cases 53-5, 58, 61-7, and six table-cases arranged 
and labelled in part. 


Life-size figures of South African natives have been exhi- 
bited in two new standard cases: two leaves of a carved decor 
from N. Nigeria have been placed above wall-cases 58-60; 
and all the East African shields above the cases on the east 
side of the room have been classified. 

A standard-case has been refitted and an exhibition of 
Kabyle pottery arranged. 

In the American section, the Freeman collection of Black- 
foot weapons, ornaments, and ceremonial objects has been 
exhibited in wall-case 24 and table-case 190, while four new 
bases for table-cases have been placed in position. 


All the table-cases in the Central and Asiatic Saloons, the 
Prehistoric, Medizval, and Anglo-Saxon rooms have been 
shifted, and the floors polished throughout. 


Registration.—The registration of current acquisitions 
has been continued, and 1,788 objects have been added, while 
1,079 ethnographical specimens have been drawn and 
described. 

The Armoury at the Tower of London has been placed 
under the control of the Trustees, and the catalogue checked 
and found correct. 


Catalogues.—The Guide to Early Christian and Byzantine 
Antiquities in the Department and the Catalogue of English 
pottery have been completed, and were published in April 
and December respectively. The Guide to the Antiquities of 
the Bronze Age in the Department has been sent to press, 
and progress has been made with Guides to the Ethnographical 
as well as the English pottery and porcelain collections. 
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The finger-rings in the Franks collection, for which there 
is no exhibition space, have been classified in drawers, and 9 
cupboards have been cleared and fitted for storing African 
textiles and Pacific tapa-cloth. 


Photographs to the number of 170 have been taken in the 
Department to illustrate the Early Christian and Ethno- 
graphical Guides ; 20 stands have been varnished, 1,058 type- 
written ticket-labels cut and bordered, 41 mounting boards 
papered, 845 specimens mounted, and 90 headings fer slips 
printed on the hand-press. 


Registration-numbers have been painted on 3,987 speci- 
mens, and 1,001 permanent labels written. Wooden labels, 
plinths, trays, and pedestals have been prepared to the 
number of 1,041, and the mounting of the Roman pavement 
from Thruxton on slate has been completed. 


Two thousand four hundred and forty-five students and 
visitors have been received in the Department, and two 
parties of University Extension students have been conducted 
through the Ethnographical Gallery and Prehistoric Room by 
members of the staff.

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DEPARTMENT OF COINS AND MEDALS. 


Il.—Eahibitions. 


A selection of electrotypes has been arranged and placed 
on exhibition in Caso XVIII. in the Corridor, illustrating 
the coinages of the various Muhammadan dynasties from the 
7th century of the Christian era down to the present time. 
It consists of representative coins of the Ommayad and 
Abbasid Caliphs, of the Seljuks in Western Asia, of the 
Othmanli Turks, of the Shahs of Persia, of the Moghul 
Emperors of India, &c. 


IJ.—Registration and Arrangement. 


1. Greek Serves :— 
753 coins have been registered and incorporated. 


10 coins, hitherto classed as “ uncertain,’ have been 
identified and incorporated. 


The series of Phrygia has been re-arranged and expanded 
to allow of fresh incorporations. 


Numerous re-attributions and re-arrangements have been 
made in the series of Asia Minor in accordance with Imhoof- 
Blumer’s recently published work Klevnasiatische Munzen. 
Rectifications have been made in the series of the Aegean 
Islands and in those of Northern and Central Greece and 
Athens. 


Additions have been made to the MS. bibliography of 
Greek Numismatics. 


The following collections have been examined, notes made 
on important coins, and selections, where necessary, made for 
the Museum :—(i) a large collection from Cyprus ; (ii) three 
series of coins of Magna Graecia; (iii) a series of coins of 
Greece Proper and Asia Minor. ‘ 

In preparation for the catalogue of Cyprus, 136 coins 
have been weighed, arranged, and described. Casts have 
been made and arranged on 26 plates, and a table of the 
Cypriote syllabary has been drawn up so far as it is 
represented on the coinage. 


In preparation for the Catalogue of Phrygia, a provisional 
list of the more important types on the quasi-autonomous 
and imperial coins of the cities in Phrygia has been made. 


2. Roman Serves :— 
276 coins have been registered and 316 incorporated. 


In preparation for the Catalogue of Roman Republican 
coins the following coins have been weighed ; the gold, silver, 
and bronze ceins struck during the first century B.c., and 
classed to Gaul; 200 gold and silver coins attributed to the 
Kast ; 100 consular coins, and also the coins of Augustus 
struck in the East. . 
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The transference of the Roman Imperial coins to new 
“ Greek gauge” cabinets, with fresh labels, has been carried 
back to the reign of Caracalla. 

In preparation for the Catalogue of Byzantine coins, the 
coins of the Emperors from Arcadius to Basiliscus have been 
brought together in one cabinet and placed at the beginning 
of the Byzantine series. The coins of Anastasius I. and 
Justin I, have been arranged and re-arrangements have been 
made throughout the whole series, new tickets being written 
where necessary. The coins of the African and Italian mints 
have been incorporated in the general series. 


The bibliography of the Byzantine series has been 
continued. 


661 Byzantine coins have been weighed. 


The following collections have been examined and 
selections, where necessary, made for the Museum :—(i) a 
series of early Roman Republican bronze coins; (ii) four 
collections of Roman Republican denarii; (iii) a hoard of 
2,796 Imperial coins found at Croydon ; (iv) two large collec- 
tions of Byzantine gold; (v) four collections of Byzantine 
silver and bronze coins. 


3. British and Colonial Series :— 


1,539 coins and medals have been registered, and 1,660 
coins and medals have been incorporated. 

A series of 110 gold and silver coins has been selected to - 
be electrotyped for the museum of the Royal Mint. 

Ten plates of casts of English medals have been prepared 
for the Medallic Illustrations of British History. 

A small find of coins of Stephen and Henry II. has been 
examined and an important selection made. 


A, Medieval and Modern Series :— 


323 coins and medals have been registered and incor- 
porated. 

Rectifications have been made in the Bohemian and 
Hungarian series in accordance with recent researches, and 
fresh tickets written where required. 

Five “ Uncertain ” tickets of Venice have been identified 
and incorporated. 

The descriptive lists of Italian medals of the 15th and 
16th centuries have been continued. 

A large series of German coins and a series of French 
jetons have been examined and selections made for the 
Museum. 
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5. Oriental Series :-— 


362 coins have been registered and 914 have been 
incorporated. 


58 coins formerly classed as uncertain have been identified. 


The series of coins described in the first five volumes of 
the catalogue has been expanded so as to allow of fresh 
incorporations, and a list has been made of all new mints 
and dates on coins acquired since the publication of the 
Catalogue. 


The uninscribed lead series of the Andhra dynasty has 
been arranged. 


The following collections have been examined, and 
selections made where required for the Museum :—(i) a 
collection of coins of the Ksatrapas of Surastra and other 
ancient dynasties of Western India; (ii) a collection from 
Baluchistan and a number of medizval and modern coins 
found in Baluchistan ; (iii) a find of about 500 coins of Rajputs 
of Delhi, Kanauj, and Narwar; (iv) a collection of various 
ancient dynasties of Western India.

The Catalogue of the Coins of Parthia, by Warwick 
Wroth, has been published. 


IV.—Acquisitions. 


The total number of Coins and Medals added to the 
Department during the year 1903 is 1,557, of which 43 are 
of gold, 409 of silver, 1,071 of bronze, and 34 of other metals.

REMARKABLE COINS AND MEDALS. 


1. Greek Serves :—- 
(a.) Hurope :— 
Entella in Sicily.—A very rare silver litra of the fourth 
century B.C., formerly in the Northwick and Fox Collections. 


Perinthus in Thrace.—A very fine large brass coin of 
Hadrian. Reverse, Roma standing. 

Toprrus in Thrace—A bronze coin of M. Aurelius Caesar. 
Reverse, River-god, Nestos ? recumbent. 


Thrace, Rhoemetalces I, 11 B.c.-12 A.D.—A bronze coin 
bearing portraits of Rhoemetalces and his Queen, jugate, with 
a small head, apparently feminine, between them. 


Istrus, Moesiae Inferioris.—An obol of great rarity and 
perhaps unique, of the fourth century B.c. The obverse type 
shows two heads united, in opposite directions, upwards and 
downwards, possibly those of the rising and setting Sun. 


Panticapaeum in the Tauric Chersonesus.—A bronze 
coin of anew type. Obverse, Head of Apolio; reverse, Bow 
and Quiver. 

Delphi in Phocis.—Two silver coins of the early part of 
the fifth century B.c., with the dudadbe ying, (a circle with a 
point in the centre,) on the reverse, and on the obverse, 
a ram’s head, and a man’s head wearing an archer’s cap, 
respectively. 
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Huboea.—A tetradrachm of about 400 B.c., on the obverse 
of which is a very beautiful head of the nymph Euboea, 
and on the reverse a bull standing. The head on this coin is 
much finer than that on the only other known specimen which 
was in the Photiades collection soid in 1890. 


Histiaea in Euboea.—A small silver coin remarkable for 
the countermark with which it is stamped, a Gorgoneion, the 
type of the archaic coins of the neighbouring city of Eretria. 


Aegae in Achaea.—A very rare obol of the fifth century 
B.C. Obverse, goat’s head ; reverse, head of bearded Dionysos 
crowned with ivy. 


Elis.—A drachm of the fifth century B.c. Obverse, eagle 
flying with a serpent in his claws; Reverse, thunderbolt. 
This rare drachm bears two countermarks—a lion’s head, and 
an incuse circle quartered. 


Paros.—An archaic drachm weighing 56 grs. Obverse, 
goat; Reverse, Euboic incuse. Both in weight and style this 
coin differs from the rest of the early Parian issues. 


(b6.) Asia :— 
Bithynia.—Prusias II. (180-149 B.c.), A bronze coin with 
a fine portrait of the king. 


Asia Provincia.—A silver “medallion” of Hadrian 
having on the reverse the temple of the two Nemeses of 
Smyrna. The temple is inscribed NEMEC, and in the 
exergue is CMYP. ‘This medallion is unpublished. 


Pergamum in Mysva.—A small bronze coin of fine style. 
Obverse, female head in sphendone; Reverse, boar’s head, 
triskelis, and uncertain symbol. 


Proconnesus in the Propontis.—A silver coin of the 
fourth century B.c. Obverse, head of Aphrodite with hair 
in sphendone ; Reverse, oenochos. 


Ephesus in Ionia.—Hlagabalus. Reverse, agonistic table 
on which are two prize-crowns for the Ephesian Oecumenic 
Olympian Games, and the inscription EPECIA OAYMTTIA 
OIKOYMENIKA. 

Ephesus in Ionia.—-Severus Alexander. Reverse, inscrip- - 
tion, TANIQNIOC. Figure of the Panionian Artemis 
standing beside a prow. This coin was struck on the 
occasion of one of the Panionian Festivals. 


Taba in Caria.—M. Aurelius. Reverse, statue of Artemis 
in shrine. 

Cos and Miletus in alliance.—Antoninus Pius. The 
Coan Asklepios and the Didymean Apollo with hands joined. 

Sardes wn Lydia.—EHlagabalus. Reverse, cultus-statue of 
the Sardian goddess between two agonistic tables. Inscrip- 
tion, OIKOYMENIKA. 
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Thyatira in Lydia.—A rare cistophorus, bearing the 
initials of King Eumenes II., and a date corresponding to 
BIO. 188. 


Apameta in Phrygia.—Four cistophori, one of which is 
an ancient plated specimen. 


Cibyra in Phrygia.—A rare tetradrachm and three 
drachms of the second century B.c., with helmeted male 
head on the obverse and horseman charging on the reverse. 


Cibyra and Ephesus in alliance.—Severus Alexander. 
Reverse, Cibyra and Artemis of Ephesus joining hands. 


Cidyessus in Phrygia.—Three coins of Domitian, struck 
by the High Priest Flavius Pinarius, and one of Otacilia, 
struck in the second year of office of the archon Aur. Marcus. 

Colossae in Phrygia.-—Caracalla, with unpublished in- 
scription to the effect that the coin was “dedicated to the 
Colossians by Menekles, twice Stephanephoros.” Type, the 
god Mén with bucranium at his feet. 


Cotiaéum in Phrygia.—A coin struck by M. Lepidus, 
Proconsul of Asia under Tiberius. Also one of a later date, 
bearing the nawe of Aur. Marcianus. 


Documewm vn Phrygia.— Goddess (Roma ?) seated resting 
on shield. 


Epicteteis in Phrygia.—Three rare autonomous coins of 
the second century B.c. 


Eucarpera in Phrygia.—A remarkable quasi-autonomous 
coin. Obverse, Head of Demos; Reverse, Artemis Huntress 
standing to front between a stag and a cultus-idol of herself 
in Asiatic form (Imhoof, Kleinasiatische Miinzen, 228). 


Hierapolis in Phrygia.—A quasi-autonomous coin. 
Obverse, Head of Zeus TPQIOC; Reverse, Apollo Kitharistes. 
Also imperial coins with the following types—River-god 
Chrysorhoas, Apollo Kitharistes, Temple erected in honour 
of the Imperial Family in the time of Claudius, and inscribed 
FENE! ZEBAZTON. 

Hyrgalers wn Phrygia.— A coin bearing a date 306, 
reckoned probably from the Sullan era (84 B.c.) and be- 
longing therefore to A.D. 222, the first year of the reign of 
Severus Alexander. 


Julia wn Phyrgia.—A coin of Aemilian, struck under 
the archonship of Philotimus. formerly in the Wigan 
Collection. 


Laodiceia in Phrygia.—A rare cistophorus with a curious 
grafito, apparently ATTA and A. Also a coin of Caracalla 
dated 88, according to an era beginning either in 123-4 or, 
less probably in 129-30 a.D., in Hadrian’s reign. 


Midaéum vm Phrygia.—A coin of Caracalla, stru 
Aelianus, First Archon. Reverse, the City seated on 
with the River-god, Tembris, swimming at her fect.

Peliae wn Phrygia.—Six coins ranging from Seleucid 
times to Julia Mamaea, including one of M. Aurelius, with 
a shrine of the Ephesian Artemis on the reverse. 


Philomeium in Phrygia.— An imperial coin with a 
figure of the River-god Gallos on the reverse. 


Sibidunda in Phrygia.—Commodus. Reverse, Artemis. 
The only other known example of this rare coin is in the 
Waddington Collection, Paris. 


Siocharas in Phrygia.—Geta. Reverse, ETI OIAICKO- 
YAIAOY APX CIOXAPAKEITQN MOZEA. A coin of 
great rarity, giving the correct name of the chief city of the 
Mozeani, which was before the discovery of this coin wrongly 
conjectured to have been Hierocharax. The archon’s name,. 


Philiskoulides, is new and, perhaps, a local or softened form 
of Philiskourides. 


Synnada in Phrygia.—A very rare cistophorus with 
mint-name, ZYN, Symbol, Owl on Amphora, A between the 
serpents. 


Temenothyrae in Phrygia. — Gallienus. Reverse, the 
Rider-god, Sabazios, carrying the double axe. 


Trajanopolis in. Phrygia.—An imperial coin. Reverse, 
Zeus Laodikeus, a finely preserved specimen in brilliant 
brass. 


Magydus in Pamphylia.—Commodus. Reverse, River- 
god and date TKA (321), of doubtful era. 


Apollonia Mordiaeum in Pisidva.—Quasi-autonomous 
coin. Obverse, Head of City; Reverse, River - god 
ITTTTOSOPAC. 

Anazarbus in Cilicia.—Caracalla? Reverse, Artemis 
beside stag and name of festival CYNOYCIA OIKOY- 
MENIKA previously unrecorded. 

Amathus in Cyprus.--Four silver coins, one of which 
was probably struck by Evagoras I. of Salamis. 


Salamis in Cyprus.—aA rare didrachm of King Pnytagoras 
with the heads of Aphrodite and of Artemis. 


Cyprus.—A rare silver coin of King Epipalos. Also four 
silver and eight bronze Imperial coins, ranging from the 
time of Augustus to that of Julia Domna, 


Galatia.—Nero. A bronze coin struck in the name of the 
KOINON FAAATQN. Type, Temple. 


Ancyra vn Galatia.—Nine Imperial coins, some bearing 
the type of the local Zeus holding anchor and spear. 


Caesareia in Cappadocia.—A bronze coin reading ET A 
(year 4 of Trajan). 


Syria.—Alexander Balas and Cleopatra (150-145 B.c.). 
A remarkable tetradrachm of Attic weight, having on the 
obverse the busts, jugate, of the king and of his young wife. 
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Princess Cleopatra, the daughter of Ptolemy Philometor, 
King of Egypt. The queen’s bust, most characteristically in 
this particular instance, is placed in front of her husband’s. 
Both portraits are finely rendered. On the reverse is a 
figure of Zeus Nikephoros enthroned. 

Commagene.—Mithradates Kallinikos, B.c. 96. A bronze 
coin. Obverse, Hagle with palm; Reverse, Palm. 

Phenicia.— A remarkable archaic silver coin with a 
man-headed bull on the obverse, and a winged lion on the 
reverse. 

Gazain Judaea.— Julia Domna. Reverse, the City-goddess 
and Io, face to face with hands clasped. Inscription, FAZA 
-=ElW. 

Parthia.—Mithradates I., a rare drachm with an admirable 
portrait of the king. 

Elymais in Susiana.—Two unpublished drachms of King 
Kamnaskires, who reigned about 71 B.c. 


2. Roman Series :— 


Macrinus.—Two rare aurei, types, Jupiter and Felicitas. 

Septumius Severus.— Aureus commemorating the conquest 
of Syria, 194 a.p. 

Mocletian.—Two aurei of his 38rd and 4th consulships, 
289 and 290 A.D. 


Maximianus Herculeus.—Two aurei, one representing the 
emperor in the character of Hercules, the other comme- 
morating the “Concordia” of Maximian and Diocletian 
after their eastern campaigns, struck in 303 A.D. 


Croydon Find. ---210 Roman bronze coins of Con- 
stantius II., Constans, Magnentius, and Constantius Gallus 
Cesar, selected from a large hoard recently discovered at 
Croydon. These coins, which must have been buried in 
351 A.D, were struck at the following mints: Tréves, Lyons, 
Amiens, Arles, Rome, Aquileia, Siscia, Thessalonica, and 
Constantinople. They will largely help to determine the 
sequence of the various issues in the middle of the fourth 
century A.D. Presented by the Council of the County 
Borough of Croydon.

GENERAL PROGRESS. 
Visitors. 


‘The total number of visits paid by the public to the 
galleries of the Natural History Museum during the year 
was 486,733, as compared with 433,619 in 1902, an increase 
of over 53,000. This is the largest total which has been 
attained in any year since the opening of the Museum to the 
public, the previous largest being 485,288 in 1900, On 
Sundays 63,188 visits were recorded as against 61,035 in 
1902: 

The average daily attendance for all open days during the 
year was 1,340°8; for week-days only, 1,861:°8; and for 
Sunday afternoons, 1,215°1. 


Electrve Light. 


Progress has been made with the lighting of the studies 
and workrooms of the Museum by electricity as far as the 
limited sum (500/.) provided in the Estimates (Class I.) 
would allow. 


Flower Memorial. 


A bust, in white marble, of the late Sir W. H. Flower, 
Director of the Natural History Departments of the British 
Museum (1884-98), the work of Mr. Thomas Brock, R.A., has 
been presented to the Trustees by the Flower Memorial 
Committee. 


The bust, which has been placed in the Central Hall of 
the Museum, was formally unveiled on the 25th July by 
His Grace the Archbishop of Canterbury. 


Swiney Lectures. 


Dr. Flett delivered his third course of Swiney Lectures on 
Geology during November, the subject being “The Volcanoes 
of the World.” The lectures, twelve in number, were again 
delivered in the lJecture-theatre of the Victoria and Albert 
Museum, by permission of the Board of Education, and were 
attended by an average of 299 persons per lecture, as 
compared with 288 in 1902. 
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Zoological Hxploration of the Azores. 


With the sanction of the Trustees, Mr. Ogilvie-Grant 
visited the Azores for the purpose of making a collection of 
Zoological specimens. Mr. Grant was absent four months on 
this mission, and obtained a good representative collection 
of the fauna of the islands for the Museum. 


Geological Exploration in Egypt. 


Through the generosity of Mr. W. E. De Winton, the 
‘Trustees were again able to despatch Dr. C. W. Andrews to 
Egypt to continue his geological] exploration of the Fayum, 
where he succeeded in obtaining another valuable collection of 
fossil Vertebrata. The most important specimen discovered 
was a nearly complete skull and mandible of Arsinoitheriwm 
zitteli. Evidence of a larger species of the same genus was 
also met with. A nearly complete skull of Palwomastodon 
beadnelli, and jaws of new species of this primitive Probosci- 
dean, were an important addition to the collection. Remains 
of large new Hyracoids and a mandible of a large Creodont 
{ Pterodon), found with the preceding, are also noteworthy. 

For much assistance in preparing his equipment and 
facilitating transport, Dr. Andrews was indebted to Captain 
H. G. Lyons, R.E., Director-General of Egyptian Surveys. 


Arrangements have been made, with the sanction of the 
Lords Commissioners of His Majesty’s Treasury, for Dr. 
Andrews to proceed to Egypt again this year, to study 
specimens in the Geological Museum at Cairo, in connection 
with the preparation of a Catalogue of the Fossil Vertebrata 
of the Fayum to be published by the Trustees. 


National Antarctic Expedition. 


A collection of specimens made during the outward 
voyage of the Antarctic relief ship “ Morning” has been 
received at the Museum. 


Purchases. 


Among the more important acquisitions made by purchase 
during the year, special mention may be made of the Ker- 
remans Collection of Buprestid Beetles, consisting of 10,866 
specimens, including a large number of original types and 
many species new to the Museum collection, all named and in 
good condition. 


Bequest. 


An important accession has been made to the collections 
in the Geological Department through the bequest to the 
Trustees by the late Mr. William Vicary, of Exeter, of his 
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well-known collection of Devonshire fossils, comprising 
upwards of 9,800 specimens chiefly from the Cretaceous and 
Devonian formations and from Ordovician pebbles in the ° 
New Red Sandstone of Devonshire. 


Presents. 


The total number of presents recorded as having beem 
received during the year by the several Departments of the 
Museum was 1,997, as compared with 1,853 in 1902. Many 
of these comprised large numbers of individua] specimens.

GENERAL LIBRARY. 


The additions to the General Library during the past year 
have been :— 


By purchase - - - 419 volumes. 
By donation = - - - 630 volumes, 141 maps, and 
24 photographs. 
By transfer from other 
Departments - -- 15 volumes. 


ToraL. - - 1,064 volumes, 141 maps, and 
24 photographs. 


All the volumes and maps have been catalogued, press- 
marked, and put in their places, while 617 volumes have 
been bound in 432, four have been repaired, and 21 maps 
have been mounted. 
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The extent of the collection on the 3lst December was 
52,928 volumes, 5,542 maps, and 224 photographs (not includ- 
ing those in the Owen Collection of Drawings, &c.). 


The accessions to the Departmental Libraries have also 
been catalogued as they came in, and duplicate transcripts of 
the titles have been returned with the books. 


Altogether 2,241 title-slips have been written, 75 re- 
written, and 2,704 revised. 


There are now, on a rough estimate, 78,825 volumes 
(exclusive of continuations and minor separata) and 
5,828 maps in the whole building. 


Some Notes on the History of the Collections of the 
Books, MSS., and Drawings have been compiled and are now 
in the press. 

The printing of the Catalogue has been continued, and the 
work at the end of the year stood as follows :-—

Volume I. of the Catalogue (624 sheets), comprising the 
letters A to D, was issued in July.

The permanent card-catalogue has been mounted as far as 
the end of sheet 118, and the work of transferring to it 
the press-marks and other memoranda lias been completed 
as far as the middle of sheet 79, and partly effected as far as 
the end of sheet 97. 


The number of visits paid to the Library during the year 
by Students and others (irrespective of the staff and persons 
to whom the use of a key is granted) was 857. 


-InNDEX MUSEUM AND MORPHOLOGICAL COLLECTIONS. 


The bones of the Horse in the preparation set up to show 
the homology that exists between the skeletal parts of Man 
and the Horse have been entirely rearticulated in more 
correct positions than before, and to a large extent relabelled, 


and the preparation has been removed from the Entrance - 
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Hali to the North Hall where it is better seen than in its 
former position. The seventeen preparations of tne dentition 


of the Horse at different ages have also been transferred to 
the North Hall. 


A series of 72 Insects of various kinds from Mashonaland 
has been presented by Mr. Guy A. K. Marshall to show the 
remarkable community of pattern and coloration that may be 
exhibited by unrelated insects in the same district, and con- 
stitutes an important addition to the “ Mimicry Case.” 


Some new specimens, numerous figures, and a map showing 
the ‘‘Tsetse Belts,’ have been added to the “Tsetse Fly 
Case;” a fine specimen of the gigantic deep-sea Hydroid 
Branchiocerianthus has been placed on exhibition, and much 
work has been done in the way of respiriting and remounting 
such of the anatomical preparations in the Entrance Hall as 
were in need of attention. 


From the over-crowded cases in the Fish Gallery 900 
specimens have been removed as unsuited for exhibition, and 
have been placed in the new store-room in the Basement. 
More than a hundred of the remaining specimens have been 
restored and coloured according to published coloured figures 
and descriptions ; and as an experiment for ascertaining the 
most satisfactory means of displaying specimens of Fishes, 
one of the wall-cases has been fitted up with a sloping back- 
ground, upon which have heen set out selected specimens, 
mostly coloured, of Berycoid and Percoid Fishes. The most 
striking additions to the gallery are coloured casts of the 
great Blue Shark (Carcharodon) and Lamna, mounted upon 
a special table, with specimens of the real jaws and teeth of 
the same species ; a stuffed specimen of the newly-discovered 
deep-sea shark of Japan (Mitsukurina) ; a set of preparations 
of Lampreys and Hag Fishes in a special centre-case ; enlarged 
restorations of the Ostracoderm Fishes, Cephalaspis, Pteraspis, 
and Drepanaspis, based upon specimens in the Geological 
Department, and published descriptions and figures; and 
enlarged wax-models of the Ascidian Tadpole and of the 
free-swimming Ascidian Fritillaria, which have been added 
to the “ Amphioxus Case.” 


Plaster casts have been prepared of specimens of the 
Salmon, Grilse, Bull-trout, Sea-trout, Leven Trout, Suther- 
land Trout, Pollan, and Char, and these it is proposed to 
colour according to water-colour sketches made of the fresh 
fish immediately on their arrival.

TV.—ARRANGEMENT AND CONSERVATION, &C. 


The cases of British Orchard Pests have now been com- 
pleted in the Exhibition of Economic Zoology in the North 
Hall, and those dealing with Hop Pests, Root, Corn, Pulse, 
and Garden Produce have been further enlarged. New cases 
have also been started showing some of the chief insect pests 
of foreign fruits, and another of pests of coffee, tea, sugar, &c. 
The exhibition of animals injurious to Forestry has been 
considerably augmented, and new specimens are exhibited 
amongst the enemies of man. 


Some 1,200 specimens of Culicidz have been received 
during the year, and most have been examined. Some sixty 
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new species have been found amongst them, some of which 
have already been described in the “Entomologist,” the 
“Canadian HKntomologist,” the Proceedings of the Royal 
Society, the Journal of Tropical Medicine, and the Mémoirs 
of the Liverpool School of T'ropical Medicine. 


A number of larve and pup of different species have 
been sent by collectors, and are being preserved, Miss C.S. 
Ludlow (U.S.A.) has kindly sent specimens of her new 
species; Col. Giles, I.M.s., types of new species. Amongst 
the other numerous donors large collections have been 
received from Dr. Bancroft (Queensland); Dr. Moffatt and 
Dr. Aubrey Hodges (Uganda); Dr. Grabham (Jamaica, 
Azores, Pecos, New Mexico); Drs. Durham and Leicester 
(Fed. Malay States). 

The collection of Economie Insects has been augmented 
by the addition of a collection of Egyptian Insect Pests sent 
for identification by Mr. F. Fletcher, mM.a., and further 
specimens from the Imperial Department of "Agriculture of 
the West Indies. 


Numerous Ticks (Jvedide) connected with human and 
animal diseases and parasites have been received from Africa 
from Mr. Chas. Lounsbury (Gov. Entomologist, Cape Colony), 
and from various medical men. 


Most of the specimens of British Insect Pests exhibited 
have been collected by Mr. F. V. Theobald.

I—Arrangement and Conservation. 


Mammalia.—tin the exhibition series the work of mount- 
ing, labelling, and arranging the specimens has been 
continued. 


The specimens of Proboscidea and Sirenia have been 
transferred to the Geological Galleries in order to relieve 
the congestion in the Mammalian Gallery, and also to bring 
together the recent and extinct members of the groups men- 
tioned. Further space has been gained in the Gallery by the 
removal of the Giraffes and Harnessed Antelopes to the East 
and West Corridors respectively. This space has been utilised 
by giving more room to several of the groups of animals 
remaining in the Gallery, notably the Gazelles, Pigs, and 
Wild Asses, for which purpose the central partitions have 
been removed from many of the cases. 


Further improvements in the same direction are now 
being made by the removal of the Okapi to the East 
Corridor. 


The positions of the Rhinoceroses have been advan- 
tageously changed, and a less expensive method of protecting. 
these animals from injury has been devised. 


Many old and badly-mounted specimens have been re- 
mounted or replaced by new ones. The Roan Antelope 
case in the West Corridor has been fitted with artificial 
ground-work, and two cases have been transferred from 
the Fish reserve to this corridor, in which the Harnessed 
Antelopes are exhibited. 


In the East Corridor the two Giraffes presented by the 
Hon. Walter Rothschild and Major Powell-Cotton respec- 
tively have been put in position and fitted with artificial 
eround-work. A wall-case displaying sections of a Giraffe 
skull has been fixed near by. 


In the Upper Mammalian Gallery no special changes have 
been made. One case has been devoted to the exhibition of 
a series of coloured photographs of the different races of 
mankind. Several additions have been made to the series 
of enlarged photographs of human subjects. The group of 
Proboscis Monkeys has been remounted, and the nose of the 
male remodelled in accordance with recent photographs. 


In the North Hall a large number of new specimens of 
domesticated Mammals have been added, and a series of - 
specimens illustrating the callosities of the limbs of the 
Equide and the glands on those of other Mammals; and 
another series showing the differences between the limbs of 
thoroughbred and cart horses has been placed on exhibition. 
The cases containing the series illustrating the evolution of. 
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the Horse and the development of its dentition, and also 
that with the skeleton of a Man and a Horse have been 
transferred to this hall.

In the study series the work of labelling, registering, 

and incorporating the accessions has been carried on. A 
new cabinet has been added to the series containing the 
skins of small mammals. In the Upper Mammalian Saloon 
a new set of six double store-cupboards has been provided 
for larger Mammals, these being the last which the over- 
crowded space at disposal will admit of being erected. 
a The department is again greatly indebted to Dr. C. I. For- 
syth Major, Mrs. Oldfield Thomas, Mr. J. L. Bonhote, and 
Mr. Harold Schwann, for assistance in naming and labelling 
the accessions. 

Aves :—The arrangement and exhibition of Birds in the 
Gallery has been retarded for want of funds. The re- 
mounting of the Hornbills, Swifts, and Cuckoos has almost 
completed the arrangement of the Picarian Birds. Many 
specimens of the British series have been replaced by better 
mounted examples. 

An illustrated Guide to the Gallery has been completed 
and is now in the Press, and will shortly be issued to the 
public. 

Screens have been erected which partially shut off the 
bays from the centre of the Gallery, thus gaining wall space 
for exhibition purposes. 

Progress has been made with the osteological collection, 
and anumber of eggs have also been registered and incor- 
porated. 

The skeletons of the Ratitee, Sphenisci, Tubinares, Anseresg, 
and Coraciiformes have been labelled, catalogued, and placed 
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in cabinets. A series of preparations illustrating the anatomy 
of the Ratitz has been made and exhibited in the Gallery. 


Considerable additions have been made to the collection 
of birds in spirit. 

The fourth volume of the Catalogue of Eggs, and the fifth 
volume of the “ Handlist of Birds” are now in the press and 
will shortly be issued. 


Reptilia, Batrachia, and Pisces.—The re-arrangement of 
the specimens exhibited in the Reptile Gallery is approaching 
completion. The re-arrangement of the Fish Gallery is pro- 
eressing, and the light has been improved by the introduction 
of a new skylight. 


Mollusca.—The collection of Bulimoid land-shells has 
been partly arranged in accordance with the recent mono- 
graph by Dr. H. A. Pilsbry. The genus Xylophaga has been 
worked out and a new species described. The study collection 
of Pyramidellide has been re-arranged and many of the 
specimens, and also some of the Bullidc have been re-mounted 
in glass-topped boxes. Two large collections from South 
Africa have been named, presented by Lt.-Col. W. H. Turton, 
R.E., and J. H. Ponsonby, Esq. A lengthy report upon that 
presented by the Jatter has been published. 


A report upon the collection of Mollusca made by Mr. 
Stanley Gardiner at the Maldive Islands has been issued, 
and the whole collection, exclusive of the set retained for 
the Museum, has been named and returned to Cambridge. 
The selection, registration, mounting, and incorporation of 
the large number of accessions has occupied much time. 


Arachnida and Myriopoda.—The History of the collec- 
tions of Arachnida and Myriopoda has been written and 
seen through the press. A series of drawings illustrating 
anatomical characters has been prepared and exhibited in 
the gallery. Numerous additions have been made to the 
examples exhibited, and explanatory labels have been written 
and printed. 


| Insecta.—The arrangement of the Insect Gallery has been 
continued. Orthoptera of the families Gryllide, Phasgonu- 
ride, and Locustide, have been exhibited, accompanied by 
illustrations and descriptive labels. Additional drawings, 
diagrams, and labels have been placed with the introduc- 
tory series, with the Collembola, Mantide, and Phasmide, 
including enlarged coloured drawings of the curious eggs of 
the last-mentioned. 


A series of Bees has been placed on exhibition, accom- 
panied by nests, among which may be specially mentioned. a 
very large nest of a stingless Bee, Trigona, from Singapore. 


The British Insects of the Orders Diptera, Rhynchota, 
and Neuroptera, formerly exhibited in the North Hall, have 
been re-arranged in a cabinet in the Insect Gallery. 
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The acquisition of the large collection of Buprestid 
Coleoptera formed by Capt. Kerremans has necessitated the 
re-arrangement of this portion of the General Collection. 


Of the Malacoderm Coleoptera the Cebrionide, Rhipice- 
ride, Dascillide, Lycide, and Lampyride have been arranged 
and the various accessions, including those of the Godman- 
Salvin Collection incorporated. 


The re-arrangement of the Clavicorn families has been 
continued, the Nitidulids and Trogositide, and the greater 
part of the Colydiide being completed. The Pascoe and 
Godman-Salvin Collections have very largely augmented 
this series. 


In the Heteromerous Coleoptera the Nycteliinze have been 
expanded and the important accessions all incorporated. 


The Trogide in the Lamellicorn Sub-Order have been 
re-arranged and the Laparostict Lamellicornia of St. Vincent 
and Grenada have been worked out and described. 


Collections of Coleoptera from Chapada, Central Brazil, 
and Sapucay, Paraguay, have been worked out, described, 
and incorporated, and in connection with this work several 
portions of the General Collection were revised. 


In the Orthoptera the Catalogues of Forficulidze and 
Blattidze have been printed and that of the Mantide com- 
pleted for press. These families have been revised and 
recent accessions determined and incorporated as far as 
possible. 


Of the Rhynchota the arrangement of the families 
Reduviide, Saldidz, Ceratocombide, Cimicide, and Antho- 
coridz has been completed, and progress has been made with 
the Capside. Various collections of Rhynchota recently 
acquired, including the Robinson and Annandale collection 
from the Siamese Malay States, have been worked out and 
incorporated. 


The arrangement of the collection of Ants has continued, 
the Ponerine having been completed and the Myrmicinz 
finished as far as the genus Holcomyrmez. 


The Diptera Pupipara (Hippoboscide, Nycteribide, and 
Streblidz) and a portion of the Muscidee of the sub-family 
Tachinine have been re-arranged, all available material being 
incorporated and the types of species described by Walker 
and Van der Wulp identified and labelled. 


The Nymphaline Butterflies of the genera Argynnis and 
Melitea have been arranged by Mr. H. J. Elwes in the new 
cabinets, and the Holarctic and Chilian Satyrine of the 
Satyrus group and the larger part of the Lethe group have 
been similarly arranged by him. The Extra-holarctic forms 
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ef the Satyrus group, certain genera of the Lethe group, and 
the Mycalesis, Melanitis, Pronophila and Hetera groups 
have been arranged and outstanding accessions belonging 
to these portions of the collection have been incorporated. 


Vol. IV. of the Catalogue of Lepidoptera Phalenz has 
been passed through the press and published, and Vol. V. is 
nearly completed in MS. 


The Noctuide of the sub-family Agrotinze have been 
arranged in accordance with the Catalogue, and almost all 
accessions have been incorporated. : 


Col. Swinhoe has given much time to describing the new 
Lymantriade in the Museum from the Atthiopian, Oriental, 
and Australian Regions, and also to the identification and 
description of the Aithiopian Geometride. 


Mr: South has continued the re-arrangement of the British 
Lepidoptera, the Macro-Lepidoptera being nearly completed. 
He has also made some progress with the re-arrangement 
of the Geometride of the sub-family Boarmianz and the 
incorporation of the Godman-Salvin Collection. 


Crustacea. — Considerable progress has been made in 
colouring the exhibited dry specimens with their natural 
tints. Drawings illustrating the zoological characters of the 
Amphipoda and Isopoda have been placed on exhibition and 
explanatory labels have been added. Drawings of the blood 
vascular system of the higher Crustacea have been prepared 
from original dissections, and some excellent preparations 
illustrating the phenomena of ecdysis have been added. The 
new cases for the spirit collection have not yet been avail- 
able. An index has been made to the MSS. Catalogue of 
Anomura. The collection of Cumacea has been largely 
increased, and a catalogue is being prepared. 


Onychophora.—All the specimens of Peripatus obtained 
were submitted, before registration, to Prof. Bouvier of Paris, 
who is still engaged in preparing his monograph of this 
group. 


Echinoderma.—Various additions and corrections have 
been. made to the MSS. Catalogues, and all the specimens 
registered have been identified. 


Vermes.—See ‘“‘ Index Museum.” 


Anthozoa.—The fourth volume of the Catalogue of Corals, 
dealing with both recent and fossil Gonioporae, has been 
issued, and the fifth volume, dealing with the Porites, is 
being prepared. Plans have been passed for a set of cup- 
boards extensive enough to take the whole of the study 
collection of Stony Corals in systematic order.

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Tunicata, Polyzoa, Hydrozoa, Pomfera, and Protozoa. 
A table case of Commercial Sponges arranged in geographical 
series, with pictures and specimens illustrating the methods 
of obtaining and preparing for market, has been completed. 
The whole of the spirit collections have been examined.and 
replenished with spirit, and the type specimens placed in 
pure fresh spirit. The spirit collection of Hydrozoa has been 
re-arranged and expanded. The chief work of the year has 
been the preliminary arrangement of the dry study collec- 
tions of sponges and the making of catalogue lists of them. 
The Bowerbank, Johnston, and Schmidt. collections have 
been arranged in the order of genera given by these authors 
and in alphabetical order of species. Corrected’ nomenclature 
according to recent research has been adopted.’

I—Arrangement and Conservation. 


Besides the examination and incorporation of recent 
acquisitions, the chief work of the year has been the registra- 
tion, labelling, and arrangement of old collections, which 
needed special study while the preparation of the history of 
the geological collections was in progress. Details may be 
enumerated in systematic order :— 


Mammalia (Galleries 1 and 2).—A characteristic slab of 
the Lower Pliocene Bone-bed from Pikermi, Greece, has been 
mounted in a special case near table-case 1. 

The specimens in the drawers of Carnivora, Equide, 
Paleotheriidee, and Hippopotamide, have been arranged and 
labelled. 


Pier-case 10, containing the Fossil Horses, has been 
cleaned, painted, and partly re-fitted to accommodate the 
remains of Hipparion from Pikermi, Greece. 

Teeth and jaws of Hipparicn from the Lower Pliocene 
Bone-bed of Concud, Teruel, Spain, have been mounted and: 
labelled in table-case 5. 


Teeth and jaws of the pigmy hippopotamus, Hippo- 
potamus minutus, obtained by Miss Bate from the caverns 
of Cyprus, have been mounted and labelled in table-case 6. 


A collection of remains of large Eocene mammals 
(Bradytherium and Arsinoithervum) from the Fayum, 
Egypt, has been mounted and arranged in wall-case 22. 

A unique skull and mandible of Arsinoviherium zittelr, 
and part of the mandible of A. andrewsi, obtained by 
Dr. Andrews from the Eocene of the Fayum, have been 
mounted in a special case, temporarily placed in the Central 
Hall. 


The fossil Cetacea remaining in the Department of 
Geology after the removal of the principal specimens some 
years ago to the Gallery of Cetacea, Department of Zoology, 
have been arranged in two glazed cases with the study 
collections in the Basement. 

Recent Sirenia belonging to the Department of Zoology 
have been placed in pier-case 29, and in the large case with 
Rhytina, to be in proximity to their extinct representatives. 

A stuffed Indian Elephant, and the head of an African 
Elephant, belonging to the Department of Zoology, have 
been placed in Gallery 1 for comparison with the extinct 
Proboscidea. 

Four photographs of the carcase of a Mammoth in the 
Siberian tundra, taken by Dr. Herz, of- the Zoological 
Museum, St. Fetersburg, have been framed and fixed on the 
pillar betweea pier-cases 31 and 52. 
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Teeth and jaws of a pigmy elephant, Llephas cypriotes, 
obtained by Miss Bate from the caverns of Cyprus, have 
been arranged and labelled in table-case 21. 


Pier-case 41 has been fitted to receive the remains of 
Kuropean Miocene Mastodons, which have been newly 
mounted and labelled. Photographs of a restored skeleton 
in the Paris Museum, have been placed for comparison on the 
adjoining wall. 

The jaws of Dinotherium in wall-case 43 have been 
mounted on stands.

Aves (Gallery 2).—No additions have been made to the 
exhibited collection of Fossil Birds, except a phalangeal of 
the hallux of the Dodo.

A slab of Purbeck Limestone showing sun-cracks and 
footprints of Iguanodon, presented by Sir John Mowiem 
Burt, has been mounted on a special stand near the remains 
of Iqguanodon. 


A plaster cast of the sknJl of Limnosaurus trans- 
sylvanicus, from the Upper Cretaceous of Hungary, has 
been mounted in wall-case 7. 


The shell of a large tortoise, Testudo ammon, from the 
Eocene of the Fayum, Egypt, has been mounted in wall- 
case 12. 


The labelling and arrangement of the drawers of Fossil 
Reptilia have been continued.

Pisces (Gallery 6)—Wax models of the problematical 
Devonian fish, Palewospondylus gunni, presented by Prof.

Mr. William Vicary, of the Priory, Exeter, who died in 
November, 1903; bequeathed to the Trustees of the British 
Museum all the collection of Devonshire fossils formed by 
him during a long life.

The collection not merely supplies the British Museum with 
a series of fossils from localities that have hitherto been but 
poorly represented in the national collection, but is of special 
value as having furnished specimens for description to many 
ipaleeontologists.

(Teallite) ; crystals of it have accordingly been measured and 
the chemical formula of the compound has been determined. 
From the same collection crystals of andorite, atacamite, 
brochantite, caracolite, hemimorphite, paralaurionite, scoro- 
dite, stelznerite, and tetrahedrite have been measured. 


Various Bolivian minerals and rocks, presented by Mr. M. 
Roberts, have been examined, and in this connection crystals 
of augelite, barytes, calcite, cerussite, and vivianite have been 
measured. 


A new mineral, bakerite, has been submitted to a critical 
examination. 


Crystallographic measurements have been incidentally 
made on various other species, including adamite, anglesite, 
apatite, axinite, cinnabar, copper-pyrites, enargite, fluor, 
gypsum, hornblende, idocrase, manganite, pucherite, rhodo- 
chrosite, rutile, sphene, tourmaline, and wollastonite. 


By means of the new inverted goniometer numerous obser- 
vations have been made relative to the refraction of light by 
crystals of axinite, calcite, and by artificially-faceted zircon. 


Petrographical examinations have been made of rock 
collections from Argentina, Cornwall, and Aden. In the 
course of these examinations, and in the preparation of a slip. 
catalogue of the collection of thin sections of rocks, 2,763 
sections have been microscopically examined. 


In the chemical laboratory quantitative analyses have 
been made of the new sulphostannite of lead and also of 
franckeite, an allied mineral, from Bolivia. Further, 25 
doubtful minerals have been qualitatively analysed. 


Publications. 


A new edition of the ‘Introduction to the Study of 
Meteorites, with a list of the Meteorites represented in the 
collection,” has been in preparation, and is nearly ready for 
the printer. 


New editions of the “Introduction to the Study of 
Minerals with a Guide to the Mineral Gallery,” ‘The 
Student’s Index,” and the penny “ Guide” have been prepared 
and seen through the press.

Miscellaneous. 


Owing to the absence of Mr. G. Murray by reason of 
illness, it was arranged that Mr. Fletcher should take 
temporary charge of the Department of Botany, and he 
accordingly acted as keeper of the Departments of Mineralogy 
and Botany for the space of four months. 


Much time has been spent in the examination of the 
archives of the Mineral Department, with a view to the pre- 
paration of Historical Notes relative to the collection. These 
are now in print, and include chronological lists of the more 
important acquisitions of minerals, rocks and meteorites, 
respectively, from the time of foundation of the Museum 
(1753) to the end of the year 1902. In this connection, a slip 
catalogue has been made of the more noteworthy specimens : 
lists have been made of those which were figured or described 
in J. Sowerby’s ‘British Mineralogy” (1804-1817) and 
‘Exotic Mineralogy ” (1811-1820) and in other early works; 
the specimens referred to have been identified and labelled 
accordingly. References to papers in which various rock- 
collections have been described have been given in the 
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Historical Notes ; many specimens have been labelled with 
the information found respecting them. 


The lists of mineral sections, crystal models, instruments, 
and apparatus in general, have been brought up to date. 


The improved form of three-circle goniometer has been 
put into adjustment, and alterations found necessary in the 
optical arrangements have been made. 


Experiments have been made on the phosphorescent effects 
of radium, and illustrations of these properties have been 
arranged in the Central Hall of the Museum. 


A series of fulgurites has been mounted in two special 
cases and exhibited in the Pavilion. 


- The collections of barytes and hornsilvers have been 
rearranged. 


Numerous specimens sent, or brought to the Museum by 
visitors, have been examined and named. 


The preparation of a copy of the Register of the specimens 
in the collection has been in progress. 


Assistance has been given in the revision of the proofs of 
the Catalogue of the Museum Library. 


Seventy boxes of mineral specimens have been received, 
unpacked, and examined; seventy boxes have been packed 
and despatched. 


Departmental Library. 


To the Departmental Library have been added continua- 
tions of 27 periodicals (in 451 parts), 38 volumes of separate 
works, and 97 pamphlets and parts of works; of these, 9 
periodicals (in 127 parts), 11 volumes of separate works, and 
69 pamphlets and parts of works, were acquired by presenta- 
tion or transfer. All of them, including 733 plates, have been 
registered and stamped. 


Students. 


The number of visits recorded as made to the Departmen’ 
for the purposes of consultation or study is 1,541. 

The Gallery is no longer reserved on particular days 
of the week for use by Students; further, study-series 
have been so arranged as-to be directly accessible to the 
yublic, and so labelled as to render reference to the staff for 
information thereon almost completely unnecessary: it has 
thus become difficult to distinguish, for statistical purposes, 
“Students” of minerals from ordinary ‘ Visitors,” and stress 
can no longer be laid on the distinction. . 


Demonstration. 


A demonstration on the meteorites was given by Mr. 
G.T. Prior on Saturday, March 28, 1908, to 46 members of the 
Geologists’ Association.

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DEPARTMENT OF BOTANY. 


During the past year 19,125 plants, consisting of 9,975 
Flowering Plants, 159 Vascular Cryptogams, 1,326 Mosses, 
404 Hepatics, 1,006 Lichens, 69 Algz, and 6,186 Fungi, have 
been mounted and incorporated with the Herbarium. 


In the progress of the work the staff of the Department 
and others have been occupied as follows :— 


Mr. Baker has incorporated with the General Herbarium 
various collections of Caryophyllacez, Onagracez, and Lythra- 
cew. The Cistine have been revised and rearranged accord- 
ing to the recent monograph of Herr W. Grosser in “ Das 
Pflanzenreich,” and various collections have been incorporated. 
An examination has been made of as many of the types as 
were found to be accessible of the Tropical African species 
of Indigofera; a paper embodying the results of this examina- 
tion and containing an enumeration of the Tropical African 
species with the description of novelties was published, and 
the Herbarium specimens were revised. The first consign- 
ment of Polypetalee collected on the Uganda Boundary Com- 
mission by Dr. Bagshawe was determined. The identification 
of the Polypetalee collected on the Percy Sladen Expedition 
to Central Brazil was almost completed. A small collection 
of Leguminose from the Island of Lagos was determined. 
Some time has been devoted to the British Herbarium. 


Mr. Britten’s principal work has been the preparation 
(with Mr. Gepp) of the history of the collections, which has 
been completed and sent to press. He has also continued the 
preparation of the Botany of Cook’s First Voyage and the 
identification of other collections made by Sir Joseph Banks 
in Madeira, Newfoundland, &c. Additions and revisions have 
been made in the Orders Saxifragacez (Ribes), Rubiacez, 
Gentianacee, and Myrsinacez, and a considerable number of 
plants in the Sloane Collection have been identified. Mr. 
Britten has also exercised a general supervision over the 
acquisition of books, and has continued to assist in the pre- 
paration of the botanical portion of the Catalogue of the 
Museum Library. 


Dr. Rendle has incorporated with the general herbarium 
the Monocotyledons and Apetalous Dicotyledons contained 
in collections from Malaya by Ridley, Persia by Sintenis, 
Mexico by Pringle, Roraima by Quelch, Santa Martha by 
Smith, Brasil by Reinecke, Togo-land by Warnecke, and the 
Monocotyledons from collections from West Australia by 
Andrews, and from India received from the Calcutta Botanic 
Garden. He has also named and incorporated the Monoco- 
tyledons contained in collections from China by Father Hugh, 
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Transvaal by Dr. Rand, and Matto Grosso by Robert, and has 
incorporated a number of orchids and other cultivated plants 
obtained by presentation. He has spent some time on a 
critical revision of the Asiatic grasses, chiefly of the tribes 
Phalaridez, Agrostidez, Avenez, Chloridez, and Festuces 
in connection with the preparation of a monograph of the 
Chinese grasses for the “Index Florae Sinensis”; in the 
course of this work a comparative study has been made of 
the material in the British Museum and the Kew Herbarium. 
He has also completed a revision of the Myricacez, including 
the material in the Sloane and Linnean Herbaria. Some 
time has also been devoted to a supervision of the work 
in the illustration of the orders of flowering plants in the 
Public Gallery. He has conducted several parties of stu- 
dents and other visitors through the public and other collec- 
tions ; these included members of the Selborne Society, of 
the Co-operative Holidays Association, and of the Birkbeck 
College. 


Mr. Gepp has been occupied chiefly in gathering together 
and preparing for publication the materials for the crypto- 
gamic portion of the report on the collections of the Depart- 
ment. He has continued the incorporation of the Stephani 
collection of Hepaticee and the revision of the exotic Hepaticee 
in accordance with Stephani’s monographs of the genera. 
He has also been occupied with the incorporation of the 
Bescherelle Herbarium with the general collection of Mosses. 


Mr. Blackman has been engaged on work in connection 
with the collections of Fungi, and on work in the Public 
Gallery and Index Museum. He has paid special attention 
to the Uredinez and has incorporated a number of Spherop- 
side, and a large number of Pyrenomycetes from various 
published sets. Under his supervision the rearrangement of 
cases in the Public Gallery, illustrating Dicotyledons has been 
carried out under his supervision. 


Mr. Moore has been occupied in the incorporation of 
Euphorbiacez, mainly American. . 


Mr. Worthington G. Smith has revised the Gasteromycetes 
in the British and General Herbaria and has renewed in 
several genera his revision of the Hymenomycetes. 


Miss A. Lorrain Smith has commenced the remounting of 
the British Lichens, and the preparation of a series for 
exhibition in the Public Gallery. 


Miss M. O. Mitchell has nearly completed a series of 
drawings and preparations for the case illustrating the 
summer and winter habit and mode of growth of British- 
grown trees by means of photographs, drawings, models, and 
specimens, which has been begun in the Index Museum.

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VIITI.— GENERAL PROGRESS AT THE MusEUM, BLOOMSBURY. 


There has been a further increase in the number of visits 
to the Museum during the year 1904 on that of the preceding 
year. In 1903 the total amouated to 920,848, exceeding that 
of 1902 by 75,479. In 1904 the number has risen to 954,551, 
being an increase of 33,703 on the number in 1903. The 
number of visits on week days was 897,699, as against 858,800 . 
in 1903; but on Sundays there was a falling off, the number 
being 56,852, as against 62,048. 


The number of visits of students to the Reading Room. 
in 1904 was 226,323, being 16,610 more than in 1903; a daily 
average of 742. 


The average numbers of persons in the room, counted at 
the later hours of the afternoon, were :—

The room is now closed at 7 P.M. throughout the year ; 
the extension to 8 P.M., which had been allowed during 
certain months for some years past, being discontinued, as 
the number of readers attending was not sufficient to justify 
the expense. 

The number of visits of stadents to particular Depart- 
ments in 1904 was 58,109, as against 60,074 in 1903. There 
was a decrease in the attendance in the Newspaper Room, 
in the Print Room, and in the Galleries of Sculpture, and an 
increase in the Department of Oriental Printed Books and 
Manuscripts. 

The excavations which were resumed in 1903 on the site 
of ancient Nineveh have been carried on through the year 
under the direction of officers of the Department of Egyptian 
and Assyrian Antiquities, and have resulted in the discovery 
of the remains of a palace earlier than those of Sennacherib 
and Ashur-bani-pal, and also of the temple of the war-god 
Nebo. But the hope which was entertained of finding the 
library of the Assyrian kings, or some portion of it, has not 
been realized. 


A firman to enable the Trustees to re-open excavations 
on the site of the Temple of Artemis at Ephesus having been 
obtained from the Porte, through the good offices of the 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, work was com- 
menced in the autumn under the direction of Mr. D. G. 
Hogarth, who, during the season cleared a large part of 
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the platform of the earlier temple and explored the founda- 
tions, whereby the remains of a still more ancient structure 
have been brought to light. A certain number of frag- 
ments of sculpture, which supplement those already in the 
Museum, have been recovered and, with the consent of 
the Turkish Government, will be shipped to England. The 
excavations will be prosecuted during a second season 
in 1905. 


The building of the repository at Hendon for the storage 
of newspapers and other printed matter has been completed ; 
and the fitting of book-presses is in progress and will be 
finished in the course of a few months. 


The Second and Third Greco-Roman Rooms have been 
re-painted, and the sculptures in them have been re-arranged, 


The planing and polishing of the wooden flooring of the 
Upper Floor of the Museum has been further extended to 
various rooms. 


Among the more important additions to the several 
Departments the following may be specially noticed :— 


The Department of Printed Books has acquired sixty- 


seven English books printed before the year 1640, and has 


added fifty-eight foreign examples to the series of Incuna- 
bula. The British Museum collection of Incunabula, or 
books printed before the year 1501, is now one of the 
principal collections of the world. An edition, hitherto 
unknown, of Tindal’s New Testament, as edited by George 
Joye, 1535, has also been purchased. 


The Department of Manuscripts has secured the auto- 
graph MS. of Keats’s “Hyperion,” with numerous 
emendations and additions in the poet’s hand. 


To the Department of Oriental Printed Books and Manu- 
scripts has been added the Nevill collection of upwards 
of one thousand MSS. in Sinhalese and other Indian 
languages, representative of Sinhalese literature in its 
different branches. 


Mr. William Mitchell has presented to the Department of 
Prints a large collection of printed books of the fifteenth 
and sixteenth centuries containing woodcut illustrations in 
fine condition. 


For the Department of Egyptian and Assyrian Antiquities, 
a mastaba tomb of an official who lived in the reign of 
Pepi II., king of Egypt, about 3200 B.c., has been purchased 
in Egypt and is now erected in the Assyrian Saloon in the 
basement of the Museum. Two fine collections of Egyptian 
scarabs of the early periods have also been acquired. Among 
the additions to the Assyrian-Section is a tablet engraved 
with a historical text of the reign of Tukulti-Ninib I., king 
of Assyria, about 1275 B.c.

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The Department of Greek and Roman Antiquities has 
been enriched by two antique bronzes of exceptional merit 
and importance, viz., a relief of the finest workmanship of 
the early part of the fourth century B.c., representing, it is 
thought, Aphrodite and Anchises on Mount Ida; and a 
helmeted warrior on horseback, of fine archaic work of the 
sixth century B.c. Towards the purchase of the first of 
these bronzes the National Art-Collections Fund, Mrs. 
C. H. T. Hawkins, and an anonymous donor generously 
contributed. Mrs. Hawkins also presented to the Department 
a bronze statuette of Hermes, in fine condition, of the early 
part of the fourth century B.c., and two pieces of Greek 
armour. . 

Gifts of Museum publications, including reproductions of 
prints and drawings by Old Masters and sets of electrotypes 
of British Historical Medals, have been made to Free 
Libraries, Local Museums, and Art Schools throughout the 
United Kingdom, and to institutions in various Colonies.

DEPARTMENT OF PRINTED BOOKS. 


I. Arrangement.—The works added to the collection during 
the past year have, as far as possible, been placed on the 
shelves of the Library according to the system of classifica- 
tion adopted in the Museum. 


The press-marks, indicating their respective localities, have 
been marked on the inside and affixed to the back of gach 
volume. 


The total number of these press-marks amounts to 
74,308; in addition to which 40,884 press-marks have been 
altered in consequence of changes and re-arrangements 
carried out in the Library; 27,894 labels have been affixed 
to books and volumes of newspapers, and 103,571 obliterated 
labels have been renewed. 


The process of attaching third-marks to the books in the 
New Library, with the view of accelerating their delivery 
to readers, has been continued; 13,549 books have been 
thus marked during the year, and the corresponding altera- 
tions, amounting to 89,710, have been carried out in the 
General and Hand Catalogues; 4,346 volumes of country 
newspapers have also been numbered, and 6,326 index-slips 
have been written for London and Country Newspapers. 


The work ef collecting together and re-arranging the 
Incunabula in glazed cases has been continued. 


The number of stamps impressed upon articles received 
has been 431,532. 


3,682 presses of books and newspapers have been dusted in 
the course of the year. 


ine Catalogues. — {) Cataloguing.—47,183 titles have 
been written (the term “title” applying equally to a main- 
title and to a cross-reference). Of these, 33,436 were written 
for the General Catalogue, 2,318 for the Map Catalogue, and 
11,429 for the Music Catalogue. 


(b) Printing.—33,431 titles and 1,034 index-slips for the 
General Cataiogue, 7.825 titles for a Catalogue of British 
Newspapers, 8,489 titles for a Catalogue of the “Thomason 
Tracts,” and 15,245 for the Music Catalogue have been pre- 
pared for printing during the year ; while 33,121 title-slips 
and 742 index-slips for the General Cataiogue have been 
printed. 
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Progress has been made with the printing of the Supple- 
ment to the General Catalogue, which will contain the titles 
of all such books as were added to the Library during the years 
1882-1899, but were not incorporated in the Catalogue during 
the process of printing. Seven printed parts, containing the 
headings under N to T and W, Pt. 1, have been printed in 
the course of the year. 

(c) Incorporation. — General Catalogue. — 32,700 title- 
slips and 512 index-slips have been incorporated into each 
of the three copies of this Catalogue. This incorporation has 
rendered it necessary, in order to maintain as far as possible 
the alphabetical arrangement, to remove and re-insert 41,060 
title-slips in each copy and to add to each copy 807 new 
leaves. 


In addition to this incorporation 112 columns and 750 
title-slips have been remounted and relaid in each of the three 
interleaved copies of this Catalogue: a process. rendered 
necessary by the accumulation of titles under certain 
headings. 


The system introduced in 1889 of fortnightly incorpora- 
tion of accessions to the Library has been carried out with 
perfect regularity during the past year. 

Hand Catalogues.—The number of new entries made 
in the Hand Catalogue of “ Academies” was 320; in that 
of -“ Periodical Publications,’ 498; in that of “Maps and 
Charts,” 754; in that of Music, 2901; and in the Hand 
Catalogues of London and of Country Newspapers, 2,422 and 
3,904 respectively. 

(d) Map Catalogwe.—2,318 titles have been written for the 
Map Catalogue, and 2,190 title-slips have been incorporated 
in each of the two copies of it. This incorporation has 
rendered it necessary to remove and re-insert 11,572 title-slips 
in each of two copies and to add thereto 468 new leaves. 


(e) Music Catalogue.—11,429 titles have been written for 
the Music Catalogue, and 13,506 title-slips have been incorpo- 
rated into each of the two copies of it. This incorporation 
has rendered it necessary to remove and re-insert 26,625 title- 
slips in each copy and to add to each copy 303 new leaves. 


(f) Shelf Catalogue.—For this Catalogue, in which the 
title-slips; mounted on cards, are arranged in order of press- 
marks, about 25,600 have been so mounted and about 122,900 
have been incorporated in their proper order. 


(g) Catalogues of Books of Reference in the Reading Room. 
—The additions and alterations in each of the three inter- 
leaved copies of the Catalogue of Books of Refcrence in the 
Reading Room, which are requisite in order to record the 
changes in this collection by the addition of new works and 
the substitution of new for earlier editions, have been made: 
the number of such additions amounts to 40.

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Additions have been also made to the collection of books 
in the Galleries of the Reading Room by the incorporation of 
new works of interest and importance, and by the substitution 
of new for earlier editions. The number of such additions 
amounts to 90. 


Ill. Binding.—The number of volumes and sets of 
pamphlets sent to be bound in the course of the year was 
13,283, including 3,837 volumes of newspapers. In conse- 
quence of the frequent adoption of the plan of binding two 
or more volumes in one, the number of volumes returned 
was 10,339; in addition to which 78 volumes have been 
repaired in the binders’ shops. 


Besides this, the following binding work has been done 
in the Library itself:—5,613 volumes have been repaired ; 
486 broadsides, &c., have been inserted in guard-books, and 
5,119 volumes of reports, parts of periodicals, &c., have been 
formed in a light style of binding. 


The following maps charts, &c., have also been bound or 
mounted during the year :—18 atlases and 43 volumes of the 
25-inch Ordnance Survey have been bound; 80 sheets of 
the 1-inch Ordnance Survey and 65 general maps have been 
mounted on lnen, and 48 maps mounted on cards; and 
1 portfolio made to contain maps. 


34,780 numbers of Colonial Newspapers have been folded 
into 614 parcels, and 559 such parcels have been tied up and 
labelled preparatory to being bound. 


IV. Reading Room Service.—The number of volumes 
replaced in the General Library after use in the Reading 
Room was 894,627; in the King’s Library, 25,897; in the 
Grenville Library, 1,795; in the Map Room, 4,420; in the 
presses in which books are kept from day to day for the use 
of readers, 663,738 ; and in the Oriental Department, 282 ; 
making a total amount of 1,590,759 volumes supplied to 
readers during the year, exclusive of those to which the 
readers have personal access on the sheives of the Reading 
Room. 

The number of readers during the year was 226,323, giving 
an average of over 742 daily, the room having been open on 
305 days; with an average of over seven volumes daily 
for each reader. 


Newspaper Room.—The number of readers during the 
year has been 22,053, giving a daily average of 72, the rosin 
having been open on 305 days. The number of volumes 
replaced after use was 56,317, giving a daily average of over 
184 volumes, and of over two volumes to each reader, 
not reckoning volumes, chiefly Parliamentary Papers, taken 
from the shelves of the Newspaper Room by the readers 
themselves.

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Map Room.—297 visitors have been admitted to the Map 
Room for the purpose of special geographical research. 


V. Accessions.—(a) 31,656 volumes and pamphlets (includ- 
ing 129 atlases, &c., and 2,356 books of music) have been added 
to the Library in the course of the year. Of these, 8,913 
were presented ; 15,460 were received under the provisions 
of the Copyright Act; 324 by Colonial Copyright; 585 by 
International Exchange ; and 6,374 by purchase. 

(b) 66,911 parts of volumes (or separate numbers of 
periodical publications and of works in progress) have also 
been added to the Library. Of these, 2,295 were presented, 
40,338 received under the provisions of the Copyright Act ; 
264 by Colonial Copyright ; 287 by International Exchange ; 
and 23,727 by purchase. 


(c) 1,806 maps in 9,501 sheets have been added to the 
collection in the course of the year. Of these, 688 maps in 
1,260 sheets were presented ; 517 maps in 7,306 sheets were 
received under the provisions of the Copyright Act ; 20 maps 
in 23 sheets, by Colonial Copyright ; and 581 maps in 
912 sheets were acquired by purchase. 


(d) 6,934 Musical Publications have been added to the 
collection. Of these, 6,693 were received under the provisions 
of the Copyright Act; 200 by Colonial Copyright; and 41 
acquired by purchase. 


(e) The number of newspapers published in the United 
Kingdom, received under the provisions of the Copy- 
right Act during the past year, has been 3,457, comprising 
227,703 single numbers. 1,263 of these newspapers were 
published in London and its suburbs; 1,689 in other parts 
of England and Wales and in the Channel Islands; 269 in 
Scotland; and 236 in Ireland. 221 sets, containing 32,384 
numbers of colonial and foreign newspapers, have been 
presented ; and 84 sets, containing 12 volumes and 15,092 
numbers of current colonial and foreign newspapers, have 
been purchased. 


(f) 4,210 articles not included in the foregoing paragraphs 
have been received in the Department. These consist cf 
Broadsides, Parliamentary Papers, and other miscellaneous 
items. 

The total number of articles enumerated above, as having 
been received in the Department during the past year, 
exclusive of newspapers, is 115, 279. 


Acquisitions of Special Interest.—Sixty-seven English 
books printed before the year 1640, and fifty-eight foreign 
Incunabula have been acquired by purchase during the year 
1904. 


Among the English books the most interesting are :— 


Rastell, John, a fragment ofa ballad in the musical tyre 
used by John Rastell and with his device. The ballad, which is 
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undescribed, may have been entitled “Away Mornynge” : 
it was probably printed about 1520, s. sh. 4°. 


A hitherto unknown editicn of Tindal’s New Testament, 
as edited by George Joye, printed by the widow of Christoffel 
of Endhoven, 9th January 1535. This edition contains 
23 leaves of text not to be found in any other edition. The 
text in these leaves consists of the ‘‘Pistles taken out of the 
Old Testament: to be red in the chyrche certayn dayes 
thorowt the yeare, translated by George Joye,” and of an 
Address to the Reader on the dispute between Joye and 
William Tindal, occasioned by Joyes’ having reprinted Tindal’s 
Testament and made alterations in it, especially as to the 
meaning of the word “ Resurrection.” The Address begins 
thus: “Thus endeth the New Testamet prynted after the 
copye corrected by George Joye; wherein for Englisshyng 
thys worde Resurrectio the lyfe after this, W. Tindall was 
so sore offended that he wrote hys uncharitable pistle agenst 
me prefixed [to] his newe corrected testament. Prynted 1534 
in Novéber.” 

Saint German, Christopher : “An Answere to a letter,” 
printed by Thomas Godfray, about 1535. Saint German is 
well known both as a legal author and controversialist ; 
but no other copy of this book can be traced. 

Copland, Robert: ‘The hye way to the spyttell hous,” 
written and printed by Robert Copland. The book is un- 
dated, but was probably printed before 1535, and gives some 
interesting details about the “sleepers-out” in the London 
streets at this time. 

Brant, Sebastian: “ The grete shyppe of Fooles ” (trans- 
lated by Henry Watson), printed by Wynkyn ae Worde, 
1517. In the year 1509 two translations of Brant’s 
“ Narrenschiff” were printed, the first being the well-known 
version by Alexander Barclay, the earliest edition of which 
was printed by Richard Pynson, the other, the translation of 
Henry Watson, printed by Wynkyn de Worde. The present 
is the second edition of Watson’s translation. 


“ Psalmes or Prayers taken out of holye scripture.” 
Printed by Thomas Berthelet, 1548. 


A copy of the very rare first edition of Sternhold and 
Hopkins’ ‘“ Booke of Psalms,” printed by John Day, 1562. 
Imperfect, wanting 30 leaves, which have been supplied in 
facsimile. 


Evans, Lewis: “A brief admonition unto the nowe made 
Ministers of Englande.” Antwerp, 1565. 

Fitzherbert, Sir ‘Anthony ‘or John : “The Booke of 
Husbandry.” By Sir Anthony Fitzherbert, or by his 
brother John Fitzherbert. John Awdely, London, 1568. 

Guazzo, Stefano: “The Civile Conversation of M. Steeuen 
Guazzo, translated out of French by George Pettie.” Printed 
by Richard Watkins, London, 1581. 
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Newton, Thomas: ‘“ The Trial of a Mansowne Self. Done 
anto English by Thomas Newton.” John Windet, London, 
1586. 

“The Noblenesse of the Asse. A worke rare learned and 
excellent. By A. B.” A translation from the Italian of Adriano 
Banchieri. Printed by Thomas Crede and sold by William 
Barley, London, 1595. 

“The Widdowes Treasure, plentifully furnished. with 
sundry secrets in phisicke and chirurgery.” Printed by J. 
Roberts for Edward White, London, 1599. 


Kyd, Thomas: “The Spanish Tragedie.” Printed for 
T. Pavier, London 1602. An earlier edition than any pre- 
viously in the British Museum, and the first containing the 
“new additions of the Painters part” usually ascribed to 
Ben Jonson. 

“A Discovery of the Conspiracie of Scottish Papists. 
Confessed and subscribed by M. George Ker and David 
Grahame of Fentrie.” T. Snodham, London, 1603. 

Gardyne, Alexander: “Garden of grave and godlie 
Flouers, Sonets, Elegies and KHpitaphs.” Printed by T. 
Finlason, Edinburgh, 1609. This is the only known copy of 
this book, and was in the possession of Mr. Robert Pitcairn, 
when it was used for the reprint published by the Abbotsford 
Club in 1845. 

“Specimen Epigrammatum Jacobo Primo Brit. Regi 
dicatum a G. Cragio.” London, 1624. One other copy only 
of this book, preserved in the Edinburgh University Library, 
is known. 

Conn, George: “G. Conaei Assertionum Catholicarum 
libri tres.” Rome, 1629. In 1636-37 the author was Papal 
Agent at the Court of Queen Henrietta Maria, and is said to 
have been a personal friend of King Charles I. 


Jenner, Thomas: “ The Soules Solace, or Thirtie and one 
Spirituall Emblems.” Thomas Jenner, London, 1631. The 
Poem on Tobacco in this book has been, probably erroneously, 
attributed to George Wither, of whom the engraving of a . 
m oker on the last leaf is said to be a portrait. 


A large collection of pamphlets and broadsides by or 
relating to the early Quakers, 1654-77, including forty-one 
tracts by George Fox. 

Dryden, John: “The Hind and the Panther.” Jacob 
Tonson, London, 1687. The first edition. 


An addition of Bishop Ken’s “Morning, Evening and 
Midnight Hymns,” printed for Charles Brome, London, 1694,. 
According to the Rev. J. Julian’s Dictionary of Hymnology 
these hymns first appeared as part of an edition of the 
“Manual of Prayers for the use of the Scholars of Winchester 
College” in 1695. The present edition consists of eleven 
pages, without title, preceded by an advertisement reading ; 
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“The Author, finding imperfect and surreptitious copies of 
these Hymns printed without his knowledge and much 
against his will, was perswaded to publish them in his own 
Defence ; otherwise he should not have sent things so very 
inconsiderable to the Press.” 


The most interesting foreign books of the fifteenth 
century are :— 


The first edition of Nicolo de’ Malermi’s Italian translation 
of the Bible, printed by Wendelin of Speier at Venice, 1471. 
Vol. I. only. The complete work should be in two volumes ; 
only one perfect copy is known to exist. 


Zanchini da Castiglionchio, Lapo :‘‘Allegationes.’ Printed 
by Johann Reinhard, Rome, 1474. The first work produced 
by this printer in Rome. 

Albertus Magnus: ‘ Philosophia Pauperum.” Printed at 
the expense of Johann Solidi of Cologne, who printed at 
Vienne in 1478. Of the two types used in printing this 
book, the smaller has not hitherto been connected with 
Solidi’s press at Vienne. 


Jacobus de Voragine: ‘Historia Lombardica.” Printed 
by Richardus Paffraet at Deventer, 1479. 


Nicolaus de Auximo: “‘Compendio de Salute.” Printed 
by Gabriel de Pietro, Tuscolano, 1479. 


Annius, Joannes: “De futuris Christianorum triumphis 
in Turchos.” Printed by Battista Cavalus, Genoa, 1480, The 
only known work of this printer. 


Fliscus, Stephanus: “ Synonima,” in Latin and Italian. 
Printed by Simon Magniagnus, Milan, 1480. The only known 
work of this printer. 

Matthaei, Leonardus, de Utino: “Sermones Aurei de 
Sanctis.” Printed by Stephanus Koblinger, Vicenza, 1480. 
The last of the three books this printer is known to have 
issued. The first is already in the British Museum, and 
the second in the Bodleian. 


Statutes of Reggio di Calabria. An undescribed book by 
an unknown printer about 1480. 

Duns Scotus: ‘Sententiae.” Printed by Johann von 
Koln and Nicolaus Jenson, Venice, 1481. 


Forciglioni, Antonino, Archbishop of Florence: ‘‘ Summa 
Confessionum.” Printed by Antonius de Strata, Venice, 
1482. 

Albertus Magnus: “Compendium theologice Veritatis.” 
Printed by Gregorius Dalmatinus and Jacobus Britannicus of 
Brescia, Venice, 1483. 

Otto von Passau, a Franciscan: “Die vier und zwanzig 
Alten.” Printed by Martin Schott, Strassburg, 1483. With 
many woodcuts, borders and initials coloured by a contem- 
porary hand. 
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Diaz de Montalvo, Alonzo: “Compilacion de Leyes.” 
Printed by Alvaro de Castro, at Huete, 1485. With interest- 
ing initials and borders cut specially for this work. 

Usuardus, Monachus Sangermanensis: ‘“ Martyrologium.” 
Printed by Francisco Buonaccorsi, Florence, 1486. 

“Statuta Gabellarum Civitatis Mutine.” Printed by 
Dominicus Rocociola and A. Miscomini, Modena, 1487. 

Cato, Dionysius: “Disticha de Moribus.” With the 
commentary of Robertus de Huremodio. Printed by Matthias 
Moravus at Naples, 1488. 

A Roman Missal. Printed by Baptista de Tortis, Venice, 
1489. 

“Statuta ciuilia comunitatis Ripperie Benacensis.” Printed 
by Bartholomew Zanni, Portese, 1489. The only book 
printed at Portese in the fifteenth century. 

Diogenes Laertius: ‘Libro de la Vita de Philosophi.” 
Printed by Philippus Mantegatius, Milan, 1495. With a 
woodcut. 

Several books in valuable or interesting bindings have 
been added to the Library during the year. Among them 
are the following :-— 

Seneca: ‘‘ Tragoediae,” Basel, 1529. Bound in the sixteenth 
century in stamped calf, with a double panel on both sides 
enclosing a figure of Saint Roch. 

A Flemish Bible, Antwerp, 1535. In a remarkably fine 
contemporary binding with brass bosses, corner pieces and 
clasps. 

‘A Discourse of Parliaments,” 1677. Bound by Samuel 
Mearne in purple morocco finely tooled. 

The Book of Common Prayer, 1684. Bound by Samuel 
Mearne in dark purple morocco finely tooled, with an inlaid 
centre-piece of red morocco on each side. 

A Bible, 1679, and Prayer-Book, 1719, in black-tooled 
bindings such as were occasionally used during the later 
years of the seventeenth and the early years of the 
eighteenth century. 


Donations.—Among the large number of books which 
have been presented to the Library during the year, the

Presented by the 
Earl of Crawford, K.T. 

A Bible with the following inscription written by H.M. 
Queen Victoria at the request of Lord Ronald Sutherland- 
Gower: “Love suffereth long and is kind: love faileth not. 
I Cor. xtv. v. 4 and 8.” Presented by Lord Ronald 
Sutherland-Gower. 


A complete set of the works of the late Mr. Herbert 
Spencer, forming nineteen volumes uniformly bound in French 
morocco. Bequeathed by the Author. 

An album containing the official papers, programmes, 
tickets, and other documents relating to the Coronation 
Durbar at Delhi, Ist January 1903. The album is bound in 
searlet morocco, decorated with an Indo-Saracenic pattern 
copied from the decoration of the Ahmed Gateway in Delhi. 
One of four copies similarly mounted and bound. Presented 
by the Lord Curzon of Kedleston, Viceroy and Governor- 
General of India. 

A collection of newspapers published in the British 
Colonies during the year 1903, in continuation of the series 
previously presented.

There were no important auctions of MSS. in 1904, and 
no opportunity offered itself for acquiring any large collection 
by private treaty. 


Of older MSS. the most notable acquisition was a collec- 
tion of Greek MSS. formed by the Rev. J. S. Dawes, D.D., 
for several years chaplain in Corfu. They include two 
copies of the Four Gospels, one of the 11th century and the 
other dated 1314-1315; a valuable MS. of the Acts and 
Epistles, of the 12th century, from the monastery of the 
Euergetis at Constantinople; five Gospel Lectionaries, ranging 
in date from the 11th century to 1413, the last being written 
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at Belgrade; and four smaller MSS. of the 16th century, 
containing canon-law tracts, We. 


In English literature by far the most interesting purchase 
was the autogr aph MS. of Keats’ “ Hyperion, ” with numerous 
cancellings, emendations, and additions, all in his own hand. 
None of the poet’s editors or biographers had known of ‘its 
existence ; and fortunately it was found in the possession of 
a lady, Miss Alice Bird, who was willing to part with it on 
reasonable terms in order that it might be preserved in the 
national library. The continual rise in prices during recent 
years makes it now extremely difficult with limited means to 
secure MSS. of this class or illuminated MSS. of the highest 
quality. The increase of the Museum collections must there- 
fore largely depend in the future upon a similar willingness 
on the part of patriotic owners, and upon actual donations or 
bequests. During 1904 the original MSS. of most of Herbert 
Spencer’s philosophical works, comprised in fourteen volumes, 
were bequeathed by the author; and thirty-one volumes 
of musical compositions, mostly autograph, of Sir H. R. 
Bishop were also acquired by bequest of Edward Wrey 
Whinfield, Esq.

l.—Arrangement and Cataloguing. 


A portion of the drawings exhibited in the public gallery 
has been withdrawn, and replaced by one hundred and 
seventy-four examples selected from the Reeve collection of 
works by artists of the Norwich School. 


The work of examining the Cheylesmore collection of 
British mezzotint portraits, dividing the prints into two 
classes, special and ordinary, marking each print according to 
its number in the catalogues of Chaloner Smith and others, 
and entering corresponding references in the catalogues them- 
selves, has been continued and completed. 


The collection of etchings by Félix Buhot, presented by 
his widow, has been arranged in a portfolio. 


The collection of etchings by, Charles Méryon has been 
re-arranged in seven volumes, space being left for additions. 


The prints from the “ Kokka” magazine of Japanese art 
have been sorted and arranged under the several schools and 
artists, 

The work of providing the English Portraits with lined 
cartridge wrappers for their better protection has been com- 
menced and nearly completed, and the labels on the portfolios 
in which they are kept have been renewed throughout. 


A large number of pamphlets, hitherto kept loose in 
solander cases, have been classified according to subject and 
size, and bound up in twenty-four volumes. 

Four thousand two hundred and eighty-six prints and 
two hundred drawings recently acquired have been incor- 
porated with the collections to which they severally belong. 

All Books of Prints and Books of Reference recently 
acquired have been catalogued and placed. 

Volumes II. and III. of the catalogue of the English 
division of the Franks collection of Book-plates, completing 
the work, have been published. 

The work of inserting references to the Cheylesmore col- 
lection in the index of English Portraits has been commenced. 

The preparation of a descriptive catalogue of the collec- 
tion of -Early German and Flemish Woodcuts has been 
continued. 

The preparation of a descriptive catalogue of the collec- 
tion of English Drawings has been continued and carried 
down to the end of letter T. 

Avcatalogue of the collection of etchings by Retibrandt in 
the chronological:order in which the etchings themselves are 
arranged, has been prepared. 
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The work of revising, amplifying, and re-writing the 
catalogue of the Library of Reference has been continued and 
completed, and the new titles have been mounted and bound 
up in eight volumes. 

The revision of the transcript of the catalogue of the 
collection of English Portraits has been continued. 

Titles have been written for the principal articles in the 
Gazette des Beaux-Arts and other periodicals for 1903 for 
the catalogue of Books of Reference. 

The etchings by F. Buhot and D. Y. Cameron have been 
marked off in Bourcard’s and Wedmore’s catalogues, and the 
woodcuts by H. 8. Beham in that by Pauli. 

Additions and corrections in the indexes of aca ren- 
dered necessary by recent acquisitions and re-arrangements, 
have been carried out. 

The transcription for press of the catalogues of English 
Portraits, English Drawings, and the Franks collection of 
Book-plates has been continued. 

Four thousand five hundred and thirty-seven items have 
been entered in the Register of Acquisitions. 

Thirteen thousand one hundred and eighty-nine prints, 
drawings, &c., recently acquired, have been impressed with 
the departmental stamp and references to the Register. 

The work of preparing, specially repairing, and mounting 
a selection from the Cheylesmore collection of mezzotint 
portraits has been continued, and two hundred and thirteen 
have been so treated. 

Four hundred and twenty drawings have been prepared 
and mounted on sunk mounts, and three hundred and seven- 
teen others have been mounted in the usual manner. 

The total number of students admitted to the Print Room 
during the year ending 3lst December 1904 was 8,383. 

353 applications were made for leave to photograph 
objects in the collection, and 1,809 photographs were taken.

The year has been notable for the unusual number and 
variety of gifts and bequests which have been made to the 
department.

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DEPARTMENT OF EGYPTIAN AND ASSYRIAN ANTIQUITIES. 
I.—Arrangement, Cataloguing, Se. 


EGYPTIAN ANTIQUITIES :— 


The general re-arrangement of the Egyptian Collection 
has been continued, and the greater number of the important 
objects acquired during the year have been incorporated and 
exhibited. 


The arrangement of the monuments of the [Vth, Vth, 
and VIth dynasties in the Egyptian Vestibule has been 
completed, and progress has been made with the labelling 
and casing of the stelz in soft limestone exhibited there. 


The re-arrangement of the contents of the Third and 
Fourth Egyptian Rooms has been completed, and series of 
numbers in red have been attached tc the antiquities 
described or mentioned in the new Guide. 


The re-arrangement of the Egyptian Galleries has been 
begun, and progress has been made with the casing and 
labelling and re-labelling of the stele. New slate shelves 
have been fitted into several of the bays, and a series of 
XIIth dynasty stele has been fixed and built up in one bay. 


The mastaba tomb of Ur-ari-en-Ptah, an officer of Pepi IL, 
about B.c. 3200, has been reconstructed in the Assyrian 
Saloon. 

The moulds and stone casts of Egyptian and Assyrian 
Antiquities have been arranged, and duplicate lists of them 
have been made. 


The collection of 7,130 ostraka has been re-arranged. 


Twelve granite plinths and pedestals have been made, 
and statues have been fitted and mounted upon them; one 
hundred and sixty-six alabaster plinths have been made, and 
figures of gods, &c., have been mounted upon them; twenty 
mahogany plinths, one hundred and eighty-six satinwood 
pedestals, and thirty-three oak pedestals have been made, 
and objects have been mounted upon them. Six hundred and 
sixty wooden tablets have been covered with cloth; thirteen 
pedestals have been lined with cloth ; and nine hundred and 
eighty labels have been made and fixed. 


Two Table-Cases have been provided with cloth-covered 
fittings, and the necessary trays have been made; and about 
three hundred objects have been remounted. One hundred 
and twenty-one frames for stele have been made, and a 
considerable number of old frames have been repaired. 

Twenty-two objects, vases, figures, &c., have been cleaned 
and repaired; two coffins have been repaired and put 
together; the wooden figures in several groups of models 
have been repaired and refixed; and three stone stele have 
been repaired. 
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Two thousand five hundred and thirty-two objects have 
been registered; case numbers have been added to four 
hundred and thirty-two tiles and to one thousand and fifty 
scarabs, thus completing the numbering of the objects in 
the Third and Fourth Egyptian Rooms; descriptions of 
hifty-four plates of Coptic ostraka have been written; the 
writing of the Guide to the Third and Fourth Egyptian 
Rooms has been completed ; one thousand two hundred and 
twenty-eight labels have been written and painted; and 
numbers have been painted on ten thousand one hundred 
and forty-four objects. Material has been collected, and 
labels have been painted on three hundred and sixty-two 
stele in the Egyptian Gallery. 


ASSYRIAN ANTIQUITIES :— 


The general re-arrangement of the Babylonian and 
Assyrian collections (the unexhibited section) has been con- 
tinued. Two thousand six hundred and eighty-eight tablets 
have been re-numbered, and the necessary alterations have 
been made in the registers and case-books. The 1904 collee- 
tions have been numbered and arranged ; fourteen thousand 
six hundred and forty-six boxes containing tablets have been 
lined with cotton-wool; three thousand seven hundred and 
seventy objects have been numbered ; five hundred and fifty 
Babylonian tablets have been re-numbered, &c. 

The Black Obelisk has been remounted on a granite 
pedestal with sub-plinth, and the cast of the Stele of 
Khammurabi has been mounted and provided with a glass 
case. 

A list of the published brick-texts has been made; five 
hundred and eight bricks have been arranged ; four hundred 
and eighty-four tablets have been registered; copies of 
forty-two inscriptions on bricks, cones, &c., have been made ; 
seventy-six bowl inscriptions have been arranged chrono- 
logically ; four hundred and sixty labels have been written 
and painted ; six hundred and seventy-five tablets have been 
cleaned and repaired ; a number of ‘“‘case-tablets” have been 
opened, and the fragments of the cases have been rejoined. 
Twenty-three plates of Cuneiform Texts have been prepared 
for publication; a slip-index to three parts of Cuneiform 
Texts has been prepared. 


Publications.—Parts XVIII., XIX, and XX. of 
“Cuneiform Texts from Babylonian Tablets, &¢., in the 
British Museum” have been compiled and issued. A new 
illustrated “Guide to the Third and Fourth Egyptian 
Rooms” has been printed and issued. 


Students —About two thousand nine hundred visits 
have been made to re Department by students and others ; 
and two thousand tcur hundred and twenty-one objects 
have been issued for their use. 
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Highty parties, comprising about nine hundred and twenty 
persons, have been personally conducted through the Depart- 
ment by members of the staff. The parties came from insti- 
tutions, educational and social, clubs, schools, &¢., at Barnet, 
Battersea, Catford, Deptford, Dulwich, Hornsey, Surbiton, 
Tottenham, Whitechapel, &c. Parties from the University 
Extension Society, the Haberdashers’ College, and from the 
Church Army also visited the Department. 


II.— Acquisitions. 


1. KGYPTIAN :— 


1. The mastaba tomb of Ur-ari-en-Ptah, a high official 
who flourished in the reign of Pepi II., king of 
Keypt, about 3.c. 3200. This tomb stood at 
Sakkara, and was regarded by authorities as a 
fine specimen of the sepulchral work of the period 
to which it belonged. The sculptured and 
painted slabs of which it consisted were carefully 
taken down under the direction of E. Brugsch 
Bey, Assistant Director of the Egyptian Museum 
at Cairo, and they have been rebuilt, in the 
Assyrian Saloon, according to the numbering 
which he furnished. In its reconstructed state 
it will form a very instructive example of the 
small mastaba tombs of the Early Empire, and 
its painted bas-reliefs admirably illustrate the 
manner in which such buildings were decorated. 
The inscriptions on the facade and walls show 
that the official Ur-ari-en-Ptah was a “royal 
kinsman,’ and that he performed the functions 
of a libationer and priest of Hathor ; he was the 
overseer of the royal scribes, and was “ over the 
mysteries,” 2.e., he was a councillor of important 
rank. On each side of the door is a figure 
of the deceased in low relief, and the sides 
of the. short doorway are ornamented with 
several half obliterated scenes in low relief. 
On the walls of the tomb chamber proper are 
depicted scenes connected with river transport, 
farming operations and cattle rearing, religious 
festivals and sacrifices, &c. The larger of the 
two false doors in the south wall is inscribed 
with an interesting list of offerings, and on the 
sides of it are the names and titles of the 
deceased, and prayers that sepulchral offerings 
may be supplied at the proper seasons of festival. 
The designs and colouring are good, and they 
are thoroughly typical of the artistic work 
of the second half of the period of the VIth 
dynasty. 
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2. A granite head of a life-sized statue of a prince- 
priest, who flourished about B.c. 600. The face 
is clearly a portrait, and the execution of the 
work is good, and the whole treatment of the 
-head suggests that it was made at a time when 
the Egyptians were endeavouring to free them- 
selves from the conventionalism in sculpture 
which had become so marked after the downfall 
of the XXth dynasty, about B.c. 1100. 


3. Circular alabaster base of one of the pillars of the 
shrine which Rameses III., about B.c. 1200, 
built in honour of the god Khonsu at Thebes, 
near the temple of the Southern Apt, or the 
modern Luxor. The base is inscribed with the 
name and titles of Rameses IIJ., and with a 
dedication to the god of the temple. 


4. Bronze figure of the god J-em-hetep, the Imouthes 
of the Greeks, of very fine workmanship. The 
god is represented in the form of a seated man, 
and, in allusion to his great learning, he holds an 
opened roll of inscribed papyrus on his knees. 
The man I-em-hetep flourished under the Illrd 
or IVth dynasty at Memphis, and about B.c. 3500 
he was deified, and declared to be the son of 
Ptah, the patron god of Memphis. His fame 
grew under succeeding dynasties, and in the 
Greco-Roman Period his name passed into the 
religious and magical literatures of the time as 
a word of power. 


5. A collection of 253 scarabs which belong to the 
period that lies between B.c. 3500 and B.c. 1800. 
Of these, 102 are inscribed with royal names, 
and this portion of the collection is of the 
first importance, both archeologically and 
historically. Among the finest examples may be 
mentioned the scarabs of :—

33. A group of plaques in green jasper, carne- 
lian, &e., of the XX VIth dynasty. 

34, Six amethyst and basalt scarabs, unin- 
scribed. From B.c, 2500 to B.c. 2000. 


6. A large collection of scarabs, 2,086 in number, 


which was made in the Delta, and contains 
numerous examples of all the principal varieties 
of scarab work that have been found during the 
excavations made at Tanis, Tell-Basta, Temai 
al-Amdid, Benha, &e., in the course of the 
last fifty years. All the scarabs are made of 
steatite, and are covered with the grey glaze 
which is characteristic of the scarab manu- 
factories of the Delta. The devices, decorations, 
and designs are quite different from those of the 
scarabs of Upper Egypt, and many of them 
exhibit the influence of the worship of the 
“Syrian goddess,” 7.e,, Ashtoreth, which was 
always common in Palestine, Syria, and Phceni- 
cia. ‘Those who wore the scarabs appear to have 
regarded them more as amulets which would 
promote fecundity and increase progeny than 
as types of the Resurrection and Jife beyond the 
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grave. About one-half of this collection be- 
longs to the Hyksos Period, and this contains 
hundreds of examples of scarabs of which no 
ese were included hitherto in the National 

ollection. The remainder consists of scarabs 
which were made during a much later period, 
and exhibit all the peculiarities of Delta work- 
manship; the hunting scene and the figure of a 
lion with a paw stretched out over a prostrate 
foe being among the commonest forms of 
ornamentation,

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2. An important collection of 43 tablets inscribed 
with reugh lists of items of revenue from which 
the large tablets, with their summaries of income, 
were compiled. The greater number of them 
are undated, and of those to which a more or 
less exact date can be assigned may be mentioned 
a list that was compiled in the reign of Gamil- 
Sin, about B.c. 2400, and another that is dated 
“in the year in which the Wall of the Land was 
built.” 


3, A collection ef 32 tablets inscribed with accounts, 
&e., which were drawn up by the temple officials 
of Shirpurla. The greater number.of these only 

mention the day of the month im which they 
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were inscribed, a fact which shows that the 
figures and amounts enumerated upon them 
were only of a temporary character, and that. 
they were useless, except for purposes of 
reference, as soon as the facts on them had been 
incorporated in the large tablets from 12 to 18 
inches square. 


4, A “revenue tablet” inscribed with lists of flocks 
and herds, the property of one of the large 
temples in Shirpurla, or Lagash, one of the 
chief cities of the Sumerians in Southern 
Babylonia. About B.c. 2500. 


5. Tablet inscribed with a list of the slaves which 
were the property of one of the great Sumerian 


temples in Southern Babylonia. About B.c. 
2500. 


6. Tablet inscribed with the names of officials, tenants, 
labourers, &c., who were probably employed 
upon one of the temple properties in Southern 
Babylonia. This list appears to have been 
drawn up by a temple official. 


7. A rectangular limestone foundation tablet in- 
scribed with a historical text of Tukulti-Ninib L., 
king of Assyria, about B.c. 1275. The text 
records the king’s name, and titles, and genea- 
logy; his campaigns against the Kuti, the 
conquest of Shubari, the subjugation of 40 kings 
of the land of Nairi, the defeat of Bibeashu, king 
of Babylon, the conquest of Sumer and Akkad, 
the founding of the city Kar-Tukulti-Ninib, &e. 
Tukulti-Ninib describes the building of the 
temples of the gods and the erection of a palace 
in his capital, which he surrounded with a 
strong wall; the city was supplied with water 
from the Tigris by means of a canal which the 
king dug. The text concludes with an invoca- 
tion to Tukulti-Ninib’s successors to keep the 
city wall in repair, and with a series of curses 
on the man who shall neglect or destroy the 
city, or shall carry away the tablet, or obliterate 
the king’s name from it. This inscription proves 
that Tukulti-Ninib I., king of Assyria, and 
Bibeashu, king of Babylon, were contempo- 
raneous monarchs, and thus establishes a new 
synchronism in Assyrian and Babylonian 
history. 

8. Cast of a basalt stele inscribed in ancient Baby- 
lonian characters with the text of the Code of 
Laws which was drawn up by Khammurabi, a 
king of the Ist dynasty of Babylon, about 
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B.c. 2200. On the upper portion of the stele is 
a relief in which the king is represented standing 
before the Sun-god Shamash, and receiving the 
laws from him. The god is seated on a mystic 
throne, and his feet are upon the mountains; 
from his shoulders rise flames of fire. 


On the lower part of the stele are 28 columns 

of text containing :— 

1. An introduction in which Khammurabi 
enumerates the benefits which he has 
conferred upon the shrines and great 
cities of Babylonia and Assyria. 

2, The text of 282 laws by which the Baby- 
lonians were ordered to regulate their 
affairs, both private and public, and their 
social relationships. 


3. A blessing on the man who kept these 
laws, and a series of curses upon any 
king or governor who broke, modified, 
or abrogated any of them. 


The original stele was set up by Khammurabi 
in the temple of E-Sagil in Babylon, in order 
that it might be consulted by any man who 
considered himself wronged or oppressed. It was 
afterwards carried away by an Elamite king of 
Susa (mentioned in Nehemiah i. 1, under the 
name of ‘‘Shushan the Palace”) where four or 
five columns of the lower part of the text were 
erased, probably to make room for an inscription 
of the king who removed it.

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DEPARTMENT OF GREEK AND ROMAN ANTIQUITIES. 
lL—Arrangement, Cataloguing, &ce. 


The sculptures in the Third Greco-Roman Room have been 
rearranged; the reliefs and busts have been placed together 
on the N. side, which is best lighted, and the archaistic sculp- 
tures grouped together at one end of the room. In the 
Archaic Room the statuettes from Naukratis and Kameiros 
have been mounted and arranged in a double case, and a series 
of casts from objects found at Knossos has been exhibited. 
In the Elgin Room a new cast of the first metope on the 
S. side of the Parthenon has been placed on a slate shelf on 
the S. wall. The casts inserted in the Parthenon Frieze have 
been painted so as to harmonize with the rest of the frieze. 
The spaces between the friezesin the Nereid Room have been 
filled in with Caen stone. A case has been prepared in the 
Etruscan Saloon for the temporary exhibition of recent 
acquisitions. A series of frescoes has been framed and 
placed on the wall of the Gold Ornament Room Corridor. 
The floors of the first, second, and third Vase Rooms and of 
the Terra-cotta Room have been planed and polished; this 
necessitated the temporary shifting of many of the cases 
in these rooms. 


Two statues, 3 busts, 4 heads. and 16 fragments have been 
mounted on marble or stone; 102 bronzes, 66 gems, 8 vases, 
and 1 terra-cotta mounted on wooden blocks. New fittings 
have been made for 6 cases, and several trays for gems 
altered. 


153 vases, 26 terra-cottas, 18 lamps, 12 bronzes, and 
3 frescoes have been cleaned and repaired. 


631 labels have been written, 2,296 objects numbered, and 
1,503 registered. 


The third volume of the Catalogue of Sculpture has been 
published. Progress has been made with the Catalogues of 
Vases (Vol. I.); of Roman Pottery and Lamps; of Greek, 
Etruscan, and Roman Jewellery ; and with the revised edition 
of the Catalogue of Engraved Gems. 


The number of visits to the Student’s Room for purposes 
of research has been 740. 


The number of students visiting the Sculpture Galleries 
was 2,935. 


Numerous parties of students of architecture and other 
subjects have visited the Department for lectures and 
demonstrations.

2. Boat-shaped bar with hollow raised ends. The gold 
has been tilted from one end of the mould to the other. 
An irregular trickle of metal runs along the length of the 


bar. At one end isa rectangular sunk stamp, EON = 
Benignus coxit: “Benignus refined the gold.’ Weight, 


342°98 grammes. 

Both these bars are said to have been found with several 
others at Aboukir in the winter of 1901-02. See Arch. Anz., 
1902, p. 46; Proc. of Soc. of Ant.

3. Necklace composed of a chain of plaited wire, with a 
pear-shaped ornament, decorated with a tendril in filigree, at 
either end. Linked to either ornament is a flat disk of open 
S-shaped spirals with globules interspersed. The disks are 
fastened together by a hook and eye. On the chain is a 
movable ring, from which hangs an aureus of Domitian 
(date, A.D. 91) in plain gold setting. From Egypt. 

4. Bracelet consisting of two double wavy wires soldered 
to one another, and forming a support for alternate pairs of 
pearls and plasma beads. These are threaded upon gold 
wires which pass through rings soldered to the body of the 
bracelet. The fastening consists of a pin passed through 
loops attached to either end of the bracelet. 

5. Pair of earrings composed of a rosette of 16 petals with 
a pearl in the centre, anda large amphora on square base 
which is suspended from the rosette. The body of the 
amphora is formed by a plasma bead; the bandles are in the 
shape of dolphins. Pendent chains of plaited wire are 
attached to either side of the rosettes. The hook, soldered 
behind the rosette, is half masked by a palmette and acanthus 
leaf. 

4,5 are said to have been found together in a tomb at 
Ashmunin, in Egypt. 
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Il.— Silver. 

i. Two pairs of silver fibulae, the bow of which is formed 
by the union of four ribbed beads. The pin-head was 
fastened between two piates in the form of palmettes; the 
sheath is surmounted by two large bosses. One pair of fibulae 
is joined together by a plaited silver chain with snake-head 
attachments at either end. The chain which connected the 
second pair is missing. Found in a tomb at Elis. 


2. Finger ring. On the oval bezel is an engraved design 
representing a girl dancing Eros upon her uplifted foot. 
Fourth century B.c. 


Ill.— Bronze. 


1. Relief, possibly representing Aphrodite and Anchises 
on Mount Ida. Anchises, who wears a pointed bonnet, rich 
drapery, and anaxyrides, half reclines to the 1., on which 
side is seated Aphrodite. She turns her face towards him, 
holding up the edge of her veil with her r. hand. The upper 
part of her body is nude; the lower limbs are draped ; she 
wears a necklace and bracelets. Beneath the feet of Anchises 
lies a large hunting dog. Two Erotes are present. One is 
seen between the principal figures, leaning on his |]. arm and 
raising his r. behind Aphrodite’s head; the second is seated 
on her r., clasping his raised r. knee with his r. hand. The 
bronze was restored in places by Flaxman, who added a 
graceful wooden border. Greek work of the early part of 
the fourth century B.c. Engraved in Specimens of Antient 
Sculpture, vol. IL, plate XX; Burlington Magazine, 
November i904, p. 99. 


This bronze was found with 18 other Greek bronzes at . 
Paramythia, in Epeiros, in 1792. It was formerly in the 
collection of Mr. John Hawkins, and passed into that of 
Mr. C. H. T. Hawkins, at whose sale (Cat. No. 1341) it was 
purchased, with the aid of subscriptions from the National 
Art Collections Fund, Mrs.-C. H: T. Hawkins, and an 
anonymous donor. 


2. Group representing a helmeted warrior on horseback. 
The horse is very long in the body, with small head (mane 
and forelock in relief) and long tail. The rider wears a 
helmet, decorated over the eyes with engraved lotus-flowers, 
and a close-fitting chiton confined at the waist with a girdle. 
Holes are pierced in the horse’s mouth and warrior’s hands 
for the reception of metal reins and sword (') now missing. 
Both the figures have been cast solid; the rider is detachable. 
Fine archaic work of the sixth century B.c. Found at 
Grumentum in Lucania. See Catalogue of Forman Coll., 
1899, No. 53, pl. I.; Burlington Fine Arts Club, 1903, No. 53. 


3. Figure of a man standing to the front with arms out- 
stretched. He wears a close-fitting chiton and cap. The 
hands are pierced for the reception of objects now missing. 
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This figure is presumably an early product of Greco- 
Celtiberian Art. It was found at Medina las Torres, province 
of Badajoz, Spain. 


4. Statuette of Eros with r. arm outstretched, seated on 


arock. He wears a pointed cap. Hellenistic work, From 
Alexandria. 


5. Mirror case with relief representing Herakles swinging 
‘back his club over his r. shoulder to strike the Nemean lion, 
which he grasps round the neck with his l.arm. Greek work 
of the fourth century B.c. From Anaktorion. 


6. Mirror case with decorated support in the form of an 
acanthus ornament. On the haft is inscribed in dotted letters 


ed From Anaktorion. 

7. Figure of a wild boar running. The lower part of the 
hind legs has been broken away. Greek work of the early 
part of the fifth century B.c. From Thebes. 


IV.—Engraved Gem. 


1. Green jasper scarab with engraved design of Bes 
wrestling with a lion, which stands on its hind paws. 
Exergue cross-hatched. Similar to the scarabs found at 
Tharros, Sardinia. 


V.—NMarble, &c. 
1. Head of a bearded man, perhaps a victorious poet, 
wearing a decorated taenia. ‘The nose and bust are restored. 
A replica of a good Greek work of the fourth century B.c. 


Pentelic marble. From the Somzée Collection (Sale Cat., 
No. 47). 


2. Alabaster statuette of a goddess wearing a turretted 
crown, and holding some attribute (partly broken away) 
in her hands. The breasts and mouth are pierced, and 
communicate with a chamber hollowed out of the back, 


probably with a view to the production of seeming miracles. 
From Melos. 


V1I.—Terra-cotta. 


1. Statuette of Eros as a diminutive dancing figure with 
r. foot advanced. He wears a scanty upper garment. There 
are distinct remains of pink and blue colouring. Said to 
have been found at Tanagra. 


2. Model of a mirror case with relief, representing 
Aphrodite seated with a girl upon her lap. On the r., above, 
is Eros; below is a female attendant, standing by the side 
of a small Jonic column. Around the scene runs a wave 
border with its-hollows filled in with rosettes. ‘lhe surface 
of the terra-cotta has been covered with a greyish colour in 
imitation of silver From Thebes. For a similar terra-cotta, 
ef.

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VII.— Pottery. 

1. Krater, decorated with two friezes in black on a re& 
ground. The upper frieze represents two horsemen. and a. 
revel of Seileni and Mznads; the lower, running human 
figures among animals. The details are, contrary to the 
usual practice, indicated in white, instead of by engraved 
lines. The vase is of Ionian fabric, dating from the early 
part of the sixth century B.c. It has been reconstructed 
from fragments found on the site of Kyme in olis. See 
Rom. Mittheil., I11., pp. 159-180, pl. VI. 

2. Plate of black ware, partly restored. In the centre is. 
the impression of a coin of Herakleia in Lucania; type, 
Herakles holding cornucopiz and kantharos before altar 
(date, about 380-300 B.c.). 

3. Lekythos with designs in black upon a white ground, 
representing Peleus seizing Thetis. Thetis transforms herself 
into the fore-part of a lon terminating in a dolphin’s tail. 
The lion bites Peleus in the shoulder. About 520.B.c.) From 
Thebes. 

4, Vase in the form of a poppy fruit. It is decorated 
with black and white chequers and oblique lines. Geometric 
period (seventh century B.c.). From Corinth. 

5. A series of seven hand-made vases of dark ware. 
They were excavated in 1900 from a necropolis near the 
upper Caicus valley in Mysia. The civilization there revealed 
is analogous to that of the second city at Hissarlik (ca. 2000— 
1500 B.c.). See Ccompte-Rendu de V Académie des Inscrip- 
trons, 1901, pp. 810-817. Obtained from the Royal Museum 
at Brussels in exchange for a series of duplicate objects from 
Enkomi, Cyprus. 


VIIL—WMorel Collection. 

A series of 1452 objects from the Gaulish Collection of 
M. Léon Morel. Most of these objects are in bronze and 
pottery, and are the product of Gallo-Roman civilization. 
They were acquired in 1901 with other antiquities illustrative 
of the late Celtic and early British period in our islands by 
the Department of British and Medizval Antiquities, and 
were temporarily exhibited in that Department. Those 
objects which naturally belong to the Department of Greek 
and Roman Antiquities have now been transferred to it. 
See British Museum Return, 1902, p. 75 f.

I.—1. Bronze statuette of Hermes, seated. He wears a 
petasos, and rests his r. arm upon his r. thigh. The figure is 
nude. The rocky base with the cock beside it is a restoration 
by Flaxman. Fine condition. See Burlington Magazine,

This bronze belongs to the series found at Paramythia in

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DEPARTMENT OF BRITISH AND MEDIHMVAL ANTIQUITIES AND 
ETHNOGRAPHY. 


I.—Arrangement. 


Prehistoric Section.—The series of bronze celts from 
Ireland has been arranged in typological order: remains 
from French dolmens exhibited in table-case E; and a 
mahogany model of the stone-circle of Atbor Low, Derby- 
shire, placed in this room. 


Late-Celtic and Gaulish Sections.—The Continental series 
has been removed to cases 77, 78, arranged and labelled ; a 
number of British specimens not hitherto exhibited have 
been mounted on boards in cases 59, 60, and a range of wall- 
cases cleared, distempered, and re-arranged. Progress has 
been made with the mounting and permanent labelling of the 
Gaulish section of the Morel Collection, and the Gallo-Roman 
section of the same transferred to the Department of Greek 
and Roman Antiquities. 


_ Romano-British Section.—A mahogany screen has been 
added for the exhibition of maps, diagrams, translations, We., 
illustrating the collection; and additions made to the 
exhibited series from Hod Hill, Dorset. 


Medieval Room.—Further progress has been made with 
the permanent labelling of the exhibits; and the labels of 
the collections of clocks, papal rings, and horn boxes are 
now complete. For further security, the two table-cases 
containing watches have been furnished with a lining of 
plate-glass. 


Gold Ornament Room.—The collection of medieval and 
Renaissance gems has been permanently labelled; and the 
cups and other vessels in the Franks bequest cleaned and 
photographed. 

Glass and Ceramic Room.—A standard case has been 
cleared to make room for an exhibition of specimens of 
Continental porcelain from the Fortnum and Franks 
bequests ; and the table-case of Persian pottery re-arranged. 
The floor and case frames have been polished, and the walls 
and ceiling painted. 

In the ante-room a series of porcelain casts from moulds 
found on the site of the old Lowestoft porcelain works has 
been exhibited, and two additional panels of Chertsey tiles 
affixed to the wall. 


Asiatic Saloon.—The two remaining standard cases have 
been furnished with walnut step-fittings, and permanent 
labels provided for the vases. Type-written general labels 
have also been placed in these and the Siamese porcelain 
cases. : Panes ~ 
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Gallery of Religions.—A second standard case has been 
filled with selected pieces of Buddhist sculpture from 
Northern India, and several additions made to the series 
in the wall-cases. 


American Room.—A new suite of wall-cases has been 
built, step-fittings for the same prepared and painted, and 
most of the collections exhibited, including a standard case 
of Mexican mosaics and stone masks. The floor bas been 
polished, and the table-cases re-arranged. 


Ethnographical Gallery.—A number of type-written 
labels have been added in various parts of the gallery, and 
recent acquisitions incorporated. In the African section a 
series from the Congo Free State has been placed on exhi- 
bition; and in the Solomon Island a cannibal trough has been 
placed above wall-cases 41-43. In the Asiatic section the 
dress and ornaments of a Shan-Palaoung woman have been 
exhibited in case 158; and in the American section two large 
pottery vases from the head-waters of the Amazon, with 
painted basket patterns, have been placed im a specially 
constructed standard case. 


Registration.—The registration of current acquisitions 
has been continued, and 1,407 objects have been added, 
while 529 ethnographical specimens have been drawn and 
described. 


Catalogues.—The Guide to the Antiquities of the Bronze 
Age in the Department was published in February, and that 
to the English pottery and porcelain collections in April. 
The Catalogue of English Porcelain has been sent to press, 
and that of the Oxus treasure completed in manuscript ; while 
Guides to the Ethnographical and Late-Celtic collections are 
in progress. 

The slip-catalogue of medizval pilgrims’ signs has been 
re-arranged, and recent acquisitions incorporated ; while 
that of African ethnography, including exhibited and stored 
specimens, has been completed, and arranged in drawers in 
this section. 


Photographs to the number of 200 have been taken in the 
Department to illustrate various Guides and Catalogues ; 
804 type-written labels cut and bordered, 131 mounting- 
boards papered, and 1,227 specimens mounted. 


Registration numbers have been painted on 3,119 speci- 
mens, and 1,507 permanent labels written. Wooden labels, 
plinths, pedestals, and packing-cases have been prepared to 
the number of 1,311. Seventeen Chertsey tiles have been 
restored and mounted; 22 busts and 2 figures cleaned ; an 
alabaster panel and American terra-cotta repaired, and the 
Roman tessellated pavement from Thruxton, Hants., placed 
on the wall of the north-eastern staircase, space being 
provided by transferring casts of Egyptian heads. 
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Two thousand five hundred and fourteen students and 
visitors have been received in the Department; and two 
parties (Viking Club and St. Mary’s Improvement Society) 
con'‘lucted through certain sections of the Department by. 
members of the Staff.

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DEPARTMENT OF ‘COINS AND’ MEDALS. 
I.—Registration and, Arrangement. 


1. Greek Series :— ; 
197 coins have been registered and incorporated. 


Numerous re-attributions and re-arrangements have been 
made, in-accordance with recent researches and_publicattons, 
in the following portions of the collection :—Thrace, Macedon, 
Megaris and Aegina, Peloponnesus, Bithynia, Mysia, Troas, 
Aeolis, Pisidia, Cilicia, Cyrenaica, Libya, Zeugitana, Syrtica, 
Byzacene, Numidia, Mauretania, Cossura, Gaulos, and Melita. 


The series of the Aes signatum of Central Italy has been 
examined with the object of ascertaming, as far as possible, 
the provenance of the various specimens as-an indication of 
their local attribution. 5; 


About 400 casts and electrotypes of coins of various parts 
of the Greek world, and of Cypriote coins not in the British 
Museum, have been incorporated in the collection of casts, 
which has been expanded by the addition of two cabinets. 


A series of sulphur casts illustrating a portion of the 
Hunter Collection has been arranged and mounted, and a list 
of them has been prepared, giving references to Vol. II. of 
Macdonald’s Catalogue of that collection, and a large number 
of miscellaneous casts of Greek coins in Foreign Museums 
have been identified and arranged. 


A cabinet of casts of coins of the Ancient Britons, 
presented by Sir John Evans, has been arranged and labelled. 


Various collections of Greek and Sicilian coins have been 
examined, and notes have been made of important specimens 
contained in them, and selections, where necessary, have been 
set aside as desirable for purchase by the Museum. Many 
hundreds of rubbings of Greek coins from Asia Minor have 
also been examined, and selections made of desirable 
specimens. 


776 tickets have been written, giving references to the 
Catalogue of the Coins of Lydia, and placed beneath the 
coins. 


The Indexes of Types of Greek Coins from 23 published 
volumes of the catalogue have been cut up, combined together, 
and mounted for the purpose of facilitating reference. 


Additions have been made to the MS. Biblography of 
Greek Numismatics, and a Bibliography of Literature re- 
ferring to Greek coins published in non-numismatic periodicals 
has been begun.

REMARKABLE COINS AND MEDALS. 


1. Greek Serves :—- 

Among the Greek coins added to the National Collection 

during the year 1904, the following are the most important :— 
(a.) Hurope :— 

Sicily.—Thirteen specimens, chiefly archaic, of the cities 
of Agrigentum, Gela, Himera, Leontini, Motya, Segesta, and 
Syracuse. 

Presented by Sir Henry H. Howorth, K.C.1.E., F.R.S. 

Thrace.—Twelve very beautiful silver diobols of the city 
of Aenus, dating from the latter half of the fifth century B.c., 
nearly all of them unpublished varieties, showing on their 
obverses heads of Hermes in profile or facing, and on their 
reverses the inscription AIN! and the figure of a goat 
accompanied by various adjunct symbols. 


Macedon.—A fine and very rare archaic silver stater of 
Lete, inscribed AETAIO[N] (retrograde). On the obverse is 
a Centaur carrying off a nymph, and, on the reverse, a crested 
helmet within an incuse square. 

Two archaic coins of the city of Scione in Chalcidice with 
a young male heroic head on the obverse, and on the reverse the 
letters ZKIO in the four corners of an incuse square. The 
reverse type is, on one of them, a large eye, which is probably 
to be explained as the conspicuous eye which was painted on the 
prows of war-galleys. The eye as a coin-type may therefore 
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be accepted: as: equivalent to the representation. ef a. war- 
galley. On the other specimen the reverse. type is a bunch 
of grapes, symbolical of the cult of Dionysos. 


A rare hemidrachm of King Alexander J. of Macedon, 
498-454 B.c., with a horseman-on the obverse and an incuse 
square quartered on the reverse. 


A tetradrachm of Macedon as a Roman province, issued by 
the Quaestor Aesillas, 92-88 B.c. This coin bears the mint- 
mark of Bottiaea, the district of Macedon for which the coin 
was struck. . 


Thessaly.—An obol of the. city of Larissa issued early 
in the fifth century B.c. The obverse type is a horse 
tethered by the bridle to.a ring. On the reverse is the local 
nymph Larissa playing ball. 

A bronze coin of the reign of Nero, on the reverse of which 
is.a.figure of Apollo, draped, holding a Thessalian horse by 
the bridle; a new and: interesting type. 


Elis.—Twelve bronze coins of the third century B.c. Obv. 
Head of Hera; rev. Hagle on thunderbolt. The numerous 
varieties of the coins of this type, hitherto very rare, prove 
that the issue must have been plentiful during several years. 


(b.) Asia — 

Mysia.—A silver coin (wt. 45 grs.) of the city of Atarneus. 
Obv. Head of Apollo of fine style; rev. Coiled serpent: 
probably the personal badge of Drakon the Achaean, who 
was placed by the Spartan general Derkyllidas (B.c. 398) in 
command of the garrison quartered by him in the citadel 
of Atarneus, when, after a prolonged siege, he had reduced 
the:city to submission. (Cf. Grote, Hist. Gr. VI. 379; Xen. 
Hell. III. 2, 11; Isocrates, Paneg. 144.) 


Two unpublished ‘ Cistophori’ of Pergamum, struck during 
the early part of the second century B.c., and differing in 
details from all previously known specimens. 


Troas.—A. unique bronze coin of the city of Sigeium. 
Obv. Head of King Antiochus Hierax; rev. ANTIOXEQN 
and double-bodied. owl. The Sigeian type of this coin 
coupled with the legend ANTIOXEQN and the portrait 
of Antiochus Hierax (ob. 227 B.c.) proves that Sigeium, like 
its neighbour Cebren, bore, for a brief period, the name of 
Antioch. 


Ionia.—A silver coin of Clazomenae (circ. 400 B.c.; wt. 
54:8 grs.). Obv. KAA Fore-part of winged boar; rev. Ram’s 
head in incuse square. The numismatic importance of this 
coin is considerable, as the inscription KAA serves to fix 
definitely to Clazomenae a whole series of archaic coins with 
a winged boar upon them which have hitherto been only 
conjecturally assigned to that city. 
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Two tetradrachms of Ephesus of the fourth century B.c., 
bearing the signatures of two new Prytaneis, Diotimidas and 
Simalion. 

Five cistophori of Ephesus, selected from a recent find 
of 30 of these coins (B.c. 200-133 and later), struck at Per- 
gamum, Ephesus, Tralles, and Apameia. 

A bronze coin of Magnesia. Obv. Bust of Artemis; rev. 
Horseman. This piece is contemporary with the beautiful 
tetradrachms struck at Magnesia after the defeat of Antiochus, 
B.C, 190. 


Lydia.—A bronze coin of Severus Alexander, struck at 
Nysa. ev. City-goddess holding grapes and a cultus-statue 
of the god Mén. This coin bears the name of a magistrate - 
Aurelius Ammianus, with the title “‘Grammateus.” 

A quasi-autonomous coin of the Lydian Stratoniceia, dating 
from the time of Trajan, with the inscription on the rev. 
OEA PQMH INAITTEAIATQON. The origin of the name 
Indipediatae, as distinctive of this city, isnot explained. (See 
B.M. C. Lydia, p. exvi.) 


Phrygia.—A rare bronze coin of the city of Synnada, 
struck in the reign of Gallienus. 


Presented by B. V. Head, Hsq., D.C.L., PH.D. 


Seventeen bronze coins of the cities of Apameia, Cadi, 
Colossae, Cotiaéum, Hierapolis, Laodiceia, Lysias, Philomelium, 
and Temenothyrae. 


Cilicia. — A very rare quasi-autonomous bronze coin, 
struck at the city of Cestrus in Imperial times. Obv. Bearded 
head surmounted by modius; rev. KEZTPHNWN star 
within a crescent. Presented by F. W. Hasluck, Esq. 


Five satrapal tetradrachms of the “ Lion type,” belonging 
to the age of Alexander the Great. 


Presented by Sir Henry H. Howorth, K.C.1.£., F.B.8. 


Cyprus.— An unpublished bronze coin of King Eua- 
goras II., 368-351 B.c., with a head of Aphrodite, facing, on 
the obv., and EYA and a mare and foal on the rev. 


Presented by W. C. Boyd, Esq. 


Babylon.—A tetradrachm of Tarsian type, but of the 
Attic standard, belonging to the class attributed by Imhoof- 
Blumer to one of the governors of Babylon under Alexander 
the Great. 


Syria and Bactria.—Twenty six specimens from a hoard 
of coins discovered near Koh-i-Taftan in the province of 
Kerman (the ancient Caramania) in Persian Baluchistan, 
comprising some interesting native imitations current among 
the wild tribes of Baluchistan in the second and first 
centuries B.C. : 
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Abyssinia.—A gold coin of one of the Kings of Axum, 
with an inscription in Graeco-Coptic characters.

2. Roman Series :— 


One hundred and eighty-nine denarii of the Republican 
and early Imperial periods, including some rarities struck at 
the local mints soon after 268 B.c., with others issued during 
the campaigns of Julius Caesar in Gaul], and during the 
contest between Brutus and Antony, some of them important 
for fixing the date of the Imperatorships of Antony and 
Octavius. 

Highty-five bronze coins of the period of the Republic.

In the later Roman and Byzantine series the acquisitions 
have been exceptionally numerous and important, many 
hundreds of coins having been added to the collection in 
gold, silver, and bronze. Only a small number of these 
acquisitions can be referred to here, but they will find 
their place in the Catalogue of Byzantine Coins now in 
preparation. 

A solidus of Pulcheria, wife of the Emperor Marcianus 
(414-453 A.D.). 

' A rare solidus of Basiliscus (476-477 a.pD.), bearing his 
own name and that of his son Marcus. 

A tremissis, which has been attributed to Vitalian, the 
rival of Anastasius J. (491-518 aA.pD.), but which is more 
probably a barbarous copy of a coin of Justin I., or of one 
of his successors. 

A well preserved series of the small silver coins struck in 
Italy in the name of Justin I. 

Four solidi struck during the brief joint rule (four months 
in 527 a.D.) of Justin I. and his nephew Justinian I. 

A solidus of Justinian I. (527-565 a.p.) with the rare 
reverse type, Victory holding a globe surmounted by the 
Christian monogram. | 

An extensive series cf the bronze coins of Justinian I., 
including a fine half-follis with his head in profile, struck 
at Rome. 

A bronze follis of Justinian J., with a ring, evidently 
attached to it in antiquity, struck at Antioch, and found in 
a, tomb on the site of Sycaminum in Palestine. | 


Presented by Col. W. J. Massy. 
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A solidus..of Heraclius (610+641..4.D.) and Heraclius 
Constantine, with. the: unexplained characters SOXX onthe 
reverse. Also another solidus, in brilliant condition, of 
Heraclius and his son. Numerous bronze pieces of Heraclius 
and his family have also been acquired, which are interesting 
as having been struck on coins of earlier emperors or as 
having been countermarked. 


An unpublished silver coin of Justinian II. (705-711 «.p.), 
having, on the reverse, a bust of Christ holding the Book. of 
the Gospels with a cross behind. 

Philippicus (Bardanes). Four solidi of the highest rarity; 
struck during the short reign of this usurper (October 711- 
June 713 A.D.). 

Anastasius If. (713-716 a.p.). Five very rare solidi. 


Theodosius III. (715-717 a.p.). A small silver coin with, 
on the reverse, two busts apparently of his wife and-son, 
whose names are not recorded by the historians. 

Leo IIl., the Isaurian (717-741 a.). EHight.solidi, and 
two trientes, all. searce. 

Leo IV. (775-780 A.D.) and Constantine VI. A. follis 
resembling the gold coinage.in the neatness of its work- 
manship. 

Constantine VI: (780-797 a.D.). Asolidus of great rarity’; 
obv. Busts of the emperor and his mother Irene, wearing a 
erown and richly embroidered robes; rev. Three figures of 
imperial rank, apparently Leo ITI. with his son and grandson 
(Constantine V. and Leo IV.). 


Nicephorus I. and his son Stauracius (803-811 4.D,). A 
scarce solidus. 


Alexius I. and Constantine (1081-1118 a.p.). A very rare 
cup-shaped solidus. 


John ITI. Comnenus (1118-1143 a.p.). A silver coin re- 
markable for style and execution ; obv. The Virgin and Child ; 
rev. Christ crowning the emperor. 

Many varieties of the silver coins of the Emperors of 
Trebizond. 


A solidus struck by Theodoric the Ostrogoth, circ. 493 A.D. 
with the types of the emperor, Anastasius, but distinguished 
by Theodorice’s monogram. Also another solidus of Theodorie 
with toe mint-mark of Ravenna. 


Silver coins of the Ostrogothic rulers Theodoric, Athalaric, 
and Theia, and a silver coin of Gelimir, the King of the 
Vandals, defeated by Belisarius (534 A.D.). 


A triens of Romoald IL, Duke of Beneventum (698-720 
A.D.), closely imitated from the contemporary imperial 
- coins of Justinian IJ, 
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3 British and Colonial Series + 


Anglo-Saxon.—Ceolwulf II., King of Mercia (874 4.D.). 
A rare penny, with the name of ‘the moneyer Cuthulf, of the 
type of B. M. Cat. Pl. ix. 16. 


Alfred the Great. Three rare pennies with hitherto 
unpublished moneyers’ names Guthere, Hereferth, and 
Lufeman, of the type of B. Mf. Cat. No. V. 


‘English—Henry J. Fifteen silver pennies issued between 
the years 1128 and 1131. Obvw, Full-face bust of the king ; 
rev, a large quatrefoil enclosing a cross with a lis in each 
angle. These coins were struck at the following mints: 
—Bristol, Canterbury, Hereford, London, Northampton, 
Norwich, Oxford, Southwark, Thetford, Wallingford, Warwick, 
Winchester, and York, 


Henry VJ. A halfpenny of his last issue struck in 
London, a variety, of which only one other specimen is 
known.

GENERAL PROGRESS. 
Visitors. 


The total number of visits paid by the public to the 
galleries of the Natural History Museum during the year 
was 470,557, as compared with 486,733 in 1903, a decrease 
of 16,176. On Sunday afternoons 60,909 visits were recorded, 
as against 63,188 in 1903. 


The average daily attendance for all open days during the 
year was 1,289:2; for week-days only, it was 1,308°7, and 
for Sunday afternoons, 1,171°3. 


Electric Light. 


Further progress has been made with the installation of 
the electric light throughout the building, as far as the 
limited amount (500/.) provided in Class I. of the Estimates 
wouldallow. Nearly all the remaining studies and workrooms 
and the Centra] and North Halls have been experimentally 
lighted, and trials are in progress with a view to ascertain 
the best method of lighting the side galleries. 


Swiney Lectures. 


Following the usual custom of recent years, Dr. J. 8. Flett 
delivered his fourth annua] course of Swiney Lectures on 
Geology in the autumn, commencing on 7th November and 
finishing on 2nd December, his subject on this occasion being 
“Geology: the Record and its Interpretation.” The lectures, 
twelve in number, were delivered in the theatre of the 
Victoria and Albert Museum, by permission of the Board of 
Education, and were attended by an average of 248 persons 
per lecture, as compared with 299 in 1903. 

Dr. Flett has been appointed Swiney Lecturer again for 
the year 1905, and the Trustees have approved his proposal 
to take as the subject of the course of lectures in that year 
“The Geological History of the British Isles.” 


National Antarctic EHupedition. 


The natural history collections made by the Discovery 
Antarctic Expedition have been received at the Museum, and 
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arrangements have been completed with various naturalists 
for working them out, with aview to the preparation of a 
report of the natural history results of the expedition, the 
publication of which has been undertaken by the Trustees. 


Reproduction of Diplodocus. 


Arrangements have been made to place in the Reptile 
Gallery of the Zoological Department the reproduction of 
the skeleton of the remarkable extinet reptile Diplodocus, 
which Mr. Andrew Carnegie has had prepared for preservation 
in the Natural History Museum. 


Purchases. 


Among the more important acquisitions made by purchase 
during the year, special mention may be made of the Hauser 
collection of 4,867 Coleoptera from Central Asia; valuable 
collections of insects forming part of the collection of the 
late Dr. P. B. Mason ; remains of Grypothervum from a cave 
in Patagonia; the Beddard collection of Oligocheta, or earth- 
worms, comprising about 1,400 specimens, 272 being types; 
a selection of shells from the collection of the late Admiral 
Sir Henry Keppel; a faceted specimen of kunzite, the lately 
discovered lilac-coloured variety of the mineral spodumene ; 
and the Hassler collection of 5,247 named plants ‘from 
Paraguay. 


Bequest. 


A series of thirteen heads of African mammals has been 
bequeathed to the Museum by the late Mr. H. Andrew, who 
accompanied Mr. H. 8. H. Cavendish.in his expedition to 
Lake Rudolf, 


Presents. 


Tke total number of presents recorded as haying-‘been 
received during the year by the several Departments of the. 
Museum was 1,933, as against 1,997 in 1903. Many of these 
comprised large numbers of individual specimens. ‘The details

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GENERAL LIBRARY. 


The additions to the General Library during the past year 
have been :— 


By purchase” - - - 385 volumes. 
By donation - - - 611 volumes, 57 maps, and 
39 photographs. 
TOTAL - - 996 volumes, 57 maps, and 
39 photographs. 


All the volumes and maps have been catalogued, press- 
marked, and put in their places, while 515 volumes have 
been bound in 333, 15 have been repaired, and 2 maps 
have been mounted. 


The extent of the collection on the 3lst December was 
33,924 volumes, 5,599 maps, and 263 photographs (not includ- 
ing those in the Owen Collection of Draw wings, &e.). 


The accessions to the Departmental Libraries have also 
been catalogued as they came in, and duplicate transcripts of 
the titles have been returned with the books. 


Altogether 1,819 title-slips have been written, 94 re- 
written, and 2,256 revised. 


There are now, on a rough estimate, 80,099 volumes 
(exclusive of continuations and minor separata) and 
5,844 maps in the whole building. 


The Notes on the Books, MSS., and Drawings in the 
Museum were completed and incorporated in Vol. I. of “The 
History of the Collections.” 


The printing of the Catalogue has been continued, and the 
work at the end of the year stood as follows :-—

The permanent card-catalogue has been mounted as far as 
the end of sheet 118, and the work of transferring to it 
the press-marks and other memoranda las been completed. 


The number of visits paid to the Library during the year 
by Students and others (irrespective of the staff and persons 
to whom the use of a key is granted) was 1,055. 
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InDEX MUSEUM AND MORPHOLOGICAL PREPARATIONS. 


Of the additions made during the past year to the 
exhibits in the Entrance Hall, the most noteworthy are a 
series of models of the eggs, larvee, and pupe of the Common 
Gnat and of the Anopheles Mosquito, enlarged to the same 
degree as the models of the adult insects already on exhibi- 
tion, and a similar series of models of the larva, pupa, and 
adult of the Common Midge or Black Gnat. 


In the “ Tsetse Case” have been added new specimens of 
the Tsetse-fly and its larval and pupal forms, and enlarged 
drawings of species of the blood-parasite Trypanosoma other 
than that which occasions the ‘‘ Tsetse Disease.” 


The specimens of fishes in alcohol presented in November 
by H.M. the King of Portugal have been temporarily placed 
on exhibition prior to their incorporation in the general 
collection, and a considerable amount of work has been 
done in the way of remounting and re-spiriting such of the 
anatomical preparations in the Entrance Hall as were in need 
of attention. 


Experiments have been made, and are still in progress, 
to ascertain the most suitable method of presenting to 
the public notice the structural peculiarities of a form of 
Cephalodiscus recently discovered in the Antarctic Seas. 
Numerous microscopic dissections have been made, and serial 
sections cut, and an enlarged model has been constructed by 
cementing together wax plates cut to the pattern of the 
several sections of one of the specimens. 


Seventy specimens of fishes have been restored and 
coloured according to published coloured figures and descrip- 
tions, in continuation of the work begun last year. One-half 
of the wall-cases in the Fish Gallery have been fitted with 
sloping backgrounds, and on the west side the specimens of 
sharks and rays selected for exhibition have been placed in 
position, with temporary copies of labels, 150 in number, 
giving, where possible, the various local names of the fishes, 
their generic and specific peculiarities, their habits, and their 
geographical range. The planning out of the specimens in 
the corresponding cases on the east side has been begun. 

A specimen of the Basking Shark, presented by the 
Hon. Walter Rothschild, m.p., has been suspended from the 
roof of the Gallery, in place of the dilapidated specimen from 
Shanklin, the head and pelvic fins of which will, after being 
restored, be placed upon the floor by the side of the cast of 
the skeleton of the Basking Shark. 


The large specimen of the Devil Ray (Dicerobatis), 
formerly standing on Wall-case 43, has been renovated, and 
is now suspended from the roof in the middle of the Gallery, 
where it is seen to greater advantage than before; and two 
iron rods have been placed along the Gallery, suspended by 
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chains, in order to carry the specimens of sharks and other 
large fishes which hitherto have stood on pillars and tables, 
and have thus occupied more of the floor-space than can 
conveniently be allotted to them. 


EcoNomiIc ZoouoGcy. 


The arrangement made in the year 1900 for assistance in 
advising the Board of Agriculture and Fisheries on questions 
of Economic Zoology has been discontinued. 


Economic work has, however, been carried on at the 
Museum, and during the year numerous questions have been 
received in connection with this section, most of them having 
reference to insects. Medical men in various parts of the 
world have been endeavouring to ascertain the connection 
between diseases and insects. This has led to much corte- 
spondence, and many specimens, chiefly fleas, mosquitoes, 
and other Diptera, have been sent for determination, as the 
correct identification of the insect is of great importance. 


The following are some of the subjects of inquiry during 
the year :—— 


(1...) Inquiry respecting horse-sickness in. W. Africa. in 
connection with the Tsetse-fly, and Forest-fly, 
Hippobosca. Other inquiries as to the Tsetse-fly 
causing sleeping-sickness, and as to the identity of 
the species. 

(2.) A question as to the necessity of isolating horses in 
Ireland supposed to be suffering from sarcoptic 
mange. 

(3.) Various larve of Diptera taken from patients by 
medical men were sent for identification and advice. 


(4.) Inquiry as to the best method of preventing flies that 
might spread disease breeding in filth trenches in 
India. 


(5.) Identity of larvee of Diptera found in water supply. 


The following have reference to pests in houses, gardens, 
and in connection with agriculture :— 


(6.) Inquiries from Kent, Suffolk (felixstowe), and other 
places, respecting the injury done to Black-currant 
by the Black-currant Mite, Hriephyes ribis, which 
is spreading in the country, probably by means of 
infested cuttings. 


(7.) Advice asked as to the best method of destroying 
myriads of asmall Acarus, which was causing serious 
injury in some mushroom: beds at. Brentford.

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Examples of the common House Mite, Glycyphagus, 
were sent for identification and advice from Stoke 
Newington, where they were in great numbers in 
furniture. 

Niptus hololewews, a beetle of the family Ptinide, 
was the subject of several inquiries. It was re- 
ported to be in great numbers in a private house at 
Bournemouth. 


Advice was asked as to Anobiuwm tessellatum, A. 
domesticum, and A. paniceum, beetles of the 
family Ptinidw, which were very troublesome in 
houses im London, at Woking, and at Shaldon in 
Devonshire. 

Inquiries were received as to the methods to be 
‘adopted for getting rid of the common House bug, 
Acanthia lectularia, in London and in Aberdeen. 

Advice was sought as to Atropos divinitoria, a 
common Paper-mite, which was causing annoyance 
in a house at ‘West Croydon; and there was a 
similar inquiry from Stanstead. 


Examples of the common Fish Insect, Lepisma 


saccharina, which had been injuring photographs 
and photographic material in a house at Woodford 
Bridge, were sent for determination and advice; 
and a similar inquiry was received from a house in 
London, large photographs having been injured by 
the same insect. Another species, introduced from 
India, was injuring wall paper and dress materials 
at Lutterworth. 

Skin beetles, Dermestes vulpinus, were the subject of 
inquiry from Forest Hill: and the common Museum 
beetle, Anthrenus festivus, was received from 
Australia, where-it was seriously injuring woollen 
goods. 

Advice was asked as to the best way of dealing with 
the caterpillars of Oinophila v-flava, a smail moth, 
which causes great loss by burrowing into wine 
corks. 

Several persons asked advice respecting the larvee of 
the Small Ermine moths, Hyponomeuta, which were 
very abundant, and caused injury to apple trees, 
hawthorn, and to Huonymus bushes. 

Information was asked as to the cause of serious 
injury to the leaves of Chrysanthemum, Michaelmas 
daisies, and Phlow. Vhe mischief was found in all 
these plants to be due to the larve of a fly, 
Spilographa zoe. 

Advice was asked about Slug-worms, the larve of the 
Saw-fly, Hriocampa limacina, which were injuring 
pear trees at Llandrindod. 
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Early in the year an inquiry was received as to the 


best method of dealing with a species of mite, 
Eriophyes, which was causing serious injury to the 
leaves of cotton plants in the West Indies. In the 
autumn the question was raised as to the possi- 
bility of pests being introduced into East Africa 
in imported seed. In view of the ease with which 
some pests are carried from place to place, precau- 
tions were recommended, and experiments were 
tried with a view to ascertain the best method of 
disinfecting the seed.

(21.) Specimens of a small beetle of the family Scolytide, 


which were causing serious injury to the green 
coffee berries in Uganda, were sent for deter- 
mination, and for advice as to the best method to 
be adopted to destroy them.

l.—Arrangement and Conservation. 


Mammalia.—In the exhibition series the great feature 
of the year’s work of conservation has been the addition 
of a glass-case, placed in the East Corridor, for the three 
giraffes presented by the Hon. Walter Rothschild, Major 
Powell-Cotton, and Mr. Victor Buxton. The painting of this 
case is not yet finished, and the remaking of the groundwork 
has not been commenced. Jn the adjacent case a fine series 
of giraffes’ heads have been arranged, and near by the original 
strips of skin which afforded the first evidence, in this country, 
of the existence of the Okapi have been exhibited. In the 
same part of the Museum a new case has been added for the 
exhibition of the White-tailed Gnu. 


In the West Corridor artificial groundwork has been 
constructed for the Sable Antelope case, thereby completing 
the whole of the cases in this part of the Museum in this 
respect. The Sambar Deer case in the Lower Mammal 
Gallery has likewise been fitted with groundwork. ‘The 
removal of the Elephants from the Lower Mammal Gallery, 
mentioned in last year’s report, has permitted the re-arrange- 
ment of the Carnivora cases, which have been painted 
green, and the expansion of the Rodent series, with the 
addition of a new case for the Hares. In this gallery, also, 
new screens are being erected for the Rhinoceroses, to replace 
the temporary ones made last year. 


A large spare case has been transferred from the East 
Corridor to the Upper Mammal Gallery, and in this the 
Langur Monkeys will be arranged, thus relieving the present 
congestion in the large Monkey case.. Jn the North Hall new 
cases have been installed for the exhibition of the series of 
skulls and of the series illustrating the evolution of the 
horse. 


The tusks of Elephants exhibited in the Geological De- 
partment have been remounted by the staff of the Zoological 
Department, in whose custody they remain. Arrangements 
are being made for the mounting and exhibition of the large 
Indian Elephant’s skull presented two years ago by Mr. Wyat, 
for which wooden tusks, modelled from the originals, are 
being prepared. 

In the Whale Room nothing noteworthy has been done. 

A group of Foxes has been placed in the British Pavilion. 


Special attention has been paid during the year to the 
labelling of specimens. Under the orders of the Director, the 
labels have in many cases been amplified and elaborated. 
Throughout a large part of the Lower Mammal Gallery the 
labels, which had become soiled, have been replaced. 


Much time has been spent on general conservation and on 
the elaboration of details, as specially ordered by the Director.

Examples of this type of work are shown by the jaws of the 
Girafte and Elk in the East Corridor, and the exhibition of 
the original strips of Okapi skin, already mentioned.

In the study series the work of registering, labelling, and 
incorporating specimens has been continued. Three deal 
store cabinets have been added for the reception of skins of 
mammals of about the size of a fox. 


In dealing with accessions the Department is again much 
indebted to volunteer helpers, of whom Dr. Forsyth-Major, 
Mrs. Oldfield Thomas, Mr. J. L. Bonhote, Capt. G. E. H. 
Barrett-Hamilton, and Mr. Harold Schwann should be specially 
mentioned. 


By the assistance of a private donor the services of 
Dr. Knud Anderson have been secured for the working out 
and re-labelling of the collection of Chiroptera. 


Aves.—The remounting (for the Public Gallery) of the 
Hoopoes, Colies, Trogons, Touracos, Toucans, Honey-guides, 
and Woodpeckers has been completed. The pier-cases con- 
taining the LEritish Birds in the Pavilion have been 
re-arranged, and a number of specimens have been replaced 
by new and well-mounted ones. An illustrated guide to the 
Bird Gallery is now issued to the public. 

Progress has been made with the osteological collection, 
and a large number of eggs have been registered and 
incorporated. 
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The skeletons of the remaining Coraciiformes, viz., the 
Hornbills, Toucans, and Woodpeckers, have been labelled, 
eatalogued, and placed in cabinets, also those of the Menuridze 
and Eurylemide. 


Reptilia, Batrachia, and Pisces—The overcrowded state 
of the spirit building still continues. Owing to the insuffi- 
cient supply of spirit, the work of replenishing the bottles 
has ‘been abandoned, and from this cause, added to the want 
of bottles, it has been found impossible to incorporate a large 
proportion of the accessions. In consequence, several large 
eollections, received during this and the preceding year, have 
been temporarily placed in tanks or other large receptacles, 
and are thus not readily available for scientific purposes. 
The collection is suffering seriously from want of space and 
of the necessary supplies for its efficient preservation. 


Mollusca.—The exhibited collections of the Tritons and 
Ranellas, the Bulimoid land shells, and the species of 
Mytilide have been re-arranged in accordance with the most 
recent monographs. The separate collections of shells from 
Aden and South Africa have been re-arranged in the drawers. 
A large collection of marme shells from Port Alfred, South 
Africa, has been worked out, and a very important collection 
of deep-sea Mollusca from the Indian Ocean, obtained by the 
Indian Marine Survey steamer “ Investigator,’ has been 
reported upon. <A large collection of marine shells from 
Zanzibar has been named, and a selection mounted and in- 
corporated. In addition to the numerous acquisitions which 
have been registered, mounted, and arranged in the general 
collection, the whole of the Helicoid land shells from India, 
China, Japan, the Dutch East Indies, and Australia have been 
mounted in glass-topped boxes. 


Arachnida and Myriopoda.—For the first eight months 
of the year there was no assistant in charge of this part of 
the collections, so that no work has been done beyond the 
sorting and registering of accessions and the refilling of the 
bottles containing the spirit specimens. Lack of space in 
the spirit building prevents the incorporation of several 
important collections received in this and former years. 
Mr. C. J. With, of Copenhagen, has worked through a part of 
the collection of Chelonethi, and has published a report on 
them. 


Insecta.—Typical series of Orthoptera of the families 
Gryllide, Phasgonuride, and Locustide have been pre- 
pared and placed in the Insect Gallery, accompanied by 
descriptive labels and explanatory illustrations. Similar 
series, illustrating the Mallophaga (Bird-lice) and Pulicide 
(Fleas) have also been prepared and exhibited. The Butter- 
flies formerly displayed in the table-cases have been trans- 
ferred to cabinets at the side of the Gallery. 
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The acquisition of Capt. Kerremans’ collection of Coleoptera 
of the family Buprestide has necessitated the re-arrange- 
ment of that family, and thirty-eight drawers have already 
been completed. The arrangement of the Hlaterid@, made 
necessary by the gift of the Janson collection, has also been 
undertaken, and has progressed as far as the end of the group 
Monocrepidudes. 


The unidentified portion of the collection of Gyrinide 
was sent to Dr. Auguste Régimbart, of Evreux, by whom it 
has been thoroughly worked out, and the whole collection of 
these beetles has since been transferred to standard drawers, 
and re-arranged. The Dytiscidw, the only part of the 
collection of Coleoptera not yet transferred to standard 
drawers, are now being similarly submitted to Dr. Régimbart 
in instalments, with a view to the arrangement of that family 
in the near future. 


The arrangement of the enormous Clavicorn series of 
Coleoptera has made further progress, the families Cucujide 
and Colydiide and a portion of the Cryptophagide having 
been completed. 


The remaining groups of Central American Lamellicornia 
from the Godman and Salvin collection have been incorpo- 
rated, and this work has rendered necessary a revision of the 
Passalide, the greater part of which has been completed. 


The large genera of Weevils, Pachyrrhynchus, Apocyrtus, 
and Hipporrhinus have undergone re-arrangement. 


The Nymphaline Butterflies of the genera Limenitis, 
Apatura, and Vanessa have been arranged by Mr. H. J. Elwes 
in the new cabinets. 

The Melanitis, Huptychia, and Ypthima groups of the 
Satyrzde and the Elymniane, Amathusiane, Morphine, 
and Brassolinc have been re-arranged, all additional materials 
being incorporated. Progress has been made with the 
re-arrangement of the Danaine. 


The MS. of Voi. V. of the Catalogue of Moths has been 
completed, and almost passed through the press. 


The sub-family Hadenine of Noctuide has undergone 
re-arrangement. 


The re-organisation of the collection of British Lepidoptera 
has been finished almost to the end of the Tortricide. 


The Hon. Waiter Rothschild has given some time to a 
re-arrangement of the Sphingide. 


The first volume of the Catalogue of Orthoptera, including 
the families Forficulide, Hemimeride, Blattide, Mantide, 
and Phasmide, has been completed, and the collection of 
Phasmide has been revised and extended in accordance 
with it. 
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The revision and expansion of the collection of Gryllide 
has been commenced, and is proceeding pari passu with the 
preparation of the MS. Catalogue for press. A considerable 
number of accessions of all families of Orthoptera have also 
been determined and incorporated. 


A large number of Neuroptera, chiefly belonging to the 
Odonata and Planipennia, have been incorporated and 
determined. 


In the Rhynchota the family Capside has been completed, 
and the Water-bugs comprised in the division Cryptocerata 
have been studied and re-arranged. A new arrangement of 
the Homoptera has been commenced with the family 
Cicadide. 


The arrangement of the collection of Ants has been nearly 
completed, two genera only (Camponotus and Polyrrhachis) 
remaining undealt with. 


The additions to the collection of Vespidew have been 
preliminarily examined and partly arranged previous to 
incorporation in the General Collection. 


The re-arrangement of the Muscid Diptera has been 
brought down to the end of the Tachinine. 


A considerable number of Culicide (Mosquitoes) forwarded 
for identification from various parts of the world have been 
determined and incorporated. 


Reports, chiefly upon Blood-sucking and other Diptera 
suspected of conveying pathogenic organisms in various 
parts of the Empire, have been drawn up. Coloured 
drawings of British Blood-sucking Flies in course of prepara- 
tion by Mr. A. J. Engel Terzi have been supervised and 
corrected. 


An Index has been prepared to Dr. G. H. F. Nuttall’s 
memoir “On the role of Insects, Arachnids, and Myriopods 
as carriers in the spread oi Bacterial and Parasitic Diseases 
of Man and Animals.” 


Crustacea.—The whole of the spirit collection has been 
removed from the spirit building, and arranged in the cup- 
boards in the new Crustacea room. A manuscript index to 
this collection is in course of preparation. The bottles have 
been cleaned and re-filled with spirit. Of the dried collection, 
the Brachyura and a part of the Anomura have been trans- 
ferred to the new cabinets in the Crustacea room. Steps 
have been taken to get together a series to illustrate the dis- 
tribution of Crayfishes in the various river systems of Europe. 
Work on the Cumacea has been continued, in preparation for 
a catalogue of that group. Reports on the collections sent 
by the Department of Agriculture for Ireland, and by the 
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Dutch “ Siboga” expedition, have been prepared, and are now 
in the press, 


Prototracheata.—All the specimens of Peripatus obtained 
were submitted, before registration, to Prof. Bouvier, of Paris, 
who is still preparing his monograph of the group. 


Echinoderma.—The exhibited series of dried specimens 
have been re-arranged, and the boards on which they are 
placed re-velveted. Structural alterations in the spirit house 
necessitated the re-arrangement of forty cases of the spirit 
collections. Various additions and corrections have been 
made to the MSS. catalogues, and the specimens registered 
have been identified. 


Vermes.—The exhibited specimens have been re-spirited, 
and a large collection of Oligochzta, purchased from Mr. 
Beddard, has been incorporated. 


Anthozoa.—The MSS. of the fifth volume of the Catalogue 
of Corals has been sent to the printers. Cupboards have 
been fitted to receive the study collection of stony corals. 
The re-velveting of the boards in the exhibition gallery has 
been commenced. 


Tunicata, Brachropoda, Polyzoa, Hydrozoa, Porifera, 
and Protozoa.—A manuscript catalogue of the named speci- 
mens of sponges has been completed. The general collection 
of Polyzoa has been completely re-arranged ; by referring to 
original descriptions and figures, many specimens were 
discovered to be types. A supplementary collection of 
Polyzoa, given in 1903 by Mrs. Hincks, was incorporated. 
Work has heen done in arranging, conserving, and labelling 
the latest consignment of sponges from South Africa, also 
the sponges brought home from the Antarctic by the ‘ Dis- 
covery.” The general collection of Porifera in spirit and 
the collections of Milleporide and Stylasteridew have been 
re-arranged.

ITI.— Departmental Library. 


One hundred and sixteen separate works in 158 volumes, 
and 1,183 new numbers of periodicals and parts of works in 
progress, obtained by purchase, presentation, and exchange, 
have been added to the Zoological Library. Two hundred 
and fifty-two books have been bound. The library now 
consists of 10,723 separate works in 16,083 volumes. The cata- 
loguing, press-marking, stamping, and incorporation of all 
additions have been performed as usual. 1,469 visits have 
been paid to the library by students, artists, and other 
persons requiring information.

lL—Arrangement'and Conservation. 


Besides the registration and ‘meorporation of recent 
acquisitions, specialiattention has: again been devoted this 
year to arrears in°the arrangementiand labelling of old 
collections in the reserve cabinets. Much progress has thus 
been made in preparing certain groups for cataloguing, while 
facilitating an early revision of some of the exhibited col- 
lections. Numerous recent accessions have also been placed 
in the cases in the public galleries. 


Mammalia (Galleries 1 and 2).—The small remains of 
Carnivora in table-case 2 have been completely rearranged 
im accordance with a~revision by Dr. Forsyth Major, and 
most of the’ specimens have been re-tableted with printed 
labels. 


The preparation of the Carnivora from the Lower 
Pliocene of Pikermi, Greece, having now been completed, the 
specimens have been determined and registered preparatory 
to incorporation in the general collection. 


The remains of Ancylopoda have been re-arranged in 
pier-case 9, and a fine toe of Chalicotherium sansaniense 
has been added. 


A fine skull of Bos primigenius, from excavations at the 
mouth of the Ribble, presented by the Corporation of Preston, 
has been mounted on the pillar between pier-cases 18, 19. 


The fossil remains of Sirenia have been removed from 
pier-case 21, and re-arranged in pier-case 29 and case V. 


A special exhibition of fossil Ungulata from South 
America has kéen begun in pier-cases 20, 21, and table-case 11. 


Additional specimens of Arsinoitherrum have been 
mounted and placed in pier-case 22; while an immature 
skull has been added to case S, which contains the skull and 
mandible of Arsinovthervum zittelr. 


The newly acquired remains of the extinct Ground-sloth, 
Grypothervum listar, from a cavern in Patagonia, have been 
mounted and labelled in a special small table-case, 154. 

Explanatory diagrams of the skulls of Maeritherium, 
Paleomastodon, and Tetrabelodon have been framed and 
fixed on the pillar between pier-cases 39, 40, to illustrate the 
collection of early Proboscidea in the adjacent cases.

Aves (Gallery 2).—The pelvis and hind limbs of Muller- 


ornis betsiler, a small struthious bird from the swamps of 
Madagascar, have been mounted and labelled in wall-case 25.

Reptilia and Amphibia (Galleries 3, 4, 5).—The large but 
fragile remains of the Dinosaur, Cetiosawrus leedsi, mounted 
last year, have been covered with a glazed.case. Prepara- 
tions have been made for placing with them some American 
specimens for comparison. 


The. plaster casts of the femur, tibia, and fibula of Cetio- 
saurus oxoniensis have been mounted on ironwork. for 
comparison with the hind limb of C. leedsv. 


Wall-case 4 has been completely re-fitted to contain 
miscellaneous remains of Sauropodous Dinosauria, besides 
the skeleton of Polacanthus foxi, which has been newly 
mounted on ironwork in accordance with the researches of 
Baron Franz Nopesa. 


Some remains of a Stegosaurian from the Oxford Clay of 
Peterborough have been temporarily mounted in wall-case 5 
in place of Polacanthus, which has been removed. 


The type skull of \Capitosaurus stantonensis, from, the 
Lower Keuper of Stanton, North Staffordshire, has been 
mounted and labelled in wall-case 12.

Tertiary and Cretaceous Mollusca from Turkey, Nigeria, 
Somaliland, Morocco, and Alaska have been registered, 
labelled, and incorporated, and some typical selections have 
been arranged in the wall-cases of Gallery &. 


The Carboniferous Mollusca and other Invertebrata in the 
exhibited Gilbertson Collection have been re-labelled. 


The collection of British Devonian Gastropoda in table- 
case 90, Gallery 8, has been revised, re-labelled, and re- 
arranged, with the incorporation of the more important 
specimens from the Vicary Collection. 


The collection of Silurian Mollusca in the drawers has 
been re-arranged to incorporate British specimens from the 
Piper and T. T. Lewis Collections and Scandinavian specimens 
from the Bather Collection, which have been registered and 
labelled. 


Several large Jurassic and Cretaceous Ammonites have 
been mounted, labelled, and added to the wall-cases in 
Gallery 7. Storage space for large unexhibited specimens 
has also been. made in the top portion of the wall-cases in 
the same gallery by bringing the diagrams forward to the 
class.

The preparation and mounting of the tail of Leedsia 
problematica have been. completed; and the preparation 
of some branchial arches of the same fish has been begun. 

The preparation of the Clark Collection of Devonian 
Fishes from Ohio has been completed. 

Miscellaneous specimens have been reduced and prepared 
before incorporation in the collection, notably a large series 
from the Vicary Collection. 

Some large specimens of Carboniferous Plants have been 
prepared for exhibition. 

Lord Avebury’s eight models to illustrate an experiment 
in mountain-building have been cieaned and fitted into a 
frame for exhibition. 

The Workshop Attendant was absent for some time, by 
permission of the Trustees, preparing fossil Vertebrata in the 
Cairo Museum for the Geological Survey of Egypt. 

The Mason has made a few plaster casts of fishes for the 
Department of Zoology. 


TII.—Printing of Labels. 


The Museum Printer continues to devote one day each 
week to the preparation of labels for the Department of 
Geology ; but a Boy Attendant in the Department composes 
and prints most of the labels, and has this year prepared 
upwards of 1,550.

The additions to the Library, which have been registered, 
stamped, catalogued, and press-marked, comprise 190 new 
works and pamphlets, of which 39 were purchased and 151 
presented ; 240 parts of serials in progress, of which 41 were 
purchased and 199 presented; and 171 maps, of which 21 
were purchased and 150 presented. Fifty-five volumes have 
been bound. 

The duplicate books and pamphlets have been re-examined, 
arranged, and indexed.

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DEPARTMENT OF MINERALOGY, 
Research. 


The systematic crystallographic and chemical investiga- 
tion of the Mineral Collections has been in progress during 
the past year. In the Sulphide Division, the investigation 
of the crystallographic and optical characters of some new 
and rare minerals from the Binnenthal, Switzerland, has 
been in progress; the group of sulph-antimonites of lead 
has been critically reviewed, and the specimens have been 
re-arranged. In connection with the investigation of the 
new mineral teallite, further chemical analyses have been 
made of its allied minerals franckeite and cylindrite, and 
the chemical relations of the three species have been dis- 
cussed. In the Halide Division, a new copper mineral from 
Sierra Gorda, Chili, closely allied to atacamite, has been 
crystallographically and chemically examined. A detailed 
erystallographic and optical examination has been made of 
a suite of irregularly developed crystals of zircon from 
Ceylon. 


Crystallographic measurements have been incidentally 
made on various other species, including atacamite, augite, 
babel-quartz, blende, chalybite, connellite, hydrocerussite, 
malachite, mendipite, rutile, schwarzembergite, stelznerite, 
and tourmaline. 


Petrographical examinations have been made of specimens 
of pillow-lava and other igneous rocks from Cornwall, and 
of a collection of alkaline rocks from Dunedin, New Zealand. 
The slip-catalogue of the collection of thin sections of rocks 
has been brought up to date by the microscopic examination 
of over 700 sections. 


The masses of meteoric iron from Great Namaqualand 
and its neighbourhood have been under discussion, and 
specimens have been polished, etched, and examined. 


In the chemical laboratory complete quantitative analyses 
have been made of teallite, franckeite, cylindrite, and the 
new copper mineral from Chili, and partial analyses have 
been made of hussakite and ‘red rain” from the Azores. 
Further, 42 doubtful minerals have been qualitatively 
analysed.

The new edition of the “Introduction to the Study of 
Meteorites, with a list of the Meteorites represented in the 
Collection,” has been completed and passed through the 
press.

Proofs of the Historical Notes relative to the Minerals, 
Rocks, and Meteorites, have been revised, and a biographical 
index has been:added. 


An improved method of labelling and numbering specimens 
has been under consideration ; in this connection experiments 
have been made in the painting of numbers on specimens. 


A slip-catalogue has been made of the large series of 
specimens of native copper. 


New. locality- and: species-labels have been prepared; 
printed, and placed in the exhibition-cases, and all, the, 
necessary entries have been made in the alphabetical and 
topographical indexes of localities. 


A series of experimental measurements has. been made 
with the new three-circle goniometer, and a diagram (“ morio- 
gram”) connecting the angles between, and the indices of, 
tautozonal faces has been devised and drawn. 


An improved form of refractometer has been designed, and 
experiments have been made with the instrument. 


The collection of Meteorites has been re-labelled;. the 
weight of each individual specimen in grams has been 
determined and recorded, in.a special catalogue. 

Numerous specimens, sent or .brought to the Museum by 
visitors, have been examined and named. 

Assistance has been given in the revision of ‘the proofs of 
the Catalogue of the Museum Library. . 

Sixty-eight boxes. or parcels. of mimeral specimens have 
been received, unpacked, and examined; seventy-eight boxes 
or parcels have been: packed and despatched. 
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Departmental Library. 


To the Departmental Library have been added continua- 
tions of 27 periodicals (in 436 parts), 96 volumes: of separate 
works, and 92 pamphlets and parts of works; of these, 9 
periodicals (in 95 parts), 17 volumes of ‘separate works, and 
56 pamphlets and parts of works, were acquired by presenta- 
tion or transfer. All of them, including 1,641 plates, have 
been registered and stamped. 


Students. 


The number of visits recorded as made to the Department: 
for the purposes of consultation or study is 909. 


The Gallery being no longer reserved on particular days 
of the week for use by students, and study-series having 
been. so arranged as,.to. be.directly accessible.to the vublic, 
and so labelled as to render reference to the staff for informa- 
tion thereon almost completely unnecessary, it has become 
difficult to distinguish, for statistical purposes, “Students” 
of minerals from ordinary “ Visitors,’ and stress can no 
longer be laid on the distinction.

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During the past year 22,200 specimens, consisting of 
10,900 Flowering Plants, 368 Vascular Cryptogams, 2,079 
Mosses, 254 Hepatics, 3,612 Lichens, 836 Alga, and 4,151 
Fungi, have been mounted and incorporated with the 
Herbarium. 


Mr. Baker has incorporated with the General Herbarium 
various collections of Polygalacez, Caryophyllacex, Tropical 
African Polypetalz, and a portion of Dr. Hassler’s recently 
acquired collection from Paraguay. The order Lythracez 
and the genera Oxytropis, Melilotus, Cardamine, Hippocratea, 
and Epilobium have been rearranged in accordance’ with 
recent monographs. The later consignments of Polypetale, 
collected on the Uganda Boundary Commission by Dr. Bag- 
shawe, have been determined, and a report has been prepared 
for publication. The Polypetale of several smaller collections 
have been determined, and a report on those found by Mr. 
F. Eyles in Rhodesia will shortly be published. 


Mr. Britten has completed the volume dealing with the 
Australian plants collected during Cook’s First Voyage, and 
has published an account of Banks’s Newfoundland plants 
contained in the Herbarium and of the Madeiran plants 
enumerated by the earlier collectors and preserved in the 
Herbarium. He has also prepared the general account of 
the Herbarium prefixed to the detailed enumeration of its 
contents, and has revised the whole for publication. He has 
incorporated numerous additions to the British Herbarium 
and to the orders Gentianacez, Labiatze, Solanacez, and 
Asclepiadacez ; and has revised the African species of the 
last-named order. He has also worked at the Sloane 
Herbarium and at African species of Ficus; he has super- 
intended the acquisition of books, and has continued to help 
in the preparation of the botanical portion of the Catalogue 
of the General Library ; he has also revised the labels for 
the public gallery. Mr. Britten has, during Mr. Murray’s 
absence, directed and supervised the work in the Department. 


Dr. Rendle has incorporated with the General Herbarium 
various collections of Monocotyledons and Apetalous Dico- 
tyledons. He has also named and incorporated collections of 
Grasses from Yunnan and Formosa by Henry, from Tropical 
South Africa by Rand, Kissner, and others, the Monocotyle- 
dons contained in collections from the Nyika Plateau by 
Henderson, and from Angola by Gossweiler. He has com- 
pleted a critical revision of the East Asiatic Grasses, in 
connection with his monograph of the Chinese Grasses ; has 
prepared and published a systematic account of Mr. H. H. 
Prichard’s collections in Patagonia, and has prepared for 
publication an account of the Monocotyledons in Dr. Bag- 
shawe’s collection, and of the Monocotyledons and Apetalous 
Dicotyledons in a small collection from Rhodesia by Eyles. 
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He has also devoted some time to a revision of the Tropical 
African Convolvulacez, making a comparative study of the 
material at the British Museum and Kew for the “ Flora of 
Tropical Africa.” Some time has also been given to a super- 
vision of the work in the Public Gallery in illustration of 
_ the orders of flowering plants. He has conducted several 
parties of students through the collections. 


Mr. Gepp has incorporated with the Herbarium the 
Dicranacez of Bescherelle’s herbarium, a portion of Hope’s 
ferns of India, Faurie’s ferns of Japan, Formosa, and Korea, 
and other sets of mosses and ferns; he has named and revised 
various sets of African, Indian, West Indian, and Australian 
ferns and Muscinez, and has begun to revise the Selaginel- 
laceze and Rhizocarpez. He has checked and corrected the 
report on the Cryptogams for the history of the collections 
of the Department, and has revised the labels for the exhibition 
of British Lichens. 


Mr. Blackman has been engaged on work in connection 
with the collection of Fungi and on the Index Museum in 
the Central Hall. In the Fungi special attention has been 
paid to the Uredineze and to the microscopic coprophilous 
Ascomycetes, and a rearrangement of the Gasteromycetes 
has been begun. In the Index Museum, with the assistance 
of Miss Fraser, the first part of the morphological series 
dealing with Angiosperms has been revised and re-labelled. 
With the help of Miss Mitchell progress has been made with 
an exhibit displaying the characters and mode of growth of . 
British Trees. 

Mr. Spencer Moore has continued the incorporation of 
Euphorbiaceze, and has also incorporated the Indian Acan- 
thacez of various collectors. He has voluntarily devoted 


considerable time to working out the Gamopetale of recent 
collections. 


Miss A. Lorrain Smith has made much progress in the 
revision and remounting of the British Lichens and in the 
preparation of a series for exhibition in the Public Gallery. 
She has also mounted and repaired a mun of microscope- 
slides of cryptogams. 


Mrs. Gepp has continued her voluntary services to the 
Department in revising marine Algez already in the Her- 
barium and naming fresh collections which have been 
received from Wei-hai-wei (Boyden), Swatow (Howell), and 
New South Wales (Lucas). 


Miss M. O. Mitchell has completed the drawings and 
prepared specimens which with photographs and models 
illustrate the mode of growth of British trees in the case 
exhibited in the Central Hall. 


Misses Eleanor and Frances Whitting have finished cata- 
loguing the study set of the Comber collection of Diatoms, 
amounting to nearly 2,850 slides. 
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Mr. P. Highley has prepared 890 microscope-slides of 
Phyto-plankton, and 27 water-colour drawings of British 
Lichens for exhibition. 


In the early part of the year Mr. Chandler was still 
engaged in rearranging the exhibition of natural orders in 
the wall cases of the Public Gallery. The work was con- 
tinued by Miss Fraser, who has been also occupied with the 
preparation of drawings and specimens for the exhibition of 
Plant Morphology in the Index Museum. 


The additions to the collections by presentation have 
been :-—The Herbarium of Mr. Francis Blackwell Forbes, 
F.L.S., containing more than 4,000 specimens, mostly Chinese
